HE  Chevalier  de  Beauchene, 
Author  of  thefe  Memoirs^  after 
having  paffed  near  fifty  Tears 
in  the  Service  ^f  the  King,  as 
well  by  Land  as  Sea,  came  into 
France  with  a  confider able  For- 
tune ;  but  the  Pajfion  he  always  had  for  Play 
foon  threw  it  into  Dif order,  net  to  mention  fome 
Affairs  of  Honour ,  which  his  violent  andhajly 
Spirit  occafaned  him,  and  which  could  n§t  be 
accommodated  but  at  the  Expence  of  bis  Purfe, 
He  lofi  above  two  Thirds  of  his  Fortune  at 
Breft,  at  St.  Malo,  »nd  at  Nantes,  and  went 
with  what  was  remaining  to  fettle  at  Tours. 
//  was  in  that  City,  that  falling  into  a  parrel 
with  fome  of  the  Engliih  there,  he  fought  with 
them  the  nth  o/' December,  1731,  and  found 
in  that  Combat  a  Death  which  he  had  fo  often 
braved  with  Impunity  in  the  mofl  dangerous 
Attempts. 

At  thofe  Hours,  when  his  Madnefs  for  Play 
permitted  him  to  employ  him  [elf  in  other  Amufe- 
ments,  he  was  plea  fed  with  fitting  down  to  writt 
the  Events  of  his  Life^   and  ivith  recalling  t» 

his 
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hh  Memory  all  the  hold  Exploits  he  had  under* 
taken  ^  and  all  the  Dangers  he  had  undergone  ; 
next  to  the  Joys  of  the  Bottky  this  was  his 
darling  Flea  Jure, 

Another  Motive  alfo  excited  him  to  this  Work^ 
which  he  looked  upon  as  ufeful  to  Society  ;  he 
imagined  that  the  World  would  he  obliged  to  him. 
for  that  Infinity  of  minute  Details  that  he  has 
given  of  the  Rencounters  in  which  he  command- 
ed ;  for  according  to  his  Notions ^  a  Captain  of 
a  Privateer^  nay  a  common  Majler  of  a  Ship, 
ought  to  have  the  fame  Prudence^  Courage^  and 
Addrefs^  in  the  ConduSi  of  their  Affairs^  as 
an  Admiral  has  in  his. 

Soon  after  the  Death  of  Monfieur  de  Beau- 
chene,  a  mutual  Friend  to  his  Widow  and  to 
me^  wrii  to  me  from  Tours,  and  let  me  know 
that  he  had  perjwaded  that  Lady  to  fuffer  theft 
Memoirs  to  be  printed  which  her  Husband  had 
left.  In  effeiiy  Jhe  foon  after  fent  them  to  me^ 
defrlng  me  to  publijh  them,  if  I  thought  them 
not  unworthy  of  the  Curiofity  of  the  Public k,  I 
have  perufed  them,  my  gracious  Reader^  andT 
judge  that  they  contain  what  may  he  agreeable 
to  you.  As  to  the  reft,  if  in  fome  Places  you 
find  the  Stile  a  little  too  rough,  and  too  muck 
upon  the  Marine^  remember  that  it  is  that  of  a:

^loe  Origin  of  Monjieur  le  Chevalier  de 
Beauchene,  and  the  Amufements  of 
his  Infancy  •,  at  feven  Tears  old  he  is 
carried  off  by  /i?^  Iroquefe,  where  he 
is  adopted  by  one  of  thofe  Savages, 
His  Occupation  whilft  with  them.

The  Chevalier  de  Beauchene  refufes  tv 
accept  of  the  Pofi  of  Captain,  He 
goes  again  to  Sea  with  feventy-five 
Privateers.  They  meet  with  four 
Englifh  Veffels^  who  ufe  them  very 
roughly.  The  Chevalier  goes  to  Sr. 
Domingo,  to  join  fome  French  Pri- 
vateers there.  The  gallant  Adventure 
of  a  Rocheller,  one  of  his  Companions, 

■  ^^^y  i^  ^^  cruize  upon  the  Coaft  of  the 
Carraccas,  and  with  a  Veffel  of  eight 
Guns  take  two  Engliili  Ships^  one  of 
four  and  twenty^  and  the  other  of  fix 
and  thirty  Guns,  They  return  to  St, 
Domingo,  where  they  fhare  their 
Prizes^  and  fall  into  all  manner  of 
Debauchery,  They  put  to  Sea  again, 
^he  Hiftory  of  a  Philofophical  Priva- 
teer. They  attack  a  Ship  of  fix  and 
forty  Guns  and  three  hundred  Men^ 
and  take  it  after  a  hot  Refifiance, 
But  they  have  no  fooner  gained  that 
Prize  than  floe  is  taken  from  them  by 

an 
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an  Englifli  Man  of  War^  of  fifty 
Guns,  and  a  Frigate  of  fix  and  thir- 
ty, who  make  them  Prifoners,  They 
are  firft  fent  to  Jamaica,  and  from 
thence  to  the  Prtfons  of  Kingfale  in 
Ireland.  A  Detail  of  the  Miferies 
they  are  made  to  fuffer.  They  all  die 
except  the  Chevalier,  who  finds  means 
to  efcape.  He  goes  to  Cork,  where 
he  has  the  Happinefs  to  find  a  fVidoWy 
who  out  of  Generofity  does  him  Ser- 
vice, and  who  engages  an  Englifh 
Captain  to  fet  him  afhore  in  Hifpa- 
niola,  from  whence  he  goes  to  Petit 
Goave.  ^here  Monfieur  dc  Choifeuil 
gives  him  a  Veffel  and  ninety  Men, 
with  which  he  has  the  Boldnefs  to  go 
and  cruize  in  Sight  of  the  Ports  of 
Jamaica,  to  revenge  himfelf  upon  the 
firft  Englifh  he  can  take,  for  the 
Cruelties  exercifedin  Ireland  upon  him- 
felf and  his  Companions,  He  takes  an 
Englifh  Ship,  and  treats  the  Crew 
moft  barharoufly.

Ithe  Origin  of  Monfieur  k  Chevcdier  de 
Beauchene^,  and  the  Amufements  of  his 
Infancy ;  at  feven  Tears  old  be  is  car- 
ried off  by  the  Iroquefe,  %i}here  he  is 
adopted  by  one  of  thofe  Savages,  His 
Occupation  whilft  with  them.  He  is 
retaken  fome  Tears  lifter  by  the  Cana- 
dians, and  refiored  to  his  Parents,  He 
affociates  himfelf  with  fome  of  the  AI- 
gonquins,  and  goes  with  them  upon 
fever al  Expeditions,  After  having  put 
to  flight  a  Body  of  four  hundred  Men, 
raifed  the  Siege  of  Port-Royal,  and 
'Migedfive  thou f and  Englifh  to  retire^ 
Vol.  I.  B  he 
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he  quits  his  Algonquins,  and  turns 
Privateer.  He  goes  a  Cruize  upon  the 
Coafis  of  Jamaica,  under  Captain  Mor- 
pain,  and  afterwards  under  the  famous 
Montauban,  after  whofe  "Death  he  is 
ele^fed  Captain. 

!Y  Father  and  Mother,  who 
were  originally  French^  went 
to  inhabit  in  Canada^  not 
far  from  Montreal^  upon 
the  River  of  St.  Lawrence, 
l^hty  hved  there  in  that  happy  Tran- 
quiUty  which  is  procured  to  the  Cana- 
dians, by  the  eafy  SubmiiTion  the  Go- 
vernment exadts  from  them.  I  fhould 
have  been  educated  well,  if  I  had  been 
capable  of  Difcipline,  but  that  I  never 
Mvas.  From  my  earliefl  Childhood,  I 
fhewed  myfelf  fo  rebellious  and  fo  ob- 
ftinate,  that  there  was  great  doubt  whe- 
ther I  ihould  ever  be  any  Honour  to 
the  Family.  I  was  palTionate,  violent, 
always  ready  to  ftrike,  and  to  repay 
with  Ufury  the  Blows  that  were  given 
ipe. 

I  icmember  one  Day,  my  Mother  en- 
deavouring to  tye  me  to  a  Foil,   that 

file 
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ihe  might  chaftife  me  more  convenient- 
ly, and  not  being  able  to  manage  mc 
alone,  as  little  as  I  was,  fhe  defired  a 
young  Curate,  who  came  home  to  teach 
me  to  read,  to  lend  her  his  AfTiilance. 
He  did  her  this  Service  very  charitably, 
with  the  Thought  that  this  Corredion 
might  be  ufeful  to  me  •,  in  which  the 
good  Man  was  much  deceived.  Far 
from  looking  upon  his  Aid  as  a  charitable 
A<5lion,  for  which  I  was  obliged  to  him, 
it  palled,  in  my  fmall  Judgment,  for  an 
Affront,  that  difnonoured  me,  and  which 
I  ought  to  revenge. 

I  turn'd  all  my  Fury,  therefore,  a^ 
gainil  this  poor  Devil  of  a  Mailer,  and 
refolv'd  to  maul  him.  Finding  myfelf 
too  weak  to  execute  this  noble  Scheme 
alone,  I  communicated  ittofeveralBoys, 
as  excellently  natur'd  as  myfelf,  who  did 
not  fail  to  approve  it,  and  to  offer  me 
their  Hands  towards  fo  jull  an  Execu- 
tion. The  Confpirators  provided  them- 
felves  with  Stones,  and  all  in  a  Body 
affaulted  the  poor  Wretch  who  had  pro- 
voked me,  in  fuch  a  fierce  manner,  that 
he  would  have  undergone  the  Fate  of  the 
firft  Chriltian  Martyr,  if  feme  People, 
B  2  who 
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who  by  chance  were  pafTing  by,  had  not 
refcued  him  from  our  Revenge.  This 
good  Ecclefiaflick,  whofe  Name  is  Pe^ 
riac^  fome  time  after  return'd  into  France.- 
He  refides  now  actually  at  Nantes^  in  a 
Seminary,  of  which  he  is  the  Superior*: 
It  is  not  above  three  Months  fmce  I  faw 
him  by  Accident,  and  he  made  me  re- 
coiled this  glorious  Exploit,  telling  me 
that  he  was  charm'd  that  he  had  made 
a  falfe  Perdidion-,  having  foretold,  in 
my  Infancy,  that  I  (hould  get  myfelf 
knock'd  on  the  Head  before  I  had  a 
Beard. 

My  Parents,  who  faw  me  every  Day 
in  fome  frefh  Piece  of  Mifchief,  like  this 
that  I  have  fpoken  of,  judg'd  full  as  un- 
favourably of  me,  and  I  am  aftonifh'd 
myfelf  that  I  am  flill  in  the  World,  af- 
ter having  fo  often  expofed  myfelf  to 
the  utmofl  Dangers.  Never  Child  dif- 
cover'd  fuch  a  Difpofition  to  be  a  furi- 
ous Qiiareller  •,  a  new  IJhmael,  the  Son 
of  Hagai.  I  was  never  fatisfied  but 
when  I  had  Knives,  Arrows,  Swords, 
or  Piilols  in  my  Hand  :  They  were  my 
Play-things.  They  did  what  they  would 
with  me  j  if  they  promis'd  me  Arms, 

and 
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and  if  they  had  the  Imprudence  to  per- 
form their  Promife,  I  tried  them  upon 
the  firft  Animal  I  met :  Before  I  was 
feven  Years  old,  there  was  fcarce  left  a 
Cat  or  a  Dog  in  the  Neigbourhood.  It 
was  thus  I  exercis'd  my  growing  Valour, 
till  I  was  ftrong  enough  to  make  a  more 
noble  Ufe  of  it,  and  to  fight  v;ith  my 
three  Brothers  againll  the  Iroqiiefe, 

Thefe  Savages,  gain'd  by  the  Pre- 
fents  of  the  Englijh^  fometimes  made 
Incurfions  even  to  the  Gates  of  Mont- 
real \  they  enter' d  the  Country  in  fmall 
Parties,  concealed  themfelves  in  the 
Woods  during  the  Day,  re-aflembled 
themfelves  in  the  Night,  and  fell  upon 
the  Villages.  They  pillaged  them,  and 
afterwards  retired  hallily  with  their  Boo- 
ty, after  having  fet  Fire  to  what  they 
could  not  carry  off.  But  above  all  they 
took  care  not  to  forget  the  Hair  of  thole 
they  had  kill'd  \  and,  without  diipute, 
they  are  greater  Artifls  than  any  Barber 
in  Europe^  at  preferving  every  Hair, 
for  they  tear  off  at  the  fame  time  the 
Skin  of  the  Head.  They  extend  thefe 
Skins  upon  little  Circles  of  Ofier,  and 
prefcrve  them  carefully.  Thefe  are  the 
B  3  Stan- 
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Standards,  the  Trophies,  they  chufe  tOv 
take  from  their  Enemies.  Thefe  are 
the  MiUtary  Honours  of  the  Iroqiiefe, 
Their  Courage  is  eftimated  by  the  Num- 
ber of  Heads  of  Hair  that  they  pofTefs. 
They  are  honour'd  and  refpeded  in 
Proportion,  and  the  Glory  of  a  Father^., 
who  has  diftinguifhed  himfelf  from  o- 
thers  by  his  Bravery,  has  not,  as  in  Eu- 
rope^ the  lead  Influence  of  Honour  upon 
a  Son  who  appears  unworthy  of  him. 

The  Troop  of  Iroquefe^  who  made 
themfelves  moll  dreaded  about  Chamhly- 
and  Montreal^  had  one  of  the  mofl  ce- 
lebrated Savages  for  tlieir  Chief;  he 
himfelf  could  have  furnifhed  the  bell 
accuilom'd  Peruke-maker  in  Paris^  and 
was  the  Terror  of  Canada,  This  terri- 
ble Mortal  was  named  the  Black-Kettle, 
There  was  not  a  Perfon  in  that  Country 
who  could  boall  that  he  had  heard  that 
formidable  Name  without  trembling. 
Will  it  be  behev'd,  that  publick  Prayers 
were  demanded  to  be  deliver'd  from  his 
Fury,  as  formerly  in  certain  Provinces 
of  France,  the  People  begg'd  of  God 
to  deliver  them  from  the  Rage  of  the 
Normans,

All  that  I  heard  reported  of  this  fa- 
mous Savage,  did  not  fo  much  infpire 
rne  with  Fear  as  a  Defire  of  feeing  him. 
I  knew  it  was  the  Cuflom  of  the  Iro- 
quefe^  inflead  of  killing  the  Children,  to 
carry  them  off,  and  bring  them  up  in 
their  own  Manner.  This  made  me  wifh 
to  be  carried  away  by  them.  I  am  cu- 
rious, faid  I,  to  know  thefe  People  by 
my  own  Experience,  and  to  try  whether 
I  ihall  not  find  more  Pleafure  in  their 
Habitation,  than  I  have  in  my  own  Fa- 
mily, where  I  am  fcolded  and  contra- 
dided  every  Moment :  The  Savages 
certainly  will  let  me  make  ufe  of  Wea- 
pons as  much  as  I  pleafe  ;  far  from  dif- 
puting  the  Pleafure  I  take  in  ufuig  them, 
as  my  Parents  do,  they  will  fee  with 
Joy  my  warlike  Humour,  and  give  me 
Occafions  of  exercifing  it.  I  formed  a 
Defign,  therefore,  to  go  and  join  them  on 
the  firft  Incurfion  they  fhould  make  near 
Montreal',  which  did  not  fail  to  happen 
in  a  fhortTime,  as  I  am  going  to  relate, 

Monfieur  de  Frontenac^  the  Governor 

pf  Canada^  embark'd  to  pafs  into  France, 

He  was  fcarce  departed,  before  the  Iro- 

B  4  quefe 
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quefe  endeavour'd  to  make  ufe  of  his 
Abfence,  to  revenge  themfelves  for  the 
Ravagf^s  which  had  been  made  the  pre^ 
ceeding  Year  in  one  of  their  Cantons  *, 
by  Meflleiirs  the  Marquis  de  Denouville^ 
de  Cailleres^  and  de  Vaudreuil.  ThiiSj 
on  alJ  Sides,  nothing  was  heard  of  but 
Villages  furprized^  pillaged,  and  burnt. 
As  to  me,  I  waited  impatiently  till  th3 
Black  Kettle's  Troop  fhould  'draw  near 
us,  when  one  Evening  the  Alarm  was 
fpread  over  all  the  Quarter.  The  Men 
run  to  their  Arms,  and  prepared  them- 
felves to  defend  their-  Country.  What 
a  Subjed  of  Rapture  for  me,  to  behold 
the  Vv^hole  World  preparing  themfelves 
for  Batde  I  Inftead  of  hiding  myfelf 
with  the  Women,  I  prepared  to  follow 
my  Brothers,  who  were  of  an  Age  to  ufe 
their  Swords,  for  the  Defence  of  our 
Gods  Penates  ;  and  I  cry'd  out,  in  the 
Excefs  of  Joy  that  tranfported  me,  that 
I  was  glad  I  fhould  fee  th^t  Savage, 
whofe  Name  refounded  on  all  Sides. 
This  drew  upon  me,  from  my  Mother, 
a  Reprimand,  preceded  by  a  Box  on  the 
Ear,  which  I  durft  not  indeed  return, 

but 

*  The  Canton  of  the  SonontuciKS,  vvhkh  wai 
ravaged  by  the  French  in.  1687. 
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but  which  I  refolved  within  myfelf  not 
to  leave  unpuniihed.  I  efcaped  from  her 
Hands,  notwithftanding  the  Efforts  Ihe 
made  to  retain  me  ;  and  running  to  the 
Place  where  I  heard  the  Noife  of  Fire- 
Arms,  I  arrived  at  the  Field  of  Battle, 
refolvingto  take  my  Flight  with  the  Iro- 
quefe  -,  or  if  they  difdain'd  to  take  me, 
to  be  however  a  Spedator  of  the  Com-. 
bat ;  as  much  to  revenge  myfelf  on  my 
Mother,  as  to  enjoy  a  Spectacle  that 
was  agreeable  to  me. 

The  Savages  flruck  their  Blow  in  lefs 
than  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour.  They 
kiird  about  thirty  People,  before  they 
were  in  a  Condition  to  repulfe  them, 
fet  Fire  to  feveral  Houfes,  and  retired 
with  a  large,  tho'  not  with  a  very  rich 
Booty,  and  fome  few  Prifoners,  amongft 
whom  my  eldeft  Brother  had  the  Mis- 
fortune to  be  found.  As  I  look'd  round 
v;ith  great  Eagernefs  to  find  the  Iro- 
quefe^  1  perceiv'd  twelve  or  fifteen  of 
them  unfurnilhing  a  Houfc  before  they 
burnt  it,  and  fetching  out  of  it  two  Ht- 
tle  Children  ,  I  immediately  calFd  out, 
as  loud  as  I  could  pofTibly,  Quarter, 
Gentlemen,  Quarter!  I  yield  \  carry  me 
along  with  you.  S  5  -  I 
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I  don't  know  that  they  underflood 
me,  however  I  prefented  myfejf  to  them 
with  fo  good  a  Grace^  tliat  they  could 
not  refufe  me  the  Satisfa6lion  of  being 
their  Prifoner  ;  one  of  them  took  me 
upon  his  Shoulders,,  and  we  foon  join'd 
the  reft  of  the  Troop  -,  what  is  rnofl 
uncommon  was,  that  inftead  of  crying^ 
like  the  other  little  Boys,  1  held  a  Ket- 
tle and  a  Copper-pot  in  my  Hands,  that 
the  Savage  who  bore  me  had  quitted  to 
take  me  up. 

After  a  March  of  eight  or  ten  Leagues^ 
the  Iroquefe  remarking  the  Approach  of 
Day,  halted  in  a  Wood  to  repofe  them- 
felves  till  Night  •,  and  as  they  were  pre- 
paring to  purfue  their  Journey,  they  were 
on  a  fudden  attack'd  by  two  hundred 
Ca?wdians  znd  Algonquins^  who,  unhappi- 
ly, not  having  perceiv'd  time  enough  the 
Place  where  the  Prifoners  were  faften'd, 
could  not  deliver  them.  The  Iroqiiefe 
who  guarded  them,  having  heard  the 
Cry  of  War  i",  immediately  knocl^ed 
them  on  the  Head.  The 

•f-  This  Cry,  which  the  Canadians  have  imi- 
tated from  the  Savages^  is  a  kind  of  Howling,. 

whichi 
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The  Iroquefe  are  eafily  overcome 
when  they  are  furprized.  They  rather 
chufe  to  attack,  than  to  defend  them- 
felves.  They  immediately  took  their 
Fhght,  carrying  us  off  with  them,  and 
leaving  nine  of  their  Men  in  the  Powei; 
of  the  Enemy. 

Thefe  Canadians^  who  had  perform'd 
this  haily  Expedition,  were  command- 
ed by  Meffieurs  de  Maricoury  de  St, 
Helene^  and  de  Longueil^  Brothers,  all 
Men  of  Valour,  and  of  the  principal 
Family  of  Montr eaL  Thefe  brave  Of- 
ficers, excited  by  the  Sollicitations  of 
my  two  other  Brothers,  made  this  At- 
tempt to  refcue  my  eldeft  Brother  and 
myfelf  from  the  Hands  of  .tlie  Sa- 
vages. 

In   that  Canton   of  the  Iroquefe  to 
which  I  was  carried,  it  was  the  Cuftoni 
to  burn  all  their  Prifoners.     They  tied 
them  to  a  Stake,  round  which  they  light- 
ed 

which  is  formed  by  flriking  their  Hands  upon 
their  Mouths :  It  ferves  for  two  Purpofes ;  to 
affright  the  Enemy  whom  they  furprize,  and  as 
a  Signal  to  themfelves. 
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ed  four  Fires  at  fo  great  a  Diflance,  that 
thofe  unhappy  Wretches  were  two,  and 
fometimes  three  whole  Days  before  they 
expired.  The  Canadians  had  often  threat- 
en'd  the  Savages  to  treat  them  in  the 
fame  manner,  if  they  did  not  aboUfh; 
this  barbarous  Cuflom,  and  conform 
to  the  Laws  of  War.  The  Iroquefe 
had  always  defpifed  their  Menaces,  fo 
that  Monfieur  de  Maricour  and  his  Bro- 
thers, whatever  Horror  they  had  for 
fuch  an  Inhumanity,  thought  them- 
felves  obliged  to  exercife  it  upon  the 
nine  Prifoners  that  they  had  taken. 

Every  one  knows  that  amongft  thefe 
Savages,  a  Man  that  has  been  made 
Prifoner,  to  whatever  kind  of  Death 
they  defliny  him,  may  be  preferv'd 
from  Execution  by  any  one  of  the  Af- 
fiftants  that  adopts  him,  by  throwing  a. 
String  of  Beads  round  his  Neck,  and 
one  of  their  Mantles  upon  his  Body, 
without  any  further  Ceremony.  Now 
it  muft  be  obferved,  that  this  Monfieur 
de  Maricour  that  I  fpeak  of,  had  been 
formerly  carried  off  by  the  Iroquefe^  and 
adopted  in  this  Manner,  and  that  having 

found 
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found  means  to  efcape  from  them,  he 
had  return'd  to  MontreaL 

He  then,  as  Chief  of  the  Expedition, 
commanded  by  way  of  Reprifals,  that 
the  nine  Savages  that  he  had  taken  fhould 
be  burn'd.  He  was  excited  to  it  ftrongly 
by  my  Relations,  who  demanded  their 
Deaths  with  the  greatefl  Entreaties,  and 
all  the  Canadians  confented  to  it ;  but 
M.  de  St.  Valuer^  Bifhop  of  §ueheck^ 
happening  ta  be  then  at  Montreal^ 
where  he  came  to  give  his  Confirma- 
.  tion,  oppofed  it  with  all  his  Power.  He 
made  a  moft  pathetick  Difcourfe  to  the 
People,  and  employ 'd  even  Tears  to 
excite  their  Compaffion.  But  Policy 
render'd  the  Eloquence  of  the  Prelate 
in  vain,  Monfier  de  Mark  our  was  in- 
exorable, and  all  the  Spedators  judg'd 
that  upon  this  Occafion  Cruelty  was  ta 
be  preferred  before  Mercy. 

The  Prifoners  were  fafteried  each  to 
their  Stake,  and  the  Air  immediately 
refounded  with  their  Voices  :  They  be- 
gan to  fing  what  they  call  their  Song 
of  Death.  This  Song  generally  con- 
tains the  Enumeration  of  the  Perfons 

they 
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they  have  killed  in  their  Incurfions,  and 
the  Numbers  of  the  Heads  of  Hair 
that  adorn  their  Huts.  Notwithfland- 
ing  the  dreadful  Preparations  of  Death 
that  furround  them,  tiiey  appear  calm  ^ 
you  fee  no  Impreffion  either  of  Fear  or 
Sorrow  upon  their  Countenances.  They 
look  upon  it  as  a  Mark  of  Cowardice 
to  be  afraid  to  die,  and  even  not  to 
ling  when  they  are  upon  lofing  their 
Lives.  There  are  not  many  Eur  op  earn 
capable  of  this  Steadinefs, 

Whilft  Monfieur  de  Markour  gave 
his  Orders  for  the  Execution  of  the  nine 
IroquefCy  he  perceived  that  him  who 
feemed  to  be  the  Chief  of  them  did 
not  fmg  \  and  that  inftead  of  teftifying 
the  fame  Gaiety  as  his  Companions,  he 
was  buried  in  a  profound  Sorrow.  He 
reproached  him  for  it  in  the  Iroquefe 
Language,  which  he  underftood  perfect- 
ly :  How  comes  it,  my  Friend,  faid  he 
to  him,  thou  wanteft  Courage!  thou 
feemefl  to  finifli  thy  Days  with  Regret! 
Thou  arc  miflaken,  replied  the  Savage  : 
It  is  not  Death  that  afflids  me,  and 
prevents  me  from  finging.  I  am  more 
valiant  than  thyfelf.    Look  upon  my 

Cajje 
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Caffe  *  1'ete  ;  thou  may' ft  behold  there 
the  Marks  of  fifty-iive  Enemies  whom 
I  have  kill'd.  But,  what  afflids  me 
now  is,  added  he,  my  having  preferved 
thee^  ten  Years  ago,  from  the  Fate 
which  thou  now  deftineft  for  me.  At 
thefe  Words  Monfieur  de  Maricour 
looked  upon  the  Iroquefe  with  m.ore 
Attention  than  before,  and  recolletfled 
him  to  be  the  Savage  who  liad  adopted 
him  ;  he  run  to  him  immediately,  call- 
ing him  his  Father  •,  he  embraced  him 
v/ith  Tranfport  feveral  times,  and  then 
turning  to  the  People,  he  demanded  of 
them  the  Pardon  of  this  Savage.  The 
People,  already  touched  by  this  Adven- 
ture, began  to  cry  out  that  he  fhould 
be  untied,  when  one  named  Cardinal^ 
a  young  Inhabitant  of  Montreal^  whofe 
Brother  had  been  killed  in  the  laft  Ex- 
pedition, approaching  haftily  to  the  Iro- 
quefe whom  they  defigned  to  fave, 
plunged  into  his  Bofom  the  Knife  that 
they  wear  in  that  Country  fixed  to  their 
Girdle,  to  the  great  Grief  of  Monfieur 
de  Maricour, 

After 

*  A  kind  of  Club  bent  at  the  End,  fliarp  and 
cutting  where  it  bends. 
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After  they  had  burn'd  feven  of  the 
eight  Prifoners  that  remain'd,  they  left 
the  Eighth  expofed  two  or  three  Hours 
to  the  Fires  which  were  hghted  round 
him,  that  he  might  fpeak  more  feelingly 
of  the  bitter  Pangs  his  Companions  had 
fuffered,  when  he  returned  into  his  Can- 
ton ;  where  he  was  fent  to  tell  his  Coun- 
trymen, that  if  they  did  not  ceafe  to 
burn  their  Prifoners,  they  muil  cxpe<5t 
the  fame  Treatment  in  return.  This 
Example  of  Severity  had  more  EfFed: 
upon  the  Iroquefe^  than  the  Clemency 
with  which  they  had  always  ufed  thofe 
who  had  been  taken  before  ;  for  they 
had  always  fent  them  back  free,  and 
fometimes  loaded  with  Gifts.  After  that 
Time  they  fcarce  ever  burn'd  a  Cana- 
dian ;  but,  fome  Hurons^  and  a  great 
Number  of  Algonq^uinSy  gave  me  that 
Amufement  during  the  fix  Years  that 
I  remained  with  the  Iroquefe, 

Upon  my  arrival  at  the  Village  I 
found  another  Mother  •,  a  Woman  who 
had  loft  her  Hufband  and  one  of  her 
Children  in  the  Combat,  adopted  me, 
and  making  Choice  of  another  Huf- 
band, 
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band,  flie  was  foon  comforted.  But  I 
fpeak  like  an  European ;  fhe  flood  in 
need  of  no  Confolation :  Far  from  af- 
fliding  herfelf  for  the  Lofs  fhe  had  had, 
Ihe  rejoiced  at  it :  Befides  the  infinite 
Honour  that  redounded  to  her  from  the 
Memory  of  the  Deceafed,  who  had  died 
glorioully  for  their  Country,  they  left 
her  a  Succeflion  of  a  copious  Number 
of  Scalps. 

There  were  feveral  Children  of  my 
Age  in  the  Huts,  and  a  great  Number 
in  the  Village.  I  could  not  think  I  had 
lofl  any  thing,  fince  I  faw  1  had  flill 
a  Father,  a  Mother,  Brothers  and  Com- 
panions. But  what  pleafed  me  the  mofl 
in  my  new  Parents  was,  that  inftead  of 
hindering  me,  as  the  others  did,  from 
touching  any  Weapons,  they  taught 
me  how  to  ufe  them,  and  let  me  ex- 
ercife  them  continually.  However,  I 
drew  upon  myfelf  frequently  moft  un-r 
gentle  Corre6i:ions,  becaufe  I  was  always 
feeking  Quarrels,  and  coming  to  Blows 
with  the  other  little  Boys,  whom .  I 
wounded  dangeroufly.  There  was  every 
Day  almoft  a  Head  broke  by  my  Per- 
formances }    which  occafioned  my  fa- 

vage 
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vage  Parents  often  to  think  of  fending 
me  back  to  Canada^  though  they  loved 
me  tenderly.  They  could  not  however 
refolve  upon  it  \  for  I  tefliiied  fo  great 
a  Repugnance  to  leave  them,  when  they 
threatened  to  have  me  conveyed  to 
MGntreal^  that  I  attached  them  ftill 
more  ftrongly  to  me.  I  v;ent  upon 
Incurfions  againft  the  other  Savages^ 
and  they  admitted  me  into  their  greateft 
Parties  of  Hunting  when  I  v/as  but 
twelve  Years  old.  But  indeed  I  was 
more  formed  and  more  robuft  than- 
other  young  People  were  at  Eighteen  \ 
had  it  not  been  for  this  Strength  which 
has  augmented  continually  to  this  Day,. 
and  which  may  with  Tmth  be  ftiled 
extraordinary,  I  muft  have  perifhed  in 
fifty  Occafions,  where  that  alone  faved 
my  Lifca 

I  could  here  give  a  traer  Defcription 
of  the  Manners  and  Cuftoms  of  the 
Iroquefe^  than  any  other  Perfon  can  do ; 
but  there  are  fo  many  of  thofe  Botch- 
ers of  Narrations,  that  I  frankly  leave 
^'o  another  the  Pleafure  of  making 
known  the  Falfities  of  thofe  that  are  fo 
univerfally  read.    Having  been  brought 

up 
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iip  amongft  this  favage  Nation,  I  muft 
be  fully  inilruded  in  its  Cuiloms  •,  I  fo 
flrongly  acquired  the  Spirit  of  them, 
that  I  looked  upon  myfelf  for  many 
Years  as  an  Iroqiiefe,  Several  Years 
were  neceffary  for  me^  I  don't  fay  to 
conquer,  but  only  to  foften  a  little  that 
Fiercenefs  which  I  liad  contraded  by 
being  with  thefe  People,  fo  different: 
from  the  reft  of  the  World,  and  whofe 
manner  of  Living  fuited  but  too  ftrongly 
with  my  Inclinations. 

I  breathed  nought  but  War:  Yet» 
whatever  Defire  I  had  to  fight,  I  re- 
fyfed  to  follow  my  Parents  when  they 
went  to  War  againft  the  Canadians^  and 
even  againft  the  Algonqiiins  \  which  they 
did  very  frequently  to  pleafe  the  Eng-* 
lijh  who  induced  them  to  it,  and  fent 
them  for  that  purpofe  great  Quantities, 
of  Arms,  Cutlers  Ware,  and  Brandy* 
They  made  fuch  frequent  Incurfions 
into  Canada^  that  Monfieur  de  Fronte- 
nacy  who  was  then  the  Governor,  pur- 
sued them  in  the  beginning  of  the  Year 
1695,  and  approached  to  pill^e  the 
Canton  where  I  dwelt.  Our  Savages- 
were  obliged  for  this  Viiit  to  the  En^^

lip  who  were  with  us,  and  who  had 
perfuaded  them  that  nothing  was  fo 
eafy  as  to  furprize  Monfieur  de  Fronte- 
nac,  and  taU:e  him  Prifoner. 

'Tis  impofTible  to  be  more  embar- 
rafs'd  than  I  was  upon  this  Occafion. 
I  was  abfolutely  refolved  not  to  fight 
againft  the  Canadians :  The  Iroquefe^ 
'thinking  me  flrong  enough  to  enter 
into  the  Combat,  threatened  to  kill  me 
if  I  did  not  behave  as  the  reft.  What 
Refolution  could  I  take  !  Happily  for 
me  the  Love  I  bore  my  Country  was 
not  put  to  fo  ftrong  a  Trial ;  for  the 
Canadians  marched  into  our  Canton  in 
fuch  regular  Order,  that  we  v/ere  obliged 
ta  retire,  and  let  them  ruin  it,  without 
being  able  to  enterprize  any  thing  againft 
them,  or  to  do  them  any  other  Harm 
than  by  killing  fome  of  their  Centinels 
by  Night  with  our  Arrows. 

As  all  their  Ravages  were  founded 
in  deftroying,  tearing  up,  and  burning, 
without  any  Profit  by  our  Spoils,  they 
were  foon  tired  of  exerciring  fo  fruitless 
a  Revenge.  They  returned  from  whence 
they  came  j  which  we  had  no  fooner 
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remarked,  than  we  refolved  to  purfue 
them,  being  more  ftrongly  excited  by 
Revenge  than  we  had  been  to  the  De^ 
fence  of  our  Country.  We  did  not  in 
the  leaft  confult  upon  a  general  Attack. 
Every  Chief  of  a  Village  conduced  his 
People  as  he  thought  proper.  Divided 
into  three  or  four  Troops,  for  feveral 
Days  we  only  coalted  round  the  Enemy, 
and  kept  hovering  near  their  Left  Wing 
in  the  Night,  without  being  able  to  at- 
tack them. 

One  Evening  however  we  perceived 
about  two  or  three  Hundred  of  them, 
who  not  imagining  us  fo  near  them, 
had  retired  into  a  Meadow  at  fome  Di- 
flance  from  the  reft  of  the  Army  ;  we 
refolved  to  carry  off  this  fmall  Corps, 
which  we  attacked  about  Midnight.  I 
joined  myfelf  in  the  Party,  upon  the 
Aflurance  that  was  given  me  that  they 
were  Hurcns^  who  were  taking  to  the 
Left  to  regain  their  Country  by  the 
Way  of  the  great  Lake.  We  killed  at 
the  firft  Onfet  about  ten  or  twelve  ;  but 
four  or  five  Bodies  of  them,  who  were 
placed  as  Advanced  Guards,  received 
us  fo  handfomely,  that  they  foon  threw 

us 
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lis  into  Diforder,  and  put  us  to  flight. 
They  choie  us  out  by  the  Light  of  the 
Fires  round  their  Troops,  and  did  not 
fend  one  MufKet-fliot  in  vain. 

The  PafHon  I  had  for  Arms,  not 
permitting  me  to  be  one  of  the  firft  that 
retired,  I  was  ilirrounded  with  my  a- 
dopted  Father,  who  endeavouring  to 
difengage  me  from  five  or  fix  Canadians 
that  v/ere  round  me,  was  taken  with  me. 
V/e  were  faften'd  to  two  Trees,  and  we 
expeded  they  would  burn  us  as  foon 
■as  it  was  Day.  I  was  not  too  well  plea- 
fed  with  this  Ceremony  at  my  Tim.e  of 
Life  \  and  what  mortified  me  ftill  more 
than  an  immature  Death  was,  that  hav- 
ing kill'd  no  Enemies,  I  had  nothing  to 
fay  in  my  Song  of  Death.  My  Savage 
Father  entering  into  my  Grief,  told  me, 
to  comfort  me,  that  it  was  fufHcient  to 
prove  I  died  a  brave  Man,  that  I  was 
taken  with  my  Arms  in  my  Hand. 

'  Tho'  he  had  reafon  to  believe,  that  he 
would  be  faved  with  me  if  I  made  my- 
felf  known,  yet  he  exhorted  me  not  to 
difcover  that  I  was  a  Canadian.  I  pro* 
mis'd  him  I  would  not,   without  know^ 

ing, 
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Sng  why,  and  without  telling  him  that  I 
thought  this  was  keeping  the  Secret  very 
mal  apropos.  Too  much  Vivacity,  how- 
ever, hinder'd  me  from  keeping  my 
Promife  to  him.  Amongfl  thofe  who 
came  to  examine  us,  when  it  was  Light, 
a  tall  luily  Man  took  me  by  the  Chin, 
to  look  in  my  Face,  and  faid  to  the 
others,  P^rbleu^  Meflieurs,  this  is  a 
very  young  one  ;  it  would  be  a  Pity  to 
have  him  roafted,  he  is  but  a  Child  : 
Ax.  thefe  Words,  which  I  could  not  fuf- 
fer  with  Patience,  I  laid  to  him,  in  a 
Rage,  Great  Booby,  only  let  me  be  un- 
tied, and  let  me  come  at  thee,  and 
thou  Ihalt  fee  whether  I  am  but  a  Child* 

^  My  Haftinefs  caufed  an  extreme  Sur^ 
prize  among  the  Ctma-dianSy  who  flock-^ 
ed  about  me  in  Crowds,  to  confider  me 
with  all  the  Attention  that  a  young  Iro- 
quefe  feem'd  to  defence,  who  Ipoke  the 
French  Language  fo  well.  We  were 
immediately  untied,  both  my  Savage 
Father  and  myftlf;  they  conduced  us 
to  the  Commanding  Officer,  who  having 
obliged  me  to  confefs  that  I  was  born  a 
Canadian^  offer 'd  us  our  Lives,  if  we 
would  foUow  him.    I  accepted  his  Ofte^ 

without 
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without  Hefitation,  refolving  to  be  gone 
Irom  him  on  the  firft  Occafion  that  pre- 
fented  itfelf.  As  to  the  Savage,  he  re* 
fxifed  to  follow  me,  and  never  ceafed  to 
reproach  me,  till,  having  procured  him 
his  Liberty,  I  had  given  him  my  Pro- 
mile  to  rejoin  him  fpeedily. 

The  OiBcer  who  commanded  this 
Troop  of  Canadians^  which  we  attack' d 
\h  mal  apropos^  was  then  call'd  Monfieur 
k  Gendre :  I  fay,  then  call'd  fo,  becaule 
I  have  known  him  fince  under  the  Name 
of  Count  de  Monmville^  and  run  through 
many  Adventures  with  him,  as  will  be 
leen  in  the  Hiftory  of  my  Life  ♦,  we 
conceived  for  each  other,  from  that 
Moment,  a  Friendfhip,  which  ilill  en- 
dures in  its  full  Extent. 

He  carried  off  with  him,  as  Slaves^ 
feveral  Iroquefi  Women,  and  a  great 
Number  of  Children*  I  apprehended 
much  that  I  was  to  go  with  him  upon 
tht  fame  Footing  ;  and  in  that  cafe  I 
propofed  to  make  myfelf  known  to  my 
Relations  at  Montreal,  But  my  Fears 
were  vain  •.  he  procured  me  Soldier's 
Pay,  in  a  poor  litttle  Fort  that  he  com- 
manded, 
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manded,  about  fifty  Leagues  North  from 
Chambly^  and  I  enjoy 'd  a  perfecfl  Liber- 
ty. He  did  more,  my  frank  open  Air 
pleas'd  him  •,  he  took  me  into  all  his 
Parties,  obliged  me  to  eat  at  his  Table, 
and  treated  me  as  his  Equal. 

We  pafs'd  the  Days  in  an  agreeable 
Habitation  that  he  had  in  the  Country, 
and  in  which  any  other  but  me  would 
have  thought  himfelf  happy  to  have 
been  fix'd.  Monfieur  le  Gendre  led  the 
mod  quiet  and  regular  Life  imaginable 
there :  That  did  not  fuit  me  in  the  leaft ; 
it  was  impofTible  for  me  to  be  fatisfied 
with  it  long,  and  to  agree  to  the  Tafle 
he  had  for  Repofe  ;  I  mufl  have  Fa- 
tigues, Incurfions,  Combats,  or  at  leaft 
fome  Quarrels  to  have  amufed  me,  and 
I  could  find  no  Opportunity  for  them 
there ;  and  yet,  in  fo  peaceful  an  Ha- 
bitation, Monfieur  le  Gendre  and  m.y- 
felf  were  very  near  dying  a  violent 
Death. 

An  Officer  of  the  Fort  feeing  me  one 
Morning  with  two  of  the  Soldiers,  who 
were  driving  out  the  Cold  with  Brandy, 
join'd  himfelf  to  our  Party.     Our  Con- 

VoL.  L  C  ver- 
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yerfation  turn'd  upon  the  Iroqueje  -,  the 
Soldiers,  defirous  of  being  thoroughly 
inform'd  of  thefe  Savages,  afked  me  fe- 
veral  Queftions,  and  I  took  a  Pleafure 
in  fatisfying  their  Curiofity.  The  Offi- 
cer entering  into  the  Converfation,  quei^ 
tion'd  me  in  his  Turn;  after  which, 
having  defired  me '  to  follow  him,  he 
carry'd  me  into  his  Clofet,  took  out 
a  Bottle,  uncork'd  it,  and  filled  a  Glafs, 
which  he  prefcnted  to  me  :  Drink  this 
Wine,  faid  he  to  me,  I  believe  it  will 
fuit  your  Tafle.  I  put  the  Glafs  to  my 
Mouth,  only  jufl  to  wet  my  Lips,  and 
made  the  Grimace  of  a  Man  who  dif- 
likes  his  Liquor.  How  is  this,  cried 
he?  what!  do  you  think  it  bad ?  Very 
bad,  return'd  I,  with  all  the  Franknefs 
of  a  Savage,  who  had  not  learn'd  to  lie 
out  of  Politcncfs.  I  fee,  faid  he  laugh- 
ing, that  you  are  no  great  Connoiffeur  ; 
this  is  one  of  the  beft  Wines  in  France ; 
I  am  fatisfied  Monfieur  le  Gendre  would 
judge  differently  of  it.  I  fhould  be  glad, 
added  he,  to  fhare  with  him  a  little  Par- 
cel that  I  have  procured  of  this  Wine, 
which  was  prefented  to  me,  but  it  is 
what  I  dare  not  propofe  to  him  myfelf ; 
there  has  been  a  little  Difference  between 

us. 
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US,  and  perhaps  he  would  not  receive 
m/  Compliment  weil  -,  you  mufl  make 
ufe  of  your  Addrefs  to  reconcile  us.  I 
defire  no  better,  reply'd  I,  only  tell  me 
how  I  muit  behave.  Nothing  is  more 
■eafy,  faid  the  Officer,  only  let  him  talle 
of  my  Wine,  without  telling  him  from 
whom  it  comes,  and  if  he  thinks  it  ex- 
cellent, as  I  don't  doubt  but  he  will, 
you  fhall  inform  me  of  it  privately ;  I 
will  fend  him  a  few  Barrels,  and  I  have 
it  in  my  Mind  that  this  little  Prelent  will 
bring  about  our  Reconciliation. 

I  approved  this  Proje6t  of  Accommo- 
dation extremely,  and  promifed  very 
fincerely  to  endeavour  to  make  it  fuc- 
ceed.  I  received  from  the  Officer  a 
-Bottle  clofely  feal'd,  and  I  affur'd  him  I 
would  make  the  Ufe  of  it  he  de  fired. 
^By  the  greatefl  Happinefs  in  the  V/orld, 
I  did  not  quit  the  Offiicer  immediately, 
amufing  myfelf  with  him  for  fome  time  ; 
after  which  I  retired  without  taking  the 
Botde,  which  I  left  thro'  Forgetfulnefs 
in  the  Fort,  and  return'd  to  my  two 
Soldiers,  with  whom  I  continued  till 
Night,  driving  away  Cold  and  Melan- 
choJIy.  The  next  Morning,  recolled- 
C  2  in2 
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ing  that  I  had  not  done  what  the  Offi- 
cer defired  me,  I  was  preparing  to  go 
to  him,  when  a  Soldier  came  to  inform 
me,  that  he,  and  two  of  his  Dome- 
Hicks,  were  found  dead  in  their  Beds, 
and  all  three  of  the  fame  Poifon,  accord- 
ing to  the  Information  of  the  Surgeon, 
I  doubted  not  but  this  dreadful  Accident 
was  the  Work  of  this  Bottle  of  Recon- 
ciliation ;  and  after  having  related  to 
Monfieur  le  Gendre  what  had  pafs'd  the 
Day  before,  between  me  and  the  Officer, 
we  made  a  thoufand  Reflexions  upon 
it,  without  being  able  to  fix  a  certain 
Judgment,  or  daring  to  decide  whether 
the  Deceas'd  was  innocent  or  guilty. 
However  that  might  be,  I  thank*  d  Hea- 
ven for  not  having  given  me  one  of 
thofe  fedate  foiid  Tempers,  that  think 
of  every  thing,  and  never  forget  the 
leaft  Article  of  the  Commiffions  they  are 
charg'd  with. 

This  melancholly  Event,  tho'  Mon- 
fieur le  Gendre  had  nothing  to  reproach 
himfelf  with,  yet  laid  him  under  a  Ne- 
ceffiry.  of  going  to  Quebec.  He  pro- 
pofed  to  me  to  make  this  little  Journey 
with  him,  and  I  willingly  accepted  the 

Pro- 
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Propofition.     As  we  pafs'd  thro'  Mont- 
real, I  refolv'd  out  of  meer  Curiofity  to 
fee  my  Parents,  without  making  myfelt 
known  to  them.     I  imagin'd  that  this 
was  eafy  to  be  done,  but  I  was  miftaken  ; 
my  Refolution  not  holding  out  againil 
the  Emotions  of  Tendernefs  that  Nature 
infpires  upon  thefe  Occafions  :  For  when 
I  came  up  to  my  Father  and  Mother, 
thcfe  tender  Names  fprung  from  me  in 
fpite  of  myfelf,  inflead  of  thofe  of  Mon- 
fteur  and  Madame^  which  1  had  defign'd 
to  pronounce.     I  was  received  at  home 
like  another  prodigal  Son,  the  Authors 
of  my  Birth  returning  the  moll  ardent 
Thanks  to  Keaven  for  my  Return :    As 
to  my  Brothers,  who  had  never  lo'/ed 
me,  they  exprefs'd  no  great  Joy,  and  all 
the  Neighbourhood  was  in  Terror,   re- 
membering the  Tricks   I  had  uf^d  to 
play  them.     My  Father   and   Mother 
went  immediately  to  demiand  my  Liber- 
ty of  Mcnfieur  le  GendrCy    who  could 
not  refufe  it  to  their  Entreaties,  "whatever 
Regret  he  had  to  lofe  me. 

'Tis  eafy  to  judge,  that  a  young  Fel- 
low of  my  Humour   could  make  no 
long  Stay  in  his  Father's  Houfe,  without 
C  3  being 
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being  tired ;  I  foon  regretted  my  Sa- 
vages ;  I  v/as  not  abfolutely  and  entirely 
Mailer  of  the  Houfe  \  this  was  too  great 
a  Reflraint  upon  me  :  I  thought  it  very 
hard  to  be  under  a  Neceffity  of  fubmit- 
ting  to  the  Right  my  Father  and  Mother 
made  ufe  of,  to  reprimand  me  with  Im- 
punity. As  to  my  Brothers,  tho'  they 
were  Officers,  and  older  than  myfelf,  I 
foon  put  them  upon  a  proper  Footing. 
I  accuilom'd  them  to  fubmit  to  me,  as 
well  as  all  Strangers,  who,  not  to  be 
obliged  to  handle  their  Arms  continual- 
ly, chofe  rather  to  relblve  to  bear  with 
my  haughty  Airs, 

To  avoid  the  Idlenefs  which  I  mull 
naturally  have  fallen  into,  I  gave  myfelf 
v/holly  up  to  Hunting  :  To  this  Effe6t 
I  aiTociated  myfelf  with  fome  Algoyiqiiins^ 
and  living  more  hke  a  Savage  than  a 
Canadian^  I  was  often  fix  Months  with- 
out returning  to  my  Parents,  who,  far. 
from  complaining  of  thefe  long  Ab- 
fences,  began  then  to  be  obliged  to  me 
for  them.  Sometimes,  alfo,  I  rcturn'd 
with  a  large  Troop  of  Algonquins^  who 
had  chofe  me  for  their  Chiefs  and  who 
obeyed  my  Orders.      When  I  marched 

into. 
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into  Montreal  at  their  Head,  I  was 
haughtier  than  a  vidtorious  General ;  and 
woe  to  that  Tradefman  who  did  not  fa- 
lute  me  with  Reverence  enough,  or  dared 
to  look  in  my  Face. 

An  Affair  that  I  had  in  that  City,  in 
the  middle  of  the  Year  1701,  attach'd 
me  wholly  to  my  Algonquins,  The  Fadt 
was  this :  We,  that  is,  myfelf  and  a- 
bout  a  hundred  Canadians^  undertook  to 
efcort  Monfieur  de  la  Mothe  de  Cadillac^ 
who  was  fent  with  two  Subaltern  Offi- 
cers, near  two  hundred  Leagues  from 
Montr eaU  to  command  at  the  ^tr eight  **  ■ 
When  we  were  at  the  Place,  which  is 
named  the  Fall  of  Chinay  becaufe  there 
is  a  Water-fall  there,  upon  the  River  of 
St.  Lawrence^  where  they  are  obliged  to 
unload  their  Goods,  Monfieur  de  Cadil- 
lac undertook  to  fearch  the  Canoes,  ro 
fee  if  we  had  not  brought  more  Brandy 
than  was  allowed.  He  difcover'd  more 
than  was  licenc'd  in  feveral  of  the  Canoes^ 

*  The  Streight  is  an  Eftabliihment  with  a 
good  Fort,  which  was  ereded  by  the  Orders  of 
Monfieur  de  Pontchartrain,  upon  the  River,  or 
more  properly  the  Canal,  which  joins  the  Lake 
of  the  Hmons  to  the  Lake  Erie, 
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and  immediately  raifing  his  Voice,  de- 
manded, with  a  magifterial  Air,  whofe 
it  was  •,  one  of  my  Brothers  was  near 
him,  who  anfwer'd  him  in  the  fame 
Tone,  that  it  belonged  to  us,  and  that 
he  had  no  Authority  to  find  Fault  with  it. 

,  Cadillac  was  a  Gafcon^  and  confequent- 
Jy  hot ',  he  affronted  my  Brother,  who 
drew  upon  him  imamediately  ;  Cadillac 
receiv'd  him  hke  aMan  of  Courage,  and 
making  him  retreat,  he  v/as  going  to- 
difarm  him,  when  throwing  myfeif  be- 
ty/een  them,  I  pufli'd  afide  my  Brother, 
and  took  his  Place,  and  repuls'd  my 
Enemy  fo  brifkly,  that  he  had  no  Occa- 
fion  to  be  forry  that  we  were  parted.  He 
is,  I  believe,  (lill  alive  j  if  he  dares,  let 
him  contradid;  me. 

We  were  but.  three  Leagues  from 
Montreal ,  Cadillac  return' d  thither  to 
make  his  Complaints :  I  had  the  Indif- 
credon  to  follow  him,  inftead  of  retir- 
ing with  my  Savages.  Monfieur  de 
Champigny^  who  was  then  Intendant, 
fent  me  Word  upon  my  Arrival  to  come 
to  him  ;  I  was  advifed  to  withdraw  my- 
feif, but  I  rejected  this  Counfel,  which 

appear'd 
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appear*d  to  me  more  timid  than  pru- 
dent. I  did  not  hefitate  a  Moment  to 
repair  to  the  Intendant,  without  being 
agitated  with  the  leafl  Fear  ;  on  the 
contrary,  I  thought  he  ought  to  fear 
me,  and  did  not  imagine  he  would  be 
bold  enough  to  fay  any  thing  difobliging 
to  me. 

I  enter'd  into  his  Apartment  with  an 
audacious  Air,  and  dreiled  as  ufual  like 
a  Savage  ♦,    I  remember  he  had  about 
him  above  fifty  Officers,  befides  Mon- 
fieur  de  Ramefe^    the  Governor  of  the 
Place,  and  feveral  Ladies :    Approach, 
faid  the  Intendant  to  me  calmly,    ap- 
proach,   Monfieur  le  Mutin^    'tis   you 
then  who  pretend  to  drav/  your  Sword 
againft  your  Officer  ?    Yes,    Monfieur, 
reply'd  I,  it  was  me,  and  I   ought  to 
have  done  it,  if  I  would  not  fufter  my 
Brother  to  be  murder' d  before  my  Eyes. 
Your  Brother,  reply'd  he,  is  a  Mutineer, 
whom  you  ought  not  to  have  imitated, 
and  who  muft  fubmit  to  the  Punifhment 
inflicled  by  the  Lav/s,  when  we  can  find 
him.     As  to  you,    I  condemn  you  to 
the  Dungeon,  where  you  mufl  remain, 
C5  if 
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if  you  pleafe,  till  Monfieur  de  la  Motht 

condefcends  to  pardon  you. 

I  had  perfwaded  myfelf,  that  the  In- 
tendant  only  defign'd  to  frighten  me, 
and  that  it  was  agreed  that  Monfieur  ds. 
Ramefe ^Wiih.  the  other  Officers,  fliould  de- 
mand my  Pardon,  if  I  fubmitted  \yithout 
murmuring  to  the  Sentence  pronounc'd  y 
but  that  was  impoffible,  the  Word  Dun- 
geon fet  Fire  to  me  in  a  Moment,  and 
looking  upon  Monfieur  de  Champigny. 
with  an  irritated  Look, — It  iliall  not  be, 
reply 'd  I  haughtily  -,  as  long  as  I  have 
my  Sabre,  I  will  not  go  to  the  Dun- 
geon, nor  fo  long  as  my  Savages  are  in 
the  Place.  Thereupon  I  made  fome 
Steps  to  go  out,  but  all  the  Officers 
threw  themfelves  before  me,  and  dif- 
arm'd  me  -,  alluring  me  that  I  iliould 
not  be  punifli'd  if  I  obey'd  the  Inten- 
dant.  As  I  would  not  fubmit,  notwith- 
{landing  all  that  they  could  fay  to  me,, 
the  Guards  of  the  Governor  at  lafl  were 
obliged  to  feize  me,  and  led  me,  or  ra- 
ther carried  me  to  Prifon,  not  without 
receiving  a  large  Quantity  of  Cuffs  from 
me,  which  they  returned  a  Hundred- 
fold. 
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I  pafTed  three  Days  in  the  Dungeon, 
with  Fetters  on  my  Feet,  biting  upon 
the  Bridle.  After  this  the  Intendant, 
whofe  Intention  was  to  fatisfy  my  Sa- 
vages, who  began  to  murmur  at  my 
Imprifonment,  fent  for  me  to  appear 
before  him,  and  told  me  that  he  was 
forry  that  I  had  conilrain'd  him  to  pu- 
nifh  me  ;  that  he  efteem'd  me,  and  that 
I  might  depend  upon  his  ferving  me  in 
every  thing  that  depended  upon  him  5 
that  he  only  exhorted  me  to  uie  my  ut- 
moll  Efforts  to  moderate  my  Violence  of 
Temper,  and  that  in  confideration  to 
me  he  forgave  my  Brother;  a  Favour 
which  proved  very  ufelefs  to  him,  fince 
the  Shame  of  being  overcome  by  Cadik 
lac  made  him  retire  amongit  the  Savages, 
from  whence  he  never  return'd. 

The  Day  that  I  came  out  of  Prifon,  I 
learn' d  that  Monfieur  de  Ramefe^  out  of 
Friendihip  to  me,  had  made  my  Ex- 
cufes  to  Monfieur  de  la  Mothe^  and  that 
he  had  at  firil  obtained  of  the  Intendant 
that  I  fhould  be  only  an  Hour  in  the 
Dungeon,  but  that  old  Madame  d" Ar- 
pintigni^  who,  unfortunately  for  me, 
was  then  paying  her  Court  to  Monfieur 
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de  Champigny^  had  prevented  my  En- 
largement ;  that  this  malicious  Wo- 
man had  reprefented  to  him  that  I  could 
not  be  treated  too  feverely  ;  and  that 
fhe  faid  to  the  Intendant, —  Ah!  my 
Lord,  you  ought  to  let  him  rot  in  Pri- 
fon^  you  would  do  a  great  Service  to  the 
Country  by  it  \  nobody  is  fafe  from 
th  Fury  of  this  Vagabond  ;  I,  myfelf, 
that  fpeak  to  you,  my  Lord,  have  Rea- 
fons  of  Complaint  againft  him  ;  hein- 
fulted  me  lately  with  an  Infolence  that 
deferves  corporal  Punifhment. 

Behold  in  what  confifted  this  pretend- 
ed Infult  done  to  this  Dame  d' Arpin- 
tigni :  I  had  fold  her  Furs  upon  Cre- 
dit, to  pay  me  at  fuch  a  fpecified 
Time ;  fhe  let  it  pafs  without  fatisfying 
me ',  I  demanded  the  Money  of  her, 
fhe  refufed  me  ;  I  threatned  her  in 
Terms  which  perhaps  fhe  thought  too 
uncivil ;  however,  I  only  told  her  with 
an  Oath,  that  if  I  was  not  paid  in 
four  and  twenty  Hours,  I  would  flea 
her  alive  in  her  own  Lloufe,  and  then 
fet  fire  to  it. 

Inde- 
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Independant  of  the  Kindnefs  Mon- 
CiQUv  de  Ramefe  had  for  me,  there  was 
a  very  good  Reafon  for  fetting  me  at 
liberty.     I  was  become  necefTary  in  re- 
gard to  the  Savages  who  were  attached 
to  me.     The  War  was  commenced  in 
Europe  upon  Account  of  the  Crown  of 
Spaifty    and    by  Confequence    between 
the  Englijh  in  New-England^  and  the 
Canadians,     This    was    one   of   thofe 
Conjundures  in  which  it  is  important 
to  manage  the  Savages.    The  Iroquefe 
had  buried  the  Axe,  to  fpeak  in  their 
Language  \  that  is  to  fay,  had  made 
Peace.     But  it  was   feared  that  they 
would  break  it  again  in  the  Year  1698. 
Monfieur  de  Front enac^  not  long  before 
his  Death,  had  jnade  a  kind  of  Truce 
with  them,    finding  them  flunned  by 
the  Lofs   of  their  famous  Chief  Black 
Kettle y  who   was  killed  by  a  Party  of 
young  Algonquins.     There  was  fo  lit- 
tle Dependance  made   upon  this  irre- 
gular Treaty,  that  Monfieur  de  Calliere's 
judging  that  another  ought  to  be  made, 
concluded  a  folid  Peace  with  the  Iro- 
quefe  m  1 70 1,   by  the  Care  and  Ad- 
drefs  of  Monfieur  de  Maricour^    and 
Father  Anfelm^  a  Jefuit.    Thefe  two  ex- 
perienced 
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perienced  Negociators  conveyed  them- 
felves  amongft  the  Savages,  whofe  Ge- 
nius they  were  perfedly  well  acquainted 
with,  and  engaged  them  to  fend  their 
Deputies  to  Montreal^  who  planted  the 
'Tree  of  Peace  there,  as  they  exprefs 
themfelves,  and  danced  the  Calumet  to 
thQ  Number  of  eight  or  nine  hundred. 

From  that  Time  the  Englijh^  having 
fpared  nothing  to  induce  them  to  take 
up  the  Axe  again  againlt  us,  had  pardy 
fucceeded  \  fince  by  vertue  of  Prefents 
they  gained  upon  fome  of  the  Savages^ 
who  towards  the  latter  End  of  the  Year 
1703,  fet  Fire  by  Surprize  to  the  Fort 
v/hich  Monfieur  de  Cadillac  commanded 
at  the  Str eight. 

The  Nadon  of  the  Iroquefe  in  gene- 
ral did  not  however  look  upon  this 
Enterprize  as  an  Infraction  of  the  Trear 
ty  ;  for  having  met  v/ith  feveral  Troops 
of  them  in  the  ¥/oods  foon  after,  wc 
were  received  more  like  Friends  than 
Enemies  by  them  \  they  would  abfo- 
lutely  fmoak,  and  make  Kettle  ^  with  us. 
Thirty   Algonqiiins  who    accompanied 

me  J 
*  Boil  their  Provifion^  and  eat  together. 
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me,  at  firft  apprehended  that  we  muft 
come  to  Blows :  But  the  Iroquefe  pro- 
telled  to  us,  that  they  would  never  Hft 
up  the  Axe  againft  the  French^  nor 
againft  their  Allies  ♦,  but  that  as  to  the 
Englijh^  whom  they  had  Reafon  to  be 
dilTatisfied  with,  they  would  give  them 
no  Quarter.  I  was  curious  to  know 
why  they  complained  of  the  EngliJJj, 
and  I  enquired  it  of  them.  They  told 
me  that  they  were  unfatisfied  for  feveral 
Reafons  \  and  among  the  reft,,  for  one 
that  they  laid  to  Heart  extremely :  That 
they  had  carried  fome  Furs  to  Corlardy 
in  New-Tork^  where,  after  having 
fought  for  two  Days  one  of  their  Com- 
panions,  who  had  loft  himfelf,  they 
found  him  hanged  in  an  unfrequented 
Wood.      " 

At  this  Word  (hanged)  all  the  Iro- 
quefe  made  the  moft  frightful  Shrieks, 
and  exprefled  the  greateft  Sorrow.  You 
would  have  thought  they  had  ftill  be- 
fore their  Eyes  the  unfortunate  Com- 
panion whofe  Fate  they  deplored.  I 
did  not  lofe  fo  fair  an  Occafton  of  ex- 
horting them  not  to  leave  fo  barbarous 
an  Infult  unpuniihed.    I  did  more  ,  I 
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offered  myfelf,  to  ferve  their  Vengeance, 
to  depart  immediately  with  them,  and 
procure  Reparation   for   this  Outrage. 
They  took  me  at  my  Word  :  But  af- 
terwards reileding  upon  our  fmall  Num- 
ber, they  afked  me  if  I  could  not  ob- 
tain a  greater  Succour  From  our  Father 
Muntis  *.     I    imagined  that  our  Go- 
vernor,   whom    they    called    by   that 
Name,  would   not  be  forry  to  make 
ufe  of  this  Conjundlure,  to  form  fome 
Enterprize  which  might  fet  thefe  Sa- 
vages at  Variance  with  the  Englijh  for 
fome  Time.    In  this  Confidence,  I  con- 
ducted Part  of  thefe  Iroquefe  to  Mont- 
real^  in  Quality  of  Deputies  of  their 
Nation.     I  prefented  them  to  Monfieur 
ds  Ramefe^    who    Hi  fled  their  Refent- 
ments,  and  promifed  them  Afllllance  ; 
and   effecftively,    after  having   writ  to 
Monfieur  de  Vaudreuil^  he  gave  them 
three  Hundred  Canadians^  commanded 
by    Monfieur  de  Beaiicour^    Engineer 
and  Captain  of  a  Company  of  Foot. 
Befides  this,  he  defired  me  to  induce 
the  greateft  Number  of  Algcnquins  I 
could  to  join  the  Party.    I  alilired  him, 

that 
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that  it  fhould  not  be  my  Fault,  if  I  did 
not  determine  a  great  Number  of  them 
to  follow  me.  I  made  him  this  Af- 
furance  with  a  Fervor  and  Zeal,  that 
drew  feveral  Compliments  from  him. 
But  to  fay  the  Truth,  if  I  entered  fo 
hotly  into  his  political  Views,  it  was 
not  fo  much  out  of  Love  to  the  Pub- 
lick  Good,  as  from  the  Pleafure  I  felt 
at  the  Profped  of  ravaging  a  Coun- 
try. 

I  harangued  the  Algonquins ;  near 
four  tlundred  fuflfered  themfelves  to  be 
perfwaded  -,  and  when  they  had  given 
me  their  Promife,  we  departed  for  this 
Expedition  at  the  latter  End  of  June^ 
1704.  The  Iroquefe  Deputies  were  be- 
fore returned  to  their  Cantons,  to  give 
an  Account  to  their  Brethren  of  the 
Refult  of  their  Deputation  ;  one  Part 
of  them  was  to  join  us  in  the  Way, 
and  the  others,  on  a  certain  appointed 
Day,  v/ere  to  enter  the  Country  in  fe- 
veral Troops.  We  arrived  at  the  Ren- 
devous  before  the  Time  prefix'd,  tho' 
the  Road  was  difficult,  and  above  one 
hundred  and  fifty  Leagues  in  length. 
Unfortunately  Mon^Kurde  Beaucoiir  had 

carried 
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carried  v/ith  him  fome  French  Soldiers, 
who  not  being  accuitomed  to  our  Ca- 
noes, could  not  fupport  the  Fatigue, 
and  were  of  much  more  Inconvenience 
than  Service  to  us.  Vv^hen  thefe  Ca- 
noes were  to  be  carried  over  Land,  as 
they  were  feveral  times,  and  efpecially 
once  for  twenty  five  Leagues,  they  could 
fcarce  drag  themfelves  ;  this  was  not 
the  Way  to  be  helpful  to  us  in  carrying 
our  Canoes  and  our  Provifions.  Yet, 
this  would  have  been  nothing,  if  one 
of  them  had  not  made  us  fail  in  our 
Enterprize  by  the  blackeil  of  Trea- 
fons. 

This  perfidious  Wretch,  whilft  we 
halted  in  the  Woods,  thirty  Leagues 
from  the  firfl  Englijh  Villages,  to  hide 
our  Canoes  there,  and  to  repofe  our- 
felves  till  it  was  Light,  as  we  had  agreed 
upon  with  the  Iroquefe  \  this  Traitor 
having  recovered  his  Strength  prevented 
us,  and  went  to  advertife  our  Enemies 
of  our  Approach  ;  fo  that  we  looked 
very  foohfh,  when  drawing  near  a  Vil- 
lage which  we  had  depended  upon  pil- 
laging in  the  firft  Place,  wc  plainly 
perceived  two  thoufand  Englijh.  under 

Arms, 
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Arms,  who  waited  for  us  in  good  Or- 
der. This  obliged  us  to  retire  abruptly, 
and  regain  our  Wood.  As  we  were 
not  far  diftant  from  Orange  *,  the  Gar- 
rifon  of  which  might  have  intercepted 
us,  we  were  conftrained  to  return  to 
our  Canoes  without  having  fired  a  Gun. 
This  piqued  us  the  more,  as  the  Year 
before  Monfieur  de  Beauhajfin^  Son  to 
Monfieur  de  la  Valiere^  Major  of  the 
Fort  of  Montreal^  had  ravaged  above 
five  and  twenty  Leagues  in  the  fame 
Country,  though  he  had  fcarce  a  Hand- 
ful of  Canadians  with  him,  and  fewer 
Savages  than  we  had. 

The  Expence  of  this  Armament  was 
not  fo  confiderable,  but  that  we  fhould 
eafily  have  comforted  ourfelves  for  this 
falfe  Step,  if  we  had  come  off  with 
only  lofiRg  our  Labour  -,  but  we  had 
carried  Provifions  only  for  the  Journey, 
reckoning  upon  this,  that  the  Maga- 
zines of  the  Enemy  would  fumifh  us 
with  more  than  fufficient  for  our  Re- 
turn. V/e  were  deceived  in  our  Calcu- 
lation, and  our  Excurfion  was  very  near 
eofting  us  our  Lives ;  at  lead  feveral 

of 
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of  our  Companions  perifhed  in  it,  who 
remained  by  xh^  Way  unable  to  fol- 
low us  \  or  out  of  Weaknefs  were  bore 
down  in  their  Canoes  by  the  Rapidity 
of  the  Stream,  and  drowned  feven  or 
eight  at  a  time. 

My  Savages  fucceeded  a  little  better 
in  this  Adventure  than  the  reft  >  they 
continually  got  forne  Fifh,  or  fome  fort 
of  Game  ;  but  in  fmali  Qiiantities,  the 
Seafcn  not  being  favourable  for  Fifh- 
ing,  becaufe  of  the  Heat.  This  made 
them  murmjjr  againft  MefTieurs  de  Bean- 
€onr  and  de  Vaudreuil\  and  efpecially 
againil  me,  for  v/hcfe  Sake  they  hi^d 
taken  the  Field.  One  amongfl  them, 
a  moil  innocent  young  Fellow,  carried 
his  Refentm.ent  ftill  further,  and  made 
us  all  laugh  one  Evening,  notwithfcand- 
ing  the  Mifer/  we  v/ere  in.  'Tis  uni- 
verfally  knov/n,  that  the  Savages  fub- 
je6l  to  France  are  almofl  all  baptized, 
and  yet  fo  ignorant,  that  they  don't 
know  the  firft  Principles  of  the  Chrif- 
tian  Religion  :  They  are  looked  upon 
as  Dodor?,  and  the  learned  Men  of 
the  Canton,  if  they  carry  their  Erudi- 
tion fo  far  as  to  get  by  Heart  the  Li- 
tanies 
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tanies  of  the  Virgin,  which  they  repeat 
pubhcldy  every  Morning  and  Evening 
as  their  Prayers.  As  to  the  other  in- 
docile Difciples  of  the  MifTionaries,  they 
can  only  anfwer,  Ora  pro  nobis^  and 
that  very  brokenly.  It  happened  then 
that  one  of  this  Rank,  who  had  ftunn'd 
lis  every  Day  with  his  Ora  pro  nobis\ 
having  one  Night  kept  a  profound  Si- 
lence, furprized  us  all  by  this  Novelty. 
How  is  this,  Makino^  faid  I  to  him,  after 
the  Prayers,  thou  hall  faid  nothing  to 
Day  ?  Thou  haft  not  prayed  to  the 
Miintis,  He  anfwered  me  abruptly  : 
Mat  agon  tarondi^  Mat  agon  ora  pro  no- 
bis. If  God  give  me  fomething  to  eat, 
I  will  give  him  Ora  pro  nobis. 

The  greateft  Part  of  the  other  Sa- 
vages did  not  think  him  fo  much  in  the 
wrong.  Some  of  them  even  imitated 
him  ;  and  as  we  had  eat  nothing  for 
three  Days,  Defpair  began  to  feize  up- 
on us,  and  no  Perfon  found  Courage 
fufficient  to  exhort  the  reft  to  Patience. 
I  believe  we  muft  have  all  inevitably 
periftied  in  the  Deferts,  if  we  had  not 
been  on  a  fudden  afllfted  by  that  Pro- 
vidence, againft  which  we  had  not  been 

able 
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able  to  keep  ourfelves  from  murmur- 
ing. We  had  ftill  above  half  our  Way  to 
go,  when  we  received  a  Supply  of  Pro- 
vifions. 

It  was  Monfieur  de  Vaudreutl  himfelf, 
that  fent  them  to  us  ;  advertised  of  the 
deplorable  Situation  we  were  in,  by  one 
of  thofe  Savages  whom  they  call  Jug- 
glers, he  had  hailen'd  this  Succour  to 
prevent  our  Ruin.  This  Juggler  had 
affured  him  that  his  Ouahiche^  or  D^- 
mon^  had  inform'd  him  in  the  Night, 
that  his  Brothers  were  betrayed,  and 
were  returning  without  Provifions,  to- 
gether with  the  whole  Troop.  We  had, 
indeed,  two  Brothers  of  this  Savage 
with  us,  one  of  whom  was  his  Twin- 
Brother.  Thofe  who  know  me,  know 
that  it  is  not  my  Defect  to  be  too  cre- 
dulous;  neverthelefs,  Iconfefs,  that  the 
Jugglers,  if  they  could  not  convince 
me,  at  leaft,  have  often  aftonifh'd  me, 
I  relate  this  Fa6t,  becaufe  it  is  certain 
that,  but  for  this  Juggler,  we  muft  all 
have  perifhed  in  the  Woods.  In  what- 
foever  manner  he  learned  the  Condition 
we  were  in,  whether  by  Magick,  whe- 
ther in  a  Dream,  as  our  Learned  hold, 

or 
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or  by  Sympathy,  what  did  it  fignify  to 
us,  he  divin'd  it,  however,  and  faved 
our  Lives. 

Monfieur  de  Vaudreuil  was  the  firft 
to  make  a  Jeft  of  the  Advice  of  the 
Juggler,  and  did  not  determine  to  fend 
us  AfTiftance,  but  by  the  preifing  SoUi- 
citation  of  feveral  Officers,  who  repre- 
fen  ted  to  him  that,  without  having  any 
Regard  to  the  Vifions  of  the  Savage, 
he  might  feem  to  believe  it  myllerious, 
and  charge  him  with  the  Condud  of  a 
little  Convoy  of  Provifions  to  us ;  this 
was  executed  more  out  of  Pleafantry 
than  for  any  Belief  they  gave  him. 
Whoever  has  frequented  Monfieur  de 
Faudreuirs,  has  doubtlefs  heard  him 
relate  this  Hiftory,  which  he  was  never 
tired  of  repeating,  as  well  as  twenty- 
five  other  French  Officers,  who  were 
WitnefTes  of  the  Confidence  v/ith  which 
the  Juggler  related  to  him  the  pretend- 
ed Converfation  he  had  had  with  his 
Daemon, 

The  bad  Succefs  of  this  Enterprize 
render'd  my  Savages  more  circumfpedl, 
and  lefs  eager  to  join  themfelves  to  the 

Cana-

Canadians^  and  the  Perfidy  of  the  French 
Soldiers  prejudiced  them  terribly  againft 
xht  whole  Nation.  They  would  no  longer 
have  any  Commerce  with  a  People  whom 
they  faw  capable  of  violating  what  ought 
to  be  moft  facred  to  Mankind ;  and  if 
they  flill  remain'd  fubjed  to  France^  I 
perceiv'd  it  was  more  out  of  Fear  than 
out  of  Inclination.  So  much  Value 
do  thefe  good  People,  in  their  ignorant 
Simplicity,  fet  upon  Tmth  and  Probity. 

I  myfelf,  foon  after,  made  no  good 
Apology  for  the  French  Nation,  in  their 
Opinions,  by  quitting  them  in  a  Manner 
that  could  not  pleafe  them ;  they  would 
not  have  failed  to  have  reproached  me 
with  it,  if,  to  avoid  their  Reproaches,  I 
had  not  abandon'd  them  forever.  This 
is  a  Detail  which  I  am  going  to  relate, 
without  confidering  how  to  excufe  my- 
felf for  leaving  them  without  bidding 
them  adieu. 

Monfieur  de  Sub  arc  as  ^  the  Governor 
of  Acadie^  had  freighted,  in  his  Port,  a 
Frigate,  named  the  Hind  \  he  afterwards 
addrefs'd  himfelf  for  Sailors,  to  form  his 
Equipage,  to  Monfieur  Raudot^  the  In- 

tcn-

tendant  of  Canada^  and  to  Monfieur  de 
Vaudreuil^  who  fent  an  Officer  of  ^e- 
hec^  call'd  Vtncelot^  to  Montreal^  with 
Orders  to  make  this  Levy.  This  Offi- 
cer, when  he  arrived  there,  was  inform- 
ed that  the  fnrell  Method  of  procuring 
fome  Algonquins^  was  to  bring  me  into 
his  -Interefl,  and  to  engage  me  firft  my- 
felf :  He  made  the  Propofal  to  me,  in  a 
manner  that  did  not  fuffer  me  to  hefi- 
tate  a  Moment  upon  accepting  it  •,  fince 
he  began  by  letting  me  underftand,  that, 
in  this  Frigate,  we  Ihould  continually 
cruize  upon  the  Coafts  of  New-England^ 
and  that  the  more  brave  Men  we  had  on 
board,  the  more  confiderable  Captures 
we  fhould  make. 

The  eager  Defire  I  had  to  be  engag- 
ed in  a  War  at  Sea,  where  I  imagined 
that  every  Day  we  ffiould  have  Oppor- 
tunities of  coming  to  Adtion,  made  me 
employ  all  the  Power  I  had  over  my  Sa- 
vages to  oblige  them  to  follow  me ;  but 
this  was  a  f^ill  longer  Voyage  to  make 
than  that  we  had  taken  towards  Orange^ 
and  the  unfortunate  Succefs  of  our  Enter- 
prize,  which  they  had  not  had  Time  to 
forget,  did  not  prejudice  them  in  favour 
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of  another.  I  could  lift  no  more  than 
twenty,  who  only  engaged  themfelves  in 
this  Affair  out  of  Kindnefs  to  me,  and 
agreed  before  their  Departure  that  they 
fhould  be  fubjeft  only  to  my  Com- 
mand. They  went  further,  armed  with 
a  Diftruft  which  appeared  to  them  well 
founded,  they  demanded  Provifion  for 
themfelves  and  for  me,  with  the  Liberty 
of  going  our  own  Route  in  pardcular, 
either  before  or  after  the  French  and  the 
Canadians^  who  were  preparing  to  de- 
part, to  the  Number  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty,  which  was  granted  them. 

It  was  towards  the  latter  End  of  the 
Winter,  and  the  Ice,  which  we  had  to 
break  through  continually,  made  us  em- 
ploy near  a  Month  in  our  Voyage  be- 
yond our  Calculation  \  fo  that  Monfieur 
de  Sub  arc  as  ^  who,  upon  the  News  of 
our  Departure,  had  feveral  Times  fent  a 
Brigantine  to  take  us  over  the  Str eighty 
or  the  Trench  Bay^  which  feparates  Aca- 
die  from  New-England^  hearing  that  no 
Ferfons  came,  recall'd  it  to  Port-Royal^ 
and  expelled  us  no  longer.  Some 
Savages  of  that  Place,  who  feeing  us  all 
gather' d together  there,  without  knowing 

what 
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what  Refolution  to  take,   gave  us  this 
Account. 

After  having  w^ted  in  our  Turn, 
therefore,  nine  or  ten  Days,  hving  upon 
the  FiOi  that  was  left  us  by  the  Tides, 
we  held  a  Council,  the  Refult  of  which 
was,  to  chufe  a  calm  Day,  and  to  ha- 
zard fome  of  our  Party  in  one  of  our 
Canoes,  to  go  and  inform  Monfieur  de 
Subarcas  of  our  Arrival.  The  Danger 
was  fo  great,  that  none  but  thofe  who 
were  ignorant  of  it  could  have  attempt- 
ed it.  It  was  a  PafTage  of  at  leaft  thirty 
Leagues,  and  if  the  5ea  was  ever  fo 
little  difturb'd,  it  muft  fwallow  up  th€ 
Men  and  the  Canoe.  The  Canadians ^ 
who  were  fenfible  of  the  Danger,  were 
not  at  all  eager  to  expofe  themfelves  to 
it ;  they  were  tranfported  when  they 
heard  that  I  was  willing  to  run  the 
Rifque  of  fuch  a  Navigation,  with  five 
of  my  Savages.  We  embark'd  all  fix 
m  a  little  Canoe  made  of  Bark,  and 
dreifed  like  Algonquins^  and  in  this  man- 
ner I  firfl  went  to  Sea. 

By  good  Fortune  for  us,   it  was  as 

calm  as  we  could  wiih  \  the  Poets  would 
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have  faid,  that  the  God  of  the  Winds, 
in  our  Favour,  had  chain'd  up  his  furi- 
ous Boreas^  we  did  not  fo  much  as  feel 
the  gentle  Breezes  of  a  Zephyr  \  the 
Surface  of  the  Water  was  as  fmooth  as 
Glafs  ;  and,  to  heighten  our  Profperity, 
the  Weather  did  not  change  \  and,  more 
fortunate  than  wife,  we  perform' d  our 
Voyage  without  any  unhappy  Accident. 
Monfieur  de  Sub  arc  as  ^  charm'd  with 
our  Arrival,  which  feem*d  almoft  a 
Miracle,  receiv'd  us  with  equal  Joy  and 
Surprize. 

The  Hind  Frigate  was  flill  upon  the 
Stocks  ;  fhe  was  launch'd  into  the  Wa- 
ter in  our  Prefence,  and  the  Manner  irl 
which  that  was  performed  was  to  my 
Savages,  and  even  to  myfelf,  a  Spedla- 
cle  as  new  as  it  was  entertaining.  We 
were  continually  going  into  it,  as  well 
as  into  the  Brigantine,  which  was  in  the 
Port ;  we  admir'd  the  Conftrucftion  of 
it,  and  fo  beautiful  a  Piece  of  Work- 
manlhip  gave  us  a  great  Impatience  to 
be  at  Sea,  to  fee  the  manner  of  working 
thefeVeffels.  In  the  mean  Time  Chance 
fitisfied  our  Curiofity,  by  bringing  inta 
tbe  Port  a  VeiTel  under  Sail.     We  were 

amaz'd 
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amaz'd  at  its  Swiftnefs  and  its  Liglitnefs, 
for  tho'  it  was  almoft  as  large  as  the  new 
Frigate,  it  feem'd  to  fly  upon  the  Sur-  ■ 
face  of  the  Sea. 

It  was  a  Privateer  Ship,  the  Captain 
of  which,  whofe  Name  was  Morpain^ 
is  now,  I  beheve.  Captain  of  one  of  the 
Ports  upon  the  Coaft  of  Canada,  He 
came  there  for  Wood  and  Water,  and. 
to  fell  the  Prize  he  had  taken  from  the 
Englijh^  and  which  confided  in  two 
fmall  Veflels  loaded  with  Flour.  Mon- 
fieur  de  Subarcas  always  look'd  upon  our 
Arrival,  and  the  coming  of  this  Ship, 
as  an  AfTiftance  certainly  fent  by  the 
good  Genius  of  France^  fince  eight  Days 
after  we  faw  come  to  an  Anchor,  with- 
in Sight  of  the  Place,  eight  and  twenty 
EngUJh  Ships,  who  expected  to  have 
made  themfelves  Mafbers  o^  Acadie  with 
great  Eafe. 

To  fliew  them  we  were  in  a  Condi- 
tion, or  at  leaft  had  a  Refolution  to  op- 
pofe  their  Defign,  we  had  the  Boldnefs 
td  advance  towards  them,  being  about 
three  or  four  hundred  Canadians  and 
Savages,  Privateers,  and  Inhabitants  oi 
C3  the 
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the  Country.  But  for  two  hundred 
Men,  that  we  were  at  mofl  on  each 
Side,  firing  at  their  ShalJops,  they  ^tt 
afhore  four  or  five  thoufand  Englijb^ 
who  foon  made  us  retire.  However,  in 
our  Retreat,  we  each  of  us  made  four 
or  five  Difcharges  at  them,  before  they 
couid  drive  us  from  behind  the  Trees^ 
and  oblige  us  to  retreat  farther  \  fo  that 
beginning  again  to  fire  every  five  and 
twenty  Paces  we  went,  we  kill'd  a  great 
Number  of  their  Men  -,  and  our  Retreat,, 
hke  thofe  of  the  ParthianSy  was  fatal  to 
am  Enemies. 

The  Governor,  fearing  that  at  length 
.  it  might  be  dilFieult  for  us  to  regain  the 
,  Place,  failied  out  to  fupport  us  at  the 
Head  of  his  Garrifon,  compofed  of  about 
a  hundred  Soldiers.  \Ve  fkirmilhed  all 
together  with  the  greatefl  Vigour,  till 
perceiving  our  Cavalry  difmounted,  we 
thought  proper  to  retire  into  the  Town ; 
that  is  to  fay,  after  the  Governor  had 
loft  his  Horfe,  which  was  kill'd  under 
him^  and  which  was  the  only  one  we  had 
in  our  Garrifcn* 

During 
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During  the  firll  Days  that  the  Englifio 
kept  us  thus  block'd  up,  they  fent  out 
Parties  all  along  the  Coails,  to  pillage 
and  to  ravage  the  Country,  that  they 
might  have  fome  Profit  from  the  Bloc- 
kade ;  but  this  did  not  long  continue 
with  Impunity.  Captain  Baptifte^  a 
brave  Canadian^  tho'  he  had  only  forty 
Savages  with  him,  foon  obliged  them  to 
be  upon  their  Guard  •,  he  continually 
was  furprizing  fome  of  their  Troops, 
which  he  beat,  and  then  fnelter'd  him- 
felf  in  the  Woods  -,  and  harraffing  the 
Enemy  thus,  he  kept  them  in  a  conti- 
nual Alarm. 

On  our  Side  we  alfo  began  to  make 
fome  Sallies,  the  Baron  de  St.  Coftin 
with  his  Savages,  and  I  with  mire. 
This  Gentleman  was  the  Son  of  a  French 
Baron  and  a  Savage  Woman,  whom  his 
Father  had  married  when  he  was  a  Pri- 
foner  amongfl"  the  Savages,  and  he  had 
a  Bravery  tliat  went  even  to  Teme- 
rity •,  he  was  generally  eileem'd  and 
looked  upon  as  an  Officer  of  great  Ufe 
to  the  Nation.  He  joined  to  his  Va- 
lour all  the  Probity  of  a  Man  of  Ho- 
D  4  nour. 
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nour,  and  a  mofl  uncommon  Merit ; 
he,  as  well  as  myfelf,  took  a  Pride  in 
being  drefTed  like  the  Savages. 

At  length,  the  Englijh  confidering 
that  their  Ravages  coft  them  more  Blood 
than  compenfated  the  Profit,  recalled 
their  Parties,  and  made  fome  Attempts 
to  carry  the  Place,  but  they  were  re- 
pulfed  in  every  AfTault  they  gave. 
Monfieur  de  Suharcas  then  found  how 
much  he  wanted  the  AfTiflance  of  the 
Privateers,  and  the  Canadians ;  befides 
that,  his  Garrifon  was  far  from  being 
numerous,  they  were  fo  litde  ufed  to 
War,  that,  but  for  us,  they  would  not 
have  held  out  four  and  twenty  Plours  ; 
the  Soldiers  in  particular  had  fo  tho- 
roughly loll  all  Hopes  of  being  able  to 
refill  them  any  Time,  that  they  thought 
of  nothing  but  deferting,  and  the  Offi- 
cers had  all  the  Trouble  in  the  World  to 
prevent  them.  One  Day  two  of  them 
deferted,  who  gave  Occafion  by  their 
Flight  to  the  Privateers  Knowledge  of 
me,  and  their  Defire  to  have  me  one  of 
their  Company.  The  Adventure,  in 
few  Words,  was  thus ; 

The 
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The  two  Deferters  having  found 
Means  to  get  out  of  the  Place,  with- 
out any  Precipitation,  before  our  Eyes, 
and  in  broad  Day-hght,  turn'd  their 
Steps  towards  the  Englijh,  The  Go- 
vernor, who  faw  them  defert  fo  calmly, 
was  irritated  at  their  Behaviour,  and  ex- 
preiTed  a  great  Defire  to  have  them 
again,  that  they  might  be  treated  as 
they  deferv'd.  I  enter'd  into  his  Re- 
fentment,  and  offer'd  to  bring  them 
back  ;  he  made  a  Difficulty  to  take  me 
at  my  Word,  becaufe  of  the  Danger  I 
muft  throw  myfelf  into  to  keep  my  Pro- 
mife  •,  but,  without  flaying  to  conquer 
his  Repugnance  by  my  Difcourfes,  I 
chofe  three  of  the  nimbleft  of  my  Al- 
gonquins^  and  following  with  them  the 
Traces  of  the  Soldiers,  we  pafiTta  with 
furprizing  Swiftnefs  at  the  Diftance  of 
fifty  Paces  from  the  Enemy,  who  fired 
upon  us,  and  we  overtook  the  Deferters, 
who  had  ftopp'd  to  fee  us  run.  We 
feiz'd  upon  them  in  an  Inflant,  and 
brought  them  back  to  the  Governor, 
who  had  them  beheaded  that  Moment ; 
at  the  fame  time  he  loaded  me  with' 
CarelTes,  and  gave  me,  publickly,  Ap- 
D  5  plaufes. 
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plaufes,  that  my  Violence  made  him  re- 
pent a  few  Hours  after. 

To  proportion  the  Recompence  to 
the  Service  I  had  done  him,  he  had  the 
Cjoodnefs  to  affign  to  me  and  my  Sa- 
vages a  copious  Portion  of  Brandy  and 
Provifions,  which  began  to  be  dillri- 
buted  very  fparingly.  The  Store- 
keeper, named  Degoutin^  v/ho  'tis  hke- 
iy  had  had  the  fame  Employment  in 
France^  and  who  imagined  he  had  llill 
to  do  with  French  Soldiers,  would  have 
put  fifteen  Pounds  upon  us  for  twentyj, 
•and  Bones  for  Flefh.  I  complained  of 
it,  he  affronted  me,  and  I,  who  was 
never  very  patient,  gave  him  a  Return 
with  my  Sabre,,  that  put  him  out  of  a 
Condition  of  preventing  me  from  giv- 
ing myfelf  good  Weight  and  Mear 
fure. 

This  A6lion  was  immediately  report- 
ed to  the  Governor,  who  came  out  with 
a  furious  Air,  and  flew  to  me  with  a. 
Piftol  in  each  Hand,  fwearing  moft  ter- 
ribly, that  he  would  fhoot  that  Man 
thro'  the  Head  who  durft  be  failing  in 
their  Refped    to    his   Officers.      His 

Wratk

Wrath  affrighted  me  fo  little,  that  I 
had  the  Rafhnefs  to  fwear  at  lead  as 
loud  as  himfelf,  and  to  defy  him  to 
fhoot :  He  was  a  Man  likely  enough  to 
punifh  my  Audacioufnefs,  and  I  believe 
he  would  certainly  have  difcharged  his 
Piftols  at  me,  if  Morpain  and '  feme 
others  of  the .  Privateers  had  not  held 
his  Hands,  and  reprefented  to  him,  that 
a  Savage  was  excufable  for  being  ig- 
norant of  the  Laws  of  Military  Difci- 
pline ;  and  that  if  we  learn'd  them  by 
degrees  from  his  Soldiers,  we  might 
perhaps  learn  them  in  return  to  be 
faithful  and  intrepid. 

Thefe  Reafons,  or  rather  the  Necef- 
lity  he  had  of  my  Savages,  who  would 
have  been  cut  to  pieces  to  the  lad  Man, 
or  have  revenged  me,  appeafed  him> 
He  gave  us  a  long  Leflbn  upon  our 
Duty ;  and  told  me  afterwards,  that 
he  pardoned  my  Violence^  becaufe  he 
was  perfwaded  I  would  not  have  given 
way  to  it,  if  I  had  known  that  touch- 
ing one  of  his  Officers  was  attacking 
him  himfelf,  who  reprefented  the  Per- 
fon  of  the  King.  This  was  the  glo- 
rious Aftion  which  niade  the  Privateers 
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defirous  to  have  me  with  them  ♦,  they      ; 
judged  by  that,  that  I  was  a  rafh  Spi= 
rit  that  feared  no  Danger,  and  was  in- 
capable of  fubmiting.     In  a  word,    I      | 
appeared   worthy   of    augmenting   the      ] 
Number  of  the  Privateers.     However, 
they  did  not  yet  propofe  it  to  me.  j 

The  Enterprize   which   the  Englijh     i 
formed  after  this,  had  no  better  Succefa     \ 
than  the  reft :    They  endeavoured,  in     ; 
vain,  to  burn  the  VelTels  that  were  un-     j 
der  the  Cannon  of  the  Place.     So  that     ! 
finding  themfelves  near  wanting  of  Pro-     j 
vifion,  and  reflecting  that  we  beat  them 
with  their  own  Weapons,  by  making  ufe 
of  the  Flour  which  Morpain  had  carried 
off  from  them,  and  which  was  deftined     ' 
for  their  Fleet,  they  prudently  refolved     ' 
to  retire. 

They  did  not  imagine  us  bold  enough  i 
to  dare  to  attack  them  in  their  Retreat  •,  j 
and  in  this  Confidence  they  were  re-  j 
embarking  with  great  Tranquility,  when 
Tallying  brifkly  out  of  the  Woods,  we 
fell  unawares  upon  eleven  or  twelve 
hundred  Men  \  v/ho,  whilft  they  were 
waiting  for  the  Shallops,  were  pillaging 
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fome  Houfes  fituated  upon  the  Shore. 
We  killed  a  great  Number  of  them  be- 
fore they  could  put  themfelves  into  a 
Pofture  of  Defence  ;  but  they  were 
not  long  before  they  did  fo,  and  were 
foon  fupported.  We  had  then  a  very 
hot  Adion,  in  which  we  had  the  Mif- 
fortune  to  lofe  Monfieur  de  Saleant^  one 
of  our  braveft  Officers.  The  Baron  de 
St.  Cajlin  was  dangeroufly  wounded,  as 
was  alfo  Monfieur  de  la  BouUrderie. 

Some  Privateers,  near  whom  I  com- 
bated, remarked  me  with  Pleafure  in 
the  Adion ;  they  perceived,  that  after 
having  broke  my  Sabre,  I  made  ufe  of 
the  But-end  of  my  Fuzil  as  a  Club, 
without  being  daunted  at  a  Mufket  Shot 
that  I  had  received  in  my  Thigh.  This 
confirmed  them  in  the  good  Opinion 
they  had  of  my  Courage,  and  they  re- 
folved  to  engage  me  upon  any  Terms 
into  their  Company.  I  difcovered  their 
Defign  by  the  Manner  in  which  they 
applauded  me  to  Monfieur  de  Suharcas^ 
who  to  make  me  amends  for  the  Lofs 
of  my  Fuzil,  which  I  had  broke  to 
pieces  upon  the  Heads  of  the  Englijh^ 
made  me  a  Prefent  of  that  he  carried 
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himfelf.  The  Fuzil  was  a  very  good 
one,  and  has  been  of  Service  to  me  up- 
on many  Occafions  fince. 

Inflead  of  employing  the  Hind  Fri- 
gate to  the  Ufe  for  which  it  was  firft 
defigned,  Monfieur  de  Sub  areas  chofe 
rather  to  fend  it  into  France^  to  carry 
the  News  of  the  Enterprize  of  the 
Englijh  ;  and  he  charged  Monfieur  de 
la  Konde^  with  the  Care  of  giving  an 
Account  of  it  to  the  Court.  Several 
Canadians  made  this  Voyage.  As  to  me 
and  my  Algonquins^  whatever  Defire  we 
had  to  go  to  Sea,  we  could  not  obtain 
Permiflion  to  do  it ;  the  Governor  re- 
folving  to  keep  us  till  he  had  received 
an  Anfwer  from  France^  propofing  not 
fo  much  as  to  fend  us  back  into  Canada 
till  the  End  of  the  Summer,  unlefs  he 
received  Orders  to  the  contrary.  I  com- 
plained openly  of  this  Procedure,  fay- 
ing, that  I  had  engaged  myfelf  in  or- 
der to  cruize  upon  the  Coafls  of  New- 
England  only,  and  not  to  be  fhut  up  in 
a  Town  and  increafe  the  Garrifon. 

The  Privateers  blew  the  Flame,  and 
xeprefented  to  us  that  we  fhould  be 
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made  a  Jefl  of  in  Canada^  if  they  favr 
us  return  in  four  Months  under  the 
Wing  of  our  Fathers  and  Mothers, 
after  having  bid  them  adieu  for  fo  long. 
They  harangued  to  me  in  particular  ; 
and  boafted  to  me  of  every  thing  in 
their  Condition  that  was  moll  likely  to 
flatter  my  Inclinations.  What  is  moil 
agreeable  amongfl  us,  faid  they,  is  that 
every  one  is  an  Officer,  and  labours 
only  for  himfelf.  We  are  all  equal, 
and  our  Captain  has  no  other  Privi- 
ledge  than  that  of  having  two  Voices 
in  our  Councils  v  though  to  Ipeak  as  it 
truly  is,  his  Vote  goes  no  further  than 
another's,  or  rather  he  has  no  Vote  at 
all ;  for  if  the  Quellion  is  to  refolve 
whether  we  fhall  attack  a  Ship  or  not, 
the  Alternative  is  not  in  his  Choice, 
and  he  mull  neceflarily  declare  for  the 
Attack,  or  be  obliged  to  fight  againfb 
his  own  Opinion.  You  have  feen  us 
under  Arms,  added  they,  and  you  may 
have  remarked  how  gallantly  we  ufed 
them.  Is  it  necellary  to  come  to  Ac- 
tion  ?  we  behave  like  brave  Fellows : 
Do  we  want  an  Opportunity  of  exer- 
cifing  our  Valour  ?  Laughing,  Drink- 
kig.  Gaming,  they  are  then  our  Occu- 
pations- 
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pations.  Perhaps  you  may  be  furprized 
that  our  VeiTels  are  fo  fmall  -,  but  con- 
fider  that  makes  them  the  fwifter,  and 
we  chufe  them  thus  to  tome  up  the 
more  eafily  with  thofe  we  defign  to  at- 
tack. If  you  are  willing  to  fhare  our 
Fortune,  you  fhall  fee  that  we  are  not 
terrified  at  the  largeft  VefTels  :  Wit;h  our 
Frigates  of  fix,  or  eight  Guns,  we  of- 
ten carry  off  VefTels  of  Fifty,  and  man- 
ned with  two  or  three  hundred  Men. 
A  nd  why  ?  becaufe  without  cannonading 
we  board  them  diredly,  and  then  one 
brave  Officer  is  worth  twenty  Soldiers. 

You  may  have  obferved  too,  pur- 
fued  they,  by  the  Flour  that  we  fold 
to  the  Governor,  that  in  the  Prizes  we 
take  Vv^e  pay  fcarce  a  Tenth  to  the  Ad- 
miralty, and  all  the  reft  is  ours.  As 
foon  as  we  have  made  ourfelves  Mafters 
of  a  VefTel,  we  divide  the  Merchan- 
dizes at  the  Foot  of  the  Main-Maft, 
when  that  is  feafible  ;  and  when  it  is 
not,  we  fend  our  Capture  to  the  firft 
l^ort  to  be  fold,  and  divide  the  Prize. 
We  arc  net  forry  then  for  being  but  a 
fmall  Number.  The  fewer  the  Shares, 
the  larger  they  are  j  and  as  to  the  reft, 
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it  has  always  been  found  that  you  never 
want  Men  upon  boarding  a  Ship,  if 
the  Hands  you  have  are  valiant  ♦,  and 
though  we  are  feldom  very  numerous 
when  we  attack,  yet  we  always  do  it 
without  being  under  Covert,  and  with- 
out retrenching  ourfeves  as  they  do  up- 
on all  other  VelTeJs. 

All  thefe  Difcourfes  and  many  others 
that,  the  Privateers  were  continually 
holding  to  me  to  debauch  me,  at  length 
infpired  me  with  a  Defire  of  exercifmg 
their  ProfefTion  with  them.  I  promifed 
to  join  them  the  Day  of  their  Depar- 
ture, the  moft  privately  I  could,  becaufe 
Monfieur  de  Sub  arc  as  ^  who  had  a  Suf- 
picion  of  our  Plot,  had  forbid  them  to 
carry  me  off  with  them,  under  the  Pe- 
nalty of  lofing  what  remained  due  to 
them  upon  the  Flour,  and  which  he 
was  to  pay  them  in  Letters  of  Ex-^ 
change. 

I  was  accuftomed  continually  to  pafs 
two  or  three  Days  in  the  Woods  with 
fome  of  my  Savages,  or  wandering  a- 
long  the  Coail  to  make  Difcoveries. 
When  I  knew  the  Day  on  which  the 
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VefTel  v/as  to  depart,  and  the  Place 
where  I  was  to  exped  it,  I  took  Pro- 
vifions  for  feveral  Days,  and  went  out 
as  ufual  with  nine  or  ten  of  my  Algon- 
qiiins^  whom  I  carried  to  the  Place  that 
was  appointed  me.  As  foon  as  I  had 
found  It  by  the  Signs  that  had  been 
given  me,  I  made  them  return  again 
with  me  towards  P<?r/-jR<9j^?/,  wandering 
through  the  Woods  that  I  might  be 
able  to  efcape  them.  I  own  this  was  a 
melancholly  Moment  to  me.  When  I 
confidered  that  I  was  going  to  leave 
thofe  Friends  whofe  Lives  were  devoted 
to  my  Service,  I  fighed  with  Grief  j 
and  notwithftanding  the  Harfhnefs  of 
my  Nature,  I  felt  myfelf  almoil  as  much 
afflided  as  a  Father  whom  Neceffity 
obliges  to  quit  his  Children. 

I  had  about  thirty  or  forty  Pifloles 
in  the  Money  of  the  Country,  that  is, 
in  Cards  figned  by  the  Governor  and 
the  Intendant :  I  had  a  great  Mind  to 
give  it  to  them  ;  but  I  did  not  know 
how  to  manage  it.  At  lail  I  thought 
of  faying  to  one  of  them,  that  I  had 
imprudently  taken  thefe  Cards  cut  with 
me,  which  were  troublefome,   and  that 
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I  defired  he  would  carry  them  for  me  ; 
after  which,  Hopping  by  a  Tree,  I  de- 
lired  them  to  go  on  foftly,  which  they 
did,  thinking  I  would  follow  them  im- 
mediately. As  foon  as  I  had  loft  fight 
of  them,  I  returned  to  the  Place  where 
the  Privateers  had  appointed  our  Ren- 
devous,  and  I  concealed  myfelf  to  wait 
for  their  Arrival. 

It  was  in  a  little  Ifland  twelve  or 
fifteen  Leagues  from  Port-Royal,  The 
Sun  was  beginning  to  fet,  when  I  dif- 
covered  the  Yt^d  of  the  Privateers ;  it 
was  time  it  fbould  appear.  Moved  with 
tihe  Inquietude  I  was  certain  my  poor 
Savages  felt  for  me,  I  pitied  them,  and 
was  feveral  times  tempted  to  go  to 
them  again  into  the  Wood.  I  am  per- 
fwaded  they  paffed  the  Night  in  fearch 
of  me,  with  the  moil  dreadful  Shrieks 
and  Rowlings.  Be  that  as  it  will,  as 
fbon  as  I  faw  my  new  Companions  ap- 
pear, I  ceafed  to  refle«5l  upon  the  others, 
and  thought  only  how  I  might  diftin- 
guifh  myfelf  by  my  Adions  amongft 
the  Privateers. 
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The  firfl  thing  they  faid  to  me,  was 
that  the  Governor  was  fo  pleafed  at  fee- 
ing them  go  away  without  me,  that  he 
had  difpatched  them  their  Letters  of  Ex- 
change with  all  the  Complaifance  ima- 
ginable. This  furnifhed  us  with  a  glo- 
rious Opportunity  of  laughing  at  his 
Expence.  I  fnould  foon  have  perceived, 
if  I  had  not  been  convinced  of  it  before, 
that  I  could  never  be  with  Mortals  of  a 
Nature  more  fui table  to  my  own.  They 
drefled  me  in  their  Privateering  Regi- 
mentals, and  all  clubb'd  together  to  make 
a  Purfe  for  me,  that  I  might  play  with 
them  ;  for  indeed  what  could  we  do  at 
Sea  if  we  did  not  game }  I  eafily  ac- 
cuftomed  myfclf  to  it,  and  from  thence 
took  Birth  and  Root  in  me  that  curfed 
Paffion  for  Play,  which  I  can  never  flat- 
ter myfelf  with  being  able  to  conquer. 

I  was  a  perfe6l  Comedy  to  thefe  wor- 
thy Gentlemen  at  firft  by  my  Ignorance, 
and  by  the  docile  Simplicity  with  which 
1  executed  every  thing  that  they  told 
me  mufh  be  done :  The  Defire  of  learn- 
ing to  be  a  Seaman  made  me  capable 
of  doing  any  thing  •,  I  remember,  for 
Example,  that  they  had  the  Malice  to 

make 
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make  me  torment  myfelf  for  a  Quarter 
of  an  Hour  to  prevent  the  Ship  from 
leaning  on  one  Side  ;  as  if  the  Weight 
of  my  Body  could  produce  the  fame 
Effe(5t  upon  this  great  Veffel  as  upon 
my  litde  Canoe.  Luckily  I  never  gave 
into  the  fame  Folly  twice  ;  and  in  a 
Fortnight  after  our  Embarkation,  I  wa& 
as  wife  as  the  reft. 

One  Day,  to  divert  themfelves  only, 
they  wanted  to  fee  whether  I  was  quar- 
relfome  in  my  Liquor ;  and  remarking 
that  I  did  not  love  Wine,  they  made 
me  drink  Brandy.  I  fwallowed  this 
Liquor  without  Repugnance,  and  foon 
brought  myfelf  into  the  Condition  they 
wifh'd  to  have  me.  By  degrees,  as  the 
Vapours  of  the  Brandy  obfcured  my 
Reafon,  I  began  to  grow  immoderately 
gay.  This  obliged  fome  of  the  Brother- 
hood to  attack  me  with  their  Sea-rail- 
lery. They  affeded  to  fay  difobliging 
things  to  me,  and  to  infult  me.  I  was 
provoked  in  earneft,  and  leaping  upon 
them  with  my  Cutlafs  drawn,  I  do  not 
know  what  might  have  happened,  if 
fome  of  the  Privateers,  who  kept  their 
Eyes  upon  me,  had  not  fcized  me  be- 
hind. 
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hind,  and  tied  me  fait,  till  my  Fury  and 
my  Drunkennefs  was  over.  What  was 
mofl  unfortunate  in  this  Scene  was,  that 
I  had  given  a  Cut  upon  the  Face  to  a 
Privateer  who  was  much  beloved  by  the 
whole  Company,  tho'  he  was  ^  Spaniard. 
I  was  very  much  concerned  at  it,  when 
J  found  that  all  this  had  been  only  a 
Scene  concerted  amongft  my  Comrades. 
Such  is  generally  the  Conclufion  of  thefe 
mad  Jefls  of  inconfiderate  Youth  ;  they 
degenerate  into  ferious  Misfortune. 

I  burned  with  Impatience  to  meet  a 
Veflel  that  we  might  come  to  Adion. 
I  was  very  curious  to  fee  in  what  manner 
I  ihould  fucceed  in  a  Naval  Combat, 
and  I  owned  frankly  to  the  Privateers 
th4t  if  they  made  me  remain  much  lon- 
ger in  Inadlion,  they  would  force  me  to 
regret  my  Savages.  However,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  Itch  I  had  to  be  boarding 
an  Enemy,  near  a  Month  pafled  w^ith- 
out  the  leaft  Occafion  offering  itfelf;  at 
length,  however,  we  met  with  an  Eng- 
lijh  Frigate,  of  four  and  twenty  Guns, 
and  a  hundred  and  thirty  Men. 

I 
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I  had  not  been  much  furprized,  when 
I  heard  publick  Prayers,  Morning  and 
Evening,  on  board  oiirVefTelj  but  I 
was  fo  beyond  all  Imagination,  when  I 
heard  our  whole  Equipage  begin  to 
chaunt  the  Salve  Regina  very  heartily. 
In  efFe6t,  that  Prayer  was  very  fuitable 
for  twenty  of  our  Company,  who  were 
killed  in  about  half  an  Hour,  during 
which  we  remained  expofed  to  the  Can- 
non Shot  and  Mufkets  of  the  Englijh^ 
without  being  able  to  board  them  \  but 
as  foon  as  we  got  Footing  upon  their 
Deck  we  terminated  the  Affair  in  a 
Moment,  and  for  five  Men  that  we  loft 
they  had  above  fixty  difpatched,  and  the 
reft  yielded. 

Morpain  and  his  Brethren  were  con- 
vinced then,  that  they  were  not  mifta- 
ken,  when  they  had  done  -me  the  Ho- 
nour to  fuppofe  me  endowed  with  the 
Qualities  requifite  for  a  Privateer  ;  for 
I  was  one  of  the  firft  to  leap  on  board 
the  Enemy,  and  throw  myfelf  into  the 
midft  of  the  Englijlo^  whom  I  did  no 
great  Harm  to,  however,  becaufe  they 
-did  not  give  me  time,  they  faluting  me 

imme- 
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immediately  with  a  Mufket-lKot,  ac- 
companied with  the  Thruft  of  a  Sword, 
which  I  received  thro'  my  Body.  Thefe 
two  Wounds  flopped  me  fhort,  and 
hindered  me  from  proving  my  Valour 
any  farther.  We  had  eight  or  nine  of 
our  People  more  who  were  wounded, 
the  Enemies  having  made  two  or  three 
Difcharges  of  their  Fire- Arms  upon  us 
thro'  the  Scuttles,  before  they  brought 


too*. 


'Tis  the  Cuftom  amongft  the  Priva- 
teers that  every  one  has  his  Sailor,  whom 
he  calls  his  Friend,  his  Brother,  or  his 
Partner;  this  Sailor  ferves  him  in  his 
Illneffes,  fits  up  with  him,  and  takes 
care  of  him,  and  if  he  dies  becomes 
his  Heir.  If  I  had  loft  my  Life  I  fhould 
not  have  much  enriched  my  Partner,  our 
Shares  being  very  inconfiderable ;  the 
Capture  was  not  worth  what  flie  coft  us. 
We  fold  her  at  the  f  Port  de  PaiXy  in 
the  Ifland  of  St,  Domingo, 

Upon 

*  That  is,  Lowering  their  Flag,  as  a  Sign 
that  they  yield. 

\  This  is  only  a  large  Village  upon  the  North 
Coaft  of  the  Ifland,  but  it  has  a  very  commodi- 
ous  Port. 
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Upon  my  Arrival  in  that  Country,  I 
was  amazed  at  the  Heat  I  felt  there^ 
having  never  fo  much  as  heard  of  the 
Torrid  Zone.  As  foon  as  I  found  my- 
felf  recovered  of  my  Wounds,  and  able 
to  go  out,  I  went  to  walk  upon  the  Port, 
where  I  was  informed  that  a  Native  of 
Montreal  was  eftablifhed  fome  Leagues 
from  thence,  in  a  very  handfome  Habi- 
tation. They  named  him  to  me-,  I 
knew  his  Family,  and  propofed  to  my- 
felf  going  there,  and  to  pafs  fome  Days 
with  him,  to  fee  if  it  was  not  cooler 
up  in  the  Country  than  it  was  in  the 
Town.  Our  Captain  had  me  conduct- 
ed thither,  after  having  aiTured  me  that 
it  would  be  above  a  Month  before  we 
fhould  be  in  a  Condition  to  put  to  Sea 
again.  He  fuppofed  fo  ;  but  the  very 
next  Day  after  my  Departure,  having 
been  informed,  that  an  Englijh  Veflel, 
with  a  French  Prize  in  Tow,  had  paifed 
within  Sight  of  the  Port,  he  informed 
himfelf  of  her  Route,  and  immediately 
purfued  her,  without  flaying  for  me,  or 
fo  much  as  letting  me  know  it ;  fo  that 
returning  to  the  Port  de  Paix^  in  about 
a  Fortnight,  I  found  them  gone.

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I  had  heard  that  they  were  fometimes 
two  or  three  Months  at  Sea,  without 
flopping  at  any  Port.  Befides  that,  I 
was  not  of  a  Humour  to  remain  fo  long 
idle,  I  was  ignorant  whether  the  Veilel 
of  Morpain  was  to  return  to'  Harbour 
in  this  Port.  However,  I  had  the  Pa- 
tience to  wait  there  as  long  as  my  Mo- 
ney lafted  \  after  which  my  Hoil  ad- 
vifed  me  to  take  my  Route  to  the  Cape^ 
which  is  about  fifteen  Leagues  from 
thence,  telling  me  there  were  always  fome 
of  the  Privateers  there  ;  and  that  very 
often  there  were  feveral  of  them  toge- 
ther came  to  refrefh  themfelves  there. 

I  departed  for  the  Cape  ;  I  had  not, 
I  remember,  any  Arms  but  my  Cut- 
lafs,  nor  any  "Wardrobe  but  my  Shirt 
and  my  Breeches,  and  a  little  Waifl- 
coat  which  had  been  formerly  white  as 
well  as  the  reft,  but  had  got  a  grey  Dye, 
which  I  foon  made  it  lofe  in  the  firit 
Brook  I  met  in  my  Way.  Having 
whitened  my  Linnen  thus,  I  condnued 
my  Journey,  leaving  the  drying  of  me 
to  the  Care  of  the  hot  Sun.  Towards 
the  clofe  of  the  Day,  I  perceived  fix 
Cavaliers,  who  appeared  to  be  taking 

the 
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the  Air  in  the  Plain.  They  approached 
me,  and  began  to  queftion  me.  I  told 
them  frankly  who  I  was,  and  where  1 
was  going.  They  thereupon  informed 
me,  that  it  would  be  very  dangerous  for 
me  to  go  my  Journey  on  Foot.  That 
I  fhould  find  feveral  Rivers  which  I 
could  not  fwim  acrofs,  without  expofing 
myfelf  to  be  devoured  by  the  monftrous 
Fifhes  *,  with  which  they  abounded.  I 
fear  no  Fifties,  Meffieurs^  replied  I,  I 
fwim  as  well  as  they  do,  and  they  have 
no  Cutlafs  as  I  have. 

This  Anfwer,  and  feveral  others  that 
I  made  them,  infpired  them  with  a  De- 
fire  of  keeping  me  with  them  for  fome 
Time,  and  doing  me  Service,  as  I  found 
afterwards.  The  principal  of  thefe  Gen- 
tlemen was  a  Captain  of  the  Coafls, 
named  Remoiijfin^  born  a  Creolian^  as 
was  his  Wife  •,  and  moil:  of  thofe  who 
were  with  him  were  his  Relations.  He 
polTefled  great  Riches,  and  his  Habita- 
tion contained  a  lictle  Colony  of  Negroes. 

Monfieur  de  Remouffin   invited   me 

very  complailandy  to  make  fome  Stay 

E  2  ^th 

*  li'h.^'i^  FiHjes  are  called  Cavmans. 
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with  him  ;  and  feeing  that  1  excufed 
myfelf,— atleaft,  faid  he  to  me,  remain 
with  us  till  To-morrow.  I  can't  fuffer 
a  Man  of  Honour,  as  you  feem  to  be, 
■to  pafs  the  Night  in  the  open  Air  fo 
near  my  Houfe.  It  was  to  no  purpofe 
for  me  to  tell  them,  that  bred  up  from 
my  Infancy  among  the  Savages,  I  was 
accuflomed  to  lay  upon  the  Ground  ; 
my  Refifbance  was  in  vain.  Two  of 
thefe  Gentlemen  difmounted,  and  put 
me  up  by  force  behind  Monfieur  de 
Remoujfm,  I  had  no  need  of  their  Af- 
fiflance,  nor  even  of  a  Stirrup  to  mount, 
if  I  had  had  a  Mind ;  but  I  was  our  of 
Countenance,  and  did  not  know  what 
Refolution  to  take.  They  embarrafs'd 
me  more  by  their  Civihties,  than  they 
would  have  done  if  they  had  attacked 
jme  all  fix  at  once. 

When  you  find  yourfelf  in  an  un- 
known Country,  with  utter  Strangers, 
you  can't  guefs  whether  their  Carefles 
are  a  Prelude  to  the  Good  or  Harm  diey 
defign  to  do  you.  According  to  the 
different  People,  fome  will  furprize  and 
convey  you  to  Death,  by  the  fame  Me- 
tliods  that  others  employ  for  your  Af- 

fiftance. 
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fiftance.  This  is  an  Embarrafs  that  I 
have  been  often  in  ;  and  to  fpeak  frank- 
ly upon  this  Occafion,  I  was  not  with- 
out Diftrufl.  Though  thefe  People, 
thought  I,  fpeak  French^  they  are  per- 
haps Engli/h  Men,  who  defign  to  lay 
me  in  Irons,  or  put  me  cruelly  to 
Death  ;  however,  if  they  would  but 
declare  themfeives  my  Enemies,  I  fhould 
kill  fome  one  or  other  of  them,  and  I 
fhould  die  fatisfied.^ 

I  believed,  however,'  that  there  were 
none  in  that  Country  but  French  and 
Spaniards^  whole  Intereils  were  then 
united :  But  then  I  remembered  that  the 
Privateers  had  told  me,  that  notwith- 
ftanding  the  Alliance  of  the  two  Na- 
tions, I  muft  be  upon  my  Guard  a- 
gainft  the  latter,  who  would  fometimes 
poniard  a  Man  whilil  they  embraced 
him. 

At  fome  Moments  I  imagined  I 
might  be  fallen  into  the  Hands  of  Rob- 
bers ;  and  when  I  fixed  upon  that 
Thought,  I  did  not  find  they  had  any 
great  occafion  to  rejoice  at  this  Ren- 
counter, fmce  my  whole  Treafure  con- 
E  3  fiftcd 
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fifted  of  about  thirty  6':/^  *,  which  was 
to  have  carried  me  the  fourteen  Leagues 
I- had  to  go. 

The  Habitation  to  which  they  con- 
veyed me  was  at  no  great  Diilance,  we 
foon  arrived  there  :  Here,  Ladies,  here, 
-cried  Monfieur  de  Remoujfin^  calling  his 
Wife  and  fome  Friends  who  were  with 
her  :  Here  is  a  curious  Savage  that  I 
have  brought  you.  Without  going  into 
Canada  you  fhall  fee  an  Ircquefcy  but  an- 
Jroquefe  that  will  not  frighten  you.  At 
the  Name  of  Iroquefe^  thefe  L/adies  form- 
ing to  themfeives  the  Idea  of  a  Monfter 
not  unlike  their  Negroes,  advanced  to= 
view  me  ;  and  it  was  not  without  Aflo- 
nifhment,  that  they  faw  a  tall,  vs^ell- 
looking  Youth,  fair  and  light-hair'd» 
as  moll  of  the  Canadians  are. 

Though  at  the  Sight  of  thefe  amiable 
Perfons  I  was  fomething  reaffured,  and 
Began  to  think  I  was  with  People  of 
Gonfideration  •,  yet  I  addrelTed  myfelf 
to  them  with  an  Air  that  was  a  little  too 
much  upon  the  Iroquefe.  But  they  mufl 
excufe  me,  I  was  not  a  very  proper  Per- 

fon 
♦  Thirty  Zols  is  about  2  /.  6  ^. 
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fon  for  converfing  with  the  Fair  Sex. 
However,  being  obliged  to  anfwer  the 
Queftions  the  Ladies  made  me  concern- 
ing Canada^  the  Savages,  and  their  Man- 
ner of  Living,  I  found  they  were  not 
difficult  to  be  pleafed.  I  even  perceived 
that  I  diverted  them  extremely,  not- 
withflanding  the  Freedoms  of  Speech 
with  Vv^hich  I  enlivened  my  Narration. 
They  found  a  Franknefs  and  Simpli- 
city in  my  Difcourfe  that  delighted 
them. 

A  fplendid  Supper  was  ferved  up. 
There  wanted  nothing  for  me  to  have 
been  charmed  with  the  Repail,  but  the 
PermifTion  of  drinking  clear  Water.  But 
all  the  Guefts  made  me  drink  Wine  af- 
ter their  Example  \  which  they  did  in 
fo  engaging  a  Manner  that  I  could  not 
excufe  myfelf,  whatever  Diflike  I  had  to 
that  Liquor.  It  infpired  me  with  fo 
much  Vivacity,  that  the  Company  hav- 
ing teftified  their  Curiofity  to  know  why 
I  had  abandoned  the  Iroqutfe^  and  af- 
terwards left  Canada  \  they  had  reafon 
to  be  fatisiied  with  the  Account  I  gave 
them  of  it.  Above  all,  I  gave  them  a 
Detail  of  the  Siege  o^  Port -Royal  ^  with 
E  4.  Rap- 
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Raptures,  and  the  attacking  the  Englijh 
Ship  and  taking  it,  without  omitting 
the  lead  Circumfbances :  What  pleafed 
them  the  moft  was,  that  at  every  Sen- 
tence I  cried,  Oh !  I jh  all  go  to  Sea  again 
direEily  \  arid  this  Burthen  of  my  Dif- 
courfe  made  the  Company  laugh  excef- 
fively.  * 

Madame  de  RemouJJin^  furprized  to 
fee  me  in  fo  early  an  Age  ^o  bent  upon 
War,  reproached  me  with  it,  adding  me 
malicioully,  how  many  of  the  Englijh  I 
had  eat  fince  I  cruized  the  Seas ;  not 
doubting,  faid  fhe,  but  I  was  warlike 
enough  to  follow  the  Cuftoms  of  the  Sa- 
vageSj  who  fay,  that  a'conquered  Ene- 
my peffonally  augments  their  Provi- 
fions.  I  was  fenfible  that  I  deferved 
this  Stroke  of  Raillery,  and  that,  in  ef- 
fccft,  it  v/as  wrong  in  me  to  make  fuch 
dreadful  Defcriptions  before  the  Ladies. 
But  it  is  a  conftant  Rule,  that  every  Man 
loves  to  fpeak  well  of  his  own  Profeflion. 
I  was,  however,  afterwards  fomething 
more  referved. 

When  we  arofe  from  Table,  Monfieur 
de  Remoujfin  conduced  me  himfelf  into 

an 
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an  Apartment,  where  he  faid  mc,  here 
is  your  Chamber  and  your  Bed ;  you 
fland  in  need  of  Repofe,  and  you  may 
enjoy  it  here  as  quietly  as  if  you  was  in 
your  own  Family.  They  will  bring  you 
what  is  neceflary  to  pafs  the  Night,  and 
if  you  want  any  thing  more,  you  have 
nothing  to  do  but  to  afk  for  it  freely. 
He  went  out  after  faying  this,  and  two 
NegrelTes  came  and  made  the  Bed  •,  they 
afterwards  prefented  to  me  a  Shirt,  a 
Night  Cap,  and  a  Towel,  whilil:  two 
Negroes,  who  had  brought  a  Bafon  of 
clean  Water,  kept  continually  bawling 
to  me,  JVaJh^  Mafter^  wajh :  As  I  was 
not  ufed  to  fuch  Ceremonies,  I  looked 
very  attentively  upon  upon  the  Negroes 
without  making  them  anyAnfwer.  They 
took  my  Silence  for  a  Confent,  and  were 
beginning  to  undrefs  me,  but  not  at  all 
pleafed  with  the  Affiduity  of  my  Valets 
de  Chambre^  I  was  preparing  to  give 
them  their  Difmiffion,  and  turn  them 
out  of  the  Door,  when  Monfieur  de 
Remoujfin^  who  heard  the  Diipute  into 
his  Apartment,  came  to  2Sk  me  why  I 
made  fo  many  Ceremonies.  I  told  him, 
that  not  being  able  to  return  fuch  great 
Favours,  it  was  fufficient  for  me  to  pais 
E  5  the 


Bi  The  Adventttres  of 

the  Night  in  one  of  his  Negroe's  ¥Lut% 
that  I  might  not  be  troublefome,  and 
might  depart  by  Break  of  Day. 

You  reckon  without  your  Hoft,  re- 
plied he,  if  you  propofe  to  leaye  us  To- 
morrow ;  it  is  what  I  fhall  not  permit 
in  the  leafl.  We  know  too  well  the 
Dangers  you  would  be  expofed  to  in 
purfuing  your  Journey.  If  you  will  ab» 
folutely  go  to  the  CapSy  inflead  of  wait- 
ing here  for  your  Companions,  I  pro- 
mife  to  carry  you  there  myfelf  Ipee- 
dily  rn  my  Pirogue  *.  In  the  mean 
time,  added  he,  putting  eight  or  ten 
Louis  d*Ors  into  my  Pocket,  here  is 
Ibmething  to  divert  you  with,  and  to 
play  with  us  if  you  like  it.  In  fine^ 
look  upon  me  as  your  Brother,  and 
make  yourfelf  eafy. 

This  generous  and  noble  Behaviour 
of  the  Mailer  made  me  receive  the 
Services  of  the  Slaves  without  any  far- 
ther Ceremony,  and  letting  the  Negroes 

do 

*  A  Kind  of  Shallop  often  made  only  of  the 
Tiunk  of  a  Tree,  efpecially  in  South  America. 
Thefe  Pirogues  are  very  fwift,  and  fome  them 
will  carry  upwards  of  fifty  People, 
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do  what  they  pleafed,  I  was  foon  un- 
drelTed,  wafhed,  fcrubb'd,  and  put  to 
Bed.  I  may  fay  with  Truth,  that  the 
next  Day,  and  all  the  following,  I  was 
treated  hke  a  perfedl  fpoil'd  Child.  Both 
the  Ladies  and  Gendemen  endeavoured 
who  fhould  carefs  me  moll,  and  who 
ihould  be  moft  obliging  to  me;  this 
made  me  fenfible  of  the  Difference  there 
is  between  the  Ailiftance  that  can  be  ex- 
pelled from  Savages,  and  what  an  un- 
fortunate Stranger  finds  from  a  civilized 
and  a  humane  Nation,  as  the  French  are 
in  general,  and  particularly  in  the  Amc- 
rican  Iflands. 

Not  being  accuflomed  to  the  txzti- 
five  Heat  of  the  Climate,  I  was  general- 
ly left  with  the  Ladies,  whilll  their 
Hufbands  mounted  on  Horfeback,  and 
made  their  Patrole  upon  the  Coafls. 
The  Habitation  was  a  perfedl  Seraglio 
to  thefe  unfortunate  Women  -,  they  faw 
none  but  their  Hulbands,  and  with  them 
they  had  Rivals  in  their  NegreiTes.  Some 
of  Madame  de  Remoujfin's  Reladons,  who 
perceived  it  but  too  plainly,  complained 
pretty  loudly ;  but  they  had  to  do  with 

Gentle- 
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Gentlemen  who  did  not  give  themfelves 
much  Concern  upon  that  Head. 

One  of  thefe  negleded  Spoufes,  wh6 
Iprefume  fuffered  with  more  Impatience 
than  the  reft  this  AHenation  of  her 
Rights,  caft  her  Eye  upon  me  by  way 
of  ReprifaJ.  She  made  me  all  the  Ad- 
vances that  a  Woman  of  Fafhion  can 
make,  who  is  carrying  on  a  Defign  fhe 
is  afhamed  of ;  but  I  was  then  fo  unin- 
ftruded  in  that  Article,  that  fhe  mud 
have  fpoke  extremely  plain  to  have  made 
me  underiland  her :  She  would  often 
take  me  afide,  and  prcfs  my  Hand 
in  her's  ;  and  looking  very  languilhing 
upon  me,  pity  me  for  the  Inconvcnien- 
cies  I  felt  from  the  Heat  of  the  Climate ; 
fhe  fighed  over  the  Wounds  I  had  re- 
ceceived  in  attacking  the  Englijh  Ship, 
and  exhorted  me  tenderly  not  to  expofe 
myfelf  thus  any  more.  Is  it  not  a  Pity, 
faid  fhe  to  me,  fo  young  and  fo  amiable 
as  you  are,  that  you  have  embraced 
the  mod  dangerous,  and  mofl  toilfome 
ProfelTion.  Should  not  you  rather  chufe 
t6  remain  with  us  in  this  charming  Soli- 
tude, than  to  expofe  yourfelf  to  fo  ma- 
ny Dangers?    1  am  pcrlwaded,    added 

ihe. 
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fhe,  that  you  would  have  a  better  Tafte 
than  our  Spoufes,  and  that  you  would 
prefer  us  to  the  Negrefles.  Speak, 
Monfieur  de  Beauchene^  is  it  not  true, 
that  we  are  better  than  them  ?  I  confefs 
to  all  thefe  Queftions,  which  gave  me 
very  fair  Play,  I  luiew  how  to  make  no 
other  Anfwer  than  Tes^  Madame  ;  iW, 
Madame  •,  Tou  are  very  good  indeed^ 
Madame, 

Moft  of  my  Readers  doubtlefs  will 
fay,  that  I  adled  the  Part  of  a  Block- 
head here  •,  I  agree  to  it ;  but  fome  per- 
haps may  cry  out.  Oh  !  valuable  Igno- 
rance !  Oh !  too  happy  Simplicity !  What 
is  abfolutely  certain  is,  that  if  I  had  vio- 
lated the  Laws  of  Hofpitality,  by  tak- 
ing an  Advantage  of  the  Weaknefs  that 
was  teftified,'  Monfieur  de  Remoujfin^ 
and  his  Relations,  would  have  been  ve- 
ry capable  of  punifhing  me  for  it.  How- 
ever that  might  have  been,  now,  when 
I  recal  this  Adventure  to  my  Memory, 
the  only  thing  I  reproach  myfejf  v/ith,  is 
my  having  feveral  Times  afterwards  re- 
pented that  I  was  fo  honeft  a  Mai;i. 

The 
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The  Lady,  who  had  fo  unprofitably 
tried  her  Power  upon  me,  did  not  fail 
to  tell  the  others,  that  fhe  believed  me 
infenfible  to  Love,  They  all  thought 
the  lame  Thing  of  me.  Some  of  them 
laughed  at  it,  but  fome  of  them  faid 
very  feriouily,  'Tis  a  Pity,  This  ap- 
peared a  great  Defe<5l  to  them  in  a  Youth 
of  my  Figure  ,  they  talked  of  it  to  their 
Hufbands  ^  at  lail  the  Report  Ipread 
amongft  the  Negroes,  and  I  foon  be- 
came, without  perceiving  it,  the  Dif- 
courie  of  the  whole  Family. 

For  the  Punifhment  of  my  Sins,  a 
curfed  Negrefs,  who  ferved  Madame  de 
Remouffin  as  her  Woman,  offered  to 
revenge  the  Ladies  of  my  Infenfibility ; 
ihe  boafted  that  fhe  fhould  be  able  to 
give  me  a  Tafte  for  the  Sex.  All  the 
Company  applauded  this  Enterprize, 
which  appeared  worthy  of  Reward ; 
four  Gentlemen  promifed  each  of  them 
a  Louis  d'Or  to  the  Undertaker  if  fhe 
fucceeded.  Oh!  People  of  this  World, 
how  difficult  is  it  for  Innocence  to  be 
prefer ved  long  amongil  you ! 

The 
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The  Negrefs  loft  no  Time  ;  that  very- 
Evening,  this  Minifter  of  Satan  behav- 
ing to  me  as  fhe  thought  faited  to  a 
Savage  and  a  Privateer,  me  came  into 
my  Chamber  in  the  Night.  Monfieur 
de  RemouJJin  and  his  Friends  were  hften- 
ing  at  the  Door.  She  approached  the 
Bed  very  impudently,  and  addrefllng 
her  Speech  to  me,  Monfieur,  the  Cana- 
dian^ faid  fhe  to  me,  I  have  perceived 
that  you  are  in  Love  with  me,  and  I 
fliall  not  let  you  languifh  any  longer. 
This  audacious  Preface,  if  I  had  been 
thoroughly  awake,  wou[d  have  been 
more  likely  to  affift  my  Virtue  than  cor- 
rupt it.  I  fhould  undoubtedly  have  re- 
pulfed  the  Careffes  of  this  impudent 
Wretch,  whofe  Deformity  I  knew ;  but 
I  was  half  afleep,  and  by  confequence 
have  but  a  very  confafed  Idea  of  tlie  Re- 
ception I  gave  her. 

In  the  mean  Time  the  Gentlemen, 
who  fuppofed  they  had  not  given  their 
Money  for  nothing,  were  inceffantly 
laughing  amongft  themfelves  at  the 
Trick  they  had  played  me.  The  next 
Day,  whilft  we  were  at  Dinner,  they 
began  to  rally  the  Ladies,    upon  their 

not 
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not  having  found  out  the  Art  of  pleafing 
their  Gueil.  Really,  Ladies,  faid  Mon- 
fieur  de  Remoujfin  to  them,  I  think  you 
ought  to  have  fpared  us  the  Trouble  of 
finding  out  Amufements  to  detain  him 
in  our  Habitation  :  It  is  a  Shame  for 
you,  that  your  Charms  alone  had  not  the 
Power  of  rendering  it  agreeable  to  him. 
What  confoles  us,  replied  Madame  de 
Remoujfin  laughing,  is  that  the  Heart  of 
the  Chevalier  is  accelTible  only  to  Glory  ; 
^tis  a  Conqueft  denied  to  Love.  If  he 
is  infenfible  to  our  Worth,  added  ano- 
ther of  the  Ladies,  at  leaft  he  does  not 
do  us  the  Injuftice  to  prefer  fuch  Mon- 
flers  to  us  as  your  MiftrefTes  are. 

You  have  too  bad  an  Opinion  of  the 
Chevalier,  faid  one  of  the  Men,  I  judge 
more  favourably  of  him.  I  will  lay  any 
Wager  that  thele  Monfters  don't  dif- 
pleafe  him,  and  that  he  gives,  as  we  do, 
the  Prize  to  the  African  Venus.  No, 
that  I  don't,  cried  I,  in  an  abrupt 
Tone !  I  mufb  have  loft  my  Senfes  and 
my  Eyes,  to  be  capable  of  making  fuch 
a  Choice  \  and  I  cannot  believe  that  any 
Man  in  the  World  can  thirk  fuch  odious 
Creatures   agreeable.     Ycu   hear  him. 

Ladies, 
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Ladies,  refumed  Monfieur  de  Remoujfin^ 
you  ought  to  think  yourfeJves  obliged  to 
the  Chevalier  for  what  he  fays  here  -,  for 
he  only  fpeaks  thus  out  of  Complaifance 
and  Confideration  for  you.  No,  Mon- 
fieur, replied  I,  I  think  I  ought  to  know 
my  own  Mind  beft  ;  and  once  more  I 
declare,  I  don't  love  thofe  infernal  Beau- 
ties, nor  never  fhall  love  them. 

At  this  Reply  Monfieur  de  Remoujfm 
calling  to  the  Negrefs  who  had  feduced 
me, —  Approach  Angoletta^  faid  he  to 
her,  come  and  confound  the  Chevalier. 
Tell  us  the  Truth,  Child,  and  you  ihall 
not  have  the  leaft  Harm  done  you  \  but 
if  you  diflemble  it,  I  will  have  you  tied 
to  a  Poft,  and  have  fifty  good  Lafhes 
applied  to  you :  What  pafled  laft  Night 
between  this  Gentleman  and  you }  Upon 
this  Angoletta^  in  a  trembling  Voice, 
m.ade  the  Recital  of  her  Nodturnal  Ad- 
venture, and  faid  a  great  deal  more 
than  was  true.  The  Ladies,  who 
knew  the  Nymph  to  be  a  Perfon  ac- 
cufiomed  to  play  fuch  Parts,  would  not 
do  me  the  Plonour  to  believe  me,  what- 
ever I  could  fay  to  them,  to  perfwade 
them   diat  the  Negrefs   had  related  a 

Fie-

Fidion,  My  Embarrafs,  the  Surprize 
of  the  Women,  and  the  Laughter  of  the 
Men,  formed  a  Scene  that  was  not  un- 
entertaining.  As  to  me,  I  had  no  In- 
clmation  to  laugh,  I  could  willingly  have 
flrangled  the  impudent  Devil  that  was 
the  Caufe  of  my  Confufion.  If  J  had 
had  the  moil  inexcuf  ible  Fault  to  re- 
proach myfelf  with,  it  might  have  been 
thoroughly  expiated  by  my  Shame.  I 
was  two  or  three  Days  before  I  durft 
look  the  Ladies  in  the  Face  ;  and  this 
Jell  was  the  Occafion  of  an  Accident  that 
gave  me  an  Illnefs,  of  which  I  mufl:  have 
inevitably  died,  but  for  the  extraordinary 
Care  that  was  taken  of  me. 

Not  being  able  now  to  refolve  upon 
keeping  the  Ladies  Company,  when 
their  Hufbands  were  abfent,  I  Vv^alked 
about  by  myfelf  in  the  Grounds.  In  my 
Walks  I  gathered  Oranges  and  eat  them, 
and  eat  fo  great  a  Quantity  one  Day, 
that  in  the  Night  I  had  a  Fever,  with  a 
dreadful  Flux  •,  my  Stomach  too  began 
to  fwell,  in  the  manner  it  does  with 
thofe  who  firfl  come  from  France  into 
the  Iflands :  When  they  perceived  it  was 
the  Diforder  which  is   called    in   that 

Coun- 
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Country,  ^be  Stomach  Illnefs,  they 
brought  me  two  of  the  ftrongefl  Ne- 
groes, who  taking  me  under  the  Arms, 
made  me  walk  by  force,  and  forced  me 
along  through  very  rough  Ways,  and 
up  feveral  Hills.  Without  this  toilfome 
Exercife,  which  is  the  only  Remedy  in 
this  Difeafe,  the  Patient  falls  involun- 
tarily into  a  Dofe,  during  which  his 
Legs  and  his  Body  fwell,  and  he  feldom 
recovers  it. 

Befides  the  Negroes  who  walked  me 
about  all  the  Day,  there  was  obliged  to 
be  others  to  watch  me  in  the  Night, 
and  they  had  as  much  Employment  as 
the  firft.  They  were  obliged  to  hold 
.me  down  by  Force,  and  fometimes  to 
tie  me  j  or  I  fhould  have  wounded,  or 
perhaps  killed  myfelf,  in  thefe  Excefies, 
which  were  generally  very  violent.  In 
my  Dehrioufnefs  I  was  boarding  a  Ship, 
and  prefently,  I  was  hunting  with  the 
Jroquefe,  At  the  End  of  one  of  thefe 
Fits,  being  come  to  myfelf  again,  I  per- 
ceived the  Negrefs  Angoletta  fitting  by 
my  Bed.  In  my  firft  Movement  of 
PalTion  I  was  tempted  to  feign,  that  the 
Fit  was  not  yet  over,  and  to  feize  upon 

her. 
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her,  and  revenge  myfelf  fuiHciently  for 
the  Trick  Ihe  had  played  me.  I  had 
even  already  begun  to  cry  out,  in  the 
Ircquefe  Language,  Ihetiath  beghein 
kahconrai^  kahoonrai.,  aciftah  * ;  but  re- 
marking that  the  poor  Wretch  was  very 
afliduous  in  endeavouring  to  help  me, 
I  could  not  refolve  to  return  her  Services 
fo  ill. 

The  Negroes,  who  were  watching  all 
Night  with  me,  v/ere  incapable  of  work- 
ing in  the  Day,  which  was  a  Prejudice 
to  Monfieur  de  RemouJJin.  Happily  my 
lilneis  was  of  no  long  Duration,  and  by 
degrees  I  recovered.  Penetrated  with 
the  Attentions  and  Goodnefs  of  my  Hoft 
and  Hoflefs,  and  the  Kindnefs  of  their 
whole  Family,  I  believe  I  fliould  have 
renounced  the  Sea  for  ever,  to  live  al- 
ways with  them,  if  Morpain  had  no: 
come  to  anchor  at  the  Pert  de  Taix, 
He  fent  feveral  Privateers  to  enquire  af- 
ter me ;  I  was  too  near  the  Town  for 
his  Enquiries  to  be  in  vain  ;  befides, 
nothing  was  more  talked  of  every  where 
than  the  Iroqiiefe  of  Monlieur  de  Re^ 
mouffin.  Two  of  my  Comrades,  there- 
fore, 

*  That  is,   to  Arms  J   Breihrtft,  to  Arms. 
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fore,  foon  arrived  at  his  Habitation,  and 
appeared  tranfportcd  with  Joy  at  feeing 
me  again. 

Tho'  their  Arrival  was  not  very  agree- 
able to  the  Family,  fince  they  came  to 
force  me  from  them,  yet  they  were  very 
well  received.     Such  was  the  KindneS 
that  had  been  conceived  for  me,    that 
my  Departure  afflided  them  all ;  I  can- 
not think  of  it  ftill  without  being  mov'd. 
No  Creature  would  bid  me  adieu.   Mon- 
fieur  de  Remoujfin  only  had  the  Courage 
to  fee  me  depart.     I  protefted  to  him, 
that  I  would  never  forget  what  he  had 
done  for  me :  I  told  him,  that  I  had  no- 
thing to  offer  him  but  my  Sword,  but 
if  he   fhould  ever  fland    in   need   of 
that,  or  of  thofe  of  the  whole  Ship,  I 
begged  him  to  depend  upon  them :  That 
I  ihould  all  my  Life  think  it  my  Duty 
to  fhed  the  laft  Drop  of  my  Blood  for 
him.     What  I  exacfl  from  you,  my  dear 
Chevalier,  faid  he,  with  his  Eyes  filled 
with  Tears,  is  never  to  forget  me,  and 
to  let  us  hear  of  you  as  often  as  it  is 
poflible.     I  wifh  you  never  may  have 
Occafion  for  it,  added  he,  but  whatever 
is  your  Fate,  look  upon  my  Houfe  al- 
ways 
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ways  as  your  own :  Pronouncing  thefe 
Words  he  embraced  me  tenderly,  and 
we  parted.  To  compleat  his  Genero- 
fity,  he  had  me  conveyed  to  the  Port 
de  Paix,  with  four  Horfes ;  one  loaded 
with  Linnen  and  Cloaths  for  my  own 
Ufe,  and  the  others  with  Oranges,  Wine, 
Brandy,  and  other  Refrelhments  for  our 
VeflH. 

Morpain  was  tranfported  to  find  me 
the  fame  that  he  had  left  me  •,  I  mean, 
fully  difpofed  to  fhare  with  him  in  any 
new  Dangers.  There  appeared  to  me 
to  be  great  Changes  on  Board,  I  faw 
all  ftrange  Faces :  '  Pis  the  Fate  of  the 
Privateers  ;  they  feldom  grow  old  in 
their  Profeffion.  Morpain  informed  me, 
that  my  firft  Companions  had  almoft  all 
periflied  in  three  Combats,  in  which  he 
'  had  taken  three  feveral  Prizes  -,  and  that 
he  was  fearching  every  where  for  brave 
Fellows  to  fupply  their  Places. 

As  it  was  not  my  Fault  that  I  had  not 
combated  with  them,  I  had  my  Share 
as  well  as  the  reft  in  the  Captures  that 
had  been  made  ;  they  were  pretty  con- 
fiderable,  and  I  was  not  a  little  furpriz- 

ed

ed  to  find  myfelf  rkh  fo  fuddenly.  I 
thought  that  Heaven  had  fent  me  all  this 
Wealth,  that  I  might  teftify  my  Gra- 
titude to  Monfieur  de  Remouffm.  I  made 
an  Exchange  of  fome  Moveables  that 
had  fallen  to  me,  for  a  Gold  Wateh 
that  fell  to  one  of  my  Companions : 
I  put  it  into  a  fmall  Bafket,  und^r  a 
Rouleau  of  twenty  Louis  d  Ors ;  and 
fent  it  to  Monfieur  i^  Remoufftn  by  a 
Tradefman,  who  I  ki^ew  did  all  his 
Bufinefs  at  the  Port,  and  who  took 
care  to  inform  him  of  all  that  pafTed 
there. 

I  had  charged  my  Commiflioner  to 
fay  we  were  departed,  and  that  he  had 
feen  us  at  a  great  diftance  from  the  Port 
before  he  left  it ;  but  he  did  not  obey 
me.  For  he  brought  me  back  my  Baf- 
ket the  fame  Evening,  with  a  long  Let- 
ter, in  which  Monfieur  de  Remouffin  i-e- 
proached  me  for  this  Procedure,  which 
made  him  fear,  he  faid,  that  I  had  not 
received  the  Marks  of  his  Friendfhip 
with  the  fame  Pleafure  as  he  had  given 
them.  He  fent  me  word,  however, 
that  not  to  refufe  every  Thing,  he  had 
accepted  the  Watch.     This  was  true ; 

but 
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but  he  had  put  in  the  Place  of  it  five 
and  twenty  Louis  d*Ors,  and  that  was 
more  than  its  Value.  In  fine,  it  was 
writ  in  the  Book  of  Fate  that  I  fhould 
have  all  the  Obligations  upon  Earth  to 
this  worthy  Man,  without  ever  being 
able  afterwards  to  teflify  my  Gratitude 
to  him  ;  for  in  all  my  Cruizes  upon  the 
Sea,  after  that  time,  I  never  had  an  Op- 
portunity to  harbour  at  the  Port  de  FaiXy 
though  1  wifhed  it  exceflively*. 

Four  or  five  Days  after  I  had  rejoined 
Morpain,  his  VeflTel  was  in  a  Condition 
to  depart.  We  went  to  cruize  upon  the 
Coafts  of  Jamaica^  and  took  feveral 
Prizes  during  the  five  Months  that  we 
remained  there.  We  fold  the  laft  at 
Tetit  Goave^  of  which  the  Count  de 
Choifeuel  was  then  Governor.  It  was 
a  VefTei  loaded  with  Madeira  Wines  ; 
which  was  a  very  agreeable  Capture,  both 
to  the  Governor  and  the  whole  Coun- 
try. We  were  obliged  to  lay  by  feveral 
Months  to  refit  our  Veffels,  which  were 

but 

*  "When  1  arrived  at  Nantz  in  171 2,  I  was 
informed  by  fome  Natives  of  St,  Domingo,  that 
he  was  then  lately  dead  :  I  regretted  him  more 
than  I  Ihould  have  done  a  Father. 
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but  in  a  bad  Condition.  During  that 
Time,  Monfieur  de  Choifeuil^  to  occupy 
us,  refolyed  to  let  us  make  fome  Cruizes 
under  an  old  celebrated  Privateer,  who 
had  retired  from  the  Sea  to  live  peace- 
ably in  a  rich  Habitation  which  he  had 
not  far  from  Petit  Goave,  This  was 
the  famous  Montauhan^  who  in  the  late 
War  had  conveyed  into  Bourdeaux  five 
Englijh  Prizes  that  enriched  the  whole 
City. 

Monfieur  de  Choifeuil  found  it  diffi- 
cult to  perfwade  Montauhan  out  of  his 
Retreat*,  either  becaufe  this  Privateer 
now  wifiied  only  for  Repofe,  or  that  he 
had  a  Foreboding  of  what  was  to  hap- 
pen to  him.  However,  he  fuffered  him- 
felf  to  be  perfwaded.  He  accepted  the 
Gommiflion,  together  with  a  handfome 
Frigate  of  fourteen  Guns  ;  Monfieur  de 
Choifeuil^  who  had  her  in  the  Port,  made 
him  a  Prefent  of  her.  She  was  called 
the  Nero  \  we  no  fooner  knew  that  Mori- 
tnuhan  was  again  to  put  to  Sea,  but  we 
almoll:  all  engaged  ourfelves  with  this 
Hero  of  the  Privateers.  We  fet  fail  to 
the  Sound  of  Trumpets,  and  with  a 
Difcharge  of  all  the  Cannons  of  the 
F  Place, 
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Place.     It  feemed  as  if  we  were  certain- 
of  Viftory. 

Upon  our  Route  towards  the  Ifland 
of  Jamaica^  palTing  within  Sight  of  a 
little  Port  called  la  ^aye  de  St.  Louis ^ 
we  difcovered  a  Spanijh  VelTel  which 
had  harboured  there  to  efcape  an  Eng- 
lifh  Man  of  War,  that  had  given  him 
chafe  for  two  or  three  Hours.  This 
Spanijh  Ship  was  of  forty  Guns,  and 
very  weak  in  Hands,  though  fhe  was 
loaded  with  Piaftres.  They  did  not 
indeed  think  they  Ihould  have  made 
their  Voyage  alone,  having  been  driven 
from  their  Convoy  by  a  Storm.  The 
Captain  fent  to  demand  of  us,  if  we 
would  efcort  him  to  the  Havanna,  of- 
fering us  for  that  Service  whatever  Sum 
we  pleafed.  We  anfwered  him,  after 
having  held  a  little^ Council  upon  it,  that 
a  Voyage  to  the  Havanna  would  carry 
us  too  far  out  of  our  Way,  and  put  us 
out  of  our  Defigns,  for  the  Execution 
of  which  we  had  a  Time  prefix'd ;  that 
we  were  going  to  cruize  upon  the  Coafts 
of  Jamaica^  and  all  that  we  could  do 
to  ferve  hiip,  was  to  conduft  him  to 

the 
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the  Port  of  Sunt  Jago^  upon  the  Coaft  of 
Cuha^  or  perhaps  to  ^anto  Sprito. 

The  Spanijh  Captain  accepted  our 
Offers,  and  Montauhan^  who  was  well 
known  by  moil  of  his  Crew,  fwore  up- 
on his  Honour,  that  till,  they  were  in  a 
Place  of  Safety  he  would  never  quit 
them,  but  to  purfue  any  of  the  Englijb 
whom  Chance  fhould  throw  in  his  Way  \ 
and  that  in  this  Cafe  he  only  exa6led 
from  them  the  Complaifance  of  waiting 
for  us,  promifing  that  he  would  rejoin 
them  after  our  Expedition  was  finifhed. 
The  Spamards  charmed  at  having  us  for 
the  Defenders  of  their  Piaflres,  failed 
brifkly  along  in  our  Company,  giving 
us  a  thoufand  Demonftrations  of  Grati- 
tude ;  and  to  engage  us  the  more  to  be 
faithful  to  them,  there  pafled  not  a  Day 
but  they  regaled  us  on  board  them  in 
our  Turns. 

One  Night  the  Mifty  Weather  had 
driven  us  from  them  a  confiderable  Way, 
and  the  next  Day  at  Ten  o'Clock  in  the 
Morning,  when  we  favv  them  again,  wc 
remarked  they  were  not  twice  the  Dif- 
tance  of  a  Cannon-Shot  from  an  Eng- 
F  2  lijh 
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lijh  Frigate  of  fix  and  thirty  Guns. 
When  we  had  rejoined  the  Spaniards^ 
they  told  us  they  had  made  a  Feint  of 
coming  up  with  the  Englijh  •,  but  that 
in  reahty  they  had  no  Inchnation  to  it. 

As  to  us,  we  did  not  make  fo  many 
Ceremonies  •,  we  purfued  the  Englijh 
\t^t\,  and  came  up  to  her  in  a  very 
fhort  I'ime,  though  fhe  was  a  good 
Sailor.  1  muft  do  the  Spanijh  Captain 
Juftice  :  He  did  all  that  was  poffible  to 
follow  us,  and  run  the  Hazard  of  the 
Combat  v/ith  us.  We  had  on  board 
four  Spaniards^  with  whom  we  had 
paired  the  Night  at  play.  At  firfl  they 
were  not  idle  Speflators  •,  but  they  foon 
becamie  fo  when  they  faw  in  a  Moment 
twenty  Privateers  upon  the  Deck  of  the 
Frigate,  difpatching  the  EngUjJo  with  fo 
much  Vigour,  that  without  being  fup- 
poited  by  our  Brethren,  or  the  Spanifi 
VefTel  which  had  drawn  near,  we  foon 
condrained  them  to  bring  to.  The  four 
Senior  Cavilieros  who  were  on  board  us, 
told  their  Captain  after  the  A6lion,  that 
wc  v/ere  Devils  and  not  Men.  The 
bed  Part  of  our  Prize  confilled  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  Negroes,  whom  we 

fent 
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fent  to  be  fold  at  St.  Louis^  though  we 
received  no  Profit  from  them,  fince  we 
never  heard  any  more  either  of  them  or 
the  VefTel  that  carried  them. 

As  we  had  fhewn  the  Spaniards  our 
Manner  of  Attacking,  we  had  not  long 
after  an  Opportunity  of  convincing  them, 
that  a  Parole  of  Honour  is  not  lefs  fa- 
cred  amongfl  the  Privateers,  than  it  is 
amongft  politer  Soldiers.  One  Day 
one  of  our  Companions,  whofe  Name 
I  have  forgot,  having  heated  his  Brain 
by  Drinking  on  board  the  Spaniard^ 
told  us,  when  he  returned  to  our  VefTel, 
that  if  we  would  follow  his  Advice,  v/e 
might  make  our  Fortunes  at  once,  with- 
out expofmg  ourfelves  to  the  leafb  Ha- 
zard. Upon  this  we  afked  him  in  what 
Manner  ?  By  carrying  off  the  SpanljJj 
Veffel,  replied  he,  that  we  are  efcort- 
ing.  We  will  retire  with  it  to  Bonca- 
tor^  after  we  have  difpatched  the  Crew. 

Montauhan  at  this  Difcourfe  looked 

fixedly  upon  us  all,  as  if  to  read  in  our 

Looks  what  we  thought  of  fuch  a  Pro- 

pofition  j  and  though  there  was  not  one 

F  3  among 
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among  us  that  did  not  appear  incenfed 
at  it— Gentlemen,  faid  he  to  us,  I  give 
you  up  the  PJace  you  have  entrufled  me 
with,  if  i  muft  be  a  Witnefs  of  this 
Treafon's  being  propofed  with  Impuni- 
ty ;  fet  me  a-fliore  only  upon  the  firfl 
Coafl,  'tis  all  the  Favour  I  beg  of  you. 
Why  fhould  you  quit  us,  Monfieur^ 
rephed  we  all,  is  there  any  one  here  that 
approves  this  Perfidy  that  gives  you 
Horror  ?  'Tis  for  that  bafe  Wretch 
v/ho  was  capable  of  conceiving  fuch  a 
Thought  to  feparate  from  us  \  let  him 
go  and  feek  his  Accomplices  elfewhcre. 
We  deliberated  immediately  upon  the 
Treatment  we  fhould  give  this  Wretch> 
and  it  v/as  agreed  that  we  fhould  im- 
iriediately  fet  him  a-fhore  without  delay  %. 
we  even  fwore,  that  none  of  us  would 
ever  after  receive  him  into  any  Privateer 
Ship.  We  fteered  diredly  to  the  Coaft 
of  Cuha^  and  four  Men  putting  him 
into  the  Sliallop,  carried  him  a-fliore 
directly  at  the  Cape  de  la  Croix  ;  where 
he  was  left  armed  only  v/ith  his  Cutlafs, 
and  without  any  other  Provifions  than 
thofe  he  had  in  his  Stomach. 

The 
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The  Spaniards^  far  from  fulpefting  the 
Reafon  why  we  ufed  our  Companion 
thus,  interceded  ftrongly  for  him.  They 
prefled  us  in  vain  to  inform  them  what 
he  had  done.  They  were  not  intrufted 
till  they  came  within  fight  of  the  Port, 
when  Montauhan  himfelf  told  it  in  con- 
fidence to  the  Captain  at  their  parting ; 
not  having  thought  proper  to  tell  it  him 
before,  left  .it  fhould  give  him  fome 
Difguft.  The  Spaniards^  to  whom  their 
Captain  revealed  this  Secret,  made  us 
much  more  confiderable  Prefents  than 
what  we  could  have  expeclcd  from 
them  ;  and  Vv-ere  fo  fatisfied  with  our 
Procedure  to  the  traiterous  Privateer, 
that  they  fpread.  the  Report  of  that  Ac- 
tion through  all  the  lOands  with  infinite 
Praifes,  as  if  an  honefl  Man  could  de- 
ferve  Applaufe  for  barely  doing  his 
Duty. 

We  continued  to  cruize  upon  thefc 
Seas  for  above  two  Months  longer  ^  we 
had  during  that  time  many  leifure  Mo- 
ments, which  we  ufed  to  fpend  in  our 
ufuai  Diveruons  of  Drinking  and  Gam- 
ing, and  fometimes  in  hearing  Montau- 
F  4  ban 
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ban  relate  what  he  knew  of  the  Pri- 
vateering Hiftory  of  the  late  War.  The 
Relations  he  gave  us  of  it  enchanted 
us  i  amongft  the  refl,  we  took  a  parti- 
cular Pleafure  in  the  Detail  of  the  Fights 
he  had  been  in,  in  which  he  had  per- 
formed Prodigies  of  Valour.  Gentle- 
men, faid  he  to  us  one  Day,  whilfl  I 
was  at  the  Head  of  a  Set  of  brave  Pri- 
vateers like  you,  I  can  alTure  you  there 
did  not  pafs  a  Year  in  which  I  did  not 
fee  almoit  my  whole  Company  renewed. 
This  muii  not  furprize  you  ;  for  you 
may  lay  two  to  one,  that  a  Privateer 
never  compleats  three  Campaigns. 

Therefore,  my  Friends,  purfued  he, 
I  advife  you  by  my  Exam.ple  to  fet 
yourf^lves  Bounds,  and  to  retire  as  foon 
as  you  have  got  any  thing.  When  I  re- 
call to  Mind  all  the  Dangers  to  which  I 
iiave  been  expofed,  I  look  upon  myfelf 
as  a  Man  fingular  in  my  kind,  to  have 
been  fo  fortunate  as  to  preferve  my  Life 
till  now.  After  what  I  have  told  you, 
you  will  blame  me,  perhaps,  for  making 
this  new  Enterprize  with  you  •,  but  Mon- 
fieur  de  Choifeuil  lias  an  ablblute  Power 

over 
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over  me  :  He  intreated  me  to  give  him 
this  Mark  of  my  Confideration  for  him  •, 
and  I  could  not  refufe  him.  It  was  not 
Avarice  moft  certainly  that  made  me 
quit  the  Pleafures  and  the  Eafe  I  enjoyed 
in  my  peaceable  Retreat ;  and  it  was 
fill!  lefs  with  a  Defire  of  rendering  my 
Name  more  famous,  that  I  came  to  con- 
front once  more  the  Dangers  attend- 
ing fuch  Campaigns  ;  they  are  like  Mar- 
riages, once  is  fuflicient  to  run  the  rifk. 
If  you  are  fo  fortunate  as  to  bury 
two  Wives,  you  will  certainly  make  a 
Widow  of  the  third.  I  relate  this  Dif- 
courfe  of  MontauharC^^  that  the  Reader 
may  obferve,  that  we  have  fometimes  a 
Foreboding  of  thcfe  Misfortunes  that 
are  to  happen  to  us. 

We  met  not  long  after  with  two  Eng- 
lijh  Ships,  one  of  four  and  twenty,  the 
other  of  fix  and  thirty  Guns.  It  was 
Rafhnefs,  or  rather  Madnefs,  to  pretend 
to  attack  them.  Ncverthelefs  an  Attack 
was  unanimouily  refolved  upon,  nothing 
feeming  to  us  able  to  relift  the  TEx- 
perience  and  Courage  of  our  Chief; 
who  on  his  Side  forgeting  the  reafonable 
F  5  things 
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things  he  had  told  iisr,  was  the  Perfbn 
who  teflified  the  moft  Impatience  to 
come  to  A(5lion.  The  Englijh  faw  us 
bear  up  to  them  without  any  Concern^ 
and  made  us  find  that  they  l^ew  very 
well  how  to  deal  with  the  Privateers., 
We  perceived  it  by  their  Working,  and 
the  Care  they  took  to  make  it  almoft 
impoflible  to  board  them,  by  putting: 
out  a  Boom*,  with  which  they  were 
provided.  Added  to  this,  that  their 
Ships  underftood  each  other  as  well  as 
if  the  fame  Captain  had  commanded 
them  :  When  we  made  our  Efforts  to 
board  one,., the  other  gave  us  a  Volley 
©f  all  her  Artillery.  Their  Fire- Arms 
harrafs'd  us  extremely,  and  were  fo  fu- 
perior  to  ours,  that  they  had  three  hun^ 
dred  Mu(ket-lhot  againft  our  fifty. 

Cur  Chief  feeing  plainly  then  that 
we  had  adled  like  Fools  in  engaging 
ourfelves  in  this  Combatj^  redoubled  his 

Courage 

*  Thefe  are  long  Pieces  of  Wood,  as  Ends^ 
of  Malts  for  Example,  laid  acrofs  upon  the 
Decks  of  Ships,  which  advancing  confiderably 
out  on  each  Side,  prevent  any  other  VeiTel  froaa 

approaching^  them. 
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Courage  to  furmount  all  thole  Obllacles 
which  prevented  our  Vidlory.  He  foam'd 
with  Rage,  and  finding  he  was  come  at 
kft  to  his  third  Wife,  he  would  have 
let  us  all  perilh^  if  happily  for  us  he 
liad  not  been  killed  with  a  Cannon  Bul- 
let, after  a  defperate  Fight  of  half  an 
Hour.  I  was  immediately  chofe  Cap- 
tain, not  to  continue  an  Engagement  fo 
difagreeable  to  us,  but  to  fave  the  reft 
trf  our  People,  who  were  reduced  to 
fifty  Men,  moil  of  them  being  wound- 
ed and  unable  to  defend  themfelves. 

In  this  Manner  the  Dignity  of  Cap-* 
tain  was  conferred  upon  me  for  the  firfl 
Time,^  with  exprefs  Conditions  that  my 
firil  Order  fhould  be  to  make  a  Retreat ; 
and  that  my  Authority  fhould  extend 
no  farther  than  to  recondud  to  Petif 
Goave  our  fhattered  VelTel,  with  five 
and  twenty  maimed,  and  the  fame  Num- 
ber of  Men  who  had  efcaped,  or  were 
only  nightly  wounded* 

When  the  Captain  of  a  Privateer  has 
been  killed,  the  VefTel  isputinto  Mourn- 
faig  in  the-foUowing  Manner :  Tiie  Flag 

and 
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and  Pendant  are  brought  half  way  down 
the  Mafl,  and  by  that  means  drag  along 
the  Sea  ;  the  VefTel  is  ftripp'd  of  her 
Streamers,  and  her  Colours  •,  the  Work- 
ing her  along  is  performed  in  deep  Si- 
lence and  very  flowly,  and  every  half 
Hour  a  Cannon  is  let  off.  This  in- 
formed Monfieur  de  Choifeuil  of  the 
Death  of  the  unfortunate  Montauhan^. 
before  v/e  arrived  in  the  Port.  The 
Governor^  I  muft  do  him  that  Juflice, 
wept  exceflively  for  the  Lofs  of  that 
brave  Man :  He  could  not  forgive  him- 
felf,  for  having  drawn  him  from  his  So<- 
litude  to  make  this  unhappy  Campaign, 
He  was  touched  alfo  with  our  Misfpr- 
aines. 

I  think  I  ought  not  here  to  forget  ta 
fpeak  of  a  Cuilom  eftablifhed  amongft 
the  Privateers,  When  they  have  loft 
their  Captain  in  a  Fight,  they  fell  the 
VefTel,  and  all  it  contains,  even  to  the 
Arms,  for  the  Subfiftance  and  Cure  of 
the  Wounded,  and  to  pay  what  is  af- 
figned  to  every  one  for  his  Wounds. 
This  is  the  Regulation  upon  that  Head  r 
Two  thoufand  Livres  are  given  to  a  Pri- 
vateer 
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vateer  for  the  Lofs  of  an  Arm,  a  Leg, 
an  Eye,  an  Ear,  a  Nofe,  a  Thumb,  or 
even  a  little  Finger ;  in  fhort,  for  any 
Member ;  and  if  any  one  remains  dis- 
abled by  his  Wounds,  he  has  a  Right 
to  be  received  on  board  the  firft  Pri- 
vateer's VefTel  that  appears  ^  where, 
though  he  is  of  no  Ufe,  he  has  an  equal 
Share  with  the  reft. 


^he  End  of  the  First  Book, 
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^ie  Cbevdlierde  .Beauchene  refufes  to 
accept  of  the  Poft  of  Captain,  He 
goes  again  to  Sea  with  feventy-five 
Privateers,  They  meet  with  four 
Englifh  FeJfelSy  wh(^  ufe  them  very 
roughly,  ^he  Chevalier  goesr  to  St. 
Domingo,  to  join  form  French  Pri- 
vateers there.  The  gallant  Adventure 
cf  a  Rocheller,  one  of  his  Companions. 
They  go  to  cruize  upon  the  Coajhofthe 
Carraccas,^  o^nA  mth  a  Fejfel  of  eight 

GjunSjf, 
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Guns^  take  two  Englilh  Ships^  one  of 
four  and  twenty^  and  the  other  of  ft^ 
and  thirty  Guns,  ney  return  to  St. 
Domingo,  where  they  fhare  their 
Prizes^  and  fall  into  all  manner  of 
Debauchery.  They  put  to  Sea  again, 
^he  Hiftory  of  a  Philofophical  Priva- 
teer. They  attack  a  Ship  of  fix  and 
forty  Guns  and  three  hundred  Men^ 
and  take  it  after  a  hot  Refiflance, 
But  they  have  no  fooner  gained  that 
Prize  than  fhe  is  taken  from  them  by 
an  Englifh  Man  of  War^  of  fifty 
Guns^  and  a  Frigate  of  fix  and  thir- 
^ '  1y^  who  make  them  Prifoners.  They 
are  firfi  fent  to  Jamaica,  and  from 
thence  to  the  Prifons  of  Kingfale  in 
Ireland.  A  Detail  of  the  Miferies 
they  are  made  to  fuffer.  They  all  die 
except  the  Chevalier .^  who  finds  means 
to  efcape.  He  goes  to  Cork,  where 
he  has  the  Happinefs  to  find  a  Widow ^ 
who  out  of  Generofity  does  him  Ser- 
vice^  and  who  engages  an  Englifli 
Captain  to  fet  hi7n  a-fhore  in  Hifpa- 
niola,  from  whence  he  goes  to  Petit 
Goave.  There  Ivlonfieur  de  Choifeiiil 
gives  him  a  Vtffel  and  ninety  Men., 
with  which  he  has  the  Boldnefs  Vo  go 

and 
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^nd  cruize  in  Sight  of  the  Ports  of 
Jamaica,  to  revenge  himfelf  upon  the 
firft  Englilh  he  can  take^  for  the 
Cruelties  exercifed  in  Ireland  upon  him- 
felf and  his  Companions.  He  takes  an 
Englifh  Ship^  and  treats  the  Crew 
moji  barbaroufly.  He  has  a  Difpute 
with  the  Governor  and  Citizens  of  the 
^ewn  ^/Canary.  He  attacks  another 
Englilh  Ship^  in  which  he  finds  two 
French  Prifoners^  one  of  whom  is  his 
Acquaintance, 

^^^^ONSIEUR  de  Choifeuil, 
^^^^^P  after  having  tellitied  his 
^g  Jj£  ^^  Regret  for  Montauhan^  of- 
r^^^^^  fered  us  another  VefTel,  na- 
'^  ''^  med  the  St,  Rofe^  which 
had  been  taken  from  the  Spaniards  by  the 
Butch.,  and  lately  retaken  from  them  by 
the  French.  We  accepted  the  Offer  •, 
but  the  Company  was  to  be  formed, 
which  took  up  between  two  and  three 
Months.  At  the  Expiration  of  that 
Time  we  found  ourfelves  feventy-five 
brave  Fellows,  and  we  immediately  fet 
fail. 

They 
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They  all  exhorted  me  to  keep  the 
Pbce  of  Captain,  which  had  been  given 
jne  after  xkt  Death  of  Montauhan,  I 
refgfed  it,  not  finding  that  I  had  Expe- 
rience enough  to  acquit  myfelf  well  of 
fuch  a  Poll,  and  upon  my  Refufal  they 
chofe  a  Canadian  of  Quebec^  called  Mi- 
net^  2l  good  Seaman,  and  equally  pru- 
dent and  courageous. 

When  we  were  over-againfl  the  Eafl 
Part  of  the  Ifland  of  Ciiha^  of  which 
we  had  begun  to  difcover  the  Coafts, 
we  perceived  a  Brigantine  of  fourteen 
Guns  ;  tho'  the  Sea  was  rough  we  gave 
him  Chace  a  confiderable  Time.  If  it 
was  uangciQUs  foF  them  not  to  draw  in 
their  Sails,  it  was  no  lefs  fo  to  wait  for 
us,  therefore  they  crowded  all  the  Sail 
they  could,  yet  notwithftanding  we  drew 
nearer  them,  and  were  aim  oft  within 
Cannon-fnot  of  them,  when  a  moft 
dreadful  Guft  of  Wind  overfet  them  be- 
fore our  Eyes.  All  their  Company  pe- 
rilhed  excepting  three  Perfons,  who 
chofe  rather  to  fall  into-  our  Hands  than 
into  thofe  of  Death. 

We 
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We  were  fo  provoked  to  fee  our 
Prey  thus  ravifhed  from  us,  that  we 
fet  fordi  our  Fate  with  all  the  Ener- 
gy of  Privateers,  and  in  the  mod  ex- 
prefTive  Ternis  j  I  believe,  in  our  Ill- 
humour,  we  Ihould  have  fuffered  thefe 
three  Wretches  to  fink  without  condef- 
cending  to  fuccour  them,  if  we  had  not 
had  a  Curiofity  to  know  the  Value  of 
what  we  had  loll.  We  faved  them 
then  with  that  Intention,  and  it  may  be 
guelTed  how  great  was  our  Defpair,  when 
they  told  us  that  their  Captain  was  the 
famous  Charles  Gandi^  a  Mulattoe  of 
Jamaica^  who  had  been  trading  upon 
the  Coafts  of  the  CarraccaSy  and  was  re- 
turning with  a  hundred  thoufand  Piaf- 
tres,  upon  the  Account  of  a  rich  Mer- 
chant. The  Lois  of  this  brave  Captain 
was  of  more  Confequence  to  the  Englijh 
than  that  of  the  Money,  tho'  the  Sum 
was  fo  large. 

After  this,  we  pafled  three  or  four 
Months  without  meeting  any  thing  but 
a  large  Filhing  Bark,  which  we  took  \ 
we  aflced  the  Mailer  for  News  of  Pa^ 
nefion^  a  Town  in  Jamaica,  He  told 
us  he  knew  none,  tho*  he  made  feverat 

Voyages. 
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Voyages  there  in  a  Year  ;  He  was  a 
Man  between  forty  and  fifty,  who,  with 
three  of  his  Sons,  and  two  Servants, 
carried  dry'd  FiHi  thither.  We  were 
tired  of  waiting  fo  long  in  vain,  for  an 
Opportunity  of  taking  fome  good  Prize, 
and  it  came  into  our  Captain's  Thoughts 
to  make  ufe  of  thefe  People,  to  know 
if  there  w^s  any  thing  to  be  done  -,  he 
detained  the  three  Sons  of  the  Fiiher- 
man,  and  giving  him  fix  of  our  ilouteil 
Boys,  he  obliged  him  to  go  to  Paneftony 
afifuring  him  that  the  Life  of  his  Chil- 
dren depended  upon  his  Behaviour  ^  that 
he  need  only  load  himfelf  with  dried 
Fiih,  enter  into  the  Port  as  ufual,  and  in- 
form himfelf  privately  whether  any  Vef- 
fel  was  going  out,  or  whether  any  was 
expe6ted  in  very  foon.  You  need  only, 
added  Alinet,  execute  punctually  what 
I  have  told  you,  and  when  you  come  to 
give  me  an  Account  of  your  Commif- 
fion  I  will  deliver  up  your  Sons.  But 
take  Care  what  you  do ;  if  you  attempt 
the  lead  Treafon,  v/e  will  hang  them 
before  your  Eyes  at  our  Yard- Arm. 

The  Fi (her man  proved  a  good  Father, 
he  performed  what  was  required  of  him 

to 
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to  Perfection  ;  but  indeed,  belides  the 
Menace  that  was  made  him,  two  of  our 
Boys,  armed  with  Poniards  and  Pii'  ols, 
had  fecret  Orders  to  obferve  him  clofely, 
and  kill  him,  if  he  made  the  lead  fuf- 
picioiis  Step.  They  brought  us  Word, 
that  five  Englijb  Ships,  the  largefl  of 
five  and  twenty  Guns,  and  the  others  of 
half  as  many,  were  preparing  to  fet  fail 
for  New-England^  and  that  they  would 
leave  the  Port  Ipeedily  ;  we  waited  for 
them  in  effedl  only  eight  Days  ;  on  the 
ninth  we  perceived  them,  and  we  re- 
marked there  was  one  who  was  a  flow 
Sailor,  and  very  diftant  from  the  others. 

Our  Captain  immediately  propofed  to 
ns  to  attack  that,  faying,  that  when  we 
had  made  ourfelves  Mafters  of  it,  we 
might  make  ufe  of  it  againft  the 
other  four  that  accompanied  it :  This 
was  the  mofb  prudent  Method,  but  we 
would  not  follow  it ;  we  feared  left  the 
four  Veflfels  that  were  together  fhould 
efcape,  whilft  we  purfued  that  which 
was  alone  ;  befides,  the  firft  was  near- 
eft  to  us,  and  our  Hands  itched  to  come 
to  Blows.  The  Captain  in  vain  remon- 
ftrated  to  us,  that  that  Ardour  of  Fight- 
ing, 
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iiig,  which  generally  is  unaccompanied 
with  Difcretion  amongft  the  Privateers, 
hinders  them  from  weighing  all  Circum- 
llances,  and  generally  draws  upon  them 
all  the  Misfortunes  they  meet  with.  In  a 
word,  it  was  to  no  purpofe  for  him  to 
fpeak  Reafon  to  us,  nobody  was  of  his 
Opinion.  At  length,  when  he  faw  that 
we  all  required  that  he  fhould  condud 
us  to  the  four  VefTels, — Gentlemen,  faid 
he  to  us,  I  will  lead  you  on  immediate- 
ly, tho'  it  is  purfuing  your  Courage 
more  than  your  Prudence.  You  burn 
with  Impatience  to  come  to  A(5lion  ; 
you  will  fee  one  from  which  I  can't  pro- 
mife  to  bring  you  off  with  Safety. 

Tho'  the  Englijh  were  fenfible  that 
we  defigned  to  attack  them,  they  con- 
tinued their  Route  as  calmly  as  if  they 
had  not  perceived  us  j  they  did  not  feem 
to  think  of  us,  and  yet  they  were  taking 
proper  Meafures  to  make  us  repent  of 
Qur  Temerity.  They  knew  that,  ac- 
cording to  our  ufual  Cuftom,  we  fhould 
immediately  attempt  to  board  them  ; 
they  prepared  themfelves  for  it,  and 
when  we  were  within  Cannon- (hot,  their 
largeft  Frigate   prefented  herfelf-,    we 
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immediately  grappled  with  her,  and 
leaped  haftily  upon  her  Deck,  which 
was  exadly  what  they  defired  -,  and  we 
found  their  Company  fo  ftrongly  re- 
trenched between  their  Decks,  "that  it 
was  impoffible  for  us  ta  force  them. 

Befides  this,  they  had  taken  tht  Pre- 
caution to  faw  off  the  Bar  of  the  Helm 
fo  that  not  being  able  to  fleer  the  Ship' 
we  remained  there  above  half  an  Hour 
expofed  to  all  their  Mufket-^fhot,  fome 
of  us  employed  in  endeavouring  to 
break  open  with  Hatchets  the  Retrench- 
ments tliey  had  made,  and  others  bufied 
m  returning,  by  a  very  inferior  Fire,  that 
which  was  made  upon  us  from  the  three 
other  VefTels,  which  pafling  condnually 
by  us,  gave  us  Broadfides  loaded  with 
broken  Bullets  and  old  Iron,  which  kil- 
led us  as  many  Men- as  they  could  have 
wifhed.  We  were  conftrained  to  return 
on  board  our  own  Veffel  again,  to  cut 
our  Grappling-irons,  and  to  retire  ;  we 
were  in  fo  bad  a  Condition,  that  there'' 
were  not  fifteen  of  us  capable  of  working ' 
the  Ship,  The  Privateers  are  People 
fo  dreadful  to  the  Merchant-Ships,  that 
as  much  difabled  as  wewere,  yet  we  kept 
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our  Enemies  in  Awe  -,  they  feemed  ftill 
to  fear  left  we  fhould  have  a  Mind  to 
return  to  the  Attack,  and  returned 
Thanks  to  Heaven  to  find  themfelves 
free  from  us  •,  tho'  if  they  had  purfued  us, 
and  but  one  of  their  Ships  had  harraffed 
us  for  a  quarter  of  an  Hour,  we  muft 
have  been  obhged  to  yield  at  Difcre- 
tion. 

This  fecond  Difgrace  brought  us  fo 
low,  that  Monfieur  de  Choifeuil  loft  all 
Hopes  of  ever  recovering  it.  The  Vef- 
fel  was  again  fold  for  the  Benefit  of  the 
Wounded,  in  which  Number  I  had  the 
good  Fortune  not  to  be  included.  Our 
continued  Misfortunes  gave  no  Perfon 
any  Defire  to  afTociate  with  us,  and  we 
were  forced  to  remain  idle,  and  wait  till 
fome  Ship  of  the  Privateers  came  to  an- 
chor at  Petit  Goave.  This  was  a  me- 
lancholy Incident  to  a  Man  lo  impa- 
tient as  I  was  •,  I  was,  neverthelefs,  re- 
folved  to  do  as  welJ  as  my  Companions, 
when  feveral  French  Privateers,  who 
were  at  St.  Domingo^  wrote  to  me,  that 
if  I  was  wilHng  to  come  to  them,  they 
would  procure  me  a  Veftel  that  carried 
eight  Guns,  of  which  the  Governor  of 
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the  Wace,  an  affable  and  a  generous 
Spaniard^  had  promifed  to  make  them 
a  Prefent,  when  he  found  they  were  a 
iufficient  Number  to  put  to  Sea.  I 
could  not  have  received  a  more  agree-* 
able  Piece  of  News  •,  I  imparted  it  to 
my  Comrades,  but  there  were  but  four 
who  would  follow  me,  tho'  there  were 
eighteen  or  twenty  capable  of  the  Ser- 
vice. 

The  Reafons  they  gave  to  t\it  con- 
trary were,  that  all  the  French  who  had 
trufted  in  this  manner  to  the  Spaniards^ 
had  fooner  or  later  always  repented  it. 
We  made  a  Jeft  of  their  Diftfuftj  and 
they  of  our  Security  ;  We  preached  to 
one  another,  and  our  Difcourfes  were  a^ 
fruitlefs  as  the  Sermons  that  are  preach- 
ed at  Court  againft  Flattery  and  DifTi- 
mulation.  I  took  my  Party  then,  the 
four  Privateers  who  were  in  the  fame 
Difpofition  with  myfelf,  and  we  all  five 
prepared  for  our  Departure  aerofe  the 
Country. 

The.  Evening  before  our  Depai*ture 
we  informed  our  Hoft  of  it,  that  he 
might  inftrudl  us  in  the  Route  we  fhould

take,  and  that  at  the  fame  Time  he 
might  take  our  Notes  for  what  we  ow- 
ed him  i  for  in  that  Place  every  Priva- 
teer has  Credit  in  thofe  Times :  They 
lent  him  freely  whatever  he  defired,  and 
thofe  Debts  were  paid  preferably  to 
every  thing  t\{t  upon  the  firfl  Prize  that 
was  made,  even  if  the  Debtor  happened 
to  be  kill'd.  A  young  Boarder  in  our 
Auherge  afked  us  in  the  Evening,  if  it 
would  be  agreeable  to  us  for  him  to 
join  Company  with  us,  together  with  a 
Friend  of  his,  who  was  juft  arrived  from 
a  large  and  rich  Habitation,  which  his 
Parents  had  at  fome  Leagues  Diftance 
from  thence.  We  both  defign,  added 
he,  to  repair  to  the  SpaniJh-'Town^  and, 
to  perform  this  Journey  without  any 
Hazard,  we  addrefs  ourfelves  to  fuch 
brave  Men  as  you  are,  and  defire  you 
to  fuffer  us  to  be  in  your  Company. 

Befides  that,  he  captivated  our  Fa- 
vour by  his  Compliment,  he  offered  to 
defray  our  Charges  upon  the  Route,  an<i 
even  to  take  Guides  at  his  own  Charge 
and  Expence.  This  was  a  certain  Me- 
thod of  obtaining  our  Confent,  and  we 
could  not  refufe  it  him.     As  he  hinted 

to 
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to  us  that  he  and  his  Friend  wiflied  to 
depart  privately,  and  that  we  ourfelves 
had  the  fame  Intention,  to  elude  the  In- 
ftances  that  Monfieur  de  Choifeuil  might 
have  made  to  detain  us,  we  agreed 
with  the  young  Man,  that  we  would 
depart  die  Night  following,  after  Sup- 
per. 

Our  Hoft  told  us  in  private,  that  he 
did  not  know  his  Boarder,  but  that  his 
Friend  was  a  Creolian,  the  Son  of  a  rich 
Family,  and  had  been  brought  up  at 
Paris^  from  whence  he  had  not  been 
returned  above  two  Months ;  that  he  was 
upon  the  Point  of  marrying  a  young 
Lady  with  a  very  great  Fortune,  and 
that  yet  this  young  Man  feemed  to  ex- 
prefs  more  Averfion  than  Love  for  her. 
We  faw  the   Creolian   arrive  the  next 
Day  ;    he  was  mounted  upon  a  good 
Horfe,  and  had  behind  him  a  large  Va- 
life,  full  of  all  the  Money  and  Jewels 
he  could  carry  off  from  his  Friends  ;  he 
had  fome  Trouble  to  provide  another 
Horfe  for  his  Friend,  which  retarded 
our  Departure  till  Midnight. 

G2  We 
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We  were  fcavce  out  of  the  Auherge 
before  we  found  ourfelves  in  a  new  Em- 
barrafs :  The  Boarder,  the  Creolian*^ 
Friend,  was  a  very  indifferent  Horfe- 
man  •,  he  ftagger'd  upon  his  Saddle  eve- 
ry Step  he  went,  in  luch  a  manner  that 
one  of  us  was  obliged  to  mount  upori 
his  Horfe  behind  and  hold  him  :  This, 
joined  to  his  foft  and  effeminate  Look, 
made  us  from  that  Time  fufpe6b  what  we 
difcovered  fom'e  few  Days  after.  Not 
to  kill  his  Florfe,  which  was  not  a  very 
ftrong  one,  we  chofe  out  the  lighteft 
young  Fellaw  amongft  us  to-  do  this 
agreeable  Service,  which  carried  its  Re- 
compence  along  with  it.  This  was  a 
little,  thin,  alert  Rocheller^  whom  we 
had  named  *  Toutm  Mufiles^  from  his 
being  very  flrong,  tho'  he  was  not  five 
Feet  high.  He  had  a  cunning  artful 
Mind  ;  he  penetrated  the  Myflery  from 
the  firft,  and,  without  makrng  us  Part- 
ners in  his  Difeovery,  he  endeavoured 
to  make  ufe  of  it.  The  Heat  obliged 
us  to  travel  more  in  th^  Night  than  in 
the  I>ay  •,  this  favoured  the  Enterprize 
of  our  Comrade  ;  the  Rogue  was  dif^p^ 
pearing  every  now  and  then,  as  if  he 
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had  loft  his  Way,  and  found  us  again 
in  a  quarter  of  an  Hour.  Thefe  httle 
Abfences  were  remarked,  and  the  Friend 
of  the  Creoliayi  imagined  to  be  a  Wo- 
man in  Diiguife.  But  we  had  no  longer 
any  room  to  doubt  it,  when  one  Morn- 
ing we  found  that  fhe  had  departed  over 
Night  with  the  Rocheller^  the  two 
Horfes,  and  the  Valife,  which  fhe  took 
care  to  inform  us  of  by  a  Billet  that 
fhe  left  for  her  Lover,  and  which  con- 
tained thefe  Words : 

.  '«  I  have  refledled,  Monfieur,  that, 
*'  being  a  Minor,  you  could  not  with 
"  Conscience  marry  me  contrary  to  the 
"  Inclination  of  your  Parents.  I  fjp- 
"  pofe  alfo,  you  are  tired  of  travd- 
"  ling  with  me  by  this  Time,  there - 
"  fore  to  do  you  a  Pleafure  I  take  an- 
"' other  Guide.  I  ought  to  do  this  if 
^'  it  were  only  to  reftore  you  to  your 
*'  Family,  who  are  now  lamenting 
"  your  Lofs,  and  to  the  Perfon  who  is 
"  deftined  for  your  Bride.  Adieu, 
"  Monfieur,  never  think  of  looking 
*'  after  me,  I  have  loft  my  Way  now 
*'  in  earneft.'* 

G  3  This 
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This  Billet  occafioned  great  Laughter, 
Some  faid,  that  this  fair  Anti-Lucretia 
iiad  found  out,  that Monfieur  ToutenMuf- 
cles  was  more  fuitable  for  her  Purpofe 
than  the  Creolian.  It  was  the  Rocheller 
doubtiefs,  faid  another,  that  exadled  this 
Letter  from  her,  that  fhe  might  have 
all  the  Honour  of  the  Action,  making  a 
Scruple  of  taking  to  his  own  Account 
this  generous  Care  of  obliging  a  Fami- 
ly he  was  unacquainted  with.  In  fine, 
every  one  had  fomething  to  fay  upon 
x\\Q,  Occafion.  However,  our  Laughter 
foon  gave  Place  to  Sentiments  of  Com- 
paffion,  which  we  could  not  avoid 
difcovering. 

The  young  Man  to  whom  this  Billet 
was  addrefied,  as  foon  as  he  read  it,  be- 
came motionlefs  with  Aftonifhment  \ 
then  all  of  a  fudcen,  roufing  from  that 
Situation  into  Fury,  he  burft  out  into  a 
Fit  of  Defpair,  that  touched  us ;  he 
would  have  killed  himfelf  with  his  own 
Hands,  if  we  had  not  prevented  him  ; 
he  told  us  afterwards,  that  he  was  re- 
folved  to  follow  us  on  Foot,  that  he 
might  rejoin  this  unfaithful  Wretch,  and 
load  her  v/ith  Reproaches.     After  that, 
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yielding  to  the  Foible  he  had  for  this 
Creature,  he  melted  into  Tears,  and 
fobbed  with  fuch  exceffive  Violence, 
that  tho'  we  were  Privateers,  yet  he 
moved  us  to  Compaffion. 

This  Tragi-comic  Scene  pafifed  in  a 
Habitation  where  we  had  flopped.  We 
employed  a  whole  Day  there  in  confol- 
ing  him,  and  in  exhorting  him  to  return 
to  his  Parents.  By  degrees  v/e  foften*d 
his  Grief,  and  he  yielded  infenfibly  to 
the  Force  of  our  Rcafcns :  We  afked  him 
in  what  Part  of  the  World  he  had  got 
Acquaintance  with  this  ungrateful  Wo- 
man, who  did  not  defer ve  his  Tears. 
To  fatisfy  our  Curiofity  he  told  us,  not 
without  many  Sighs,  that  Ihe  was  of 
Paris  ;  that  he  had  loved  the  perfidious 
Wretch  from  the  firfl  Moment  he  had 
{ttn  her  there,  where  fhe  was  kept  by  a 
Maltotier  *  ;  that  he  had  attach'd  him- 
felf  to  her,  and  that,  after  having  fpent 
immenfe  Sums,  to  alkire  her  from  her 
Man  of  Bufinefs,  he  had  fucceeded  in 
it.  It  cofl  me  as  much,  faid  he,  to  de- 
termine her  to  follow  me  into  this  Coun- 
try j  and,  to  finifh  my  Hiftory,  I  was 
G  4  now 
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now  going  with  this  Inconftant  to  the 
§panijh  Town,  only  that  I  might  marry 
Ker,  in  fpite  of  my  Patents,  who  deftine 
m^  for  another  Perfon. 

When  we  faw  the  Creolian  begin  to 
be  difpofed  to  return  home,  we  joined 
all  the  Money  we  four  had  amongft  us, 
t9  what  he  had  left  in  his  Pocket,  in 
order  to  hire  two  Guides,  one  to  conduct 
hip  by  fmall  Days  Journeys,  and  the 
other  to  go  before,  and  advertife  his  Fa- 
mily to  fend  a  Horfe  to  meet  him.  In  do- 
ing this  generous  Adion,  we  never  confi- 
dered,  that  it  was  cutting  off  our  own 
Heads  to  fave  anotherMan's  ^  as  in  effcd, 
for  want  of  Money,  we  were  obliged  to 
fced  hke  the  antient  Hermits,  upon  the 
Fruits  of  the  Defart  for  the  reit  of  our 
Journey. 

As  we  drew  near  St.  Domingo  we  fa\y 
fever^l  of  the  J^rench  Privateers,  who 
came  to  meet  us,  and  who  appeared 
very  well  pleafed  at  our  Arrival.  Tlie 
Rochetter  .was  amongft  them  ;  as  foon 
as  he  could  ipeak  to^  us  in  private,  he 
confeffed  to  us  all  that  we  knew  before, 
without  informing  y$  what  was  become 
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of  his  Parijian  Nymph,  defiring  us  to 
keep  the  Secret,  which  we  did,  tho'  he 
did  not  deferve  it.  He  had  indeed 
Reafon  to  fear  his  Adventure's  being 
known .;  they  might  have  eafily  forgiven 
him  the  Rape  of  this  Helena  but  the 
Valife  carried  off  had  an  Air  of  Rob- 
bery, that  would  have  been  prejudicial 
to  his  Reputation. 

The  Governor  of  St.  DomingOy  who 
expelled  us  with  Impatience,  honoured 
us  with  a  very  gracious  Reception,  and 
me  in  particular  ^  he  gave  me  twenty 
brave  Spaniards  to  command,  together 
with  fixty  French  Men,  whom  he  had 
affembled.  To  return  the  Efteem  that 
he  teftified  for  me,  I  ufed  fo  much  Di- 
ligence  that  I  made  ready  and  fet  Sail  in 
lefs  than  a  Fortnight.  I  return  now  to 
our  Rocheller :  I  was  very  much  fur- 
prized  to  fee  his  Parifian  on  board 
with  him,  whom  he  made  to  pafs  for  a 
young  Brother  of  his,  that  he  was  will- 
ing, he  faid,  fnould  learn  his  Trade  be- 
times. 

The  poor  Privateer  was  taken  in  as 

well  as  the  Credian ;  he  became  diflra<fb- 

G  5  ^^l^^ 
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edly  in  Love  with  this  Creature,  whom 
he  was  teaching  the  whole  Day  to  fence 
and  life  a  MuftLet,  tho'  we  aiJ  advifed, 
him  in  private  to  leave  her  in  Quality  of 
Surgeon's  Boy  or  Apprentice.  This 
Advice  was  not  to  his  Tafte,  for  he 
was  fo  monflrouily  jealous  of  her,  that 
he  would  have  her  always  in  his  Sight ; 
he  fuffered  miferably  when  he  faw  her 
fpeak  to  any  body,  and  efpecially  to  thofe 
who,  like  us,  were  in  his  Confidence  in 
Ipite  of  himfelf  *,  his  Jealoufy  made  him 
pafs  many  uneafy  Moments.  One  Day 
whilf!:  he  was  at  Play,  having  perceived 
that  his  young  Brother  was  gone  out  of 
Sight,  he  could  not  conceal  his  Diforder, 
and  from  that  Time,  tho*  it  was  his 
darling  Pleafure,  he  never  gamed  again ; 
but  indeed  there  happened  to  us,  in 
about  a  Week  afterwards,  an  Adven- 
ture which  cured  him  radically  of  the 
Pafiion  he  had  for  Play,  as  well  as  of 
his  Jealoufy. 

In  cruizing  upon  the  Coafls  of  the 
f^araccas  we  met  with  a  Veffel  of  four 
<tnd  twenty  Guns,  which  we  looked 
upon  immediately  as  a  Treafure  that  was 
our  own,  as  it  could  not  pofilbly  efcape 

for 
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for  the  Calm  that  then  reign'd  upon  the 
Sea.  We  foon  joined  it  by  the  Aflift- 
ance  of  our  Oars,  and  having  grappled 
with  it,  we  obHged  them  to  ftrike  in 
lefs  than  a  quarter  of  an  Hour,  with  the 
Lofs  of  fix  only  of  our  Men,  in  which. 
Number  was  the  unfortunate  Tout  en 
Mufcles^  by  his  own  Fault.  At  the 
Boarding  he  leaped  with  us  upon  the 
Deck  of  the  EngUJh  Ship  ;  his  Miflrefs, 
hurried  along  by  the  Crowd,  found  her- 
felf  obliged  to  do  the  fame,  and  not  be- 
ing ufed  to  fuch  an  Efcalade,  fhe  drop- 
ped into  the  Sea.  The  Lover  feeing 
her  drowning,  was  haflening  to  her  Af- 
fiftance,  but  one  of  our  Men  flopped 
him,  threatening  to  (hoot  him  through 
the  Head  if  he  drew  back  *  ;  the  Ro- 
cheller^  drove  on  by  the  Excefs  of  his 
Paflion,  defpifed  the  Menace,  and.  re- 
ceived that  Inftant  a  Mufket-lhot  in  his 
Head.  Thus  perifhed  this  unhappy 
Wretch,  for  having  abandoned  himfelf 
to  a  Paflion  that  is  Folly  in  all  Men, 
but  Madnefs  in  a  Privateer. 

W"e 

*  In  an  A6lion  the  leaft  Boy  has  a  Right  to 
fhoot  any  Privateer  tiiat  draws  back  one  Step. 
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We  were  very  well  fatisfied  with  ouif 
Emerprize;  I  put  twenty  of  my  People 
OA  board  thq  Englijh  Veflel,.    and  the 

freatefl:  P^rt  of  the  Prifbners  into  the 
iol4  of  rny  own.  We  were  convey- 
ijng  QVir  Capture  ^s  in  Triumph,  wher> 
we  difcovered  another  Veflel,  which 
m^ing  its  Advantage  of  a  fmall  Gale 
of  Wind  which  then  arofe,  bore  down 
vipon  us  with  crowded  Sails.  Our  Pri- 
foners  had  told  us  that  they  were  ir^ 
Company  with  another  Ship  of  fix  ^ncj 
thirty  Guns,  which  they  had  been  fepa- 
fated  from  about  two  Days  before  by 
hazy  Weather,  I  did  not  doubt  but 
this  VefTel  was  that  which  they  ha4 
^ke  of  j_  ^nd  what  agreed  with  my  Con^ 
J€<fture  was,  l;hat  it  feemed  tame  as  if 
thisVeiOfel  ftrove  to  rejoin  t4ie  other.  \ 
immediately  made  |hem  bring  too  all 
she  S^k,  becaufe  theii?  Figure,  whicl\ 
was  particular,  would  focxn  have  mads 
US  known.  I  fet  up  alfo  an  EngUfiy 
El^gi  and  left  oar  Prifoners  fliould  re^^ 
volt  during  t-he  Cop^bat,  we  laid  the»^ 
all  in  Irons.  Befides  all  this,  I  made 
my  Route  flowly  towards  Jamaica^  and 
%j^  E^ngUJp^^^  4P^4YQd.  ty  thefe  Appear- 

anc;es^ 
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snces,    C4.me  within  Canno^-ihot  with^ 
out  finding  om  xh^is:  Miftake. 

Then  (preading  at  once  all  our  Sails^ 
:^nd  hoifting  the  Colours  of  France  upoi^ 
^)oth  our  Ycflels,  we  came  fo  haftily  upa 
pn  theirs,  that  v/e  grappled  with  theirij^ 
and  bonded  them  before  they  knew 
whom  they  had  to  deal  with  ^  but  in  re-^ 
turn,  as  foon  as  they  perceived  it,  theyf 
Kiiade  incredible  Efforts  to  repulfe  us., 
They,  were  ftrong  in  Men,  by  confe-^ 
quence  they  rnade  a  dreadful  Slaughter 
^mongft  us.  Nay,  they  would  per» 
liaps  have  made  us  retire  in  fpite  of  all 
our  Courage,  if  our  Companions,  who 
were  upon  the  Prize  VeiTeJ,  had  not  al- 
fo  thrown  out  their  Grappling-irons,  and 
leaped  upon  the  Quarter-Deck,  aftes 
having  given  them  three  or  four  Broads 
fides  witii  their  Cannon.  The  Englijh^ 
gitt^cked  on  both  Sides,  could  not  hold 
qut  much  longer,  and  were  obliged  to 
yiei^,,  tho'  they  were  ftilji  above  three-  to 
©fie. 

We  had  however,  upon  this  Occa- 
fion,  about  five  and  twenty  Men  killed- 
^d.  ^oundi^4     Wten  we  arrived  a^ 
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St,  Domingo^  we  went  to  give  an  Ac- 
count of  our  Campaign  to  the  Governor, 
who  was  extremely  furprized  to  hear 
what  we  had  done.  He  could  not  con- 
ceive how  fifty  Men  could  be  capable  of 
taking  two  hundred,  and  of  carrying 
off,  with  a  VefTel  of  eight  Guns,  one  of 
four  and  twenty,  and  another  of  thirty- 
fix.  As  to  the  Profit  v/hich  arofe  to  us 
from  thefe  two  Prizes,  it  was  fo  conli- 
derable,  that,  exclufive  of  what  was  of 
a  Nature  to  be  divided  amongft  us,  as  is 
cuflomary,  I  remember  that  the  Admi- 
ralty, for  their  Dues  upon  the  reft,  had 
near  fifty  thoufand  Crowns. 

It  will  be  imagined,  doubtlefs,  that 
after  two  fuch  lucky  Hits,  fifty  Priva- 
teers will  be  turned  into  fifty  creditable 
Citizens,  and  live  eafy  and  happy  for 
the  refl  of  their  Days.  Excufe  me, 
thefe  are  not  their  Maxims :  We  pafTed 
fix  or  {twtn  Months  in  St.  Domingo.^  do- 
ing what  fifty  young  Mu/quetmres  would 
do  amongil  the  Citizens  ofa  Town  fur- 
rendered  at  Difcretion.  Gaming,  Balls, 
Treats,  Quarrels,  Riots,  thefe  were  our 
whole  Bufinc  f^.  When  a  Spaniard  pretend- 
ed to  take  it  ill  that  we  gave  a  Serenade  to ' 

bis 
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his  Wife,  and  had  not  the  Civility  to 
open  the  Door  to  us,  we  went  in  at  the 
Windows.  There  was  every  Day  fome 
Father,  or  fome  Hufband,  bringing  his 
Complaints  to  the  Governor.  On  the 
other  Side,  thofe  who  had  neither  Wives 
nor  handfome  Daughters,  and  who  found 
their  Account  in  our  Diflipations,  inte- 
refted  themfelves  for  us,  and  fpoke  in- 
cur Favour  •,  they  did  not  trouble  them- 
felves about  what  Ravages  we  made  ia 
the  Night,  provided  that  they  could  fell 
us  in  the  Day,  for  a  Piaftre,  what  was 
not  worth  a  Shilling. 

Our  Liberties,  however,  were  carried 
fo  far,  that  the  Governor,  after  having 
in  vain  defired  us  to  be  more  reafonable, 
found  liimfeif  obliged  to  forbid  our  bear-^ 
ing  Arms  within  the  Town;  neither 
would  he  have  gone  fo  far,  but  for  an 
Infult  committed  by  a  Privateer  upon 
one  of  his  domellick  Officers,  who  had 
a  Nofe  of  an  exceffive  Length.  Thy 
Nofe  fhocks  me,  faid  the  Privateer  to 
him  as  he  met  him  in  the  Street,  I  am 
refolved  to  pare  off  the  Superfluities  of 
it  with  my  Cutlafs.  Allons,  my  Friend, 
draw  your  Sword.     The  Officer,  who 

was 
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was  a  Spaniard^  defended  his  Nofe  like 
a  Man  of  Courage  ;  but  not  being  wil- 
ling to  be  reduced  to  preferving  it  again 
in  the  lame  Manner,  he  complained  of 
it  to  his  Mafler,  who  caufed  an  Order 
to  be  publifhed,  by  which  the  Privateers 
were  forbid  bearing  any  Weapons  in  St^ 


We  obey'd,  and  appeared  feveral  times 
before  the  Governor  unarm' d,  and,  like 
a  good  forgiving  Mafter,  he  thanked 
us  at  firft  for  the  Refpedl  we  had  for  his 
Orders  ^  but  when  h^  heard  that  we  had 
our  Swords  carried  after  us  by  our  Men, 
as  the  Canadians  of  Monfieur  de  Iber- 
ville^ s  Company  had  done  in  the  fame 
Cafe  at  Rochelle^  he  was  irritated  ex- 
tremely  at  us.  He  again  commanded 
that  no  Privateer  fhould  bear  Arms  with- 
in the  Town-,  and  added,  that  if  any 
one  caufed  them  to  be  carried  after  him, 
he  fiiould  be  punifhed  for  it  by  an  Im- 
prifonment  of  fix  Months  *,  fo  that  he 
put  it  out  of  our  Power  to  fight  in  the 
Town,  unkfs  it  was  at  Boxing.. 

.     This  luft  Severity  of  the  Goviernop 
produced  two  different  Efircdsj  the  Citi- 
zens. 
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zens  began  not  to  fear  us  fo  much,  and 
the  Women  to  love  us  more  :  Our  Vef- 
fel  became  the  Scene  of  gallant  Feafts  j 
and  thofe  Women  whom  we  could  not 
fee  before  but  by  taking  theijr  Apart- 
ments by  AfTault,  in  their  Turn,  now 
leaped  out  of  the  Windows  to  us,  ra- 
ther than  they  would  be  wanting  in  the 
Ceremonial  of  Politenefs,  and  not  repay 
our  Vifits.  As  for  the  Spaniards^  being 
irritated  that,  without  being  defired,  wq 
introduced  the  French  Liberty  and  Po^ 
litenefs  with  fo  much  Succefs  amongft 
their  Wives,  they  difembarafled  them- 
felves  in  the  Spanijh  Manner  of  all  thofe 
among  us  that  fell  into  their  Hands  in  th^ 
Night.  We  loft  in  this  genteel  Man- 
ner four  or  five  of  our  n)oft  gallant  Pri- 
vateers, and  thofe  who  wtre  reckoneci 
the  Petit  M^itres  of  our  Troop. 

^s  we  knew  the  Intrigues  that  hac| 
been  fo  fatal  to  theni,  we  refolved  to 
revenge  their  Deaths.  We  could  not 
do  this  in  the  Town  without  an  open 
Rebellion,  and  we  were  top  fmall  ^ 
Number  to  dare  to  rebel,  We  judged 
therefore,  that  we  mufl  endeavour  to 
draw  a-board  thofe  whom  w^  fuibeded 
oi 
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of  having  afTairinated  our  Companions. 
The  better  to  deceive  thefe  AiTalTins, 
we  ceafed  to  complain  of  the  Misfor- 
tune of  our  Brethren,  and  affedted  to  ap- 
pear fatisfied.  We  even  faid  openly, 
that  thofe  among  us  who  made  a  Dif- 
order  in  the  Town,  contrary  to  the  Or- 
der of  the  Governor,  made  themfelves 
deferving  of  any  Accident  that  happen- 
ed to  them.  Upon  thefe  Difcourfes  the 
Citizens  thought  us  more  fearful  and 
lefs  terrible  than  we  were.  They  ima- 
gined, that  finding  ourfelves  reduced  to 
the  Number  of  five  and  thirty  French^ 
we  thought  it  more  proper  to  fpeak 
fmoothly  than  to  rhodomontade.  They 
were  in  another  Error  alfo  :  They 
thought  the  Spanijb^  Privateers  had  no. 
good  Underflanding  with  us ;  and  yet 
they  were  the  Men  who  delivered  up 
to  us  four  of  the  Hufbands  whom  we 
looked  upon  Privateericides  ;  and  this 
was  the  Stratagem  which  they  made  ufe 
of  to  bring  them  to  us  a-board  an  Eng- 
lijh  VefTel  that  we  had  taken  •,  they  pro- 
pofed  to  them  to  condu(fl  them  thither 
towards  Night,  telling  them  that  we 
fhould  fell  them  very  cheap  a  confider- 
able  Parcel  of  Jewels,   which  we  de- 

figned 
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figned  to  difpofe  of  fecretly  in  order  to 
defraud  the  Admiralty. 

Thefe  honeft  Gtntlemen,  who  de- 
fired  no  better  than  to  join  with  us  in 
this  clandeftine  Commerce,  gave  eafiiy 
into  the  Snare  •,  and  when  we  had  them 
in  our  Power,  we  put  on  a  magiilerial 
Air,  and  interrogated  them  in  Form 
upon  the  Murders  committed  in  their 
Quarters,  and  which  were  imputed  to 
them.  It  was  in  vain  that  they  pro- 
tefted  their  Innocence  -,  they  had  to  do 
with  Judges  who  would  condemn  them 
before  they  were  heard.  We  had  no- 
thing to  debate  upon  but  the  Punilh- 
ment  that  we  fhould  make  them  fuf- 
fer,  when  perceiving  amongft  them  a 
little  obftinate  Man  who  had  a  very 
handfome  Wife,  whom  he  had  hither- 
to rendered  always  inaccefTible  to  us : 
MefTieurs,  faid  I  to  my  Companions, 
if  thefe  other  three  Padrones  have  Wives 
as  pretty  as  this  has,  I  am  of  Opinion 
that  we  fhould  give  them  their  Lives, 
provided  they  fend  for  them  to  us  im- 
mediately -,  and  I  propofe  that  they 
fhould  meditate  upon  their  Sins  in  the 

Bottom 
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Bottom  of  the  Hold,  whilft  we  fup 
with  their  Ladies. 

So  pjeafant  an  Idea  of  Vengeance 
rpade  the  whole  Company  laugh,  and 
faved  the  Spaniards^  who  but  for  this 
would  infallibly  have  gone.  We  gave 
over  then  all  Thoughts  of  Bloodflied. 
We  reafoned  only  upon  die  Sentence 
that  I  had  pronounced,  and  every  one 
having  voted,  it  was  refolved,  that  to 
avoid  Inconveniencies  we  would  go  ouT' 
felves,  provided  with  good  Procurations 
under  tne  Hands  of  the  Hufoands,  and 
fup  v/ith  their  Wives  in  private  to  avoid 
all  Scandal.  We  took  an  ill-natured 
Pleafure  in  feeing  the  different  Grimaces 
that  thefe  four  poor  Wretches  made 
when  they  figned  their  Procurations. 
Thoie  who  were  the  mofl  jealous,  re- 
joiced us  by  the  mortal  Fears  that  were 
painted  upon  their  Countenances.  All 
this  however  was  no  more  than  a  Jell : 
We  went  to  Supper  at  our  Inns,  bound- 
ing our  Vengeance  only  by  detaining 
the  Huibands  all  Night  in  the  Ship,  and 
mal«ving  them  imagine  that  their  Procu- 
rations had  not  been  ufelefs.  We  had 
o:iade  Acquaintance  with  fo  many  other 

Ladies, 
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Ladies,  that  it  is  no  wonder  We  had  nOt 
the  Curiofity  to  go  after  thefe;  who, 
when  they  faw  their  Hufbands  again, 
whom  we  took  care  to  fend  them  the 
next  Day,  I  beheve,  had  no  little  Trou* 
ble  to  perfwade  them  that  they  had  re- 
ceived no  Damage  but  this  Fright. 

Whilft  we  lead  this  delightful  Life 
at  St.  Domingo^  fpending  our  Treafure 
with  as  much  Hafte  as  we  had  gained  it, 
there  arrived  from  Petit  Goave  a  Rein- 
forcement of  twelve  French  Privateers, 
who  forced  us  from  the  Arms  of  Sloth 
and  Voluptuoiifneft.  We  abandoned 
our  PieaiiTre  abruptly  to  make  ready  for 
the  Sea,  and  we  (et  fail  with  as  much 
Arldottr  as  if  w^e  w^ere  certain  that  we 
were  departing  only  to  return  with  new 
Conguefts.  Iniquity  and  Vice  ftupify 
the  Mind.  We  did  nor  confider,  that 
itavrng  fpent  fo  much  Time  m  De- 
baitchtr/,  we  were  now  perhaps  running 
eagerly  to  meet  thofe  Chaftifements  that 
Divine'  Jtrftice  had  prepared  for  us. 

Aiiicnigft*  tfte  PHvateer^  who  came 
tci  Us  ?f am  Petit  Goa'Ve^  there  was  one 
of  a  Charafe  very  new  m  that  Fro- 

feflion. 
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fefTion.  He  was  a  perfedl  PhiJofopher, 
a  meditating  Malebranchift^  who  had 
never  feen  a  drawn  Sword,  and  knew 
nothing  of  Gunpowder  but  by  the  Ex- 
periments he  had  made  upon  the  Elafli- 
city  of  the  Air  that  it  contained.  What 
will  appear  moft  fingular  is,  that  we 
were  wonderfully  pleafed  with  him,  tho* 
he  could  neither  fight,  nor  game,  nor 
fwear,  nor  drink.  We  all  liftened  to 
him  with  Pleafure,  efpecially  when  he 
talked  Phyficks,  and  explained  to  us 
the  Caufe  of  Eclipfes,  of  the  Winds,  of 
the  Flux  and  Reflux  of  the  Sea,  and 
of  all  the  furprizing  Phcenomena  of  Na- 
ture ;  which  he  did,  confining  himfelf 
as  much  as  poflible  to  common  plain 
Expreflions,  fuitable  to  the  Capacity  of 
his  Audience. 

His  Converfation  delighted  us.  I 
fhall  never  forget  the  Difcourfe  he  made 
the  firfl  time  he  related  to  us  by  what 
Chance  he  was  thrown  among  us.  He 
could  not  think  of  it  without  making 
Exclamations  that  diverted  us.  I  feem 
to  have  been  born,  faid  he  to  us,  to 
fhew  the  World  the  Caprices  of  Fate. 
After  having  been  from  my  Infancy  till 

this 
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thjs  Time,  as  it  were  buried  in  the  Stu- 
dy of  Philofophy,  behold  me  now  re- 
duced to  wander  on  the  Sea,  not  as  a 
curious  Naturalift,  but  in  the  Quahty  of 
a  Privateer  :  What  a  ftrange  Mecamor- 
phofis  !  Neither  is  this  any  more  than 
the  common  Caprice  of  my  Stars,  which 
I  cannot  my felf  comprehend  how  I  could 
give  way  to.  He  ftopp'd  here,  and 
feemed  unwilling  to  proceed  any  farther. 
We  defired  him  to  explain  himfelf  more 
clearly,  and  our  Intreaties  were  the  more 
earnefl,  as  the  Privateers  who  had 
brought  him  from  Petit  Goave,  and 
who  knew  his  Hiftory,  laughed  immo- 
derately at  his  Silence  ;  which  made  us 
imagine  that  what  he  concealed  deferved 
our  Attention.  Our  Prayers  were  not 
in  vain,  he  began  his  Speech  again  in 
thefe  Terms  : 

You  fee,  Gentlemen,  that  I  don't 
willingly  run  on  in  fuperfluous  Dif- 
courfe,  and  that  I  am  poiTefs'd  of  the 
Gift  of  Taciturnity.  But  you  do  not 
know  me  yet.  'Tis  pity  that  you  can- 
not contrive  a  Clofet  here,  at  a  diftance 
from  the  Noife  and  continual  Move- 
ment there  is  in  your  Veflel,  you  would 

fee 
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fee  me  fliut  myfelf  up  thefe  for  five 
or  fix  Days  together,  without  coming 
out  of  it ;  nay,  without  fo  much  as 
fpeakihg  a  Word  to  thofe  who  brought 
me  iliy  Provifions.  Such  is  my  Tafle, 
in  this  Manner  I  have  always  lived,  and 
at  the  fame  time  have  always  been  rec- 
koned the  mofl  unfociable  of  Mortals, 
a  Hater  of  Mankind,  and  flill  more  of 
Womankind.  Yet,  Gentlemen,  can  you 
believe  it,  1  have  banifhed  myfelf  into 
this  new  World,  only  to  avoid  one 
whom  I  married  in  one  of  thofe  unfor- 
tunate Moments  when  the  Philofopher 
yielding  bafely  to  the  Animal,  notwith- 
ftanding  his  Philofophy,  let  himfelf  be 
captivated  under  the  Yoke  of  Hymen. 

in  a  City  of  France^  not  very  diftant 
from  Paris ^  I  took  to  Wife  a  young  Per- 
fon  extremely  amiable,  but  at  the  iame 
time  extremely  gay.  I  was  not  four  Days 
before  I  perceived  that  I  had  played  the 
Fool,  and  that  I  had  embraced  a  Con- 
dition very  unfuitable  to  me.  My  Wife,^ 
through  an  Excefs  of  Afliduity  and 
Complaifance,  became  my  Tormenton 
She  rollowed  me  without  ceafmg,  load- 
ed me  with  Carefles,  and  did  not  leave 
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me  to  myfelf  a  Moment.  Was  I  read- 
ing in  my  Clofet,  ihe  would  come  in 
fearch  of  me  Singing  and  Dancing  ; 
tear  the  Book  out  of  my  Hands,  and 
tell  me  with  a  Laugh  that  fhe  was  worth 
all  the  Volumes  in  my  Library  -,  fo  that 
to  read  at  liberty,  I  was  obliged  to  go 
out  of  the  Town,  and  to  retire  to  a 
Friend.  In  fine,  fhe  loved  Society  as 
much  as  I  did  Study  and  Retirement. 
From  the  Moment  it  was  Day  with  Ma- 
dam^ the  Houfe  was  an  AfTembly  till 
it  was  Night.  It  might  have  been  bear- 
able however,  if  not  pretending  to  take 
it  ill  that  my  Wife  lived  in  this  Manner, 
I  had  on  my  Side  had  the  liberty  to  live 
after  my  own  Fancy ;  but  No,  fhe  re- 
folved  that  I  fhould  follow  her's  ;  fhe 
would  reform  me,  fhe  faid,  polifh  me^ 
and  above  all  hinder  my  Reading  from 
doing  me  harm.  How  you  are  altered ! 
fometimes  fhe  would  cry  out  *,  'tis  this 
Reading  that  deflroys  you  •,  I  mufl  burn 
all  thefe  odious  Books  that  ruin  you  en- 
tirely. 

•  It  was  in  vain  for  me  to  be  enraged 

at  myfelf,  and  curfe  my  Marriage,  my 

-giddy  Spoufe  obliged  me  out  of  Com- 
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plaifance  to  do  every  thing  that  fhe 
liked.  However,  after  feme  Months  fhe 
ceafed  to  torment  me,  and  defpairing 
of  being  able  to  alter  a  hardened  Fhilo- 
fophf.r,  ilie  let  me  read  as  much  as  I 
pleafed,  widiout  difturbing  herfelf  any- 
further  to  make  me  alter  my  ConducSl, 
and  without  ever  thinking  to  reform  her 
own.  On  the  contrary,  fhe  redoubled 
her  Expences,  and  made  fo  procigious 
a  Diminution  of  my  Fortune  in  1  reats, 
Drefs,  Furniture,  and  publick  Places, 
that  in  lefs  than  two  Years  Ihe  ruined 
me  entirely.  I  had  no  other  Refource 
but  a  Plantation,  v/hich  my  Father  had 
left  at  his  Death,  and  which  was  inha- 
bited by  a  Man  who  had  fome  Share  in 
it,  and  who  always  deferring  to  make 
np  his  Accounts  with  me,  had  not  yet 
fcnt  me  any  Remittances  to  Europe, 

When  I  perceived  then,  about  five 
or  fix  Months  fince,  that  I  had  not 
enough  left  to  pay  a  Quarter  of  what 
my  Wife  owed  to  the  Baker,  the  But- 
cher, the  Cook,  the  Laundrefs,  &c,  I 
departed  quietly  without  bidding  her 
Adieu,  to  fpare  my felf  the  Trouble  of 
hearing  die  Mufick  ilie  v/puld  have 
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made  upon  that  Occafion  \  I  embarked 
for  St.  Domingo^  in  hopes  that  I  fhould 
live  there  eafily  and  happily,  Iince  I 
fhould  be  at  a  Diftance  from  my  Wife, 
But  upon  my  Arrival,  I  found  that  the 
Plantation  upon  which  1  depended  had 
been  fold,  and  that  the  Villain  of  a  Sel- 
ler was  no  longer  in  the  Country.  This 
News  flruck  me  fo  excelTively,  that  I 
was  very  near  repenting  that  I  had  left 
my  Wife.  This  is  expreffing  it  fuffici- 
ently.  Nothing  was  then  talked  of  at 
Petit  Goave^  but  the  immenfe  Riches 
that  the  French  had  gained  who  were  at 
the  Spanijh  Town.  I  lodged  with  feveral 
of  thefe  Gentlemen  who  are  liflening  to 
me,  I  had  related  my  Misfortunes  to 
them  ;  they  pitied  me,  and  feeing  I  did 
,not  know  what  to  turn  myfelf  to,  they 
propdfed  to  me  to  follow  them,  I  ac- 
cepted the  Propofition ;  and  I  fhould 
applaud  myfelf  for  it,  if  I  did  not  fear 
that  I  fhall  appear  a  Brother  unworthy 
of  you.  For,  in  fine,  I  have  no  very 
warlike  Heart  \  I  am  fenfible  of  it.  I 
cannot  hear  a  Fuzil  Hiot  off  without 


trembling. 
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This  new  Privateer  if  we  may  give 
him  that  Name,  becaufe  he  was  amongft 
us,  here  finifhed  his  Hiflory.  I  endea- 
voured to  give  him  Courage,  and  told 
him  that  he  would  be  much  fooner  ufed 
to  the  Ways  of  the  Privateers,  than  he 
had  been  to  thofe  of  his  Wife  ^  and  that 
when  he  had  been  two  or  three  Times 
at  the  Stern  of  a  large  Ship,  expofed  to 
the  Whizzing  of  Cannon  Bullets  out  of 
their  Chace  Guns,  he  would  not  be 
afraid  of  a  Mufket-ihot :  However,  I 
added,  that  if  he  chofe  it  he  might  keep 
in  the  Steerage  at  firft,  and  fee  us  fight 
without  entering  into  the  Party,  till  he 
was  ufed  to  Mufquetades  and  Cannon- 
Ihot. 

We  were  much  more  impatient  than 
he  was  to  meet  fome  VeiTel  which  might 
give  us  an  Opportunity  of  fhewing  him 
in  what  Manner  we  defigned  to  inure 
him  to  fland  Fire.  This  did  not  hap- 
pen however  till  near  two  Months  after. 
One  Morning,  as  we  doubled  the  little 
ifland  of  Tortoifes^  there  prefented  it- 
felf  before  us  an  Englijh  Veffel,  to  which 
we  made  up  without  Hefitation.  The 
Captain  who  commanded  it  would  have 
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thought  himfelf  dilhonoured  by  endea- 
vouring to  avoid  us.  In  effe6t,  he  faw 
only  a  fmall  Veflel  of  eight  Guns,  which 
he  did  not  think  would  be  rafh  enough 
to  attack  one  of  fix  and  forty  Cannpn 
and  three  hundred  Men.  He  did  not 
know  the  Privateers.  The  Mailer  and 
his  Mate  who  knew  what  kind  of  Peo- 
ple we  were,  had  a  very  hot  Difpute 
with  him  upon  this  Occafion,  as  they 
told  us  themfelves  after  the  Adion. 
The  Mafter  remarking  that  we  drew 
ftill  nearer  to  them,  advifed  him  to  pre- 
pare  for  an  Engagement.  Don't  trouble 
yourfelf  about  it,  replied  the  Captain, 
can  you  be  afraid  of  a  Sloop  that  I  could 
hoifl  up  whole  upon  the  Deck?  It  may 
be  a  Sloop  if  you  pleafe,  replied  the 
Mailer  fomething  affronted  ;  but  this 
Sloop  contains  perhaps  a  hundred  Men, 
whom  you  will  fee  leap  upon  your  Deck 
to  fpare  you  the  Trouble  of  hoifling 
them  there  •,  and  if  you  don't  take  care, 
they  may  throw  you  and  all  your  Crew 
overboard,  as  numerous  as  you  are. 

After  a  long  Debate,  the  wife  Pru- 
dence of  the  Mafter  got  the  better  of 
the  too  great  Confidence  of  the  Captain. 
H  3  They 
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They  prepared  themfelves  a  good  Re- 
trenchment,    after  which  they  were  fo 
complaifant  as  to  wait  for  us,  fully  re- 
Iblved   to    prevent   us   from    boarding 
them,  or  at  lead  to  make  all  the  Efforts 
they  v/ere  capable  of  -,  the  Sea  was  very 
rough,  and  the  firft  Broadfides  of  their 
Cannon  did  us  no   other  Harm  than 
frighting  the  Philofopher ;  but  foon  af- 
ter we  were  almofl  entirely  ftripped  of 
our  Sails  and  Tackling  *,    fo  that  if  we 
had  not  feized  the  Opportunity  that  a 
Guft  of  Wind  gave  us,  of  faflening  our 
Grappling-irons  upon  their  Stern,    we 
fliould  have  been  utterly  difabled.  Their 
Cannon  then  became  ail  ufelels  to  them, 
fxcept  their  two  Chace-Guns,  and  even 
thofe  they  could   make   no  great    Ule 
of,    as   we  fired   inceffantly    into    their 
Portholes.     We  mounted  at  length  up- 
on their  Deck,  not  without  much  Dif- 
ficulty,  becaufe  of  the  rolling   of  the 
Waves,  and  through  fo  dreadful  a  Fire 
of  Mufquetry,  that  I  loft  at  leaft  a  third 
of  my  People  -,    we  did  not  begin  to 
breathe  again  till  we  came  to  A<5lion  with 
our  Sabres  > 
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During  the  Time  that  we  fought,  they 
with  their  Swords  and  Spontons,  and 
we  with  our  Cutlaffes,  Chance  brought 
the  Captain  and  me,  without  knowing 
each  other,  to  combat  together.  We 
fixed  upon  each  other  ;  I  frankly  confefs 
that  I  never  met  with  fo  {launch  a  Game- 
ller.  Fatigued  with  his  parrying  all  my 
Strokes,  I  began  to  faint,  and  gave  him 
thofe  that  were  lefs  fevere,  and  I  found 
that  I  was  finking  under  his,  when  in  a 
Moment  he  had  his  Thigh  broke  with 
a  Piilol-fhot.  Not  being  able  to  fup- 
port  himfelf,  he  meafured  the  Eaith,  or 
rather  the  Deck,  with  his  Body,  and  his 
Fall  the  inllant  after  was  followed  by 
mine  j  fo  much  was  I  weaken'd  by  the 
Gun-fhots  I  had  received,  and  by  the 
Blood  that  I  had  loft.  In  the  mean  time 
my  Comrades  prefTed  the  Englljh  fo 
elofely,  that  they  obliged  them  to  retire 
between  their  Decks,  where  loading 
them  with  Granades  and  Fowder-Horns, 
they  conftrained  them  to  ftrike  theu* 
Flag. 

I  was  under  the  Hands  of  the  Sur- 
geon, who  feeing  me  in  U  deep  Swoon, 
employed  all  his  Art  to  bring  me  to 
H  4  my- 
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myfelf  again;  and  when  he  had  fucceed- 
cd  in  it,  I  afked  him,  if  we  were  con- 
quered, or  Conquerors.  He  informed 
me,  with  a  Joy  that  the  Idea  of  a  great 
Fortune  infpired  him  with,  that  th§ 
Englijh  Veffel  was  our  own  •,  that  (he 
was  returning  from  Angola  ^  that  her 
Ballafl  was  Elephants  Teeth  or  Ivory, 
and  her  Cargo  ^vt  hundred  and  fifty 
Negroes,  and  a  confiderable  Quantity  of 
Gold  Duft.  We  could  not  certainly 
have  taken  a  richer  Prize ;  my  Com- 
rades applauded  their  happy  Fate,  ex- 
prefiing  their  Raptures  in  the  loudeft 
Tranfports  of  Joy.  But,  alas!  their 
Happinefs  was  of  fhort  Duration :  They 
had  not  Time  fo  much  as  to  take  an 
Account  of  their  Treafure.  Fortune  de- 
prived them  of  it  very  abruptly  -,  it  was 
theirs  only  from  Eight  in  the  Morning 
till  Eleven,  and  they  paid  dearly  for  that 
fliorr  Enjoyment. 

In  endeavouring  to  make  the  ^ay 
de  St.  Louis^  which  was  the  nearefl 
French  Port  to  the  Place  where  we  were, 
we  run  diredly  in  the  Way  of  the  Jer- 
fey,  an  Englijh  Man  of  War  of  fifty 
Guns,  that  was  ilationed  upon  the  Coaft. 

This

This  VeiTel  was  cruizing  upon  the  Coaft 
of  Hifpaniola^  with  a  Frigate  of  thirty- 
fix  Guns.  Our  VefTel  was  fo  fhatter'd, 
that  we  had  not  fo  much  as  a  Thought 
of  endeavouring  to  efcape  them,  and 
yet  in  our  Defpair  wc  prepared  to  defend 
ourfelves.  I  made  myfelf  be  carried  upon 
the  Deck,  where  not  being  able  to  ftand, 
nor  even  to  fit  upright,  they  laid  me  in 
fuch  a  manner,  that  having  my  Arms 
at  Liberty,  and  my  Head  a  littie  raifed,  I 
could  flill  llioot  offa  Fuzil.  The  fifteen 
Men  who  conducted  our  Prize  were  at 
firfl  tempted  to  fet  fire  to  the  Powder 
and  blow  up  the  Ship  ^  but  remarking 
that  we  prepared  for  an  Engagement, 
they  did  the  fame.  I  had  only  five  and 
twenty  Men  left  with  me,  including  the 
Philofopher  and  the  Wounded. 

The  Jerfey  firft  made  up  to  us,  and 
perceiving  we  were  fo  weakly  mann'd, 
attacked  us  without  waiting  for  the  Fri- 
gate. The  fifteen  Men  who  were  on 
board  the  Prize  Ship,  being  fcarce  fufii- 
cient  to  work  her,  appeared  of  no  great 
Confequence  to  them.  They  faflened 
only  upon  our  VefTel,  and  as  they  per- 
ceived that,  being  too  weak  to  venture 
H  5  to 
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to  board  them,  out  of  NecefTity  we  were 
forced  to  refolve  upon  keeping  in  our 
own  Ship,  they  did  not  fail  to  regulate 
themfelves  thereupon.  To  difpatch  us 
more  fpeedily  they  loaded  their  Cannon 
with  Cafe-fhot,  and  provoked  at  us,  that 
notwithfl^nding  all  thefe  Precautions,  we 
did  not  fubmit  to  ilrike ;  they  run  upon 
us  every  Moment  with  their  heavy  Ship, 
that  broke  us  all  to  Pieces  ;  and  they 
would  inevitably  have  funk  us,  if  we 
had  not  prudently  determined  to  fur- 
render. 

The  Captain  found  our  Prize  had 
been  very  roughly  handled;  and  piqued 
at  the  Refiftance  we  had  dared  to  make 
with  fuch  unequal  Forces,  he  treated  us 
very  harfhly,  both  in  Words  and  Ac- 
tions. He  laid  us  in  Irons  notwith- 
ftanding  our  Wounds,  and  left  us  the 
reft  of  the  Day  without  fuffering  them 
to  be  drefled.  By  this  Ufage  feveral  of 
my  Companions  perifhed^whofe Wounds 
would  not  elfe  have  proved  mortal. 
Confidering,  however,  the  next  Day  that 
we  were  reduced  to  not  above  twenty 
Men,  he  permitted  our  Surgeon  to  take 
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care  of  us,  and  three  Days  after  took  off 
our  Irons. 

It  was  only  becauft  we  fell  into  her 
Way  that  the  Jerfey  took  us,  Ihe  ex- 
pelled that  fortune  defigned  her  for 
greater  Favours.  They  continued  to 
cruize  to  the  North  of  Hifpaniola^  drag- 
ging us  after  them  as  in  Triumph.  Wc 
earneftly  wifhed  that  they  might  meet 
with  fome  large  French  or  Spanijh  Vef- 
M^  that  we  might  revolt  during  the 
Engagement  j  our  Prayers  were  not 
heard,  and  the  Jerfey  made  no  other 
Capture ;  they  remained,  however,  fa 
long  at  Sea  that  their  Water  failed  them, 
and  they  were  obliged  to  fend  their 
Sloops  aihore  in  the  Night  to  procure 
more. 

The  Sight  of  our  own  Coafts  gave  us 
fo  flirious  a  Delire  of  ftriving  to  fhake 
off  our  Slavery,  that  it  was  impoiTible  to 
refift  it.  One  Evenings  by  the  Moon- 
light, having  perceived  the  Cape  'Tibu- 
ron^  I  undertook,  with  three  other  Pri- 
vateers as  enterprizing  as  myfclf,  to  fave 
ourfelves  by  fwimming  tliither,  tho'  it 

was 
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was  above  a  League  diftant  from  us. 
We  fhould  perhaps  have  fucceeded  in 
this  dangerous  Undertaking  but  for  an 
Accident  that  happened  to  us.     One  of 
my   three  Companions,    who  was  my 
greateft  Intimate,  and  a  very  bad  Swim* 
mer,  infifting  upon  being  in  the  Party, 
was  foon  exhauiled  ;  we  were  not  above 
a  Quarter  of  the  Way  when  he  called 
out  to  me  ;  I  went  to  his  Aflillance,  and 
he  lean'd  upon  me  for  a  few  Moments 
to  reft  himfelf ;  after  which  he  began  to 
fwim  again,  but  finding  plainly  that  he 
Ihould  never  have  Strength  to  reach  the 
Cape,  he  thought  it  more  proper  to  put 
on  his  Chains  again,  than  to  break  them 
foolifhly  by  drowning  himfelf;  he  cry'd 
out  then  for  Affiftance,  and  difcovered 
our  Flight.  They  immediately  (hot  off  a 
Gun,  to  advertife  the  Sloops  which  were 
afhore  to  come  and  take  us,  which  they 
did,  not  without  regaling  us  with  fome 
Strokes  of  their  Oars,  by  way  of  Pre- 
lude to  the  Sufferings  we  were  to  un- 
dergo.    They  put  us  again  in  Irons,  as 
foon  as  we  were  on  board  the  Jerfey^ 
and  conveyed  us  in  that  Situation   to 
Jamaica, 

There

There  we  were  delivered  up  to  an 
old  bald-headed  Governor,  who  had  the 
utmoft  Averfion  to  the  French,  tho'  he 
was  a  French  Man  himfelf.     He  order- 
ed us  to  be  confined  three  Leagues  from 
Kingfton,  in  a  Prifon  where  they  ufually 
put  their  deferting  Negroes.  Eight  Days 
after,  he  fent  for  us  to  exhort  us  to  ferve 
againft  the  French,  offering  me  in  par- 
ticular a  larger  Veffel  than  that  I  had  loft : 
We  all  anfwered  him  without  Hefitation, 
that  we  were  born  under  the  white  Flag, 
and  under  that  we  would  die.     Irritated 
at  our  Anfwer,  which  appeared  a  Re- 
proach to  him  for  having  turned  his 
Coat,   he  gave  Orders  very  charitably 
that  our  Provifions  fhould  be  diminifh- 
cd,  and  that  we  fhould  be  reconduded 
to  Prifon  through  Ways  full  of  Briars,  and 
of  a  kind  of  Thorns,  call'd  Aaquettes, 
whofe  fharp  Points  tore  our  naked  Legs, 
and  run  into  the  Soles  of  our  Feet.    As 
foon  as  we  arrived  at  the  Prifon  we  were 
obliged  carefully  to  pull  thefe  out  of  one 
another's  Feet ;  for  every  Point  that  was 
left  in  the  Flefh  would  have  formed  a 
painful  Abcefs. 

The 
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The  Defign  this  Renegado  had  form- 
ed, of  conllraining  us  to  betray  our 
Country  as  he  had  done,  procured  us  fa 
often  the  Honour  of  going  in  this  man- 
ner, to  pay  our  Court  to  him  at  King" 
fton^  that  our  Wounds  were  no  fooner 
healed  but  they  were  renewed.  Be  fides 
this,  the  Soldiers  who  conduced  us,  glad 
to  find  themfelves  authorized  to  ufe  us 
roughly,  tormented  us  a  thoufand  Ways, 
being  perfwaded  it  was  a  Pleafure  to  the 
Governor.  During  the  Space  of  fix 
Months  that  we  rem.ained  in  this  horri- 
ble Place,  five  of  our  Comrades,  in 
which  Number  was  the  Plilofopher,  funk 
under  the  Miferies  they  made  us  fuffer. 
Thefe  unfortunate  Prifoners  contributed 
themfelves  after  their  Deaths  to  augment 
our  Pains,  fince  they  forced  us  to  let 
*-hem  con  fume  before  our  Eyes,  without 
permitting  us  to  cover  them  with  Earth, 
and  to  give  them  at  leaft  that  poor  In- 
terment. 

The  firft,  whofe  Death  put  an  End  to 
his  Miftry,  was  called  the  Baron.  It 
was  faid  that  he  was  the  Son  of  a  Man 
of  Di din  flic n  in  France^  who  bore  that 
Title  i  I  do  not  renicmber  what  Fami- 
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ly  he  was  of,  for  I  never  heard  his 
Name  pronounced  but  once.  This  un- 
happy Companion  of  our  Misfortunes 
had  no  fooner  given  the  laft  Sigh,  than 
he  was  flretched  <xit  upon  four  Poles, 
and  expofed  before  the  Door  of  the  Pri- 
fon.  We  had  no  Trouble  to  drive  the 
Beafts  and  Birds  of  Prey  from  his  Body, 
the  poor  Wretch  having  only  a  Skin 
flretched  over  his  Bones,  and  the  Heats 
of  the  Climate  foon  made  a  Skeleton  of 
him. 

The  Cruelty  of  the  Governor  did  not 
fucceed  according  to  his  Expedation  ^ 
he  could  never  force  us  to  imitate  his 
Bafenefs.  This  obliged  him  to  fend  us  to 
Englandy  with  a  Fleet  of  forty  Merchant 
Ships  which  were  going  thither,  under 
the  Convoy  of  four  Men  of  War.  As 
to  us,  we  were  landed  in  Ireland^  and 
put  in  the  Prifon  of  King/ale,  where  we 
found  Company  enough  of  our  own  Na- 
tion, there  being  then  fifteen  hundred 
French  Prifoners  there. 

By  changing  our  Prifon  we  only 
changed  our  Tormentors,  with  this  Dif- 
ference, that  thofe  of  Jamaica  uled  us 
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ill  to  make  us  enter  into  their  Service 
againft  France^  but  thefe  of  Kingfale  did 
it  only  to  entertain  themfelves,  and  fa- 
tisfy  their  natural  Barbarity.  The  Sol- 
diers and  the  Goaler,  named  Mafter  Pi- 
per^ and  who  might  with  Juftice  have 
been  called  Mafter  Villain^  feemed  to 
have  nothing  in  View  but  to  dilpatch  us 
filently  and  by  degrees.  Befides  that, 
he  apprehended  a  Reprizal ;  he  dreaded 
left  the  Queen  fhould  be  informed  of 
his  Behaviour ;  for  he  was  thoroughly 
fenfible  that  that  Princefs,  whofe  Nature 
was  humane  and  generous,  would  have 
caufed  him  to  be  puniftied  exemplarily, 
if  ihe  had  known  to  what  a  Degree  he 
had  carried  on  his  Barbarity. 

'Tis  certain  that  their  higheft  Recrea- 
tion was  to  fee  us  fuffer.  Thefe  Devils 
entertained  themfelves  by  making  us 
fight  for  a  Piece  of  Meat  or  Bread,  as 
they  would  their  Dogs.  Thofe  amongft 
us  who  bore  our  Sufferings  in  Silence, 
without  being  able  to  fubmit  to  give 
thefe  inhuman  Wretches  a  Diverfion  fo 
worthy  of  their  Brutality,  were  not  the 
leaft  to  be  pitied,  fince  they  let  them 
perifti  with  Hunger,  as  they  were  Cow- 
ards, 
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ards,  they  faid,  that  did  not  deferve  a 
Subfiftance.  They  loaded  them  with 
Blows  every  Morning,  when  they  made 
us  pafs  in  Review  to  take  an  Account  of 
us,  and  in  the  moft  rigorous  Weather 
they  would  neither  allow  them  Straw  nor 
a  Covering  •,  whilft  thofe  who  fought 
heartily,  that  they  might  have  the  Ho- 
nour of  contributing  to'  the  Diverfion 
of  our  Sovereign  Lords,  Mafter  Piper 
and  the  Soldiers,  were  fomething  better 
treated. 

I  faw  feveral  of  my  Companions  perilli 
thus  miferably,  who,  as  diey  were  dy- 
ing, conjured  me  and  the  other  Priva- 
teers to  revenge  their  Deaths,  if  we  had 
ever  the  Happinefs  to  be  delivered  from 
this  terrible  Imprifonment.  Our  Execu- 
tioners had  ellablifhed  a  Law,  which 
ihewed  plainly  the  great  Pleafure  they 
took  in  thefe  Spectacles.  The  Condi- 
tions of  this  Law  were,  that  he  amongft 
us  who  fought  againft  all  that  prefented 
themfelves,  and  remained  the  Conque- 
ror, jfhould  be  called  the  Cock  of  thePri- 
foners  -,  .  and  to  render  this  honourable 
Tide  flill  more  to  be  defired,  they  an- 
nexed to  it  the  Right  of  fharing  out  the 

Portions 
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Portions  of  all  the  reft,  and  taking,  for 
his  own  Month  and  his  Friends,  what 
was  the  moft  tolerable  of  the  Provifions, 
and  this  to  continue  till  he  met  with  one 
who  conquered  him. 

This  Law  made  me  take  the  Refolu- 
tion  of  employing  all  the  Strength  I  had 
left  to  become  the  Cock,  and  to  procure 
a  PoiTibility  of  dragging  on  a  miferable 
Life  fome  Time,  for  me  and  my  Friends. 
But  it  v/as  not  eafy  for  me  to  execute 
this  Defign  fuccefsfuily  ;  I  was  to  dif- 
poiTefs  a  ftrong  Soldier  of  Bretaigne  out 
of  the  Place,  who  had  already  killed 
four  or  five  Prifbners  who  had  the  Te- 
merity to  difpute  it  with  him.  Thefe 
Combats  were  the  more  proper  to  pro- 
long the  Pleafure  of  the  Soldiers,  as 
they  were  obliged  to  fight  without  Wea- 
pons, and  the  Victory  was  never  com- 
pleated  but  by  the  Death  of  the  Van- 
quifhed.  Nothing  could  have  been  bet- 
ter imagined  than  this  Regulation,  be- 
caufe  the  Perfon  who  dared  to  enter  the 
Lifts  againft  the  Cock,  being  always 
fomething  near  his  own  Strength,  gene- 
rally defended  his  Life  for  feveral  Hours. 

What 
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What  a  Delight  for  the  Gentlemen  oir 
Spectators ! 

I  long  hefitated  upon  challenging  this 
redoubtable  Defendant,  whom  I  wilhed 
m  overcome ;  when  I  examined  him  at- 
tentively, I  defpaired  of  conquering 
kim.  He  was  a  large,  well-fet,  black 
Fellow,  and  appeared  to  me  to  have 
twice  my  Strength  ;  befides,  I  had 
k^ard  that  thofe  of  Bretaigne  were 
the  ftrongeft  Wreftlers  in  the  World  : 
The  Time,  however,  prefled  me  to  de- 
termine ;  my  Strength  diminifhed  every 
Day  for  want  of  Nourifhment,  and  I 
faw  my  Companions  at  the  laft  Gafp. 
At  length  an  Accident  happened  that 
made  me  take  my  Refoludon. 

One  of  the  Cendnels  having  heard  me 
murmur,  upon  occafion  of  the  Shares 
that  the  Cock  had  given  us,  called  ta 
him  and  told  him  that  I  threaten'd  him. 
He  came  up  to  me  diredlly,  and  afked 
me  with  an  infulting  Laugh,  if  I  had' 
not  a  Mind  to  take  upon  myfelf  the 
Care  of  giving  them  in  my  Turn  -,  that 
he  fhould  be  very  glad  to  fee  if  I  had 
Courage  enough  for  that.     This  Brava^

do  fired  me  in  a  Moment  \  I  looked  upon 
the  Cock  as  no  more  than  a  Chicken,  and 
I  told  him  with  Fury,  that  I  took  him 
at  his  Word.  The  Soldiers  and  fome 
of  the  Prifoners  made  a  Circle  round  us 
in  an  Inftant  -,  1  let  them  fee  that  the 
Canadians  did  not  yield  to  the  Bretaignes 
either  in  Strength  or  Addrefs ;  I  extend- 
ed him  at  his  Length  upon  the  Ground, 
and  fo  roughly,  that  he  lay  for  dead.  I 
felt  a  Horror  myfejf  at  my  Vidory,  and 
I  could  purfue  it  no  farther,  tho'  to  ren- 
der it  compleat  the  Law  demanded  the 
Death  of  the  Vanquiffi'd.  The  Spec- 
tators contented  themfelves  with  feeing 
him  fpeechlefs,  and  Mafler  Piper^  hav- 
ing ordered  him  to  be  carried  off,  pro- 
claimed me  Cock  of  the  Prifoners. 

I  did  not  long  exercife  my  Employ- 
ment, not  that  any  one  forced  me  to 
lofe  it  in  the  fame  manner  that  I  gained 
it.  The  Viflory  which  I  had  won  fiird 
all  the  Prifoners  with  Terror,  who  hav- 
ing imagined  that  there  was  no  Man  fo 
flrong  as  my  Bretaigne^  were  not  in  the 
lead  tempted  to  attack  his  Conqueror. 
I  preferved  my  Poll,  therefore,  glori- 
oufly  for  about  a  Fortnight,  at  the  End 

of 
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of  which  I  fell  ill ;  and  not  being  able 
then  any  longer  to  acquit  myfelf  of  the 
Functions  of  nay  Charge,  I  loll  the  Pri- 
vileges of  it. 

Behold  my  Comrades  and  myfelf  now 
again  reduced  to  fuffer  Hunger,  and  a- 
bove  that  the  excefTive  and  fevere  Cold 
that  then  reign'd  *,  which  proved  very 
ferviceable  to  the  Defigns  of  our  Tyrants. 
There  was  not  a  Day  pafled  without  the 
Death  of  ten  or  twelve  Prifoners.  I  re- 
member that  in  thofe  dreadful  Moments 
our  higheft  Wifhes  were,  not  to  want 
Bread  and  clean  Straw  ;  for  we  might 
better  have  laid  upon  the  Ground  than 
upon  the  Straw  they  gave  us,  which 
they  changed  fo  feldom,  that  it  was  con- 
fumed  to  Duft,  and  gave  the  moft  of- 
fenfive  Smell :  With  all  this  our  Bolder 
was  a  Stone,  and  between  four  of  us  we 
had  a  miferable  Blanket,  fo  wore  that  it 
would  not  bear  touching.  In  this  in- 
tollerable  Condition  we  bid  each  other 
adieu  continually ,  and  were  reckoning 
about  how  many  Days  each  of  us  might 
have  to  live  -,  lefs  touched  with  Death 
itfelf,  than  we  were  with  the  Impoflibi- 

lity 

*  In  January,   1710, 
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lity  we  were  under  of  revenging  our- 
felves.  Our  Religion,  I  confefs,  ought 
to  have  obliged  us  to  make  a  better  Ufe 
of  our  Misfortunes  ;  but  we  had  not 
Virtue  enough  to  be  capable  of  fuch  an 
Effort. 

Amongft  the  reft  of  the  Prifoners, 
there  were  fome  of  thofe  Beggars  by  Pro- 
feflion,  who  not  having  been  able  to 
forget  their  firft  Trade,  tho'  they  had 
carried  a  Mufket,  were  fo  continually 
fatiguing  every  body  who  came  to  the 
Prifon  with  their  Lamentations,  that 
they  were  always  catching  a  few  Half- 
pence, and  by  this  they  found  means  to 
prolong  their  Mifery.  One  of  thefe 
Wretches  feeing  me  at  the  Extremity, 
and  by  confequence  incapable  of  defend- 
ing myfelf,  came  to  me,  reproach'd  me 
with  the  Death  of  his  Relation,  the 
Bretaigne^  who  had  indeed  taken  it  in  his 
Head  to  die  after  our  Combat,  and  be- 
gan to  llrike  me  vdth  his  Feet  upon  my 
Face,  and  ilamp  upon  my  Breaft;  I  muft 
have  been  very  ill  indeed,  fmce  I  had 
not  even  Strength  enough  to  fwear  at 
him. 
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I  was  fenfible  not  with  (landing,  and  I 
heard  my  Comrades,  who  found  them- 
feJves  too  weak  to  be  able  to  affift  me, 
afking  one  another  if  there  were  none 
amongd:  us  flrong  enough  to  rife,  and 
knock  down  this  Wretch.  I  had  been 
always  before  ignorant  of  what  it  was  to 
be  patient,  and  I  had  a  painful  Trial  of 
it  during  the  reft  of  the  Day.  I  never 
in  my  Life  prayed  fo  fervently  as  I  did 
then  ;  I  only  defired  to  be  reftored  to 
Health  for  a  quarter  of  an  Hour,  but 
the  Motive  of  my  Prayer  did  not  ren- 
der it  wordiy  of  being  granted,  neither 
was  it. 

Towards  Night  I  refolved  to  take 
fome  Nourilhment,  if  I  may  give  that 
Name  to  about  half  an  Ounce  of  Bread 
Crumxbs  fteeped  in  Water  ;  this,  how- 
ever, procured  me  a  Sleep  of  three  or 
four  Hours,  fo  that  the  next  Morning  I 
im.agined  I  had  almoft  recovered  my 
Strength.  About  Ten  o'Clock  my  E- 
nemy,  who,  I  fuppofe,  had  breakfafted 
upon  fome  Alms  that  had  been  given 
him,  laid  down  upon  the  Straw  not  far 
from  me,  and  fell  afleep  immediately. 
I  felt  a  fccretjoy,  and  difpodng  myfelf^ 

with* 
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without  the  leaft  Hefitation,  to  dlfpatch 
this  poor  Wretch,  who  offered  himfelf 
to  my  Vengeance,  I  began  to  drag  my- 
felf  towards  him,  rolhng  along  with  me 
my  Bolder,  which  was  the  only  Inftru- 
ment  I  could  make  ufe  of  to  fucceed  in 
my  Defign :  When  I  was  clofe  to  my 
Vi6lim,  I  implored  inwardly  the  Affift- 
ance  of  Heaven,  as  if  I  was  preparing 
for  the  moft  worthy  A(5lion  upon  Earth, 
not  doubting  but  the  Lord  would 
flrengthen  my  Arm,  as  he  had  done 
that  of  Judith^,  But  tho'  the  Stone 
did  not  weigh  above  feven  or  eight 
Pounds  at  moft,  yet,  when  I  endeavour- 
ed to  raife  it  to  knock  out  the  Brains  of 
my  Enemy,  it  feemed  to  me  as  heavy 
as  the  Rock  of  Syjiphus, 

What  a  Mortification  to  me,  to  find  my 
Expe(ftation  thus  faiftrated !  What,  faid 
I  to  myfelf,  after  having  a  hundred 
Times  raifed  from  the  Ground  Weights 
of  two  or  three  hundred  Pounds,  I  can't 
now  lift  up  one  of  feven !  O  Heaven ! 
muft  my  Weaknefs  thus  betray  my  Re- 
fentment!  I  was  fo  touched  with  this 
Thought,  and  felt  my  Heart  prefled 
with  fo  lively  a  Senfe  of  Sorrow,  that  I 

could 
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could  not  forbear  burfling  out  into 
Tears.  It  was  for  the  firft  Time  in  my 
Life  that  I  had  ever  Ihed  any.  My 
Companions  on  their  Side  attentive  to 
my  A(5lions,  having  perceived  that  I 
had  only  made  a  ufelefs  Effort  to  re- 
venge myfelf,  could  not  rellrain  theirs. 
So  moving  a  Scene  furprized  the  Goaler, 
who  was  then  coming  in  :  He  afked  us 
why  we  were  in  fuch  Afflid:ion  ;  and 
when  he  had  heard  the  generous  Caufe 
of  my  Defpair,  for  I  made  no  Myftery 
of  it  to  him,  he  told  me  with  a  com- 
panionate Air,  that  he  would  take  Care 
of  me,  for  he  loved  a  Man  of  Cou-  , 
rage.  ,!^j 

Mailer  Piper  by  this  worthy  Pity  dif'  ^ 
covered  ftill  more  his  inhuman  Nature ; 
imagining  he  faw  in  my  Procedure  all 
the  Barbarity  and  Fiercenefs  of  his  own 
Compofition,  he  could  not  forbear  in- 
tereiling  himfelf  for  a  Man  who  feemed 
to  fympathize  fo  nearly  with  him.  In 
two  Hours  after,  he  gave  me  ftrong 
Proofs  of  it;  they  brought  me  from 
him  a  Porringer  of  Broth  out  of  his 
own  Pot,  with  a  litde  Piece  of  Beef 
upon  it.  I  drank  a  little  of  the  Broth, 
I  ^nd 
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and  fucked  in  fome  of  the  Meat,  after 
having  given  a  Share  of  it  to  my  Com- 
rades, of  whom  there  were  two  who 
refufed  to  eat,  that  they  might  be  the 
fooner,  they  faid,  delivered  from  their 
Mifery  -,  and  indeed  one  of  them  ex- 
pired the  Night  following,  and  the 
other  was  found  two  Days  after  choaked 
with  Earth  and  Dirt  that  he  had  fwal- 
lowed. 

As  to  me,  given  up  to  the  Maxims 
of  the  Savages,  which  I  had  been  im- 
bued with  from  my  Infancy,  I  hardened 
myfelf  againll  my  evil  Fate.  I  breath'd 
only  Vengeance,  and  would  not  have  eat 
but  to  enable  me  to  fatisfy  that  PafTion. 
I  took  an  Oath  to  my  unfortunate  Pri- 
vateers, that  I  would  not  leave  their 
Miferies  unpunifhed,  protefting  to  them, 
that  if  I  yielded  to  the  Care  the  Coaler 
took  of  preferving  my  Life,  it  was 
foiely  with  a  Defire  of  revenging  them  : 
An  Oath  which  I  kept  but  too  ftridlly 
afterv/ards,  for  the  Funifhment  of  the 
Sins  of  die  firft  Englijh  that  fell  into  my. 
Hands.  I  now  implore  the  Pardoi^  of 
Heaven  for  it ;  but  1  mufl.  fay  I  became 
xruel  only  by  their  Example.    'Tis  well 

knowi}. 
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known,  that  before  this  I  always  treated 
my  Prifoners  with  Humanity. 

Though  I  had  drawn  upon  myfelf 
the  CompalTion  of  Mafler  Piper^  the 
Regard  he  had  for  me  did  not  go  fuch 
lengths  as  to  procure  me  a  Cordial,  or 
any  reftorative  Aliment  -,  his  Generofity 
did  not  extend  fo  far  neither  •,  and  what 
he  called  keeping  me  well,  was  only 
not  letting  me  die  for  Hunger.  How- 
ever, I  fhould  have  been  very  well  fa- 
tisfied  with  him,  if  he  would  in  regard' 
to  me  have  carried  his  Charity  ^o  far  as 
to  afllft  my  Companions  j  but  they  had 
not  had  the  Happinefs  to  acquire  his 
Efleem  in  fo  worthy  a  Manner.  I  faw" 
them  all  peridi  at  length  one  after  ano- 
ther. 

I  had  more  than  once  remarked,  that 
thofe  amongft  the  Prifoners  who  under- 
llood  any  Trade,  and  whom  the  Townf- 
men  of  Kingfale  camie  to  fetch  in  the 
Morning  and  brought  back  at  Night, 
after  having  made  them  work  all  the 
JDay,  were  the  leaft  miferable.  If  they 
led  a  hard  and  painfiil  Life,  they  had 
the  Confolation  of  eating  as  much  as 
I  7.  they 
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they  pleated  ;  which,  next  to  Revenge, 
I  then  imagined  to  be  the  greateft  of 
Plealures.  1  refoived  therefore  to  tell 
the  tiilL  Artifan  vvho  came  to  demand  a 
Workman,  that  I  was  of  his  ProfefTion. 
FortUiiC,  wiiich  then  delighted  in  per- 
lecuting  mxe,  made  me  fall  into  very  bad 
Hands.  A  Gwnfmiih  prefented  him- 
felf,  to  whom  none  of  them  exprelTed 
a  Defire  to  go.  He  was  reckoned  a 
Brute,  who  took  the  Workinen  more 
for  the  Pleafure  of  abufing  them,  than 
to  make  them  work.  I  was  no  fooner 
in  his  Houfe,  but  I  perceived  that  he 
was  not  one  of  the  beft-natured  of  Mor- 
tals :  He  had  a  harfli  Tone  of  Voice, 
and  a  moll  brutal  Look. 

He  gave  me  immediately  the  Barrel 
cf  a  Fuzil  to  file.  I  fet  about  it  handily 
enough  for  him  to  find  no  fault  with 
me.  Indeed  I  was  marvellouHy  excited 
to  Induftry  by  the  Sight  of  a  great  Ket- 
tle that  w^as  upon  the  Fire,  in  which  I 
faw  a  Mixture  of  Leeks,  Onions,  Cab- 
bages, and  Crufts  of  Bread.  All  this 
made  my  Mouth  water,  and  infpired 
me  with  an  Ardour  for  my  Work.  At 
length  the  Time  of  Eating,  that  deli- 
cious 
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"clous  Time,  arrived  ;  and  to  raife  my 
Felicity  to  the  HeigHt,  inflead  of  giv- 
ing me  my  Share  only,  as  I  expecfted, 
they  did  me  the  Honour  to  fufFer  me  to 
put  my  Hand  into  the  Kettle,  withoui: 
forefeeing  the  Confequences  of  it ;  for 
perhaps  they  might  have  given  me  my 
Portion,  if  they  had  guefs'd  at  the  De- 
ftru6lion  I  was  going  to  make.  How- 
ever, the  Gunfmith,  his  Wife,  and  his 
•Daughter,  far  from  teil:ifying  that  they 
repented  their  having  left  me  at  hberty 
to  eat  as  I  pleafed,  feemed  to  be  divert- 
ed with  feeing  me  devour  all  that  wiis 
in  the  Kettle.  The  Daughter  of  the 
Gunfmith,  above  all  aftonifhed  at  my 
Appetite,  faid  to  her  Father  :  Certainly 
this  Man  is  not  made  as  we  are,  he  muft 
be  hollow  down  to  his  Feet.  He  has 
eat  twice  as  much  as  we  have  done,  put 
it  all  together.  Very  true,  replied  the 
Mailer ;  and  I  fuppofe  he  defigns  to 
work  in  Proportion  i  otherwife  we  fliall 
not  be  Friends. 

Such  was  my  Defign  indeed.     I  was 

too  fatisfied  with  my  Entertainment,  not 

to  be  indudrious  at  my  Work.  I  wifh'd 

to  preferve  fo  good  a^Bufinefs,  and  to 

I  3  make 
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inake  my .  Court  the  better  to  my  Ma- 
fte.r,  I  would  willingly  have  Jdripp'd  to 
my  Shirt  xi  I  had  had  one  •,  but  I  had 
Jong  had  nothing  left  but  a  poor  wretch- 
jcd  Linnen  Waiftcoat,  which  Modefly 
jorbid  me  to  throw  off.  I  fet  to  my 
Work  then  very  gayly,  and  for  a  Quar- 
ter of  an  Hour  Things  went  on  very 
"v^ell.  I  only  felt  my  Arms  a  little  more 
iieavy  than  they  were  before  Dinner.  I 
was  fo  filled  with  the  Repafl  I  had  made, 
that  I  ftood  in  need  of  a  Nap  of  three 
ox  four  Hours,  to  put  me  in  a  Condi- 
tion of  working  as  I  ought  to  have  done. 
Jt  was  with  much  Trouble  that  I  kept 
my  Eyes  open,  Sleep  unfortunately  Hole 
ppon  me  by  Surprize.  In  vain  1  made  all 
jpoilible  Efforts  to  rouze  my  Senfes,  he 
Jpread  his  gentleft  Poppies  round  me, 
the  File  dropp'd  out  of  my  Hands,  and 
I  h^  afleep  as  I  flood. 

The  Gunfmith,  who  obferved  me,  not 
finding  liis  Account  in  thefe  fleepy  Fits, 
roufed  me  the  firfl  Time  with  ^o  terri- 
ble a  Voice,  that  for  a  Qiiarter  of  an 
Hour  I  overcame  my  Inclination  to 
i^  \  but  xhi^  God  of  Sleep  had  too 
ftrongly  fazed  upon  his  Prey,  fo  eafily 

to 
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to  abandon  it,  and  I  again  yielded  to 
his  Power.  Then,  the  Mafter  employ- 
ing a  more  efficacious  Method  to  awake 
me,  applied  a  mofh  dreadful  Blow  with 
his  File  upon  my  Shoulder-bone,  which 
wounded  me  feverely.  There  needed 
no  more  to  difTipate  my  Sleep  entirely, 
and  roufe  my  Fury  againft  the  Gun- 
fmith  ;  that  Inllant  I  difcharged  fo  fierce 
a  Stroke  upon  his  Head  with  the  Barrel 
of  the  Fuzil  that  I  was  filing,  that  he 
flood  in  no  need  of  a  fecond  to  fall  mo- 
tionlefs  at  my  Feet. 

As  foon  as  I  faw  him  upon  the 
Ground  and  weltering  in  his  Blood,  I 
left  the  Houfe,  and  took  my  Flight, 
without  knowing  where  I  fhould  find 
a  Refuge  ;  but  1  did  not  go  far  before 
I  was  itopped  by  a  Crowd  of  People 
that  purllied  me,  and  who  gave  th  ;m- 
felves  the  Trouble  to  carry  me  back  to 
Prifon.  Whilft  they  were  conducting 
me  thither,  I  recoliedted  that  the  Gun- 
fmith,  when  he  pefented  me  to  his  Wife 
in  the  Morning,  had  told  her  with  a 
difcontented  Look,  that  Mailer  Piper 
did  juft  what  he  pleafed  i  and  tliat  this 
Mr.  Goaler  would  fend  five  or  fix  Work- 
I  A,  men 
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men  to  fome  Tradefmen,  whilft  he 
would  grant  but  one  to  another,  and 
that  with  an  Ill-will.  Upon  this  I  laid 
t\i^  Plan  of  the  moft  audacious  Strata- 
gem. I  had  the  Ailurance  to  tell  Ma- 
iler Piper^  that  it  was  upon  his  Account 
I  quarrelled  with  the  Gunfmith,  and 
that  this  wretched  Mechanic  had  faid  a 
thoufand  impertinent  Things  to  me  of 
him,  which  I  could  not  bear. 

Our  haughty  Keeper  took  Fire  upon 
this  falfe  Report,  and  forbid  me  to  be 
laid  in  Irons,  faying  openly,  that  the 
Gunfmith  had  been  treated  as  he  de- 
ferved.  When  I  faw  that  the  Goaler 
gave  credit  frankly  to  what  I  had  iaid 
to  him,  i  began  to  give  him  a  Detail 
of  the  infolent  Difcourfes  this  Artifan 
had  held  about  him,  and  the  Anfwers  I 
had  made  him.  But  not  finding  him- 
ielf  poiTefTcd  of  fo  much  Patience  as  the 
Length  of  my  Recital  exacted  from 
him,  or  ehe  fearing  to  hear  fomcthing 
too  near  the  Truth,  he  impofed  Silence 
upon  me  :  'Tis  enough,  my  Friend, 
faid  he  to  me,  I  am  fatisficd  with  thee  : 
I  fhall  acknowledge  the  Zeal  thou  had: 
iliewn  for  me  by  punifliing  a  perfidious 

Neighbour, 
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Neighbour,   whom  in  a  proper  Time 
and  FJacc  I  fhall  make  repent  of  it. 

The  Effedls  of  his  Gratitude  follow- 
ed his  Promifes  very  foon,  and  to  re- 
compence  me  for  having  fo  couragiouily 
taken  his  Part,  or  rather  for  my  happy 
Faculty  of  Lying,  he  gave  me  a  good 
Soldier's  Coat,  made  me  eat  alone,  and 
doubled  my  Portion.  Befides  this,  he 
permitted  me  to  walk  when  I  would  in 
the  Court  of  the  Prifon.  This  Tafte 
of  Liberty  foon  infpired  me  with  a  vio- 
lent Defire  of  procuring  it  more  fully, 
and  I  was  not  long  in  fearching  the 
Means  of  it.  There  was  againft  the 
Wall  a  long  Pole,  upon  which  the  Sol- 
diers fomedmes  hung  their  Linnen  to 
dry.  I  had  need  of  no  other  Ladder  to 
fcale  the  Walls,  and  it  ferved  me  (till 
more  commodiouQy  to  defcend  into  the 
Street.  After  which  I  left  the  Town 
with  all  imaginable  Expedition. 

It  was  in  this  Manner  that  one  Moon- 
light Night  I  left  the  Prifon  of  King- 
fale,  I  marched  till  it  was  Day- light 
acrofs  the  Lands,  ilill  bending  my  Courfe 
towards  the  North,  according  to  the 
I  5  Defign 
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Defign  I  had  formed  of  repairing  to 
Corky  from  whence  I  was  not  ignorant 
that  VeiTels  often  departed  for  America, 
At  S^n-rilie  I  got  into  a  Wood,  where 
J  refted  myfelf  till  it  was  Noon.  I  left 
there  the  Soldiers  Coat  that  Mailer  Fiper 
h^  fo  generoiifly  made  me  a  Prefent 
of,  and  was  a  little  mortified  to  lofe  it 
thus ;  but  after  having  confidered  that 
it  might  make  me  known,  I  made  a  Sa- 
■cyifice  of  it  to  my  Safety.  I  began  my 
Journey  again,  and  never  flopped  da- 
ling  the  remainder  of  the  Day. 

I'he  Fear  of  falling  into  the  Hands^ 
of  the  Conflables,  hindered  me  from 
following  the  High-roads,,  which  occa- 
fioned  my  going  fix  times  the  Way 
I  needed  to  have  done,  if  I  had  had 
nothing  to  fear.  At  Night  I  fupp'd  on 
ibme  Cabbages,,  that  I  had  picked  up  as 
I  paffed  by  a  Garden.  I  eat  the  Infides 
of  them,  and  made  a  Bed  of  the  targefl 
Leaves.  Such  unwholefome  Nourifh- 
ment,  and  the  Fatigues  of  fo  long  a. 
March,  rendered  me  fo.  weak,  that  the 
third  Day,  not  being  able  to  walk  any 
Ipnger,  I  was  obliged  to  lay  down  in  a 
Meadow,  whi^h  ferved  me  fox  two  Ufes, 

to 
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to  reft  rne>  and  for  my  Subfiftance. 
But  indeed  my  Stomach,  unufed  to  fuch 
Meat,  foon  difcharged  it  •,  and  I  remain- 
ed with  an  Inanition  which  mufl  have 
been  infallibly  followed  by  Death,  if  a 
charitable  old  Man,  advertifed  by  foine 
Children  who  had  feen  me  eating  Grafs, 
had  not  come  to  aflifl  me  with  two  other 
Perfons,  who  conveyed  me  to  a  neigh- 
bouring Village. 

They  laid  me  at  firft  upon  fome  Straw 
in  a  Barn,  where  a  Man  of  a  very  un- 
common Stature,  who  feemed  to  me 
only  to  be  a  Domeftick,  drew  near  to 
me.  He  queftioned  me  upon  my  Re- 
hgion,  and  being  convinced  by  my  An- 
fwers  that  I  was  a  Catholick,  he  imme-  ^ 
diately  made  them  carry  me  into  a  little 
Chamber,  where  having  repaired  as  foon 
as  they  had  put  me  into  Bed,  he  ap- 
peared to  intereil  himfelf  in  my  Pre- 
fervation.  The  firft  thing  that  they  did* 
^as  to  clear  mx,  by  a  ilrong  Emetick,  of 
all  the  Herbs  that  I  had  eat.  This  Re- 
medy, though  a  very  falutary  one,,  ex- 
haufted  the  litde  Strength  I  had  \t% 
and  1  remained  motionlefs  for  a  Quar- 
ter of  an  Hour.  The  tall  Man  believ- 
ing 
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ing  that  I  was  going  to  expire,  ordered 
all  who  were  in  the  Chamber  to  with- 
draw, then  coming  clofe  to  my  Ear,  he 
told  me,  with  a  loud  Voice,  to  implore 
the  Pardon  of  God,  which  I  did  men- 
tally, not  being  able  to  pronounce  one 
"Word  -,  I  heard  that  he  gave  me  the 
Abfolution,  after  which  he  retired. 

Upon  his  Retreat,  feveral  other  Per- 
fons  came  in  with  Milk,  of  which,  by 
tormenting  me,  they  forced  me  to  fwal- 
low  feme  Drops :  This  being  done,  they 
thought  proper  to  leave  me  to  take  fome 
Reil,  and  certainly  by  that  they  faved 
my  Life;  fori  fell  into  a  profound  Sleep, 
which  lafled  five  or  fix  Hours  without 
Interruption,  and  the  next  Day  I  found 
myfelf  out  of  Danger :  I  expe6led  then 
to  have  feen  again  the  tall  Man  that  I 
have  Ipoke  of,  but  he  never  appeared 
again.  I  judged  that  it  was  fome  Prieft 
concealed  in  the  Family  or  the  Neigh- 
bourhood :  Nay,  I  do  not  yet  know 
whether  it  was  not  a  Bifhop,  who,  like 
thofe  of  the  Primitive  Church,  had  no 
Train  nor  Equipage,  but  his  good 
V/orks,  and  his  Virtues.  Vv^hat  makes 
me  imagine  it  v/as  a  Prelate  was,  that 

after 
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after  he  had  abfolved  me,  and  exhorted 
me  to  offer  my  Sufferings  to  the  Lord, 
if  I  am  not  miftaken,  he  gave  his  Blef- 
fing  to  the  Hoil,  who  was  alone  in  the 
Chamber  with  us,  and  who  fell  upon  his 
Knees  to  receive  it.  I  fay,  if  I  was  not 
miftaken,  for  in  the  Condition  I  was  then 
in,  I  could  fcarce  depend  upon  the  Tef- 
timony  of  my  Eyes. 

After  fome  Days,  I  felt  myfelf  per* 
fedlly  recovered  ;  then  the  good  Peo- 
ple, to  whom  I  ow'd  this  Obhgation,  to 
compleat  generoufly  the  fulfihing  all  the 
Duties  of  Holpitality,  put  me  into  the 
Road  to  Cork,  with  fix  Shillings,  a  good 
Suit  of  Cloaths,  two  new  Shirts,  and  a 
little  Bag,  in  which  there  was  much 
more  Bread  and  Salt  Beef  than  I  could 
ufe  before  I  came  to  my  Journey's  End, 
fince  I  had  but  four  Miles  to  go. 

I  was  too  unfortunate  to  be  atle  to 
preferve  all  this  any  Time  -,  I  had  not 
walked  three  Quarters  of  an  Hour  before 
I  met  two  Conftables.  They  would 
perhaps  have  let  me  pafs  by,  without 
faying  any  thing  to  me,  if  the  Dread  of 
returning  to  Prifon  had  not  made  me 

quit 
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quit  the  high  Road,  and  run  towards  a 
Wood,  which  was  at  a  fmall  Diflance 
from  it.  By  this  I  rendered  myfelf  fuf- 
peded  ;  they  judging  that  I  fled  from 
them,  and  that  it  was  not  certainly  with- 
out a  Reafon  :  They  foon  overtook  me, 
and  fummoned  me  to  yield  to  them 
without  RefiftanCe.  If  I  had  had  equal 
Arms,  I  fhould  eafily  have  put  them  to 
Flight,  or  conitrained  them  to  afk  for 
Quarter  ;  I  endeavoured  to  defend  my- 
felf, however,  as  much  difarmed  as  I 
Was,  but  I  got  nothing  by  it  but  Blows. 
They  were  the  ftrongefl  Party.  They 
carried  me  to  the  Houfe  of  a  Peafant, 
where  they  tied  my  Hands  and  Feet,, 
and  gave  me  in  Charge  to  the  Matter  of 
the  Family,  till  their  Return  from  an 
Expedition  they  were  upon.  They  re- 
commended to  him  to  watch  carefully 
over  me,  under  Pain  of  being  impri- 
foned  for  me,  affuring  him,  on  the  con- 
trary, that  he  fhould  be  well  paid  for 
his  Trouble,  if  he  did  not  let  me  efcape. 
They  even  promifed  him  all  my  Spoils, 
the  better  to  engage  him  to  keep  me 
fecurely. 

Tlie 
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The  Countryman  was  enchanted  with 
this  Promife,  and  looking  upon  my 
Cloaths  as  a  Treafure  that  akeady  be- 
longed to  him,  he  took  the  Precaution, 
left  I  (hould  fpoil  them  in  the  Night,  to 
ftrip  me  of  them  before-hand,  and  put 
me  on  an  old  ragged  Suit  of  his.  To 
this  efFe<5t,  he,  with  four  or  five  others, 
began  to  ad  the  Parts  of  my  Valets  de 
.Cbambre^  he  untied  my  Hands,  and 
made  this  Exchange  even  to  my  Shirt 
included.  I  fuffered  all  with  .admirable 
Patience;  and  my  Goaler  was  fo  fatis- 
fied  with  my  Docility,  that  he  liften'd 
to  the  Prayers  I  made  him,  not  to  tk 
me  fb  very  ftraitly,  that  I  might  be  able 
to  lay  down  and  fleep.  When  I  had 
^pped  upon  the  Provifions  I  had  in  my 
Knapfack,  I  threw  myfelf  upon  feme 
Straw,  where,  out  of  Curiofity  fearch- 
ing  in  the  Pockets  of  the  ragged  Habit 
they  had  put  me  on^  what  was  my 
Tranlpdrt  at  finding  there  a  Knifcj, 
which  they  had  not  been  fo  careful  as  ta 
remember.  I  foon  knew  what  Ufe  I 
could  make  of  it  i  it  ferved  me  very  rea- 
dily to  cut  the  Cords  with*  which  I  was 
lied,  and  as  loon  as  I  had  Reafon  to^ 
think  that  the  Peafant  and  his  Family 

were 
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were  afleep,  I  went  foftly  out  of  the 
Houfe,  fully  fatisfied  at  coming  off  with 
the  Lofs  of  my  Cloaths. 

I  again  took  the  Road  to  Cork^  where 
I  arrived  early  in  the  Morning  •,  but  not 
chufing  to  enter  the  Town  in  the  Equi- 
page that  thefe  Peafants  had  put  me  in, 
I  paiTed  the  Night  at  the  Port,  which  I 
examined  with  great  Attention.  I  re- 
marked feveral  Sloops  that  it  would  have 
been  eafy  for  me  to  have  carried  off,  if 
I  had  had  Companions,  but  I  did  not 
pretend  to  undertake  fuch  an  Enter- 
pnze  alone.  When  I  faw  the  Night 
approach,  I  retired  to  a  kind  of  Farm, 
at  the  End  of  the  Suburbs.  I  fought 
for  a  Place  there  where  I  might  ileep 
under  Covert,  and  conceal  myfelf.  I 
perceived  a  little  Stable  open,  at  a  Dif- 
tance  from  any  Houfe,  and  I  went  into 
it  foftly. 

I  had  fcarce  fet  my  Foot  in  it,  before 
I  heard  two  Animals  grunt,  as  if  to  ad- 
vertife  me  that  the  Place  was  taken.  If 
I  had  had  to  deal  with  rcafonable  Crea- 
tures, I  fhould  have  employed  Prayers 
and  Civility,  to  obtain  a  fmall  Share  of 

their 
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their  Lodging  -,  but  finding  myfelf  un- 
der a  Neceflity  of  placing  myfelf  with- 
out their  Permiffion,  I  advanced  towards 
them,  taking  care,  as  much  as  poffible,  not 
to  incommode  them  •,  however,  with  all 
my  Complaifance,  I  had  the  Misfortune 
to  tread  upon  one  of  their  Legs,  and 
the  Pain  that  he  felt  made  him  rife  in  a 
PafTion  to  go  out.  I  immediately  feiz- 
ed  upon  his  Place,  and  did  not  reftore  it 
to  him  when  he  returned,  after  having 
{laid  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour  at  the  Door ; 
neverthelefs  he  ftretched  himfelf  by  me, 
after  w^hich  we  were  very  quiet,  and 
continued  good  Friends  for  the  reft  of 
the  Night. 

I  pafTed  the  following  Night  in  the 
fame  Lodging,  but  as  I  had  eat  nothing 
fince  m.y  leaving  the  Peafant's,  Hunger 
began  once  more  to  affect  me ;  in  vain, 
for  to  refrefh  myfelf,  I  drank  abundant- 
ly of  a  fine  clear  Stream,  that  run  about 
twenty  Paces  from  the  Farm  ;  this  only 
appeafed  my  Stomach  for  a  Moment. 
At  length,  unable  to  fupport  this  any 
longer,  on  the  third  Day  I  came  out 
of  my  Retreat,  to  fee  if  any  one  would 
offer  me  a  Morfel  of  Bread.     I  walked 
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a  confiderableTime  upon  the  Port, where, 
notwithftandingthe  dreadful  Hunger  that 
tormented  me,  I  took  a  PJeafure  in  con- 
fidering  the  Veffels  that  prefcnted  them- 
■felves  to  my  View;  and  I  did  not  fee 
one  under  Sail,  without  feprefenting  to 
myfelf  what  I  would  do  if  it  was  mine, 
I  had  an  Air  that  infpired  CompafTion, 
iand  I  perceived  plainly,  by  the  manner 
in  which  feveral  People  looked  upon 
me,  that  they  would  willingly  have  giv- 
^n  me  an  Alms,  if  I  could  have  brought 
myfelf  to  demand  it  of  them,  but  that 
m.y  Haughtinefs  abfolutely  prevented 
me  from  fubmitting  to,  I  was  not, 
however,  any  longer  the  Mafter  of  my 
{df^  when  a  Maid-Servant  came  and 
threw  out,  ahnoft  at  my  Feet,  a  Bafket- 
full  of  the  Refufe  of  the  Kitchen,  among 
which  I  remarked  fom.e  Remains  of 
Roots  and  Cabbages,  that  tempted  me 
to  fuch  a  Degree,*  that  I  feized  upon 
them  With  the  moil  exceflive  Greedinefs. 

Two  Quakers,  who  by  Chance  pafled 
by  me  at  that  Moment,  v/ere  Witnefles 
of  this  Action,  and  penetrated  with  the 
Mifery  to  which  they  v/ere  fenfible  I  mufl 
be  reduced,  and  willing  to  accommodate 
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themfelves  to  the  Shame  which  prevent- 
ed me  from  holding  out  my  Hands  to 
-the  Paffengers,  they  each  of  them  threw 
me  a  Shilling,  without  (lopping  to  fpeak 
to  me,  left  it  Ihould  give  me  Pain.  I 
made  them  a  low  Bow,  and  gathered 
up  this  Charity,  with  which  I  went  into 
a  poor  Eating-Houfe,  where  I  made 
myfelf  amends  for  my  long  Faft  \  after 
this,  retiring  to  the  Farm,  I  regained 
my  Stable. 

I  did  not  pafs  this  Night  in  fo  much 
Tranquility  as  I  had  done  the  preced- 
ing, the  enormous  Repaft  which  I  had 
indulged  myfelf  in  baniilied  all  Peace 
ftnd  Concord ;  for  in  a  few  Hours  after  I 
was  kid  down,  a  burning  Fever  feized 
upon  my  Blood,  and  threw  me  into  a 
Delirium.  Contrary  to  the  Laws  of 
Holpitality,  I  began  to  fight  and  ftrike 
my  two  Hofts,  crying  out,  as  if  I  had 
been  in  a  Battle  with  my  Savages  againft 
the  Ettglijh,  My  Reafon  fometimes  re- 
turned, and  whilft  that  alTifted  me  I 
kept  Silence ;  but  as  foon  as  ever  it 
forfook  me,  I  began  again  to  cry  out 
and  ftruggle.  I  fuppofe  I  went  on  thus 
for  the  whole  Night,  and  during  my 
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Delirium  feveral  Things  happened  that 
I  had  no  Knowledge  of:  Ail  that  I  can 
fay  is,  that  in  the  Morning,  when  I  re- 
covered the  Ufe  of  my  Senfes,  I  was 
not  a  little  altonifhed  to  find  myfelf  in 
the  midft  of  a  Dozen  Women,  who 
faid  to  one  another,  "The  Man's  a  dying  I 
^he  Man's  a  dying  ! 

From  the  Stable  I  had  been  conveyed 
to  a  Chamber  tollerably  fiirnifhed,  and 
put  into  a  very  good  Bed.  I  learn'd 
that  I  owed  this  charitable  AfTifbance  to 
an  Englifi  Lady,  the  Widow  of  Mr. 
Eckfon^  an  Oflicer  of  Cork^  who  had  been 
killed  in  the  lad  Campaign.  This  La- 
dy had  been  educated  at  London  by  a 
French  Woman,  who  had  infpired  her 
with  a  Kindnels  and  Benevolence  for 
the  French^  of  which  fhe  then  gave  me 
a  Proof.  S\\z  adlired  me,  that  v/ith  her 
I  v/as  in  perfed:  Safety,  and  promifed  to 
procure  me  a  PafTage  over  into  France^ 
as  foon  as  my  Health  was  thoroughly 
re-eftablifhed,  and,  at  the  fame  Time, 
furnifhed  me  with  Linnen  and  with 
Cloaths.  This  charitable  Lady  might 
beftow  all  thefe  Favours  upon  me  with 
Impunity  j    my   Figure   prcferved   her 

Cha- 


the  Chevalier  de  Beauchene.     1 89 

Char^fler  from  the  Icail:  Imputation  of 
Scandal ;  I  was  fo  filthy,  fo  pale,  fa 
meagre,  and  fo  hideous,  that  I  nad  mere 
the  Look  of  a  Sped:re  than  that  of  a 
Man. 

I  remained  above  two  Months  with 
Mrs.  Eckfon^  who,  to  avoid  the  Re- 
proaches of  a  Nation  fo  much  at  En- 
mity with  our's,  made  me  pafs  for  a  Re- 
lation of  the  French  Woman  who  had 
brought  her  up.  During  that  Time  I 
recovered  my  Plealth  indrely.  Then 
my  generous  Hoftefs,  who  was  fenfible 
that,  notwithftanding  the  Intereft  (he 
took  in  my  Fate,  I  fhould  never  enjoy 
a  perfed  Tranquility  of  Mind  whilft  I 
was  in  Ireland^  was  the  firil  to  fearch  an 
Occafion  of  conveying  me  from  thence. 
She  put  me  on  board  a  Ship  bound  to 
Jamaica^  the  Captain  of  v^hich  engaged 
himfelf  to  fet  me  afliore  in  Hifpaniolay 
where,  as  I  faid,  I  had  an  agreeable 
Eftablilhment. 

I  took  care  upon  the  Voyage,  not  to 
tell  the  Englijh  who  I  was,  and  upon 
what  Defign  I  went  to  the  Antilles.     If 
the  Captain  had  known  me,  notwith- 
ftanding 
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{landing  the  Promife  he  had  given  to 
Mrs.  EckfoUy  he  would  have  fent  nus  to- 
the  Bottom  of  the  Sea,  to  finifh  a 
Life  there,  which  I  only  preferved  to 
make  the  moft  cruel  War  againft  his 
Nation.  When  they  made  the  Cape 
Tiburon^  as  they  ufually  do  in  going 
from  Europe  to  Jamaica^  he  put  me  in- 
to the  Sloop,  and  ordered  me  to  be  fet 
aihore.  From  thence  going  from  one 
Plantation  to  another,  I  reached  at  length 
to  Petit  Goave,  where  Monfieur  de 
Choifeuil  was  extremely  furprized  to  fee 
me  again. 

He  could  not,  without  fhivering  with 
Indignation,  hear  the  Recital  I  made 
him  of  the  rigorous  Treatment  1  had  re- 
ceived at  Jamaica^  and  in  Ireland.  I 
painted  it  to  him  in  fuch  lively  Colours, 
that  he  applauded  the  Impatience  I  tefti- 
fied,  to  revenge  myfelf  and  all  the  un- 
happy Wretches  who  had  perifhed  in  this 
long  and  cruel  Slavery.  Whilfl  I  was 
in  this  pious  Dilpofition,  he  gave  me  a 
VefTel,  called  the  Brave^  and  for  AfTo- 
ciates  ninety  Men,  whom  he  found 
means  to  affemble  in  lefs  than  a  Month, 
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and  who  were  all  highly  proper  to  fe- 
cond  my  Intentions. 

I  foon  put  to  Sea  with  thefe  Corppa- 
nions.  It  was  now  above  two /Years 
fince^I  had  had  a  Cutlafs  at  my  Side;  I 
burn'd  with  Impadence  to  make  a  Trial 
upon  the  Englijh,  whether  I  ftiU  knew 
how  to  make  ufe  of  it.  Inflead  of  wait- 
ing for  an  Opportunity,  which  migh; 
have  made  me  languiih  for  fome  Time,; , 
I  went  in  fearch  of  one  upon  the  Coafts 
of  Jamaica,  cruizing  audacioufly  within 
Sight  of  their  Ports. 

The  firft  VefTel  diat  we  met,  which 
was  deftined  to  bear  all  the  Weight  of 
our  Vengeance  and  Fury,  had  only 
eighteen  Guns,  and  a  hundred  and  thirty 
Men.  The  Captain  who  commanded 
it  was  a  Qy,  one-ey'd,  old  Sailor,  who 
had  already  had  to  do  widi  tht  Priva- 
teers. As  foon  as  he  faw  that  we  were 
fo,  and  that  we  difpofed  ourfeives  to  at- 
tack him,  far  from  endeavouring  to 
make  a  Chace,  he  feemed  to  defign  to 
make  Head  againft  us,  or  at  leaft  to 
parley  widi  us.  In  efFea,  he  fent  his 
Sloop  to  propofe,  that  we  fiaould  both 
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continue  our  different  Routes.  He  told 
us,  he  believed  we  could  neither  of  us  do 
better  -,  that  he  was  very  fenfible  there 
was  nothing  to  be  got  with  us;  and 
that  if  we  would  detach  two  Men  to 
come  on  board  him,  he  would  let  them 
fee,  that  he  carried  nothing  that  was 
worth  fo  much  as  the  Powder  that  we 
fhould  lofe  by  him,  as,  unfortunately 
for  him,  he  had  miffed  of  his  Loading : 
In  a  word,  that  there  was  nothing  but 
Blows  to  be  got  on  either  Side. 

The  one-ey'd  Captain  faid  the  Truth ; 
we  did  not  at  all  doubt  of  it,  and  it 
would  have  been  Prudence  not  to  come 
to  Adlion  with  him ;  but  we  were  in 
Search  of  the  Englijh^  and  we  defired  to 
meet  them  more  to  ufe  them  ill  than  to 
carry  off  their  Riches.  The  Captain 
having  found,  by  our  Anfwer,  that 
we  rejeded  his  Propofition,  as  reafon- 
able  as  it  was,  made  us  fully  fenfible 
that  Fear  had  had  no  Share  in  it.  He 
bore  up  to  us  courageoufly,  and  did 
not  refufe  the  Boarding-,  yet  it  fuc- 
ceeded  ill  with  him,  for  he  was  obliged 
to  flrike,  after  an  Engagement  of  a  quar^ 
ter  of  an  Hour. 

Our 
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Our  Prize,  in  efFed,  juftified  what  the 
Captain  had  laid  of  it ;  it  appear'd  fo  poor 
to  us,  that  we  blew  it  up,  after  having  fet  a- 
fhore  what  remain'd  of  the  Company ;  and 
having' given  thofe  unhappy  "Wretches  a 
Treatment,  that  the  Remembrance  of 
that  which  the  French  had  fuffered  in 
the  Prifons  oi  King f ale ^  could  fcarce  ren- 
der excufable.  I  only  leave  you  your 
Lives,  faid  I  to  them,  that  you  may  in- 
form your  Correipondents  in  Ireland^ 
that  I  fhall  treat  in  this  manner  all  the 
Englijh  that  fall  into  my  Hands,  till  I 
have  revenged,  at  leall  Man  for  Man, 
fifteen  hundred  French  Prifoners,  whom 
they  forced  to  perifh  miferably  in  the 
Prifons  of  King/ale.  Let  them  recolledt 
the  Chevallier  Beauchene^  added  I ;  they 
know  the  Name  ;  this  is  only  a  Prelude 
to  what  they  mull  exped  from  me. 

We  made  off  with  the  greateft  Dif- 
patch  from  the  Coafts  of  Jamaica^  not 
doubdng  but  the  Ships  that  were  Ration- 
ed there  would  fopn  come  in  Search  of 
us  upon  that  Sea.  We  held  a  Council, 
and  it  was  reiblved  that  we  would  go  to 
cruize  near  the  Canaries ^  where  we  might, 
befide  the  Englijh^  meet  with  fome  Por- 
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///^^^/^VeflTels, which  feldom  retiirn'd  that 
Way,  it  was  faid,  without  a  large  Quan- 
tity of  Gold-Dufl  from  the  Coafl  of 

Africa. 

This  Run  was  very  fatiguing  to  us, 
and  the  contrary  Winds  made  us  employ 
fo  much  Time  in  it,  that  as  foon  almoft 
as  we  arrived  we  were  obliged  to  put  in 
for  Refrefhmcnt  at  the  Canaries.  We 
defigned  to  have  refted  ourfelves  at  thefe 
Iflands,  till  about  a  Dozen  of  our  Bre- 
thren, who  were  then  ill,  fhould  be  tho- 
roughly recover'd  •,  but  there  were  in  the 
Town  of  Canary.,  as  well  as  in  that  of 
St.  Domingo^  Ladies,  who,  not  hating 
the  French^  had  foon  acquired  us  the 
Averfion  of  the  Spaniards.  We  per- 
ceived at  firft,  that  we  muft  be  more 
referved  there  tlian  in  America^  and  ufe 
greater  Circumfpeclion,  as  Juftice  was 
very  rigoroufly  obeyed  in  the  Place,  and 
they  had  not  the  fame  Refped  for  the 
Name  of  Privateer  that  they  had  in  the 
Antilles.  The  Governor  himfelf  feem'd 
to  affeft  not  to  ufe  us  with  all  the  Re- 
gard that  we  imagined  he  ought  to  have 
done. 

He 
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He  ihewed  fo  little  Complaifance  to 
OS,  that  he  concern'd  himfelf  as  if  it  had 
httn  his  own  Quarrel,  in  a  little  Difpute 
we  had  with  fome  of  the  Citizens,  and 
which  occafioned  our  leaving  the  Place 
fooner  than  we  had  defigned.  The  De- 
tail of  the  Affair  was  this :  Several  of  the 
Citizens  took  upon  them  one  Day  to 
pretend  to  vifit  our  VefTeJ,  in  order  to 
Tearch  for  two  young  Women,  who  moft 
certainly  were  not  there,  and  who  fee- 
ing that  all  the  Harm  that  pafled  in  the 
Tow^n  was  placed  to  our  Account,  1  pre- 
firme,  had  made  ufe  of  the  Opportunity 
to  get  themfelves  carried  off  by  their 
Lovers.  We  declared  to  the  Citizens, 
that  we  had  neither  Maid  nor  Wife 
on  board,  and  that  they  muft  be  fatisfi- 
ed  with  our  Declaration,  The  Citizens 
went  and  made  their  Complaints  of  us 
to  the  Governor,  who  deliver' d  them  an 
Order  for  us  to  let  them  enter  into  our 
Veflel,  and  fearch  it  thoroughly.  They 
came  to  the  Number  of  above  a  hundred 
to  prefent  this  Order  to  us,  which  we  def - 
pifed  inftead  of  refpefting.  Upon  this  the 
Citizens,  thinking  to  indmidate  us,  be- 
gan to  talk  of  Prifons,  Dungeons,  and 
li*ons,  Vvhich  we  no  fooner  heard,  but 
K  2  w€ 
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we  threw  ourfelves  upon  thefe  bullying 
Gentlemen,  who  at  firft  feemed  to  put 
themfelves  in  a  Poflure  of  Defence  -,  we 
laid  about  a  Dozen  of  them  dead  upon 
the  'pot,  and  the  reft  took  their  Flight. 
Then,  v/ithout  Lofs  of  Time,  we  weigh- 
ed Anchor  diredly,  highly  fatisned  with 
having  demoliihed  the  Citizens. 

We  were  fcarce  got  ofT  to  Sea,  be- 
fore we  perceived  with  Sorrow  that  three 
of  our  Companions  were  wanting.  We 
were  certain  they  were  not  killed  in  the 
Engagement,  fince  none  of  our  Party 
had  been  fo  much  as  wounded  •,  there- 
fore we  were  perfwaded  they  were  in 
the  Town.  To  recover  them  again  with 
a  high  Hand,  we  cruized  upon  the 
Coafts  of  the  IPiand,  and  about  a  League 
from  the  Port  meeting  with  a  large  Spa- 
nijh  Bark,  who  not  imiagining  fhe  had 
any  Reafon  to  diftruft  us,  fuffered  us  to 
board  her,  and  we  foon  made  ourfelves 
Mailers  of  her.  We  brought  her  in 
Tow  within  Sight  of  Canary  j  and  we 
fent  two  Spaniards  in  our  Sloop  to  tell 
the  Governor,  that  if  he  did  not  fend 
us  back  our  three  Privateers  upon  the 
Spot,  we  would  fet  fire  to  our  Prize 
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before  his  Eyes,  and  blow  her  up  with 
the  threefcore  Men  in  her  tliat  com- 
pofed  her  Crew.  The  Reprifal  neither 
fuiting  with  the  Governor,  nor  the  Spa- 
niards^ they  reftored  our  three  Brethren 
to  us,  who  themfelves  brought  back  our 
Sloop. 

We  coafted  for  fome  Time  upon  the 
Shore  of  Africa^  from  whence  we  went 
to  Senegal!^  and  from  thence  to  the  Fort 
of  Goeree.  We  cruized  after  this  along 
the  Grain  Coafl,  where,  whilil  we  took 
in  Wood  and  Water,  fome  Negroes 
made  us  underfland  that  there  was  a 
large  EngUflj  Ship  in  the  River  Gam- 
bia. The  Natives  of  this  Coail  hate 
the  EngUJh.  Monfieur  de  Gennes  found ' 
it  fo  in  the  Year  one  thoufand  fix  hun- 
dred  and  ninety-five,  when  he  took  from 
them  in  this  River  the  Ifland  and  Foit 
of  St,  James ^v^h'ich  he  blew  up,  after 
having  carried  off  above  eighty  Pieces 
of  Cannon,  and  a  large  Quantity  of 
Merchandize.  We  v/ent  up  the  River 
as  far  as  the  Little  Ifland  of  Dogs,  where 
we  found  the  Veflel  we  were  in  fearch 
of.     ShQ  made  a  long  and  noble  Re- 
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fillanGe,  though  fhe  had  but  fixteen  Guns 
and  fixty  Men. 

There  was  on  board  of  this  Yt^tl  two 
French  Priibners,  who  told  us  they  had 
been  dragged  from  Ocean  to  Ocean  for 
feveral  Years,  to  force  them  to  redeem 
themfelves  by  an  exorbitant  Ranfom 
that  was  demanded  of  them,  and  which 
they  were  not  in  a  Situation  to  pay. 
They  had  been  talcen  in  endeavouring 
to  return  into  France  from  Canada,  where 
one  of  them  had  retired  to  avoid  the 
Confequenccs  of  a  Duel,  and  the  other 
to  fcarch  for  and  bring  back  into  France^ 
by  Order  of  the  Minifter,  a  Woman, 
whofe  Death  had  render'd  his  Attempt 
fruitlefs. 

I  queftioned  this  lafl:  extremely,  and 
the  more  I  confidcred  him,  the  more  I 
thought  he  was  not  unknown  to  me. 
Montreal,  Cbambly,  Sorel,  Frovtenac^ 
Jie  knew  all  thofe  Places.  I  defircd  him 
to  inform  me  of  his  Name,  and  he  told 
he  was  called  the  Count  de  Monne^ille, 
This  Name  deilroyed  all  my  Ideas,  but 
I  recolleded  them  again  the  next  Day  in 
Converfation  Vv'ith  liim  j  our  Difcourfe 
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gave  Occanon  to  a  Knowledge  of  each 
other,  that  afforded  us  both  an  equal  Plea- 
fure.  As  we  were  fpeaking  of  the  Ex- 
pedition of  Monfieur  de  Frontenac  againfl 
the  Iroquefe^  I  told  him  that  I  was  my- 
felf  at  that  Time  amongfl  thofe  Savages, 
and  that  I  was  taken  Prifoner,  and 
brought  back  to  my  Parents,  by  an  Of- 
ficer, called  Le  G end-re. 

At  the  Name  of  Le  Gendre,  he  inter- 
rupted me,  and  looking  upon  me  with 
more  Attention  than  he  had  done  before. 
It  was  I  then,  cried  he,  who  did  you 
that  Service,  for  that  was  the  Name 
which  I  then  bore.  Can  it  be  poiTible, 
added  he,  that  you  was  one  of  thofe 
Children  whom  I  carried  off  from  the 
Iroquefe?  No,  certainly,  replied  I,  but 
you  fee  in  me  the  young  Man,  who 
foolifhly  acling  the  Iroquefe^  tho'  a  Ca- 
nadian^ had  very  near  forfeited  his  Life 
for  the  ridiculous  Defire  of  pafTing  in 
earnefl  for  a  Savage.  Therefore,  I  have 
done  more  for  you  now,  continued  I 
fmiling,  than  you  did  forme  then,  fince  I 
deliver  you  from  the  Hands  of  a  Nation 
that  you  deteft  ;  and,  on  the  contrary, 
you  carried  me  off*  from  a  Country  that 
K4  I 
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I  love,  and  for  which  I  refolved  to  die. 
1  own  that  I  am  ftill  indebted  to  you, 
refumed  he,  and  I  hope  that  you  will 
put  me  under  a  Neceffity  of  owing  you 
Itill  more.  I  defired  him  to  explain 
himfelf  more  clearly,  and  he  affured  me, 
that,  except  from  the  Pleafure  of  meet- 
ing me  again,  the  Liberty  I  had  reftor'd 
would  have  no  Charms  for  him,  whilfl: 
he  enjoyed  it  out  of  France, 

I  protefled  to  him,  that  I  did  not 
think  of  obliging  him  by  halves  ;  that  I 
would  do  all  that  depended  upon  me  to 
find  an  Opportunity  of  fending  him 
back  to  his  own  Country  -,  and  that  it 
was  the  leaft  Proof  he  might  expe6l 
from  the  Gratitude  I  had  for  all  the  ge- 
nerous Treatment  which  I  received  from 
him,  when  he  might  have  ufed  me  like 
a  Slave.  The  Friend  (hip,  which  from 
that  Moment  we  renewed  with  each 
other,  in  a  few  Days  became  fo  ftrong, 
that  we  began  to  live  together  like  two 
Brothers,  who  loved  each  other  tender- 
ly. We  received  him  as  a  Privateer, 
together  with  the  Gentleman  who  was 
with  him  ;  and,  without  having  a  Re- 
gard to  the  Date  of  their  Reception,  we 

Ihared 
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iKared  the  Booty  equally  with  them, 
though  they  were  themfelves  a  Part 
of  it. 

Monneville  had  a  gay,  lively  Wit, 
full  of  Repartee,  which  made  his  Con- 
verfation  highly  entertaining.  The  Joy 
of  feeing  himfelf  at  Liberty,  and  the 
Hopes  of  returning  foon  again  into  his 
native  Country,  where,  he  faid,  he  had 
a  fine  Seat,  and  an  Eftate  of  a  conQder- 
able  Revenue,  made  him  recover  all  the 
Gaiety  that  I  had  feen  him  with  in  Ca- 
nada, He  amufed  us  fo  agreeably  eve- 
ry Day,  by  the  Hiftories  he  related  to 
us,  that  we  were  continually  furround- 
ing  him,  and  were  as  attentive  to  hear- 
ken to  him,  as  the  Populace  when 
they  are  liftening  to  the  Difcourfe  of  a 
Quack  Orator. 

One  Day,  when  he  was  melancholly 
and  thoughtful,  contrary  to  his  ufual 
Cuftom,  I  faid  to  him,  Monfieur,  the 
Count,  you  are  no  longer  with  us  j  you 
are  thinking  inceflantly  of  your  Return 
into  France  •,  you  count  all  the  Moments 
^hilft  it  is  delayed.  Do  not  think  that 
a  Crime  in  me,  replied  he  fighing.  I 
K5  had 
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had  formed  a  happy  Union  in  my  own 
Country,  which  I  had  fcarce  tailed  the 
Sweets  of,  when  an  abfolute  Command 
obliged  me  to  return  into  Canada^  and 
from  thence  I  fell  into  thofe  Chains  which 
you  have  broke.  You  ought  to  pardon 
me  the  Impatience  I  have  to  go  and  dry 
up  the  Tears  of  a  Mother,  and  of  a 
Wife,  who  are  both  infinitely  dear  to 
me. 

He  was  almoft  in  Tears  as  he  pro- 
nounced thefe  laft  'Words,,  and  as  there 
was  not  a  Privateer  but  had  conceived  an 
AfFedion  for  him,  we  were  all  fenfible 
of  his  Grief  j  not  to  irritate  it,  we  left 
hirn  to  refledl  at  Leifure  upon  the  Re- 
membrance  of  his  Family,  yet  we  had 
all  a  Curiofity  to  hear  the  Recital  of  his 
Adventures,  and  I  in  particular.  There- 
fore, the  next  Day,  feeing  he  had  reco- 
vered his  ufual  Humour,  we  conjured 
him  to  relate  to  us  the  Hillory  of  his 
Life.  Gentlemen,  faid  he  to  us,  you 
demand  a  Detail  of  me,  which  will  prove 
a  very  long  one  ;  you  w^ill  certainly  re- 
pent of  your  Curiofity,  if  I  have  the  In- 
difcretion  to  fatisfy  it. 

The 
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The  more  Monneville  excufed  himfelf 
from  fatisfying  our  Defires,  the  more  we 
prefTed  him  not  to  refufe  us  that  Plea- 
fure.  All  my  Companions  and  myfelf 
perfifted  fo  obftinately  in  our  Entreaties, 
that  he  at  length  yielded  to  our  Requeft. 
The  Privateers  formed  a  Circle  round 
him  upon  the  Ship,  and  he  began  his 
Hiftory  as  it  is  wrote  in  the  following 
Book.

BOOK     III. 

Monncville  relates  the  myfierious  Htftory 
of  his  Birth,  He  is  brought  up  till 
the  Age  of  twelve  under  the  Dtfguife 
of  a  Girl  in  the  Caftle  of  the  Baron  du 
Mefnil,  with  Lucilia  the  file  Heirefs 
of  that  Nobleman.  A  Financer^  de- 
ceived by  the  Drefs  of  Monneville, 
carries  him  to  Paris,  under  the  Pretext 
of  placing  him  with  a  Lady  in  quality 
of  her  Woman ;  but  having  other  Views 
upon  this  falfe  Peafanty  he  places  her 

in 
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in  a  Convent  as  a  Penjioner^  [pares 
nothing  for  her  Educationy  and  at 
length  propofes  to  marry  her,  Monne- 
ville,  to  avoid  his  Importunities^  fear  ches 
and  at  length  finds  Means  to  leave  the 
Convent,  He  puts  on  the  Habit  of  a 
Cavalier^  makes  a  Conqueft  of  an  Ac- 
trefsy  and  becomes  Clerk  to  a  great 
Man  in  the  Re'9enues^  who  endeavours 
to  marry  him  to  his  Daughter  by  force, 
Monneville  refufes  to  confent  to  it. 
Upon  his  Refufal  he  is  arreftedy  con- 
veyed to  Prifon^  and  the  next  Day  fent 
to  Canada. 

N  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
and  fixty-feven,  after  the 
Death  of  Philip  the  IVth, 
King  of  Spain^  Louis  the 
XlVth,  refolving  to  do  him- 
felf  Juftice,  and  maintain  the  Rights  he 
had  by  the  Queen,  Maria  iherefa  of 
Aufiria^  his  Confort,  over  feveral  Do- 
mains in  the  Low  Countries^  put  him- 
felf  at  the  Head  of  his  Troops,  and 
marched  into  Flanders  with  a  moft  Ihin- 
ing  Army. 

The 
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The  Count  de  Monnevilky  who  had 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  in  the  farmer  Wars, 
would  not  fail  of  attending  that  Mo- 
narch, and  was  accompanied  by  his  two 
Sons,  who  had  juft  finifhed  their  Exer- 
cifes  at  Paris ^  the  eldeft  being  fcven- 
teen,  and  the  other  only  fixteen  i'ears 
old.  He  wilhed  that  fighting  by  his 
Side  in  a  Company  of  Horfe  which  he 
commanded,  they  might  -fee,  that  if 
the  French  Nohlejfe  always  perform  Pro- 
digies of  Valour,  they  are  fhiil  more  in- 
vincible when  they  combat  under  the 
Eye  of  their  Sovereign. 

The  Siege  of  Charier oy  was  the  open- 
ing of  the  Campaign,  and  our  two  young 
Volunteers  had  the  Happinefs  to  iigna- 
lize  themfelves  by  fbme  Adions  of  Va- 
lour, which  Monfieur  de  Turenne  himfelf 
did  not  difdain  to  honour  with  his 
Praife.  He  did  more,  he  told  the  Count 
obligingly,  that  he  ought  to  moderate 
their  Ardour,^  'till  Experience  had  in- 
formed them  that  there  was  more  requi- 
fite  to  form  an  Officer  befides  Fire  and 
Impetuofity, 

Douayj. 
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Douay^  Tournay\  Lijle  and  Oudenardey 
thefe  Cities  all  fubdued  in  the  fame  Cam- 
paign, made  the  Treaty  of  Triple  Al- 
liance publick,  which  was  concluded  be- 
tween England^  HolLnd  "and  Sweden, 
The  Count,  who  obferved  his  two  Sons 
during  all  thefe  Sieges,  perceived  with 
Pleafure  that  they  were  born  for  the 
Field,  and  forgetting  the  Counfel  of 
Monfieur  de  Turenne^  he  procured  them 
every  Occafion  of  inftmding  themfelves 
in  Danger.  He  every  Day  put  their 
Courage  to  the  Tefl,  without  confider- 
ing  that  they  were  too  young,  and  too 
delicate  to  fupport,  unhurt,  all  the  Fa- 
tigues to  which  he  expofed  them.  This 
exhaufted  their  Strength  to  fuch  a  De- 
gree, that  they  fell  ill,  and  were  unable 
to  mount  on  Horfeback. 

Their  Father  feeing  the  Neceflity  they 
were  under  of  Repofe,  obliged  them  to 
quit  the  Army,  and  fent  them  to  his 
Eftate,  where  he  propofed  foon  to  re- 
join them,  and  to  pafs  with  them  great 
Part  of  the  Winter  Quarter.  He  flat- 
tered himfelf  with  a  deceitful  Hope : 
He  did  not  confider  that  he  ferved  un- 
der a  King  who  made  no  Diftindions 

of 
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of  Seafons  where  Glory  was  concerned. 
Louis  marched  towards  Franch-Comte 
in  the  Depth  of  Winter,  and  in  a  fmall 
Time  made  a  Conqueft  of  that  Pro- 
vince J  but  the  Siege  of  Bol  proved  fa- 
tal  to  feveral  Officers  of  Diftindtion,  and 
amongft  the  reft  to  the  Count  de  Mon- 
neville^  who  received  a  Mufquet-lhot, 
of  which  he  died. 

Whilft  the  Father  expired  before  Doly 
his  eldeft  Son  was  drawing  near  his  End 
at  his  Eftate  :  A  languiftiing  Diforder 
accompanied  by  continual  Pains,  that 
were  occafioned  by  an  ill-cured  Wound, 
carried  him  off  in  a  fmall  Time,  not- 
withftanding  all  the  Remedies  the  Che- 
valier his  Brother  could  procure  for  his 
Recovery.  The  Chevaher,  who  had 
the  iincereft  Friendfhip  for  him,  was 
ftill  more  afflicted  for  his  Lofs,  when 
he  learned  the  unhappy  Fate  of  his  Fa- 
ther. This  News  raifed  his  Sorrow  to 
the  Height.  Though  by  lofing  thefe 
two  Objedls  that  were  fo  dear  to  him 
he  was  become  the  Mafter  of  his  own 
Fortune,  which  indeed  was  not  very 
confiderable,  he  could  not  comfort  him- 
felf  for  thefe  two  fatal  Events  ^  retired 

within 
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within  his  Houfe  he  hved  fo  dejeded  a 
Life,  that  he  muil  have  killed  himielf 
with  his  Chagrin,  if  the  Marquifs  de 
Ganderon^  his  Neighbour,  had  abandon- 
ed him  to  his  Melancholly  ;  but  that 
humane  Nobleman,  in  order  to  dilTipate 
it,  drew  him  to  his  Seat  almoil  every 
Day,  and  detained  him  there  as  long 
as  he  could  poflibly,  by  Amufements 
which  infenfibly  moderated  his  Afflic- 
tion* 

The  Marquifs  had  a  Daughter  of 
about  Thirteen,  an  only  Child,  extreme- 
ly handfome,  and  who  was  to  be  one 
of  the  richeft  Heirefles  in  the  Province. 
He  loved  her  tenderly,  and  educated 
her  with  the  Care  of  a  Governor  as  well 
as  that  of  a  Father  :  Hifhory  facred  and 
profane.  Fable,  Geography,  Heraldry, 
every  tiling  that  could  contribute  to  ren- 
der a  Perfon  accompli ilied,  he  taught 
her  himfelf,  as  he  was  highly  capable 
of  doing.  In  a  word,  his  whole  Bu- 
finefs  was  her  Education.  My  Child, 
faid  he  to  her  often,  cultivate  your 
Mind  whilit  you  are  young,  and  ac- 
quire thofe  Talents  that  may  make  you 
refpeded  and  beloved  in  the  World  ; 
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Riches  alone  can  never  render  you  hap- 
py ;  and  if  they  could,  confider  that 
their  PolTeffion  is  not  more  foHd  than 
that  of  Beauty.  Thofe  two  Advantages 
are  of  very  uncertain  Duration.  Nothing 
is  a  real  Merit  but  what  Fortune  cannot 
difpoflefs  you  of.  A  virtuous  Heart, 
a  well  cultivated  Mind,  thefe  are  the 
only  BlefTings  that  are  Proof  againft  all 
Time  and  Chance. 

As  to  Madam  de  Ganderon^  ilie  oc- 
cupied herfelf  entirely  with  the  Detail 
pf  her  Domeflick  Affairs,  trufting  to 
her  Huiband  for  the  Care  of  forming 
the  Manners  of  her  Daughter.  This 
young  Lady  fo  often  heard  them  both 
pity  the  Deftiny  of  the  Chevalier,  now 
by  the  Death  of  his  Brother  become  the 
Count,  that  fhe  alfo  took  a  great  Inte- 
refl  in  his  Misfortunes.  She  faw  him 
every  Day  ;  and  the  more  Regard  fhe 
perceived  her  Parents  to  exprefs  for 
him,  the  more  fhe  thought  herfeif  ob- 
hged  to  contribute  her  Share  towards  his 
Confolation.  She  wifhed  to  follow  the 
good  Examples  that  were  given  her. 

For 
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For  two  Years  fhe  imagined  (he  had 
only  the  fame  CompafTion  for  the  young 
Count  as  poffefled  her  Father  and  the 
Marchionefs,  who  treating  him  as  if  he 
had  been  their  own  Son,  difpofed  her 
inadvertently  to  chufe  him  for  her  Lover. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  extreme  Referve 
of  the  Count's  Behaviour  to  her  procur- 
ing him  a  Liberty  of  feeing  her  familiar- 
ly, by  Degrees,  without  knowing  his 
Danger,  he  became  deeply  in  Love  with 
her  •,  but  however  ardent  the  PaiTion  was 
which  he  felt  for  Mademoifelle  de  Gan- 
dercn^  he  had  for  a  confiderable  Time 
the  Strength  to  condemn  it  to  Silence, 
left  by  declaring  it,  he  fhould  difpleafe 
the  Marquifs  and  the  Marchionefs,  when 
an  unforefeen  Conjundure  forced  his  Se- 
cret from  him. 

Madame  de  Ganderojt  one  Day  took 
her  Daughter  in  private,  and  told  her^ 
that  a  Prefident,  who  had  a  large  Eflate 
joining  to  Ganderon^  had  demanded  her 
in  Marriage  for  his  eldeft  Son,  and  had  ob- 
tain'd  her  of  her  Father  \  but  that  it  was 
agreed,  upon  Account  of  rheYouth  of  the 
future  Bride,  that  the  Marriage  fhould  not 
be  celebrated  in  two  Years,  at  the  Expi- 
ration 
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ration  of  which  Time,  the  intended 
Bridegroom  was  to  enter  into  a  hand- 
fome  Poll.  MademoifeJle  de  Gander on^ 
more  furprized  than  charmed  witii  this 
News,  not  knowing  what  Anfwer  to 
make,  returned  Thanks  to  her  Mother 
for  the  Claufe  of  two  Years  Delay,  v/hich 
fhe  told  her,  was  at  her  Defire,  and 
withdrew  into  the  Garden,  very  uneafy, 
and  very  thoughtful.  She  had  no 
Knowledge  of  the  Son  of  the  Pre- 
fident,  and  Ihe  wilhed  he  might  re- 
femble  the  young  Count.  Upon  this 
fhe  began  to  plunge  herfelf  into  a 
thoufand  Refledlions,  that  diflrafted  her, 
without  her  being  able  to  penetrate  the 
Caufe  of  them,  when  Monneville  came 
up  to  her. 

She  felt  an  Emotion  of  Joy  when  fhe 
remarked  that  her  Mother,  who  follow- 
ed him,  had  flopped  to  give  fome  Or- 
ders, and  making  ufe  of  the  Opportuity, 
fhe  informed  him,  in  few  Words,  of  the 
projedted  Marriage ;  and  then,  without 
giving  him  Time  to  pronounce  a  Word, 
Ihe  afked  him,  with  an  Air  of  Vivacity, 
if,  when  fhe  was  no  longer  in  the  Caftle 
of  Ganderon^  he  would  ftill  come  there 

every 
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every  Day,  and  whether  he  fhould  not 
fometimes  wifh  to  fee  her  there.  The 
Count,  tranfported  with  PJeafure,  told 
her,  prefTing  her  Haitd  with  Tendernefs, 
that  he  loved  her  too  much  to  furvive 
her  Lofs  one  Moment. 

I  know  not  whether  the  Marchionefs, 
who  then  came  to  interrupt  their  Con- 
verfation,  did  not  do  them  a  good  Office 
in  it ;  for  after  having  fo  abruptly  made 
a  mutual  Declaration  of  their  fecret  Senti- 
ments,they  remained  bothfpeechlefs ;  they 
foon,  however,  recovered  themfelves,  and 
if  they  were  prevented  from  continuing 
their  Converfation  in  Words,  they  gave 
each  other  in  return  fuch  tender  and 
paffionate  Glances,  that  they  had  Rea- 
fon  to  be  fatisfied  with  the  Day,  tho' 
thofe  that  followed  pafled  ftill  more 
agreeably.  Lovers,  when  once  they 
have  dared  to  fay,  I  love,  infenfibly  ad- 
vance much  farther  than  they  imagine. 
They  refemble  People  who  are  pafTing 
over  the  Sea,  and  who  find  themfelves 
at  the  End  of  their  Voyage,  without  fo 
much  as  perceiving  that  they  have  chan- 
ged their  Place.  The  Count  and  his 
Miftrefs  lived  in  a  moll  perfed  Intelli- 
gence i 
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gence  -,  they  pafled  their  Days  together 
in  fuch  Tranquility,  that  the  Time  of 
their  Separation  drew  near  before  they 
once  had  thought  of  it. 

One  Morning,  when  that  Count  eame 
as  ufual  to  dine  with  the  Marquils,  he 
found  fo  numerous  a  Company,  that  he 
chofe  rather  to  return  home,  than  to  fit 
down  at  Table  with  fo  many  People, 
moft  of  whom  were  unknown  to  him. 
He  knew  not  what  Company  he  avoid- 
ed -,  it  was  the  Family  of  his  Rival,  who 
came  to  conclude  the  Marriage  propofed. 

Mademoifelle  de  Gander  on, ^  who  had 
Tiot  before  fcen  the  Hufband  that  was 
deflined  for  her,  was  not  enchanted  with 
his  Figure.  It  was  not  indeed  neceffary 
that  fhe  fhould  be  prejudiced  in  Favour 
of  another,  to  remark  that  the  Son  of 
the  Prefident  was  no  very  agreeable  Ob- 
je(5l.  Imagine  to  yourfclves,  a  long, 
fimple-looking  Scholar,  mounted  upon 
two  Legs,  as  long  and  as  fmall  as  Stilts. 
His  Mind  anfwered  perfeflly  to  his  Per- 
fon  ;  if  the  Converfation  turned  upon 
any  common  Subjects,  he  kept  a  flupid 
Silence  ;  if  they  were  willing  he  fhould 

Ipeak, 
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fpeak,  they  muft  put  him  upon  antient 
Hiftory,  or  Roman  Poetry,  and  he  did 
not  fpeak  ten  French  Words  without 
bringing  in  fome  Latin  Phrafe. 

A  Lover  of  this  kind  was  not  very 
proper  to  make  a  tender  ImprefTion  up- 
on fo  Uvely  a  Genius  as  that  of  Made- 
moifelle  de  Ganderon,  Neverthelefs,  tho* 
he  difpleafed  her  exceffively,  far  from 
teftifying  it  to  him  by  an  Air  of  Cold- 
nefs,  flie  had  the  Malice  to  feign  that 
fhe  took  a  Pleafure  in  the  fludied  Ex- 
prefTions  he  made  ufeof :  Sht  even  carried 
her  Complaifance  fo  far,  as  to  pafs  the 
whole  Afternoon  in  converfing,  and  be- 
ing retired  with  him  in  private  ;  but  in 
the  Evening  fhe  could  not  forbear  di- 
verting herfelf  at  his  Expence,  before 
the  whole  Company.  The  Marquifs  de 
Ganderon^  during  the  Supper,  allied  her, 
if  fhe  was  fatisfied  with  the  Converfadon 
of  Monfieur  the  Prefident's  Son.  'Tis 
impoflible  to  be  more  fo,  replied  fhe, 
this  young  Gentlemen  pofTelTes  the  Hi- 
ilory  of  Antiquity  to  Perfection  ;  he  haj 
related  to  me  the  Hiftory  of  Cyrus  in 
his  Cradle  \   and  tho'  he  talked  above 

two 
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two  Hours,  he  has  left  the  Prince  in  his 
Leading- Strings. 

This  Stroke,  and  feveral  others  of  the 
fame  Nature,  diverted  all  the  Perfons  at 
the  Table,  except  the  future  Bridegroom, 
who  taking  it  ill  that  Mademoifelle  de 
Ganderon  fhould  pretend  to  turn  him  into 
Ridicule,  from  that  Moment  began  to 
feel  fo me  Movements  of  Averfion  for 
her ;  notwithftanding  this,  the  Marquifs 
and  the  Prefident  concluded  their  Agree- 
ment. When  the  Parents  of  the  Great 
are  fatisfied  as  to  Birth  and  Fortune, 
they  feldom  concern  themfelves  about 
the  reft. 

Whilil  Monfieur  and  Madame  de  Gan- 
deron^ who  returned  home  with  the  Pre- 
fident, were  bufy  with  him  in  drawing 
up  the  Articles  of  the  Contract,  the 
Count  making  ufe  of  the  Liberty  he  al- 
ways had,  of  being  at  the  Marquifs's 
when  he  pleafed,  came  thither,  and  find- 
ing his  Miftrefs  alone,  he  learned  from 
her  all  that  had  pafied.  They  were  both 
exceflively  moved :  My  dear  Count, 
faid  Mademoifelle  de  Ganderon  to  him, 
'tis  done.    To-morrow,  perhaps,    you

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iofe  me  for  ever.  'Tis  To-morrow  then 
that  I  mull  Iofe  my  Life,  replied  the 
Lover;  you  fhall  hear  of  my  Death  be- 
fore you  are  in  the  Arms  of  another. 
What  can  be  done  to  prevent  this  Mis- 
fortune ?  refumed  the  Lady.  Speak ;  I 
am  capable  of  undertaking  every  thing 
to  preferve  myfelf  for  you. 

This  Difcourfe  was  infenfibly  follow- 
ed by  an  Infinity  of  the  fame  Kind,  and 
you  may  judge,  that  thefe  Lovers  find- 
ing themfelves  without  any  Witnelles, 
confulted  only  their  Love  in  the  Re- 
folution  they  fliould  take.  Monneville 
could  only  think  of  one,  which  his  Mi- 
ftrefs  had  the  Wcaknefs  to  approve,  and 
the  Extravagance  of  which  (he  foon  af- 
ter had  Opportunity  of  repenting  at  lei- 
fure  ;  for  the  very  next  Day,  as  the 
Marquifs  was  at  Dinner,  he  received  a 
Letter  from  the  Prefident,  which  con- 
tained thefe  Words :

*'  from  hence  this  Morning,  in  order  to 
*'  return  to  Paris.  He  wrote  to  me  at 
^«  the  firfl  Pofthoufe  a  Billet,  by  which 
*'*  he  declares  to  me,  that  he  renounces 
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*'  Mademoifeile  de  Gander^n  for  ever^ 
"  whofe  fatyrical  Wit  is  not  in  the  Icaft 
*'  fuitable  to  his  Inclinations  •,  and  adds» 
*'  that  if  I  pretend  to  conftrain  him  to 
*^  marry  her  againft  his  Will,  he  will 
"  fhut  himfelf  up  for  ever  in  a  Retreat 
*'  where  he  fhall  be  free  from  the  Ty- 
*"*  ranny  of  Paternal  Power.  I  am  ex- 
**  tremely  mortified  at  fuch  a  difagree- 
"  able  Accident,  and  conjure  you  to 
'**  accept  the  humbleft  Excufes  I  can 
^'  make  for  the  Procedure  of  my  Son.'-* 

If  this  News  at  firft  gave  an  Excefs 
of  Joy  to  our  Lovers,  Inquietude  was 
not  long  before  it  mingled  its  Bitternefs 
with  their  unguided  Pleafures.  Made- 
moifeile de  Gander  on  began  by  Degrees 
to  perceive  that  (he  had  had  too  much 
'Gomplaifance  for  the  Count,  and  repre- 
fenting  then  to  herfelf,  that  the  Condi- 
tion fhe  was  in  would  much  fooner  ex- 
cite the  Anger  than  the  Pity  of  the  Mar- 
cuifs,  fhe  repented,  but  too  late,  of  her 
Imprudence.  This  Refle6lion,  which 
fhe  ought  to  have  made  before,  put  her 
under  a  NecelTity  of  finding  feme  Ex- 
pedient to  conceal  from  her  Parents  the 
^Knowledge  of  a  Fault,  which  fhe  then 
L  2  wifhed 
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wifhed  llie  could  hide  from .  her  own 
Remorfe. 

She  held  a  Council  upon  this  Head 
with  her  Lover,  who  fhared  her  A  larms, 
judging,  as  fhe  did,  that  it  was  of  the 
high  ell  Importance  to  them  both,  that 
the  Family  (hould  be  ignorant  of  their 
Indifcretion.  To  this  EfFed  it  was  a- 
greed  that  the  Lady  fhould  appear  me- 
lancholly  and  deje6led,  which  Ihe  could 
very  eafily  do  in  the  prefent  Conjunc- 
ture \  that  fhe  fhould  avoid  all  Compa- 
ny, and  that  under  the  Pretence  of  the 
Afiront  fhe  had  received  from  the  Son 
of  the  Prefident,  fhe  (hould  defire  to 
retire  into  a  Convent  for  fome  Months. 

She  performed  her  Part  extremely 
well.  She  affedled  to  be  highly  piqued 
at  the  Behaviour  of  the  Son  of  the 
Prefident,  teftilied  an  extreme  Defire 
of  entering  into  a  Monaflery,  and 
her  Demand,  which  palTed  for  a  noble 
and  generous  Refentment,  v/as  eafily 
granted.  Monfieur  de  Gander  on  writ  to 
a  Relation  he  had  at  Paris^  to  defire  her 
to  chufe  out  a  Religious  Houfe  in  that 
great  City,  where  his  Daughter  might 
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acquire  thofe  little  Qualifications  which 
were  wanting  in  her  Education,  and 
which  could  not  be  procured  in  the  Pro- 
vince. The  Lady  at  Pmis  gave  him  in 
Anfwer,  that  (he  would  with  great  Plea- 
fure  have  taken  that  Care  wpon  her,  but 
that  being  jull  upon  departing,  to  pafs 
two  or  three  Months  in  the  Country,  fhc 
conjured  him  to  defer  this  till  her  Re- 
turn, afTuring  him,  that  Ihe  would  let 
him  know  the  very  Day  of  her  Arrival 
at  Paris, 

This  good  Lady  kept  her  Word  as 
exactly  as  if  llie  had  divined  that  there 
was  no  Time  to  lofe.  The  Marquifs 
and  Madame  de  Ganderon^  who  faw 
their  Daughter  languifh  with  Impativ^nce 
and  Inquietude,  dreading  left  it  fhould 
make  her  ill,  made  iier  depart  imme- 
diately, under  the  Conducfc  of  an  old 
Governefs,  who  had  brought  her  up 
from  her  Infancy.  They  carried  her  in 
their  own  Equipage  to  the  neareft  Town, 
where  they  had  befpoke  two  Places  in 
the  public  Coach,  and  having  bid  her 
adieu,  mixed  her  Tears  with  thofe  that 
bathed  her  Face,  and  returned  very  de- 
jectedly to  the  Caftle. 

L  3  Two 
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Two  Days  before  this  Separation^  tlii& 
Count,  and  his  Mifbrefs  had  concerted 
what  fhoiild  be  done  during  their  Ab- 
fence,  and  the  Lady  had  advifed  her 
Lover  to  be  more  afiiduous  than  ever 
to  her  Parents,  for  two  Reafons ;  the 
iirft,  to  bai:iifh  all  Sufpicion  -,  and  the 
fecond,.  that  he  might  the  more  frequent- 
If  be  in  a  Place  which  would  make  him 
remember  her. 

Now,  Gentlemen,  in  a.  Moment  I 
fliall  appear  upon  the  Stage  •,  you  ex- 
pelled it  no  doubt,  and  1  read  in  your 
ilyes;,  that  you  wiU  not  be  in  the  leail 
furprized  to  hear  what  I  am  going  to  re- 
late to  you.  Mademoifelle  de  Ganderoit 
made  this  Journey  to  Paris  only  for  my 
Sake  ;  (lie  was  willing  that  I  fhould  re- 
ceive my  Birth  in  that  Centre  of  all  the 
Pleafures,  that  can  be  tailed  in  this  lower 
World,  in  that  Chaos  of  myfterious 
Intrigues,  fo  favourable  to  clandefline 
Marriages. 

Monneville  was  interrupted  in  this 
Part  of  liis  Plillory  by  ail  the  Priva- 
teers, who  were  eager  to  make  him 
their  Compliments  upon  the  flolen  Tti\- 
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dernefs  of  which  he  was  the  worthy 
Pledge.  We  embraced  him  in  our 
Turns,  protefting  to  him,  that  we  look- 
ed upon  it  as  one  of  the  greateft  Favours 
of  Fortune  to  have  the  Happinefs  of 
poflefTing  in  our  VefTel  a  Child  of  Lx)ve. 
He  received  our  Rallery  agreeably,  and 
joined  in  it  himfelf ;  after  which  he  re- 
fumed  his  Difcourfe  in  this  manner : 

To  return  to  Mademoifelle  ds  Gande- 
ron^  who  I  may  from  this  Time  call  my 
Mother,  fhe  happened  to  be  alone  m" 
the  Coach  with  her  Govern efs,  and 
fhe  was  not  very  forry  for  it,  being 
more  able  to  reflecfl  upon  her  Affairs  -, 
fhe  flattered  herfelf,  that  (he  fhould  foon 
find  Acquaintance  at  PanSy  and  that 
{he  might  cafily  get  fome  difcreet  Per- 
fon  there,  whofe  AfTiftance  would  be  of 
the  greateft  Ufe  to  her.  But,  whether 
file  had  been  miftaken  in  her  Calcula- 
tion, or  whether  the  wretched  Coach  fhe 
was  in  incommoded  her,  or,  inline,  that 
I  finding  myfelf  not  much  at  my  Eafe, 
in  a  Body  preffed  by  too  ftrait  Stays, 
thought  proper  to  precipitate  my  leav- 
ing fo  clofe  a  Prifon  -,  the  Lady,  how- 
ever, towards  the  End  of  the  fecond 
L  4  Day's 
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Day's  Journey,  was  attacked  with  fome 
Uneafinefies  that  gave  her  a  Prefage  of 
my  approaching  Birth. 

A  little  Village,  fituated  as  if  on  pur- 
pofe  in  the  Middle  of  the  Plain,  for 
the  Convenience  of  Travellers,  was  de- 
ftined  to  have  the  Honour  of  being 
my  Birth-Place.  The  Hoftefs  of  the 
Inn  was  a  young  Woman,  who  had  been 
married  about  a  Year,  and  had  lain-in  of 
a  Daughter  not  three  Days  before.  Ma- 
demoiielle  deGanderoji  immediately  went 
to  her,  and.  Aiding  fome  Crowns  into 
h^i'  Hand,  difcovered  the  Secret  to  her. 
The  Hoftefs,  gained  by  this  little  Libe- 
rality, offered  willingly  to  ferve  my  Mo- 
ther, and  acquitted  herfelf  of  it  with 
great  Dexterity.  Sht  ordered  her  a  lit- 
tle Chamber  clofe  to  her  own,  and  placed 
the  Governefs  in  another,  at  a  confider- 
able  Diftance.  After  having  taken  this 
Precaution,  flie  fent  for  her  Midwife, 
whom  niy  Mother  brought  over  to  her 
Intereft  in  the  fame  manner  as  Hie  had 
done  the  Hoftefs. 

It  was  Time  that  llie  fliould  have  Af- 
fiftance,  I  never  ceafed  playing  the  little 
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Devil  till  I  was  at  Liberty;  I  fhould 
then  have  fpoii'd  all  by  my  Cries,  if  they 
had  not  been  taken  for  thofe  of  the 
Daughter  of  the  Hoflefs.  1  had  the 
good  Fortune  to  cry  alone,  the  other 
Child  not  being  tempted  to  enter  into 
the  leafl  Duet  with  me. 

This  Delivery  was  mofl  happy,  tho* 
they  did  not  invoke  the  triple  Divinity 
of  Hecate  -,  and  the  Midwife,  w^ho  flaid 
the  whole  Night  with  my  Mother,  ex- 
haufted  all  her  Art  to  put  her  in  a  Con- 
dition of  fupporting  the  Motion  of  the 
Coach.  To  gain  fome  Hours  Repofe, 
they  told  the  Coachman  in  the  Morning 
that  Mademoifcile  de  Ganderon  was  in- 
difpofed,  and  begged  him  to  defer  his 
Departure  a  litde.  He  would  have 
been  infenfible  to  that  Requefl,  if  it  had 
not  been  accompanied  by  a  Piilole,  and 
an  Order  to  provide  him  a  handfome 
Breakfaft.  This  made  him  have  Pati- 
ence, and  gave  my  Mother  Leifure  to 
prepare  for  her  Departure  with  lefs  Pre- 
cipitation ;  yet  the  Efforts  llie  muft  uTe 
to  rife,  and  to  drefs  herfelf,  one  fliould 
have  imagined,  would  have  occafioned 
the  Death  of  a  Perfan  of  fo  d^Jicate  a 
L  5  Con- 
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Condi  til  tion.     But  we  fee  every  Day  in^  ' 

fuch  Cafes  furprizing  Inflances  of  Cou-  ! 

rage.,  i 

Before  flie  began  her  Journey  again,  j 

Hie  went  into  the  Chamber  of  the  Hof-  j 

tefs,  and  having  again  required  Secrecy  j 

of  her,  fhe  drew  out  of  her  Pocket  a  j 

Furfe  in  which  were  thirty  Louis  d'Ors^.  ', 

which  jQie  eafiiy  perfwaded  her  to  ac-  \ 

eept. Take  this  Money,  my  good  ' 

Friend,  faid  fhe  to  her,  as  a  Pledge,  ; 

till  you  receive  further  Marks  of  my  ' 

Gratitude,    and   of  that    of  a    young-  : 

Gentleman  whom  you  will  foon  fee  here,  j 

Look  out  a  Nurie  for  my  Son,  I  con-  | 

jure  you,  and  don't  let  him  go  out  of  j 

your  Knowledge.     Afterwards,  having  l 

defired   Ink  and  Paper,  Hie  writ  fome  | 

Lines  upon  a  Sheet  of  it,   which  fhe  \ 

fealed  with  her  own  Seal,  and  gave  it  j 

to  the  Hofrefs,  faying  to  her.  You  muft  ] 

deliver  this  Billet  to  a  Gentleman  who  , 

will  come  here,  and  who  will  ihew  you  ] 

another  Letter  writ  by  the  fame  Hand  j 

and  fealed  with  the  fame  Seal.     When  - 

fhe  had  fpoke  thus,   fhe  defired  to  fee  ; 

me,  and  after  having  kifs'd  me  fighing,  ; 

fne  wettt  into  the  Coach  with  the  Help  ^ 

of  i 
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of  the  good  old  Governefs,  and  placed 
herfelf  in  fuch  a  Manner  that  flie  was 
almoft  laid  down. 

They  arrived  late  at  the  Place  where 
they  were  to  dine  •,  fhe  only  took  fome 
Chicken  Broth  without  coming  out  of 
the  Coach,  and  five  or  ^\x  Hours  of 
Repofe,  which  fhe  enjoyed  the  following 
Night,  gave  her  the  Strength  to  prefent 
herfelf  the  next  Day  to  her  Aunt,  who 
feeing  her  pale  and  difordered  only  attri- 
buted it  pioufly  to  the  Fatigues  of  the 
Journey.  I  doubt  not,  Gentlemen,  but 
this  Relation  of  my  Mother's  bringing 
me  into  the  World,  feems  to  you  to 
entrench  a  little  upon  Probability.  Ir 
does  not  appear  polTible  to  you,  per- 
haps, that  this  Scene  fliould  pafs  in  an 
Inn  without  the  old  Governefs  having 
the  leaft  Knowledge  of  it.  But  I  have 
given  you  the  Detail  as  I  had  it  from 
my  Mother,  who  did  not  fay  to  me 
whether  the  Buegna  was  or  was  not  in 
the  Secret. 

The  Joy  of  being  free  from  fo  crlti- 
eal  an  Affair,,  w^as  of  no  fmall  Af- 
fiflance  towads  ipeedily  re-eftablifhing 

the 
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the  Health  of  Mademoifelle  de  GanderoUy 
who  did  not  flay  long  with  her  Aunt, 
and  infifled  upon  being  placed  as  a  Pen- 
fioner  with  the  Religieufes,  She  was 
conduced  to  a  Convent  that  was  in  the 
Neighbourhood,  and  the  old  Gover- 
nante  was  fent  back  into  the  Province, 
according  to  the  Orders  given  by  the 
Marquifs  de  Ganderon.  My  Mother, 
before  her  Retreat,  did  not  forget  to 
write  to  the  Count  de  Monneville^  by  the 
Adrejfe  that  they  had  agreed  upon.  She 
fent  him  Word  to  repair  immediately  to 
the  Inn  where  flie  had  left  me,  and  in- 
formed him  of  what  he  was  to  do  to 
procure  a  Sight  of  me. 

My  Father,  impatient  to  hear  from, 
his  Miftrefs,  had  no  fooner  received  her 
Letter,  then  he  departed  and  went  to 
the  Place  which  fhe  had  direfted  him 
to.  He  defired  to  fpeak  to  the  Hoflefs, 
and  having  made  himfelf  known  to  her 
for  tht  Cavalier  who  had  the  greatefl 
Tntej'eft  in  what  pafled  there  upon  the 
Night  that  gave  me  my  Being,  he  de- 
iired  her  to  relate  to  him  all  the  Cir- 
cumflarces  of  that  Adventure  ;  which 
tlie  had  no  fooner  finiflied,  than  he  in- 
formed 
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formed  himfelf  whether  I  was  llill  aUve, 
and  where  1  was,  teftifying  an  extream 
Defire  to  fee  me.  The  Hoftefs  then 
refuming  her  Difcourfe,  faid  to  him  : 
Monfieur,  I  am  going  to  truft  a  Secret 
of  the  greateft  Importance  to  you,  and 
I  conjure  you  molt  humbly  not  to  dif- 
clofe  it.  My  Father  promifed  her  he 
would  not,  and  fhe  went  on  in  this  Man- 
ner : 

Madam,  your  Spoufe,  when  fhe  hh 
this  Place  recommended  to  me  to  take 
great  Care  of  her  Son,  and  not  to  fuf- 
fer  him  out  of  my  Sight.  Whilil  I  de- 
fired  the  Midwife  to  find  me  out  a  care- 
ful Nurfe,  I  kept  him  in  my  own  Bed 
the  whole  Day  and  the  following  Night. 
I  know  not  what  Uneafinefs  I  had  in 
my  Sleep,  but  it  is  too  certain  that  at 
my  Awaking  I  found  one  of  the  Chil- 
dren dead  by  my  Side.  Ohl  Heavens! 
cried  the  Count,  trembling,  my  Son  is 
gone !  He  lives  ftill,  replied  the  Hoftefs, 
liften  to  me,  if  you  pleafe,  without 
Interruption, 

I  rofe  immediately,  purfued  fhe ;  I 
bolted  the  Door,  and  returning  to  the 

Bed 
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Bed,  I  found  it  was  my  own  Daughter 
that  I  had  flified.  I  had  perceived  my 
Hufband,  who  happened  to  be  then  ab- 
fent,  had  exprefTed  more  AfFedlion  to 
me  fince  my  being  with  Child.  My 
Daughter  was  our  firfl  Child  ^  and  by 
her  Death  I  feared  to  lofe  the  Love  of 
her  Father.  I  took  my  Refolution  with- 
out Hefitation.  I  buried  my  Child  in 
a  Cellar  that  was  never  ufed,  and  I  took 
your  Son  in  her  Place.  I  deceived  my 
Confidant  herfelf^  when  fhe  came  to  in-^ 
form  me  that  fhe  had  found  a  Nurfe. 
I  made  a  falfe  Confidence  to  her,  and 
told  her  that  a  Perfon  unknown  had 
come  fecretly  and  fetched  away  the  lit^ 
tie  Boy  by  Orders  from  his  Mother. 
Thus,  Monfieur,  added  Ihe,  this  Child 
whom  you  fee,  and  who  I  call  my 
Daughter,  is  your  Son,  or  at  leail  he  is 
the  Lady's  who  gave  me  the  Charge  of 
him.  At  thefe  Words  the  Count  took 
me  in  his  Arms,  and  gave  me  a  thou- 
iand  Careflcs,  moiilening  my  Face  witht 
Tears  that  witncfled  the  Joy  with  which, 
his  Heart  vas  penetrated. 

He  remained  in  the  Inn  feveral  Days, 
during  which  he  frequcnUy  mddo.  the 

Hoftcfs. 
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Hofl-efs  repeat  the  melancholly  Manner 
of  my  Birth,  and  loaded  me  with  his 
Gareffes.  At  length,  when  he  departed 
in  order  to  return  home,  he  made  this 
Woman  a  Prefent  of  all  die  Money  he 
had  with  him,  recommending  me  ftrong- 
ly  to  her  Care,  and  went  from  me  with 
hx  lefs  Speed  than  he  eame. 

When  he  was  returned  to  his  Eftate, 
he  defigned  immediately  to  have  in- 
flruded  his  dear  Miftrefs,  in  covered 
Terms,  of  what  had  pafTed  between  the 
Hoilefs  and  him  ;  but  a  fecond  L^etter 
which  he  received  from  my  Mother  pre- 
vented him.  She  forbid  him  abfolutely 
to  write  to  her,  having  been  informed 
at  her  Entrance  into  the  Convent,  that 
all  Letters  addreffed  to  the  Penfioners 
were  flopped  and  fent  to  their  Relations. 
To  make  ufe  of  this  Advice,  which  in 
effedl  was  not  to  be  neglefled,  he  gave 
up  his  Commerce  of  Letters,  v/ith  the 
pleafing  Hope  that  Mademoifelle  de 
Ganderon  would  not  long  be  feparated 
from  him. 

He  came  more  than  once  to  fee  me 
during  the  firll  Year,  under  the  Pretext: 
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of  an  Affair  which  he  faid  he  had  with 
a  neighbouring  Gentleman.  He  re- 
mained in  the  Inn  feveral  Days,  and 
whilft  he  was  there  he  had  me  continu- 
ally in  his  Arms.  I  was  weaned  pre- 
fently,  becaufe  my  young  Nurfe  did  not 
think  herfelf  obliged  out  of  Kindnefs 
to  me,  to  excufe  herfelf  from  giving 
her  Hufband  frefh  Marks  of  her  Fer- 
tility. I  had  a  rofy  Complexion,  a 
healthful  Look,  and  every  Body  made 
her  their  Compliments  upon  my  Beauty. 

This  good  Woman  had  a  fecond 
Child  who  lived  no  longer  than  the 
iirft,  and  three  Weeks  after  fhe  was 
hired  to  be  the  Nurfe  to  one  of  which 
the  Baronefs  du  Mejnil  was  ready  to  lie 
in.  The  Baron  was  a  Nobleman  who 
had  a  Callle  clofe  to  the  Village,  and 
who  about  nine  or  ten  Months  before 
had  married  a  young  and  rich  Heirefs, 
with  whom  he  had  been  in  Love  for 
fome  Time.  I  went  with  the  Hoftefs 
to  reiide  at  the  Cadie  du  Mefnil^  and  we 
left  the  Hod  her  Hufband  at  the  Inn. 
We  were  fcarce  arrived  at  the  Baron's, 
when  the  Baronefs  brought  into  the  World 
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a  Daughter,  with  whom  I  was  brought 
up. 

There  happened  at  that  Time  a  con- 
fiderable  Change  in  the  Caftle  de  Gande- 
ron.  The  Marchionefs  died,  and  this 
Event  was  the  Occafion  of  the  Mar- 
quifs's  taking  the  Refolution  of  leaving 
his  Daughter  in  the  Convent,  till  he 
found  an  Opportunity  of  marrying  her 
according  to  his  Views,  that  was,  to  a 
Gentleman  of  a  confiderable  Fortune  •, 
for  he  was  not  a  Man  that  would  have 
accepted  of  the  Count  de  Monneville  for 
a  Son-in-Law,  whatever  Efteem  and 
Friendfhip  he  might  have  for  him.  My 
Father  and  my  Mother,  who  were  fully 
fenfible  of  the  Sentiments  of  Monfieur 
de  Gander  on  upon  that  Head,  expedled 
their  Happinefs  only  from  the  Favour 
of  Heaven. 

Things  were  in  this  Situation,  v»^hen 
they  were  informed  in  the  Province  that 
Spain  had  joined  itfelf  to  the  Emperor 
and  the  Butch  againil  the  French.  All 
the  NoblefTe,  eager  to  fly  to  the  Af- 
fiflance  of  their  Country,  put  themfelves 
in  Motion.     My  Father,  the  Son  of  a 

Man 
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Man  who  had  acquired  fo  much  Repii^ 
tation  in  tliQ  Field,  could  not  difpenfe 
with  himfelf  from  preparing  for  it.  The 
SmaJlnefs  of  his  Fortune  not  permitting 
him  to  have  a.fplendid  Equipage,  he 
departed  with  a  Valet  de  Chambre  and 
a  Footm.an.  He  iirfi:  took  Leave  of  the 
Marquifsy  and  tlien  took  a  Turn  to  the 
Village  where  I  was,  in  order  to  fee  me. 
He  managed  fo  well,  that  he  had  a  pri- 
vate Conference  v/ith  my  Nurfe.  She 
told  him  upon  what  Footing  I  was  at 
the  Caftle  da  Me  [nil  \  and  ihe  appeared 
to  him  to  be  fo  attached  to  me,  that  he 
felt  himfelf  confoled  by  it  for  the  Ne- 
ceinty  he  vv^as  under  of  leaving  his  Son, 
perhaps,  for  a  confiderable  Time.  Af- 
ter having  made  her  a  Prefent,  to  en- 
gage her  to  redouble  her  Cares  for  my 
fmall  Perfon,  he  repaired  to  the  Army> 
or  rather  to  Rheims^  where  they  were  to 
alTemble  under  the  Command  of  Mon- 
fieur  de  'Turenne, 

The  Marquifs  de  Bourlemont^  who 
knew  and  loved  my  Father,  was  ex- 
tr  mely  pleafed  to  fee  him  again,  and 
received  him  as  a  Volunteer  in  his  Re- 
giaaent,  Fie  prefented  him  to  the  Ge- 
neral^ 
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neral,  who  remembering  him,  took  a 
Pleafure  in  occupying  his  Courage,  by 
employing  him  in  feveral  Sieges  that 
were  formed  in  the  Territories  of  the 
Marquifs  de  Brandenbourg  \  and  which 
were  carried  on  fo  vigorouHy,  that  that 
Prince,  in  alarm  at  it,  retired  into  the 
fartheft  Part  of  Germany  and  demanded 
a  Neutrality. 

The  Certitude  that  the  Count  had 
that  Valour,  would  never  want  a  Re- 
Compence  under  fuch  a  General  as  Mon- 
iieur  d.e  I'urenne  j  and  the  flattering  Hope 
of  acquiring  fo  much  Glory  as  m.ight 
make  him  appear  to  the  Marquifs  de 
Ganderon  worthy  of  his  Alliance^  forced 
him  upon  furprizing  Anions.  *Tis  thus 
that  in  all  Times,  and  in  all  Conditions, 
Love  has  been  feen  to  produce  noble 
A6lions  ;  and  the  Defire  of  pleafing  the 
Sex,  has  formed  many  valiant  Warrioi*s. 
The  Count  de  Monneville^  in  an  Expe- 
dition in  which  the  Marquifs  de  Bourle- 
mont  was  killed,  fignaiized  himfelf  by 
Adlions  which  you  yourfelves  would 
have  admired.  Gentlemen,  as  much 
accuftomed  as  you  are  to  Enterprizes 
©f  Temerity.     13ut  at  length  the  Count 

was. 
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was  taken   Prifoner,    and  did  not  re- 
cover his  Liberty  till  after  the  Peace  of 

Klimeguen. 

Since  my  Nurfe  had  been  the  fame 
to  the  Daughter  of  the  Baron  du  Mefnil^ 
inftead  of  loving  me  lefs  than  before, 
fhe  feemed  to  have  Itill  more  Tendernefs 
for  me.  The  Baron,  on  his  Side  ex- 
tremely fatisfied  with  the  Care  of  this 
Woman,  to  teftify  his  Gratitude  to  her, 
made  m.e  a  thoufand  CarelTes,  and  fcarce 
made  any  Difference  between  his  own 
Child  and  me.  Pie  permitted  her  to 
call  me  Siller,  and  all  the  Domedicks, 
after  his  Example,  ufed  us  alike.  Far 
from  abufing  the  Civilities  they  v/ere 
fo  good  to  hi  me  fliare  with  Lucilia^ 
which  was  the  Name  of  the  Daughter 
of  this  Nobleman,  I  ufed  my  utmoil 
AlTiduity  to  gain  her  Affe(5lions  •,  and  I 
fucceeded  in  it  fo  thoroughly,  that  in 
our  little  Sports,  fhe  took  it  ill  that  I 
expreiTed  fo  much  Deference  for  her, 
and  condrain'd  her  by  my  Relped. 

My  pretended  Mother,  who  was  no

Our  Fa- 
miliarities, tho'  innocent,  yet  they  gave 
her  an  Alarm;  fhe  fear'd  left  Chance 
fhould  difcover  my  Sex,  which  was  yet 
unknown  to  myfelf  ^  and,  in  this  Fear, 
fhe  never  ceafed  preaching  to  us  of  the 
Duties  of  Modeily,  which  made  fuch 
ftronglmprefTions  upon  cur  youngMinds, 
that  we  concealed  ourfelves  careflilly 
from  each  other  upon  the  flightefl  Oc- 
cafions.  In  a  word,  I  was  continually  in 
her  Sight  during  the  Day,  and  I  lay  with 
her  in  the  Night. 

Our  Love  augmented  fafler  than  the 
Number  of  our  Years,  and  when  I  re- 
colled  fome  PafTages  of  my  Infancy,  I 
conclude  that  this  PafTion  knows  no 
Age  that  cannot  feel  its  Power.  My 
Nurfe  had  accuftomed  me  to  kifs  the 
Hand  of  the  Baron  when  he  gave  me 
any  thing;  I  obferved  the  fame  refpecfl- 
ful  Ceremony  with  my  little  Sifter,  who 
was  fo  perfv/aded  that  I  took  a  Pleafure 
in  it,  that  when  I  had  been  punifhed,  or 
received  any  other  Chagrin,  flie  would 
come  to  me  with  the  greateft  Eagernefs 
to  give  me  her  Hand  to  kifs.

been  fince,  and  are  fo  ftilJ,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  Cruelty  of  our  Fate,  which  keeps 
us  afunder.

She  trembled  with  Horror,  and  let  her-  !

ful  Forebodings.     She  charged  her  Huf-  ! 

band  to  inform  himfelf  privately  if  no  ' 

Perfon  had  feen  this  Gentleman,  whilft,  J 

on  her  Side,  fhe  made  the  fame  Enqui-  ; 

ries.     All  their  Refearches  were  in  vain,  \ 

At  ! 
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At  the  End  of  three  Days,  as  the  Hoft 
had  not  appeared  at  the  Caflle,  his  Wife, 
impatient  to  know  whether  he  had  heard 
any  thing  of  the  Gentleman  in  queftion, 
refolved  to  go  to  the  Village,  and  dif- 
courfe  with  her  Hufband  concerning  it. 
Lucilia  and  I  accompanied  our  Nurfe, 
the  Way  not  being  fo  long  but  we  could 
go  it  with  Pleafure.

She  was  frighten 'd  in  her  Turn,  aixi 
as  the  Lofs  of  the  Count  had  already 
iilled  her  Mind  with  tragical  Ideas,  fome 
Drops  of  Blood,  which  fhe  perceived 
upon  the  Stones,  increafed  her  Sufpi- 
cions,  which  fhe  immediately  made  hafte 
to  impart  to  her  Hnihand.  He  did  not 
think  them  ill-founded,  and  could  not 
delay  the  enlightening  of  them ;  he  came 
with  us  into  the  Wood,  under  the  Pre- 
text of  conducing  us  to  the  Callle.

We  once  more  interrupted  Monneville 
in  his  Part,  to  deplore  the  Fate  of  his 
Father  •,  which  turn i (lied  fome  of  the  ' 
more  ftrious  Privateers  with  an  Oppor- 
tunity of  morahzing  upon  the  Inflability 
of  human  Happinefs ;  but  the  reft  hav- 
ing no  Tafte  for  moral  Refledlions,  like 
Men  who  were  prepared  for  every  Event 
of  Life,  preffed  Monneville  to  continue 
his  Hiftory,  which  he  thus  refumed  : 

I  loft  my  Father,  perhaps,  at  a  Time 
when  he  came  to  join  me  never  to  part 
from  me  again.  His  Death  did  not  al- 
ter the  Attachment  that  my  Nurfe  had 
for  me  •,  all  the  Change  that  I  found  in 
her  Behaviour  to  me  was,  that  Hie  feemed 
more  melancholly  than  before,  and  fome- 
times,  without  even  fpeaking  to  me,  ftie 
wouki  let  fall  fome  Tears  as  ftie  looked 
upon  me.  She  often  recommended  to 
me  to  apply  myfelf  to  Reading,  and 
ftill  more  to  Writing,  without  telling 
me  the  particular  Rcafon  ftie  had  that  I 
ftiould  write  well.  I  was,  however,  not 
long  ignorant  of  it  •,  for  ftie,  being  be- 
ing become  a  Widow  in  about  fix 
Months  after  the  Death  of  my  Father,

My  dear   Child,    tho'  you  are  flil] 
very  young,  I   find  you  fo  reainnabie, 
that  I  Ihali  no  longer  delay  making  you 
a  Confident  of  v/hat  regards  you  alone, 
but  upon  which  the   Happinefs   of  us 
both  depends.

you.     T^he  Prote-ftion  of  the  Baron  is 
the  only  Refource  that  is  Itft  me,  and 
not  only   you  will  make  me  lofe  that, 
but  you  will  expofe  me  to  receiving  the 
moft  rigorous  Treatment  from  that  No- 
bleman, if  you  do  not  follow  the  Ad- 
vice that  I  fnall  give  you.     He  will  pu- 
nifh  you  alfo  with  me,  we  muft  there- 
fore, by  a  prudent  Conduct,    preierve 
his  Favour  flill  feme  Years  longer.   This 
obliges  me  to  reveal  feveral  Things  to 
you,  of  which  this  is  the  principal  :  You 
are  not  a  Girl.     I  have  watched  fb  care- 
fully over  you,    that  I  am  certain  you 
were  ignorant  of  it  till  this  Moment. 
*Tis  to  conceal  your  Sex  that  I  defire 
M  3  you 
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you  to  ufe  your  utmoft  Care  \  'tis  that 
important  Article  that  obliges  me  to 
place  {o  great  a  Confidence  in  you,  not- 
withftanding  your  Y^uth. 

I  have  now,  purfued  flic,  informed 
you  that  you  are  not  a  Girl,  know  alio, 
that  I  am  not  your  Mother,  and  that 
you  did  not  lofe  a  Father  in  my  Huf- 
hand.  I  cannot  now  teH  you  any  fai-- 
ther;  if  you  can  preferve  the  Afylum 
we  have  in  the  Caitle,  I  fliall  difcover 
to  you  the  Remainder,  which  it  is  not 
yet  Time  to  infiru6l  you  of,  Confider^ 
my  Child,  whether  you  find  yourfelf 
capable  of  making  ufe  of  my  Advice.  If 
you  are  willing  to  fecond  me,  I  confent 
to  take  Care  of  you  till  you  can  do  with- 
out me.  If,  on  the  contrary,  you  give 
me  Realbn  to  fear  that  your  Imprudence 
fliould  draw  upon  me  here  fome  unhap- 
py Affair,  I  fhall  be  obliged  to  abandon 
you. 

My  Nurfe,  as  flie  held  this  Difcourie 
tQ  me,  remarked  that  I  was  extremely 
aftoniflied  at  it  •,  fhe  felt  herfelf  Uruck 
with  a  Movement  of  Companion  \  llie 
held  out  hev  Arms  to  me  all  in  Tears  % 
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I  leaped  about  her  Neck,  and  promiled 
her  abfoluteiy  to  do  whatever  Ihe  de- 
fired. 

She  was  fo  little  mliiaken  in  the  Opi- 
nion (he  had  of  my  Difcrction,  that  from 
that  Time  fhe  was  obliged  to  chide  me, 
to  conftrain  me  to  take  any  Diverfion 
v/ith  Lucilia,  I  was  no  longer  that  lit- 
tle Siller  who  was  always  ready  to  laugh 
and  play,  the  Difference  that  I  began 
to  find  there  was  betvv^een  her  Situation 
and  mine,  took  from  me  at  once  that 
Gaiety  which  ufed  to  entertain  her.

mand her  in  Marriage  of  tlie  Marquifs. 
The  Negociation  was  foon  terminated ; 
thefe  two  Noblemen  eafily  agreed  upon 
every  Article,  and  concluded  betv/een 
themfelves,  that  they  would  take  a  Jour- 
ney diredly  to  Paris^  to  fee  if  the  Lady 
was  agreeable  to  the  Baron. 

They  foon  performed  this  Journey, 
along  with  the  Gentleman  who  had 
been  the  Mediator ;  and  the  Perfon  of 
Madem.oifelle  de  Ganderon  pleafed  the 
Baron  infinitely.

of  the  Village  fired,  to  celebrate  the  ; 
happy  Return  of  their  Lord,  and  the  i 
Arrival  of  the  new  Baronefs.  They  | 
were  obliged  to  receive  and  return  the  | 
Vifits  of  all  the  neighbouring  People  of  \ 
Diftintflion,.  which  wholly  took  up  Ma-  i 
^ame  in  Mefnil  for  eight  or  ten  Days,  j 
She  had  not  yet  had  Leifure  to  give  any  | 
Attention  to  Lucilia^  but  fhe  foon  at-  •■ 
tached  herfelf  to  her-,  and,  far  from  j 
treating  her  with  the  Severity  of  a  Mo-  \ 
ther-in-Law,,  fhe  behaved  to  her  with  a  | 
Sweetnefs  and  Tendernefs  that  raviflied  : 
the  Baron. 

The  more  my  Nurfe  contemplated  i 
this  young  Lady,  the  more  fhe  thought  \ 
ilie  refembled  her  who  had  been  difem-  ' 
barralTed  of  a  fadguing  Burthen  in  her  i 
Inn  ;  fhe  duril  not,  however,  depend  1 
upon  her  Conjectures,  and  fhe  propos'd  ■ 
to  herfelf  a  Method  of  finding  out  the-  ] 
Truth  of  them..  As  to  my  Mother,  it  \ 
is  certain,  flie  did  net  in  the  leaf!:  recol-  \ 
led:  ray  Nurfe,.  nor  had  any  Sulpicion    I 

^         of ! 
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of  her  being  fo,  tho'  fhe  was  not  igno- 
rant, that  me  was  in  the  Village  where  I 
had  taken  my.Birth.  Lucilia^  however, 
by  Accident  gave  her  OccaGon  to  think 
that  fhe  was  amongft  her  old  Acquain- 
tance, and  that  her  Nurfe  might  per- 
haps be  the  very  Hoflefs  to  wiioni  fhe 
had  intruded  me.  This  Circumilance 
deferves  my  relating  it  to  you. 

The  Baronefs  was  one  Day  in  her 
Clofet  with  a  Book, when Z^d//^  entered, 
followed  by  my  Nurfe  and  me,  and  run 
to  her,  faying.  My  dear  Mamma,  will 
you  give  my  htde  Friend  leave  to  pay 
her  Compliments  to  you  ?  Come  in,  my 
Child,,  come  in,  faid  the  Baronefs  to  me, 
not  thinking  Ihe  fpoke  fo  truly  ^  the 
Friendlhip  that  my  Daughter  has  for 
you  muft  afTure  you  or  mine,  approach.

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encourage  me  to  fpeak,  fhe  afked  me 
how  old  I  was,  and  if  I  was  an  only 
Child.  I  anfwered  yes  ^  and  my  Nurfe 
entring  into  the  Difcourfe,  faid  to  her 
with  a  feigned  Simplicity :  Alas !  Ma- 
dam, fhe  will  be  no  richer  for  it.  If 
my  Hufband  was  flill  alive,  fhe  might, 
perhaps,  hope  for  fome  fmall  Fortune. 
We  formerly  kept  an  Inn  in  the  Village 
for  feveral  Years,  and  did  not  fucceed  ill 
in  our  Bufinefs  -,  but  I  have  had  the  Mif- 
fortune  to  lofe  him,  and  were  it  not  for 
the  Favours  of  Monfieur  the  Baron,  my 
Daughter  and  myfelf  would  be  much  to 
be  pitied.

I  was  not  lels 
afflicted  at  our  Separation  ;.  but  the  Cafe 
was  defperate,  and  there  was  no  Reme- 
dy. 

The  Hoftefs  then  began  to  enter  inta 
her  former  Bufmefs.  Though  Ihe  ex- 
acted nothing  from  me  but  what  I  could 
.i^o  with  great  Eafe,  and  recommended 
CO  me  to  apply  myfelf  to  Writing,  be- 
ing perfwaded  that  v/ith  that  Refource 
I  could  never  want  Bread  ;  ytt  I  was  of 
the  greateft  Service  to  her  in  her  do- 
meftick  Affairs.

Somedmes,   fmagining   that  fhe  had 
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vantageous  Opinion  of  my  Family,  I 
had  the  Vanity  to  believe  myfelf  of  No- 
ble Blood  i  and,  in  the  haughty  Emo- 
tions that  thefe  ilatcering  Thoughts  in- 
fpired  me  with,  1  burn'd  with  Defire  to 
be  at  Paris,  cloathed  in  a  Manner  fuit- 
able  to  my  Sex,  and  to  the  Nobility 
that  my  Imagination  had  given  to  me. 
Whither  was  not  I  hurried  away  by  the 
Chimera's  that  my  Mind  was  continually 
forming  ?  I  flattered  myfelf  that  I  fhould 
no  fooner  arrive  at  that  City,  but  I 
Ihould  meet  with  a  Perfon  of  Diftindion 
who  would  acknowledge  me  for  his  Son, 
and  that  this  Acknowledgment  would 
be  attended  with  the  moft  perfedt  Feli- 
city.

I  have  a  Relation  of  an  affable  Temper, 
and  an  excellent  Charatfler,  you  will  be 
very  happy  with  her.    I  offer  to  engage

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her  to  take  you  j  and  I  can  aflure  you, 
that  fhe  will  take  upon  herfelf  the  Care 
of  fettling  you  advantageouily. 

I  accepted  the  Offers  of  the  Finaytcier^. 
with  Proteftations  of  Gratitude,  which 
were  accompanied  by  the  Thaiiks  of 
the  Hoilefs.  Make  your  Refledions 
upon  it,  you  and  your  Mother,  faid  he 
to  me,  I  fhall  come  by  this  Village  again 
in  a  Fortnight.  If  you  are  then  in  the 
fame  Difpofition,  and  that  you  make 
no  Difficulty  of  trufting  to  the  Word  of 
a  Man  of  Honour,  \vhom  indeed  you

Adieu  the  Projecl;  of  my  1 
Journey  to  Paris^  adieu  the  Financier,  l 
All  the  Thoughts  of  Fortune,  that  till  '^■ 
then^had  amufed  me  fo  agreeably,  did'^ 
not  hold  out  one  Moment  againft  the  ] 
flattering  Hopes  that  my  dear  Liicilia  ' 
gave  me  ;  and  I  quitted  her,  tailing  in  i 
Idea  all  the  Pleafures  of  that  happy  ; 
Time  that  ihe  had  given  me  a  Prof-  i

For  two  Days  my  Mind  ras  fo  filled  1 

with  this  charming  Converfation,  that  I  " 

was  far  from  wilhing  for  the  Return  of  \ 

the  Finartcier ;  myNurfe  perceived  i  t,  and  ] 

afl<:ed  me  why  I  appeared  fo  difgufled  '-• 

with  my  Journey  to  Paris,     I  told  her  i 

frankly  the  Occafion  of  it.

We  alighted  in  the  Rue  St.  Honore^  at 
the  Door  of  a  Houfe,  of  which  he  was 
the  Proprietor,  and  in  which  there  dwelt 
a  Widow,  who  had  formerly  been  Wo- 
man to  his  Mother,  and  whom  his  Fa- 
ther had  haflily  married  to  his  Steward.

Having  learned  that  I  was  the  Daughter 
of  a  Country  Gentlemen  not  much 
known,  they  immediately  neglected  me, 
and  I  was  reduced  to  the  Company  of 
thofe  Religieufes  who  were  charged  with 
the  Care  of  the  Penfioners.  I  gave  my- 
felf  no  great  Uneafinefs  about  it,  and  ap- 
plying myfelf  wholly  to  ftudy  the  Lef-

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Places,  and  never  quitted  you  till  I  had 
triumphed  over  your  Innocence. 

You  will  imagine.  Gentlemen,  that 
the  Financier  did  not  Hop  here.

This  is  becaufe,  fince  the  Death  of  my 
Father,  fhe  enjoys  a  large  Revenue, 
which  (he  employs  in  entertaining  them. 
^h.t  keeps  an  elegant  Table,  and  plays 
high ;  is  it  po(ribIe  then  that  fhe  can 
ever  want  the  Men  I 

During  three  or  four  Years,,  purfued- 
ihe,  whilft  this  beauteous  Mamma  fear- 
ed me  lefs  than  fhe  did  her  Woman, 
whofe  Place  I  fuppiied  at  her  Toilet,  I 
was  afhamed  to  hear  the  ftupid  Things 
that  v/ere  faid  to  her  by  thofe  Adorers  of 
the  Charms  of  her  Table.  How  many 
wretched  Compliments  did  diey  make 
her  fwallow  like  Ne(5lar  and  Ambrofia ! 
Self-Love  mufl  render  a  Coquet  fenfe- 
lefs,  or  (he  would  be  confcious  of  the 
Affront  of  fueh  grofs^.  ill-placed  Flat- 
tery. If  any  of  thefe  Gentlemen,  who 
had  a  better  Tafte  or  lefs  DifPimulation 
than  the  reft,  attempted  to  addrefs  the 
leaft  obliging  Speech  to  me,  I  was  a 
Week  before  [appeared  again  at  Table  ;

himfelf  hired  me  ready-furnifh'd  Lodg-  ! 
ings,  conducted  me  to  them,  and  re- 
commended me  ftrongly  to  the  Hoft.      \ 

Behold  : 
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Behold  me  now  at  fixteen,  abandon- 
ed to  my  own  Condudt,  and  pofTefling, 
for  my  whole  Eilate,  a  compleat  Suit, 
with  a  few  Shirts,  and  about  twenty 
Pilloles,  which  I  had  received  from  the 
Financier  during  my  Refidence  in  the 
Convent.  My  Holl  informed  me  of  a 
Tavern,  where,  without  being  at  much 
Expence,  I  might  eat  tollerably  well.  I 
went  there  conftandy  to  Dinner  and  Sup- 
per, and  I  obferved  that  nobody  came 
there  that  was  not  very  well  drelTed, 
Youg  People  very  eafily  make  Acquain- 
tances ;  amongft  the  reft  I  got  an  Inti- 
macy with  a  Cavalier  of  an  agreeable 
Figure,  older  than  myfelf  by  feveral 
Years,  and  the  Devil  of  a  Petit  Maitre^ 
which  was  exadlly  to  my  Tafte.  He 
was  called  Monfieur  the  Marquifs,  and 
was  in  reality  a  Man  of  Condition. 

In  the  mean  Time,  by  living  at  the 
Tavern,  and  wandering  about  in  PariSy 
my  Finances  funk  vifibly,  and  reprefent- 
ing  to  myfelf  almoft  every  Hour  the 
Embarrafs  I  fhould  be  in  when  I  had 
exhaufted  my  laft  Piftole,  I  appeared 
fometimes  fo  melancholly  and  thought- 
ful, that  the  Marquifs  perceived  it,  and 

aiked 
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afked  me  the  Occafion  of  it.  I  did  not 
conceal  it  from  him,  and  I  confefled  to 
him  that  I  Ihould  have  great  Obligations 
to  any  Man  who  would  procure  me  a 
good  Place  in  an  Office.  I  can  do  your 
Bufmefs,  faid  the  Marquifs  to  me  ;  I 
know  a  Partifan  *  to  whom  I  will  fpeak 
of  you,  and  I  am  certain  that,  out  of 
Confideration  for  me,  he  will  do  you 
Service. 

The  Marquifs  did  not  boaft  of  an  In- 
tereft  which  he  had  not ;  he  writ  in  my 
Favour  to  one  who  wifhed  to  be  thought 
of  his  Family,  and  who  was  interefted 
in  three  or  four  different  Companies,  and 
the  Word  of  my  dear  Coufin,  repeated 
in  three  or  four  Places  of  the  Letter, 
did  Wonders.  As  I  was  the  Bearer  of 
the  Note,  the  Partifan  received  me  gra- 
cioufly,  contrary  to  the  Cuftom  of  thofe 
Gentlemen,  who  give  their  Clerks  a 
very  magifterial  Reception,  and  he  had 
no  fooner  feen  my  Writing  than  he  ap- 
pointed me  to  be  under  him,  telling 
me,  that  he  would  form  my  Hand  and 
my  Mind  himfelf.

*  Partifan  is  the  fame  as  Maltotier. 
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He  entered  me  immediately  into  the 
common  Affairs,  fo  that  in  about  fix 
Months  he  tmfted  the  Care  of  them 
wholly  to  me.  In  regard  to  what  he 
called  the  King's  Affairs  he  v/as  more 
referved.  Thefe  were  Secrets  to  all  but 
thofe  interefted  in  them.  Sometimes 
when  I  came  home  I  brought  him  Com- 
pliments from  his  Coufin  the  MarquifSj 
tho'  I  had  not  feen  him,  he  having 
ceafed  to  keep  up  a  Commerce  with 
me.  This  put  him  into  fo  good  a  Hu- 
mour, that  he  run  out  into  Difcourfes 
without  End.  In  thefe  Overflowings  of 
his  Heart  he  ufed  to  initiate  me  into  the 
fecret  Myfleries  of  his  Profelfion.  By 
his  Account  an  Affair  was  not  extraor- 
dinary when  it  brought  in  only  Cent,  ^er 
Cent, 

If  I  had  been  lefs  ufeful  to  him  he 
might  have  placed  me  where  I  might 
have  made  my  Fortune  •,  but  unfortu- 
nately for  me,  he  had  accuftomed  him- 
felf  to  meddle  only  with  great  Affairs, 
and  abandoned  the  fmall  ones  to  my 
Care.  How  many  Pofls  did  I  fee  him 
give  to  People  he  fcarce  knew ;  he  was 
fo  obliging,   that  he  did  a  Service  to 

whoever 
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whoever  was  prefented  to  him,  and  fo 
difinterefted,  that  he  declared  he  would 
neither  receive  Money  nor  Prefents  from 
any  Perfon,  faying,  that  he  was  well  fa- 
tisfied  with  being  able  to  do  his  Duty. 
His  Lady,  indeed,  interpreted  this  Duty 
in  her  own  Manner,  and  made  a  proper 
Ufe  of  every  thing  ;  according  to  the 
Places  where  the  Clerks  were  fent, 
whom  her  Hufband  procured  Employ- 
ments for,  fhe  defired  them  to  perform 
Commiflions  for  her,  which  produced 
Plenty  and  Abundance  in  her  Family, 
and  the  poor  CommifTioners,  out  of 
Gratitude  and  out  of  Timidity,  never 
prefumed  to  fpeak  of  what  they  had  laid 
out. 

As  foon  as  fhe  knew  the  Place  where 
thefe  young  Bloodfuckers  went  to  learn 
their  Trade  of  opprefling  the  People, 
fhe  immediately  informed  herfelf  of  the 
Commerce  of  the  Place,  and  what  the 
Ground  or  the  Induftry  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants produced ;  Wine,  Cyder,  Sweet- 
meats, Game,  Butter,  and  Cheefes  of 
all  Sorts  were  fhower*d  into  the  Houfe 
continually.  But  the  Ignorance  of  a 
new-made  Clerk  difordered  all  this  Ma- 
nage- 
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nagement  of  the  Lady's.  A  young 
Man  had  obtained  a  Poft  at  St.  Valery^ 
in  Picardy  ;  the  Patronefs  knew  that  not 
far  from  thence  they  made  very  celebrat- 
ed dryBifcuits,  which  were  known  by  the 
Name  of  Bifcuits  of  Abbeville^  fhe  writ 
immediately  to  the  young  Man,  to  de- 
fire  him  to  fend  her  a  Box  of  them,  tell- 
ing him,  that  her  Hufband  loved  them 
exceflively,  and  deiigned  to  make  fome 
Prefents  of  them.  You  will  let  me 
know  the  Price,  added  Ihe.  in  her  Let- 
ter, that  it  may  be  returned  you  imme- 
diately. 

The  too  pun(5lual  Clerk  fent  the  Bif- 
cuits, and  let  her  know  that  the  Price 
was  ten  Piiloles,  which  he  would  pay 
the  Dealer  as  foon  as  he  had  received 
the  Money  from  her,  either  by  a  Bill  of 
Exchange,  or  as  flie  thought  proper. 
This  Anfwer  dilpleas'd  the  Lady,  who 
termed  it  Stupidity  and  Ingratitude,  and 
to  teach  this  Novice  what  the  Pigmies 
of  the  Finances  owe  to  thofe  interefted 
in  the  Affairs  of  the  King,  ihe  got  him 
immediately  recalled,  and  his  Place  was 
given  to  another.  This  unfortunate 
Clerk,  who  had  only  had  a  View  of  the 

Vol,  I.  O  Land 
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Land  of  Plenty  from  the  Mountain,  not 
having  had  Time  to  repair  his  Fault, 
could  not  pay  the  Bifcuit-Maker ;  but 
he  deliver'd  him  the  Letter  by  which  he 
had  been  commifTion'd  to  buy  them, 
and  inilruded  him  of  the  Name  and 
Habitation  of  the  Malt  otter  ^zx.  Farts, 
The  Bifcuit-Maker  departs  for  that  City, 
addrefles  himfelf  diredly  to  the  Parti- 
fan^  and  demands  the  Payment  of  his 
Bifcuits.  The  Financier  fets  him  at  De- 
fiance, and  even  calls  him  a  Rogue. 
What  does  the  Dealer  ?  He  proves  the 
fending  of  the  Box  addreffed  to  the  Par- 
tifan^  and  its  being  received  in  his  Name. 
In  fine,  he  makes  fo  many  Enquiries, 
that  he  difcovers  the  very  Shop  where 
ten  Pifloles  were  paid  down  to  the  Mal- 
totier*%  Lady  for  the  individual  Bifcuits. 

This  was  the  Rock  upon  which  flruck 
tliat  Reputation  of  Generofity  which  the 
Financier  had  acquired,  and  the  malici- 
ous World  believed  him  an  Accomplice 
in  the  Behaviour  of  his  Wife.  What 
was  Hill  more  vexatious  for  him  wasj 
that  inflead  of  paying  the  Dealer  to 
avoid  all  Difturbance,  he  let  himfelf  be 
iued  for  it,  and  gave  all  Paris  an  Amufe- 

ment 
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ment  at  his  Expence  ;  for  he  could  not 
appear  in  the  Streets,  without  hearing  the 
Boys  call  after  him  Bifcuits  of  Abbe- 
ville, 

He  bought  at  that  Time  *  a  Country 
Houfe  near  Paris,  where  he  refided  al- 
moft  continually,  with  his  Wife  and  his 
Daughter,  as  if  they  had  been  afraid  to 
fhew  themfelves  in  that  City  fmce  the 
Hiftory  of  the  Bifcuits.  During  his  Ab- 
fence  I  was  charged  with  the  Care  of  his 
Affairs,  and  he  had  an  entire  Confidence 
in  me.  On  my  Side,  being  more  fre- 
quently in  a  Fencing-School  or  the  pub- 
lick  Walks  than  in  my  Office,  I  was  oblig- 
ed to  lay  the  Burthen  upon  my  Deputy 
Clerk  J  a  Clerk,  who  indeed  began  to  en- 
ter into  fome  of  the  Functions  of  one, 
but  without  ceafing  to  ferve  us  at  Table, 
and  to  exercife  at  Leifure  Hours  the  Poll 
of  a  Footman,  till  another  fhould  come 
to  relieve  him.  How  many  rich  Finan- 
ciers have  made  their  firft  Eflay  in  the 
fume  manner! 

We  went,  my  Companion  and  my= 

felf,  every  Saturday  Evening  into  the 

O  3  Coun- 
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Country,  and  returned  early  on  Monday 
Morning.  We  palTed  all  the  Holidays 
thus,  not  to  fet  on  the  Pot  in  two  Places 
without  NecelTity.  We  were  always 
well  received,  becaufe  there  was  no 
Amufement  nor  Gaiety  in  the  Floufe 
but  when  we  were  there.  As  they  did 
not  itand  upon  Forms  in  the  Country, 
the  Chamber-Maid  and  the  Footman- 
Clerk  eat  with  us  at  the  Mailer's  T.able. 
This  by  degrees  render'd  him  lefs  timid, 
or  rather  more  enterprizing  ;  another  in 
his  Flace  would  have  been  fatisfied  with 
the  Cook,  or  at  mofb  only  raifed  hjs 
Thoughts  to  the  Chamber-Maid  ;  but 
he, 'more  ambitious,  formed  a  Defign 
of  being  the  Favourite  of  the  Daughter 
of  his  Mafter,  and  acquired  a  legitimate 
Right  of  enriching  himfelf  at  the  Ex- 
pence  of  the  Publick,  by  being  allied 
to  the  Blood  of  an  opulent  Maltotier. 

His  Conquefl:  indeed  would  have  been 
more  glorious  if  he  had  had  any  Rivals 
to  difpute  it  with,  and  that  the  Place  he 
had  endeavoured  to  attack  had  been 
more  ftrongly  fortified.  The  Financier 
and  his  Spoufe,  incapable  of  any  odier 
Care  than  that  of  enriching  themfclves, 

or 
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or  elfe  perfwaded  that  when  a  Woman 
will   not  guard  herfelf,    it  would  be  in 
vain,  like  Aerijius^  to  be  at  the  Expence 
of  a  Tower  of  Brafs,  left  their  Daughter 
a  defpotick  Power  over  her  own  Charms. 
'Tis  true,  fhe  had  fo  fmall  a  Share. of 
them,  that  it  Teemed  only  neceCTary  for 
her  to  fhew  herfelf,  and  her  Perfon  mull 
have  difgvifled  the  moll  eager  Gallant. 
As  to  me,  I  thought  her  fo  redoubtable, 
that  I  could  only  have  a  very  barren  . 
Gratitude  for  a  thoufand  tender  Kind- 
nefles  that  fhe  exprelTcd  for  me.     When 
I  was  at  the  Expence  of  faying  fome 
complaifant  Thing  to  her,  which  very 
feldorn  happen'd  to  me,    I   got  away 
from  her  immediately,  that  Ihe  might 
not  perceive  the  Violence  1  had  done  my- 
fclf  in  it. 

She  made  fo  many  ufelefs  Advances 
to  pleafe  me,  that  at  length  ihe  was  tir- 
ed of  attempting  it  -,  and  taking  up  with 
the  ferviceable  Clerk,  who  fhewed  her 
his  PafTion  plainly  by  his  Looks,  fhe 
oppofed  no  Cloud  to  the  Embraces  of 
this  new  Ixion.  Whilil  he,  lefs  delicate 
than  me,  pofTeiTed  in  Tranquility  the 
Favours  I  had  difdained.  Chance  en- 
O  3  gaged 
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gaged  me  in  an  Adventure  very  proper 
to  teach  a  Scholar  in  Gallantry  tlie  firfl 
Elements  of  Libertinifm. 

I  had  contrived  one  Evening  to  dif- 
guife  myfelf  in  a  Spani/h  Drefs  to  go  to 
a  Mafquerade.  -*  This  Drefs  fuited  ex- 
tremely well  to  the  Finenefs  of  my  Shape, 
and  I  was  fo  perfwaded  that  I  might 
pafs  for  a  very  pretty  Fellow,  that  I  af- 
fedled  not  to  put  on  my  Mafque  till  I 
was  in  the  Bali-Room,  -As  foon  as  I 
appeared  there,  fome  Ladies  began  to 
make  Advances  to  me,  I  retumy  them, 
and  for  a  Novice  in  the  World,  I  did 
not  play  miy  Part  ill ;  my  firil:  Efiay  was 
a  Mafier-piece,  I  forced  one  of  the 
moft  fplendid  Mafques  in  the  Ailembly 
to  facrifice  to  the  Spmiijb  Idol.  This 
was  a  Lady  dreffed  like  an  Amazvn^  and 
Vv'ho  had  the  Air  of  a  Pnncefs ;  fhe  fix- 
ed her  Eyes  upon  me  diredlly,  and  as 
flie  palTcd  by  me  preffed  my  Hand.  I 
judged  that,  but  for  fome  Argus  that 
accompanied  her,  fhe  would  not  per- 
haps have  (lopped  there,  and  I  refolved 
to  follow  her  without  Referve.  She 
perceived  it,  and  I  thought  I  remarked 
that  fhe  had  an  eager  Delire  to  fpeak  ta 

rae» 
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me,  and  I  was  not  miftaken.  Whilft  a 
Man  who  accompanied  her  was  gone 
to  fetch  fome  Oranges  and  Bifcuits,  flie 
approached  me  haftily,  and  told  me 
without  any  other  Introdu6lion,  that  if 
I  was  difcreet  and  capable  of  an  At- 
tachment, I  need  only  tdl  her  my  Name, 
and  my  Adrejfe^  which  I  did  not  fail  to 
do  with  great  Eagernefs.  At  the  fame 
Time  I  would  have  kilTed  her  Hand, 
which  file  held  out  out  to  me  ;  but  flie 
drew  it  back  haflily,  fearing,  I  prefume, 
that  her  jealous  Guardian  might  fee  that 
A(flion,  and  in  a  Moment  after  ihe  dif- 
appeared  from  the  Ball-room. 

It  is  impoHlble  to  imagine  with  what 
Impatience,  and  with  what  Agitation  I 
paifed  the  two  following  Days.  I  durft 
not  go  out  for  fear  of  not  being  at  home 
at  the  Arrival  of  the  Mercury  of  my 
Goddefs.  I  flaid  in  my  Office  till  it 
was  Play-dme,  Then  I  went  to  the 
Play,  or  to  the  Opera,  in  hopes  of  meet- 
ing there  with  the  Perfon  that  I  fought 
for,  as  if  I  fhould  know  her  again  when 
I  had  only  feen  her  in  a  Mafque.  I  ex* 
amined  all  the  Ladies  who  appeared  in 
the  Boxes,  and  I  imagined  fometimcs 
O  4  tjiat 
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that  amongft  the  MarchionefTes,  and  the 
DutcheiTes,  I  had  found  out  the  Nymph 
who  had  feized  upon  my  Heart.  I 
hoped  at  lead  that  by  fhewing  myfelf 
upon  the  Stage  I  fhould  make  her  re- 
mark me,  and  oblige  her  to  deliver  me 
from  my  Inquietude.  However,  not- 
withftanding  the  good  Opinion  I  had 
of  my  own  Merit,  I  could  not  help 
thinking  fometimes  that  my  Amazon, 
very  different  from  that  of  Alexander^ 
perl  laps  only  defigned  to  make  a  Ridi- 
cule of  the  Spaniard^  by  forcing  him  to 
figh  for  a  Shadow. 

I  had  been  fix  Days  in  this  violent 
Situation,  when  a  good  old  ¥/oman, 
as  early  a  Rifer,  though  not  fo  beauti- 
ful, as  the  Goddefs  Aurora^  had  mc 
awakened  to  inform  me  that  I  muft  fol- 
low her  where  fhe  had  Orders  to  con- 
dud  me.  I  defired  the  old  Woman  to 
give  me  Time  to  drefs  myfelf,  and 
when  that  was  done,  behold  us  both 
that  Inftant  in  the  Street.

and  I  was  conftantly  miitaken.  She 
{topped  before  a  Houfe,  which  not  agree- 
ing with  the  Idea  I  had  formed  of  my 
Amazon,  did  not  appear  to  me  proper 
to  be  her  Refidence.  I  rather  chofe  to 
believe,  that  it  was  a  Houfe  hired  to  re- 
ceive me  more  fecretly.  It  was  never- 
thelefs  there  that  (he  ufually  inhabited, 
and  the  Magnificence  that  reigned  with- 
in, foon  made  me  forget  the  mean  Ap- 
pearance it  had  without.

ting,  the  finifhing  Stroke  to  my  Educa-  \ 

tion.     At  our  parting  we  agreed  upon  i 

the  Day  when  we  fhould  meet  again,  ; 

and  fhe  made  me,,   in  fjpite  of  myfelf,  j 

accept  of  the  firft  Toy  that  fhe  laid  her  i 

Hand  upon,   amongft  a  hundred  that  ' 

were  upon  her  Toilette  ;  it  was  a  very  i 

handfome  Gold  Snuff-box.  i

I  became  generous  in  ray  Turn,  I  ' 
gave  two  Crowns  to  the  old  Woman  ' 
who  had  conducted  me  thither  \    and  : 
for  my  Money  I  learned  from  her,  that  j 
her  Miftrefs,  to  whom  I  had  not  dared  , 
to  exprefs  the  leail  Curiofity,  had  been  \ 
an  Adrefs  ^  that  alter  having,  fhined  for  ' 
ibme  Time  upon  the  Stage,  fhe  had  ; 
retired,  and  very  prudently  fatisfied  her- 
felf with  ruining  a  rich  Dupe  who  load-  ■ 
ed  her  with  Prefents  -,  that  this  Gallant  \ 
had  pafTed  the  Night  with  her,  with  two^  ; 
of  his  Friends,  and  that  they  had  been 
obliged  to  carry  them  all  three  from  the 
Table  to  their  Coaches.  ^

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I  was  obliged  to  fi  .k  a  Jlttle  from 
the  high  Ideas  I  had  ccn:?5ved  of  my 
Heroine.  I  might  indeedy  by  the  Man- 
ner only  in  which  llie  had  fketched  out 
this  Intrigue,  have  guefs'd  lightiy  at 
her  Condition  ;  but  there  are  fo  many 
Women  of  Diftindion,  who  outdo  even 
thefe  PrineeiTes  in  a  Debauch,  that  the 
Thing  was  very  equivocal.  If  I  loft 
on  the  Side  of  Honour,  I  was  well  made 
amends  for  it  by  the  Pleafure  of  being  be- 
loved by  a  Woman  extremely  amiable, 
and  in  high  vogue.

Upon  the  making  this  Difcovery,  the 
Father  raifed  his  Voice,  and  addreffed 
thcfe  Words  to  his  Daughter  in  fo  high 
a  Tone,  that  I  heard  them  diftindbly  in 
my  Chamber,  which  was  only  feparated 
from  that  where  this  Scene  pafled  by  a 
fingle  Partition.

imagined  they  would  oblige  me  to  mar-  ! 
ry  her,  fhe  had  the  Infolence  to  declare 

that  it  was  I  who  had  triumphed  over  | 

her  Virtue.  \ 

However  aflonifhed  I  was  at  the  Im-  \ 

pudcnce  of  this  Accufation,  I  liflened  | 

very  attentively  to  the  Remainder  of  a  . 

Scene  which  began  to  be  very  interefl-  | 

ing  to  me.     I  did  not  lofe  one  Word  of  ; 

it.     The  Hufband  and  the  Wife  were  i 

very    liberal   to    me   in    Epithets   that  '. 

fliewed  their  Refentment.     They  were  ; 
only  embarraffed  as  to  w^hat  kind  of 

Ven-  ; 
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Vengeance  they  fhould  fix  upon  :  The 
Wife  talked  of  nothing  but  knocking

live  Years  old  I  laughed  in  his  Face,  if  \ 

he  pretended  to  give  himfelf  an  Air  of  , 

reprimanding  me  ;  and  every  Time  that,  "^ 

in  his  Paflion,  he  proceeded  to  Action  * 

with  me,    I  never  failed   to   throw  as  I 

many  Volumes  into  the  Well  as  I  had  ( 

received  Blows :    I  fhould  tire  you  if  I  \ 

related  all  the  malicious  Tricks  that  I  \ 

have  play'd  him.

The  Bookfeller's  Son  joined  himfelf  to 
me,  and  we  at  length  obtained  of  thefe 
virtuous  Ladies  that  they  fhould  only 
i^^eak  in  their  Turns. 

I  dien  addrefled  myfelf  to  her  who 
made  the  beft  Appearance,  and  defired 
Jier  to  begin  •,  but  fhe  conjured  us  in  fo 
polite,  and  at  the  fame  Time  {0  dejedt- 
ed  a  Manner,  to  excufe  her,  that  we 
left  her  at  her  Liberty.  'Tk  my  Turn 
then,  cries  her  next  Neighbour,  'tis  my 
Turn  to  captivate  your  Attentions;  Ihe 
B  3  had 
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h^id  fcarce  finifhed  thefe  Words,  before 
fhe  began  to  relate  her  Exploits,  with  a 
Vivacity  fuitable  to  the  Subjed.  She 
inftruded  us  very  finely,  as  well  as  her 
Companions,  moft  of  whom,  to  the  Edi- 
fication of  the  Public,  had  made  every 
Year  a  Retreat  of  fome  Months,  during 
which  they  joined,  to  a  very  negligent 
Drefs,  an  auftere  Fail  upon  Bread 
and  Water,  with  the  hardeft  Labour  of 
the  Hands.  Thefe  innocent  Penitents 
treated  as  Venial  Sins,  and  witty  Strata- 
gems, all  the  Faults  they  confefTed  they 
had  done :  To  have  emptied  a  Man's 
Pockets,  turn'd  him  out  naked  into  the 
Street  in  tlie  Depth  of  Winter,  or  had 
him  thrown  out  of  the  Windows;  this, 
they  called,  teaching  Fools  to  know  the 
World. 

This  manner  of  Converfatlon  I  had 
every  Day  to  undergo  till  we  came  to 
Rochelle^  where  we  arrived  very  much 
fatigued  with  our  uneafy  Equipage. 
There,  perceiving  myfelf  upon  th^  Point 
of  being  embarked,  I  begged  a  Quarter 
of  an  Hour's  Audience  of  the  Captain 
of  the  Velfel.  I  hoped  to  excite  his 
Pity  by  a  Relation  of  the  Injuftice  that

had  been  done  me,  and  to  render  my 
Recital  more  touching,    I  propofed  to 
accompany  it  with  the  Offer  of  my  Dia- 
mond ',    but,  from  my  firft  Word  ap- 
prehending that  I  defigned  to  tempt  his 
Fidelity,  he  would  not  permit  me  to  go 
on  with  the  reft  of  my  Harangue,  the 
Conclufion   of  which,  perhaps,  might 
have  been  more  agreeable  to  him  than 
the  Beginning.    He  ftopped  my  Mouth, 
by  telling  me  abrupdy,    that  he  would 
liften  to  me  at  the  firft  Calm  that  over- 
took us ',  and  that  if  I  tired  him  by  the 
Narration  I    had   to    make,    I   might 
depend    upbn   being   tied  to    a   Can- 
non, and  receiving  a  ^hundred  'Stripes.

I  loft  ^11  Hopes,  therefore,  of  termi- 
nating my  Voyage  at  Rochelk^  and  the 
Chagrin  it  gave  me  threw  me  into  an 
Illnefs,  out  of  v/hich  I  fhould  never  have 
recovered,  but  by  the  Affiftance  of  three 
Father  Recokts  who  were  in  the  Ship. 
B  5  One 
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One  of  them  had  already  travelled  inta 
Canada^  and  had  been  Guardian  of  the 
Convent  that  thofe  Religious  have  at 
^,ebeCj  and  he  was  conducting  his  two 
Companions  thither  for  a  Recruit  to  the 
Society.  I  informed  him  by  what  Ad- 
venture I  found  myfelf  reduced  to  leave 
my  Country  againft  my  Will  \  he  pitied 
me,  and  afterwards  exhorting  me  to 
harden  myfelf  againfb  the  Fate  that  per- 
fecuted  me,  he  by  Degrees  infpired  me 
with  a  Courage  fuperior  to  my  Ill-for- 
tune. My  Father,  faid  I  to  him  one 
Day,  Thanks  to  your  charitable  Exhor- 
tations, I  a^  prepared  for  the  mofb  fatal 
Events.  Do  not  conceal  from  me,  I 
conjure  you,  the  Horror  of  the  Deiliny 
that  attends  thefe  unhappy  Wretches 
and  myfelf  j  in  what  manner  fhall  we 
be  ufed  when  we  are  in  Canada  ?  I  will 
inform  you,  replied  he,  fince  your  Stear 
dinefs  of  Mind  permits  me  to  offer  fo 
melancholly  a  Pidlure  to  your  View. 

Out  of  all  the  Men  that  you  have  here, 
purfued  he,  they  v/ill  chufe  the  mod  ro- 
buft  to  hew  Stones,  fell  down  Woods, 
and  break  up  and  plow  the  Ground. 
Many  of  tlie  reft  will  be  fent  into  the 

moil 
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mofl  diflant  Habitations,  and  by  Confe- 
quence  the  neareft  to  the  Savages,  who 
often  murder  thefe  unhappy  Creatures 
for  the  lead  Subjedt  of  Con:plaint  they 
imagine  they  have  againfl  them,  or  elie 
fet  Fire  to  their  Plantadons.  Joined  to 
the  Terror  of  being  at  the  Mercy  of  the 
Savages,  there  is  lo  great  a  Scarcity  of 
every  thing,  that  three  Parts  of  the 
French  who  are  fent  to  thofe  Places  pe- 
rifh  with  Hunger. 

Before  they  diflribute  them  into  their 
Quarters,  they  take  great  vCare  to  pro- 
vide every  Man  his  Mate  •,  Celibacy  be- 
ing a  real  Crime  of  State  in  a  Colony. , 
The  newly  landed  are  obHged  to  marry 
upon  their  Arrival  at  Quebec^  which  is 
performed  after  the  following  manner  : 
The  Dame  Bourdon^  Diredorefs  of  the 
Houfe  where  the  Women  are  placed 
who  come  from  Faris^  fhares  out  the 
Wives  as  llie  pleafes.  Happy  is  the 
Bridegroom  to  v/hom  ilie  gives  a  Com- 
panion found  in  Body  and  in  Mind. 
However,  to  induce  them  to  receive  the 
nuptial  Benedidion  without  Repugnance,, 
fhe  always  makes  an  Elogy  to  them  of 
tlie  Perfe6i:ions  of  their  defined  Bride. 
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One  of  the  two  Companions  of  the 
Monk,  burll  into  Laughter  at  this  Part 
of  his  Difcourfe.     To  fay  the  Truth, 
cried  he,  this  is  a  moft  pleafant  Policy  ; 
I  imagine  I  fee  a  Broker,  who  by  one 
Glance  at  the  Shape  of  a  Man  who 
comes  into  his  Warehoufe,  finds  a  Suit 
as  fit  as  if  it  were  made  for  him.    Laugh 
as  you  pleafe,  replied  the  Guardian,  what 
I  tell  you  is  literally  true,  and  pradlifed 
exadlly  there.     The  laft  time  that  I  af- 
fiiled  at  this  Matrimonial  Ceremony,  of 
which  I  was  the  Minifter,  there  pre- 
fented  himfelf  a  little  comical  Figure  of 
a  Man,  who  defired  the  Dame  Bourdon 
to  fhew  him  her  Merchandize,  as  he 
called  it,  that  he  might  chufe  himfelf  a 
Wife,   fince  it  was  a  Moveable  that  he. 
muft  burden  himfelf  with.   The  Direcflo- 
refs  anfv/ered  him  in  the  fame  Tone,  My 
Friend,  it  is  not  the  Cuftom  here  to 
chufe  thus ;  befides,  I  have  Goods  of  a 
very  deceitful  Appearance,  and  you  may 
be  catched  by  them;  rather  leave  the 
Thing  to  me,  I  fhall  know  better  than 
you  do,  what  will  be  fui table  for  you, 
when  you  have  told  me  who  you  are,  and 
what  you  can  do, 

I  am 
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I  am  a  Taylor  at  your  Service,  Ma- 
dam, faid  he,  I  am  fent  about  feventy 
Leagues  from  hence  to  a  Canton  where 
there  is  not  one  of  my  Profeflion,  as 
they  tell  me.  I  cannot  fail  of  railing 
my  Fortune  there ;  therefore.  Madam, 
I  beg  you  will  confider  it.  You  fee 
I  fhall  not  make  a  Wife  unhappy.  I 
ihould  like  one  that  was  fedentary,  that 
would  get  my  Provifions  ready  for  me, 
and  help  me  a  little  in  my  Profeflion, 
I  can  do  your  Bufinefs  for  you,  Child, 
replied  the  Dame  Bourdon,  I  will  match 
thee  with  a  Girl  that  can  work  and  em- 
broider to  Perfection.  She  is  a  great 
Workwoman,  handy,  neat,  entertaining, 
and  fhaped  like  an  Angel.  I  am  glad 
I  can  make  thee  fo  happy,  for  thy 
Countenance  pleafes  me. 

After  having  fpoke  in  this  Manner, 
the  Diredorefs  went  to  fetch  the  Bride  ; 
and  during  that  Time  I  exhorted  the 
little  Taylor  not  to  marry  only  with  a 
View  of  obeying  the  Laws,  but  with  a 
Regard  to  his  Confoladon  and  Afliftance 
in  his  Eftablifhment.  I  recommended 
to  him  above  all,  to  bring  up  his  Chil- 
dren in  the  Fear  of  the  Lord,  and  held 

aU 
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all  the  Difcourfes  to  him  that  it  was  my 
Power  to  ufe  upon  that  Occafion.  The 
Dame  Bourdon  returned  fome  Moments 
afterwards  with  a  tall  large  Woman, 
who  had  upon  her  Head  a  Hood  which 
half  covered  her  Face.  We  entered  all 
four  into  the  Chappel,  where  the  Di- 
redorefs  defired  me  to  place  the  Woman 
on  the  Right-hand,  which  I  did  without 
demanding  the  Reafon  of  this  Novelty. 
But  in  the  Middle  of  the  Ceremony, 
having  cad  my  Eyes  upon  the  Bride,  I 
perceived  that  fhe  had  but  one  Eye, 
which  was  the  Left,  and  that  in  the 
Place  of  the  Right  fhe  had  a  Plaifler, 
which  fhe  concealed  artfully  from  the 
curious  Looks  of  her  Bridegroom. 

I  confefs  to  you,  added  the  Guar- 
dian, that  I  could  fcarce  maintain  my 
Gravity.  When  the  Ceremony  was  fi- 
nifhed,  the  Dame  Bourdon  made  the 
two  Spoufes  fign  the  Billet  of  their  En- 
gagement, of  which  fhe  kept  a  Dupli- 
cate, and  conducted  them  to  the  Door, 
where  having  delivered  the  new  Bride 
her  Dowry  "*,  which  was  no  great  Bur- 
den, 

*  Fifty  Li*vres  which  the  King  orders  to  be>- 
given  them,  which  iji  about  3/.  15J, 
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den,  fhe  left  thefe  two  Turdes  at  liberty 
to  go  where  they  thought  proper.  Af- 
terwards returning  to  me.  Ah !  my  Fa- 
ther, faid  llie  to  me,  I  have  made  a 
glorious  Marriage.  I  was  ftrangely  em- 
barrafTed  widi  that  Creature.  She  was 
a  perfed  Devil,  and  put  every  thing  in- 
to diforder  here.  If  I  had  given  her  a 
Hufband  of  hei:  own  Size,  they  would 
always  have  been  in  Arms  ;  but  the 
Taylor  wont  dare  to  breathe  before  his 
Wife,  when  once  he  knows  what  Metal 
fhe  is  made  of.  Befides,  they  may  pro- 
duce Children  between  them  both  that 
may  be  of  a  reaibnable  Size.  Another 
Happinels  will  be,  that  he  has  a  robufl: 
Wife  that  will  grub  up  the  Land,  and 
hoe,  and  plant,  that  they  may  have 
fomething  to  live  upon  ;  for  the  little 
good  Man  is  ftrangely  miftaken,  if  he 
fancies  when  he  arrives  where  he  is  fent, 
that  he  Ihall  find  his  Dinner  ready,  and 
that  he  has  nothing  to  do  but  to  crofs 
his  Legs  upon  his  Shop-board.  He 
will  have  little  Cuftom,  I  can  anfwer  for 
that. 

This  Difcourfe  of  the  Father  Guac- 
dian  infinitely  diverted  his  two  Compa- 
nions. 
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nions.  I  laugh'd  at  it  alfo,  but  it  was  but 
a  forced  Laugh  -,  I  looked  with  Horror 
upon  fuch  a  Deftiny,  and  fhewed  plainly 
enough  that  I  lliould  not  behave  very 
well  to  a  Wife  given  me  by  the  Dame 
Bourdon,  The  Guardian  perceived  my 
Thoughts,  and  faid  to  me,  Don't  af- 
fiid  yourfelf,  Monfieur,  your  Perfon  and 
Behaviour  deferve  to  be  otherwife  treat- 
ed, and  I  fhall  eafily  prevent  you  from 
being  reduced  to  that.  Your  Air  and 
Manner  diftinguifli  you  flrongly  from 
the  Vagabonds  amongll  whom  you  have 
the  Misfortune  to  be  confounded  ^  and 
who,  aim  oft  all  of  them,  bear  engraved 
in  their  Faces  the  Crimes  they  come  to 
expiate  in  Canada.  You  may  be  afllired 
that  you  fhall  be  received  into  our  Or- 
der with  open  Arms.  If  you  take  that 
Refolution,  you  will  fee  that  we  are 
more  confidered  diere  than  in  Europe. 
If  the  Monaftick  State  is  abfolutely  un- 
fuitable  to  you,  you  have  had  a  good 
Education,  you  write  well,  you  fhall 
not  need  to  quit  the  Town  of  SluebeCy 
if  you  chufe  to  ftay  there.  I  am  per- 
f waded  I  fhall  be  able  to  procure  you  an 
Employment, 
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I  thanked  this  charitabJe  Father  for 
his  Goodnefs  ;  and  depending  upon  the 
Friendlhip  that  he  teftified  to  me,  I  felt 
myfelf  confoled.  The  three  Recolets 
took  care  to  fay  Mafs  very  frequently  ; 
and  as  the  Chaplain's  utmoft  Learning 
was  to  be  able  to  read,  the  Reverend 
Father  Guardian  preached  to  the  Ship's 
Company  upon  all  Sundays  and  Holi- 
days. Yet,  though  his  Sermons  were 
very  pathetick,  they  made  no  great 
Impreffion  upon  the  Hearers.  There 
were  fome  Irregularities  in  the  Veffel  ; 
and  thefe  Irregularities  were  augmented 
every  Day  by  the  Indifcretion  of  the 
Officers,  who  made  themfelves  a  little 
too  familiar  with  our  fair  Parijians.  The 
Sailors  followed  their  Example.  There 
was  not  fo  much  as  a  Cabbin-Boy,  who 
did  not  think  they  had  a  Right  to  make 
them  pay  for  their  Paflfage.  However, 
the  Captain  fearing  the  Reproaches  of 
the  Court,  more  than  thofe  of  his  Confci- 
ence,  undertook  to  confine  his  Nymphs ; 
but  it  was  very  difficult  to  prevent  fo 
many  Halcyons  from  making  their  Nefts 
upon  the  Waves. 

By 
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By  my  Talent  for  Mufick  I  acquired 
the  Favour  of  fome  of  the  Oliicers,  who 
underftood  it  a  httJe.  This  put  me 
more  at  my  Eafe,  I  had  a  better  Bed,  was 
better  fed,  and  had  more  Liberty.  The 
Monks  all  felicitated  me  upon  it,  except 
the  Father  Guardian,  who  not  wifliing 
that  I  fliould  have  any  Intimacy  but 
with  him,  faid  to  me  one  Day  in  pri- 
vate, that  he  advifed  me  as  a  Friend 
not  to  have  too  much  Commerce  with 
the  Officers  of  the  Ship,  and  to  be  very 
referved  with  them-,  becaufe,  he  faid, 
their  Behaviour  would  inevitably  cor- 
rupt my  Manners.  So,  fo,  faid  I  to 
myfelf,  after  having  liftened  to  him 
with  Attention,  the  Reverend  Father 
feems  fully  refolved  to  wheedle  me  into 
his  Convent  %  the  Offers  of  Service  that 
he  made  me,  had  they  no  other  Defign 
than  to  make  me  take  up  his  Yoke  qui- 
etly, the  Remedy  would  be  w^orfe 
than  the  Difeafe  •,  and  if  I  mufl  be  in 
Slavery,  I  fhall  chufe  that  which  may 
come  to  an  End. 

There  was  in  the  Veflel  another  Per- 
fon  who  fhared  the  Favours  of  this 
pious  Religious  along  with  me.     This 

was 
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was  a  young  Woman  of  four  or  five  and 
twenty,  who  diitinguiihed  herfelf  by  a 
modell  and  genteel  Behaviour.  She  ap- 
peared plunged  in  a  Melancholly  which 
nothing  could  diflipate ;  and  Ihe  had 
but  too  much  Reafon  to  deplore  her 
Misfortunes,  having  been  embarked  with 
us  by  Surprize  the  Day  before  our  De- 
parture. I  had  been  ftruck  as  much  as 
the  Monk  with  her  referved  Air^  and 
when  I  had  an  Opportunity  of  converfing 
with  her,  I  found  Sentiments  in  her  that 
prejudiced  me  in  Favour  of  her  Birth, 
which  fhe  concealed  with  the  utmoft 
Care. 

Mademoifelle,  faid  I  to  her  one  Day, 
in  the  Prefence  of  the  Father  Guardian, 
do  you  know  the  happy  Fate  that  attends 
us  .'^  Have  you  been  told,  that  we  are 
here  as  in  the  Ark  of  Noab^  and  that  we 
mud  not  go  from  hence  but  in  Pairs,  to 
be  fcattered  abroad,  and  multiply  upon 
the  Face  of  the  Earth  ?  They  will  give  a 
Wife  to  me  that  I  have  never  feen  ;  and 
you  will  be  given  up  in  the  fame  man- 
ner to  an  unknown  Bridegroom.  The 
Religious  then  taking  up  the  Difcourfe, 
related  to  her  what  he  had  before  told 

me* 
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me,  of  the  Neceflity  and  the  Manner  of 
celebrating  this  Marriage,  fans  teremonie. 
The  young  Woman,  whilft  he  fpoke,  Hft- 
ed  up  her  Eyes  to  Heaven,  and,  without 
fpeaking,  fufficiently  teflified  die  Diflike 
Ihe  had  for  fuch  an  Union.  Well,  Ma- 
demoifelle,  faid  I  to  her,  when  the  Fa- 
ther had  finifhed  his  Difcourfe,  what  do 
you  think  of  all  this  ?  Don't  we  both 
live  in  a  very  agreeable  Expe(5lation  ? 
If  a  mutual  Confent  is  necefTary  to 
this  Marriage,  replied  fhe,  I  can  aiTure 
you  they  fhall  not  eafily  force  it  from 
me.  They  fhali  rather  take  away  my 
Life  than  oblige  me  to  become  theWife 
of  a  Carpenter  or  a  Bricklayer.  Upon 
this  the  Monk  prefled  her  to  inform  us 
of  her  Family,  but  fhe  refufed  to  fatisfy 
his  Curiofity. 

The  Dread  fhe  had  of  falling  into 
the  Hands  of  a  Man  of  the  moft  abjed 
Condition  excited  my  Pity,  and  made 
me  think  upon  a  Method  of  quieting 
her  iviind  upon  that  Subject :  I  did  not 
ponfider  long,  a  Thought  came  into  my 
Head,  which  I  com.municated  to  her  as 
foon  as  I  could  fpeak  to  her  without  be- 
ing overheard.     I  afked  her,  if,  to  pre- 

ferve 
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ferve  both  our  Liberties,  fhe  did  not 
think  it  might  be  proper,  upon  Occa* 
fion,  for  us  to  declare  that  we  were  mar- 
ried together.  I  added,  that  I  was  pro- 
mifed  a  Settlement  in  the  Town  of  ^e- 
hec,  which  I  judged  would  be  a  Pleafure 
to  her,  fince  it  would  be  in  my  Power 
by  that  to  prevent  her  from  being  exil- 
ed into  the  defart  and  uninhabited  Part 
of  the  Country.  She  told  me,  that  by 
preferving  her  from  the  Horrors  that  had 
been  reprefented  to  her,  I  had  faved  her 
Life ;  that  I  need  only  compofe  a  Fable 
of  our  pretended  Marriage,  and  give  it 
to  her,  and  that  fhe  would  get  it  {o  tho- 
roughly by  Heart,  that  fhe  Ihould  make 
no  Hefitation  in  her  Anfwers  when  they 
came  to  interrogate  her. 

This  Expedient  appeared  good,  and 
even  necelTary  to  me  ;  I  immediately 
fet  to  work  upon  the  Romance  of  our 
Amours,  our  Marriage,  and  our  Exile. 
I  kept  one  Copy  of  it  myfelf,  and  con- 
veyed the  other  privately  into  her  Hands ; 
but  her  Memory  had  no  Occafion  to  be 
burthen'd  with  thefe  Invendons,  for  as 
foon  as  I  had  informed  the  Reverend  Fa- 
ther Guardian,   that  this  young  Perfbn 

and 
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and  myfelf  were  two  unfortunate  Spoufes, 
perfccuted  by  Fortune,  that  good  Reli- 
gious, believing  me  upon  my  bare  Word, 
"generouily  granted  us  his  Protediion,  and 
promifed  to  do  us  Service  ;  which  deli- 
vered me  from  the  Error  I  had  been  in, 
that  his  Reverence  had  only  endeavour- 
ed to  free  me  from  the  Mifery  of  my 
prefent  Situation,  in  order  to  fubjed  me 
tQ  that  of  a  monafl:ick,Life. 

After  a  Navigation  more  fortunate 
than  a  VefTel  fo  loaded  with  Iniquities  as 
ours  was  could  deferve,  we  arrived  at 
^ehec  in  the  Beginning  of  November^ 
1690.  If  we  had  enter'd  the  River  St, 
Lawrence  eight  Days  fooner,  we  fhould 
have  been  taken  by  the  Engltjh  Admiral 
Fhipps^  who  came  with  a  Fleet  of  near 
forty  Sail,  to  make  an  Attempt  upon 
this  Capital  of  Canada^  tho'  without  Suc- 
cefs :  He  loll  a  great  Number  of  Men, 
and  left  feveral  Pieces  of  Cannon,  which 
ferved  to  celebrate  his  Departure  in  the 
Rejoicings  that  were  made  fome  few 
Days  after. 

Monfieur  de  Longueil^  who  is  doubt- 
lefs  well  known  to  the  Chevalier  de  Beaii- 
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ebene,  and  who  without  diipute  is  one 
of  the  braveil  of  our  Sea  Officers,  had 
great  Occafion  to  return  Thanks  in  par- 
ticular. The  Adventure  was  fingular : 
Monfieur  de  Longueil  in  the  Adlion  re- 
ceived a  Mufket-fhot,  the  Ball  ftruck 
upon  his  Powder  Horn  and  cracked  it. 
He  put  his  Hand  to  it  immediately  to 
take  out  fome  Powder  to  fhoot  again, 
and  at  the  fame  Inftant  a  fecond  Ball  hit 
directly  upon  the  very  Place,  broke  it 
entirely  to  pieces,  and  he  eicaped  with 
only  a  flight  Contufion. 

Upon  my  Arrival  at  ^lehec^  I  found 
the  Father  Guardian  had  not  falfely  af- 
fiired  me  that  he  would  proaire  me  to 
be  diilinguifbed  from  the  Multitude. 
I  found  myfelf  in  the  Enjoyment  of  a 
perfedb  Freedom,  as  well  as  the  Perfon 
who  pafled  for  my  Wife,  and  whom, 
for  the  future  I  fhall  call  Mademoifelle 
du  Clos^  being  the  Name .  under  which 
fhe  was  placed  upon  the  Lift.  This 
worthy  Religious  did  not  ftop  here  ; 
with  a  common  Adreffe^  only  figned 
by  the  Hand  of  his  Reverence,  we  were 
well  received  and  handfomely  lodged  in 
the  Houfe  of  a  rich  Merchant,  near  the 

principal 
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principal  Church,  which  is  dedicated  to 
our  Lady.  The  Merchant  took  down 
our  Travelling  Names,  and  made  ufe  of  • 
them  to  fign  our  Arrival,  for  the  Dif- 
charge  of  the  Captain  of  the  VefTel, 
upon  the  fcandalous  Lift,  otherwife  call- 
ed the  Regifter  of  the  Names  of  the 
Vagabonds  fent  to  inhabit  in  New- 
France. 

The  Fear  of  a  great  Evil  leaves  us 
no  room  to  think  of  fmall  Inconveni- 
cncies  :  Mademoifelle  du  Clos,  now  fhe 
was  freed  from  the  dreadful  Marriages, 
the  very  Idea  of  which  had  made  her 
tremble,  found  herfelf  much  embarafled 
wlien  it  was  Time  for  us  to  retire  to 
Sleep  ;  fo  that  when  I  entered  the  Cham- 
ber which  was  deftined  for  us,  and  where 
fhe  had  retired  before  me,  I  found  her 
all  in  Tears,  and  in  as  much  Affliction 
as  if  Ihe  had  been  married  to  the  Brick- 
layer or  Carpenter  fhe  had  talked  off. 
Go  to  Bed,  Monfieur,  faid  fhe  to  me, 
I  defign  to  fit  up  all  Night.  No, 
Mademoifelle,  replied  I,  this  Bed  fhall 
not  be  for  me,  you  fhall  repofc  in  it  if 
you  pleale,  Your  Terrors  offend  me. 
I  am  a  Man  of  Honour,  and  an  honeft 

Man, 
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Man,  and  did  not  invent  the  Fable  of 
our  Marriage,  to  profit  by  it  in  the  un- 
worthy Manner  you  feem  to  apprehend. 

In  efFed,  I  felt  a  Refpe(5l  for  her,  in- 
spired by  her  noble  and  referved  Mein, 
that  hindered  me  from  forming  the  leaft 
Thought  of  abufing  the  unhappy  Situ- 
ation Ihe  was  reduced  to.  At  length  I 
harangued  her  fo  ftreniiouny,  that  I  re- 
affured  her.  I  obliged  her  to  go  to  Bed, 
after  having  taken  one  of  her  Mattrefies 
which  I  fpread  upon  the  Ground,  and 
upon  which  I  laid  in  my  Cloaths.  We 
were  icarce  rifen  the  next  Morning  be- 
fore our  Patron  came  to  fee  us,  though 
his  Convent  was  at  a  confiderable  Di- 
ftance  from  the  great  Church  :  He  de- 
fired  us.  not  to  be  uneafy,  and  afiured 
us  again  that  he  would  take  care  of  our 
Eftabliihment.  He  paid  a  thoufand  Ci- 
vilities both  to  Mademoifelle  du  Clos^  and 
to  me.  How  uncharitable  and  how  di- 
ftruflful  is  the  Heart  of  Man,  and  to 
what  unworthy  Views  had  not  I  the 
Weaknefs  to  attribute  the  Kindnefs  that 
this  holy  Rehgious  exprefled  to  us  !  But 
indeed  in  a  few  Days  after  I  did  him 
more  Juflice.

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He  came  again  to  fee  us.     He  was 

accompanied  by  Monfieur  de  la  Valiere^ 
Captain  of  the  Guards  to  Monfieur  de 
Frontenac^  and  he  informed  us,  that  at 
the  Recommendation  of  this  worthy 
Friend  he  had  jufl  obtained  for  me  a 
Poll",  which  was  confiderable  in  relation 
to  its  Situation  for  Trade.  There  is 
but  afmall  Pay  attached  to  this  Employ- 
ment, added  he  j  but  it  takes  in  the 
Fundlions  of  five  or  fix  Places  at  once. 
In  the  firft  place,  you  will  be  Caihier 
in  a  Fort  near  the  Frontiers  of  the  Hn- 
rons^  where  you  will  have  about  a  do- 
zen Soldiers  to  pay,  who  compofe  the 
whole  Garrifon.  You  will  have  the 
Diredion  of  their  Magazines,  which  you 
are  always  to  keep  in  Order,  in  cafe  of 
an  Attack  from  the  Savages.  You  will 
be  alfo  charged  with  receiving  the  Con- 
tingencies that  ^^  Mafters  of  the  Ha- 
bitations, near  the  Fort,  are  to  furnifh. 
And,  befides  all  this,  you  mufl  take 
care  to  keep  up  the  greateft  Intimacy 
with  the  Savages  of  the  Frontier,  to 
difpofe  them  by  degrees  to  fubmit  ami- 
cably to  the  French  Government. 

Beinp; 
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Being  unwilling  that  Mademoifelle  du 
Clos  fhould  expend  a  fmall  Sum  of  Mo- 
ney which  llie  had  with  her,  and  having 
feveral  neceflary  Provifions  to  make  for 
us,  I  defired  our  Holt  to  procure  me 
fomc  Money  upon  my  Ring.  To  this 
end  he  conduced  me  to  a  rich  Trader, 
who  was  at  once  a  Goldlrnith,  a  Jeweller, 
and  an  Ironmonger,  and  who  immedi- 
ately very  handfomely  offered  me  a  hun- 
dred Piftoles  upon  my  Diamond,  which 
I  accepted,  telling  him,  in  the  Pre  fence 
of  my  Hoft,  and  of  feveral  other  Per- 
fons  who  were  there,  that  if  I  perifhed 
in  the  Place  where  I  was  fent,  I  defired 
him  to  give  the  Remainder  of  the  Va- 
lue of  my  Diamond,  or  the  Diamond  it- 
felf,  in  Cafe  I  left  enough  to  pay  him 
what  he  had  lent  me  upon  it,  to  the 
Reverend  Father  Guardian  of  the  Reco- 
lets  in  that  City.

The  Evening  before  our  Departure,  this 
good  Father  carried  me  to  the  Governor, 
who  had  his  Refidence  at  one  End  of 
C  2  the 
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the  City,  in  the  Fort  St,  Louis,  I  re- 
ceived my  Inflru6lions  there,  with  an 
Order  to  depart  immediately  ;  which  I 
did  the  Day  following  under  the  Efcort 
of  five  Soldiers,  who  were  given  to  my 
Condiid:  in  order  to  reimplace  the  fame 
Number  who  had  defcrted  from  the  Fort 
where  I  was  going,  and  were  gone  a- 
mongft  the  Savages. 

The  Reverend  Father,  to  compleat 
his  Generofity,  regulated  all  our  Affairs 
himfelf,  and  v/ould  fee  us  depart.  We 
ivere  then  fully  convinced  that  in  ob- 
liging us  he  had  Mened  only  to  the 
Didates  of  his  own  good  Heart,  and 
to  the  Voice  of  Humanity  and  Chriflian 
Chanty,  lince  upon  his  quitting  us,  per- 
haps for  ever,  he  redoubled  his  Benefits. 
He  forbid  our  Hofl  to  accept  the  leafl 
Trifle  from  us,  and  refufed  the  Watch 
that  I  offered  hirn.  I  don't  doubt  of 
your  Gratitude,  laid  he  to  us,  therefore 
I  have  no  need  that  you  fhould  give  me 
Proofs  of  it.  All  that  I  exa(5t  of  you 
is,  that  you  always  live  in  the  Fear  of 
God,  who  will  never  abandon  you  fo 
long  as  you  ferve  him  faithfully.  After 
a  fnort  Exhortation  upon  this  Subji-61,  he 
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left  us  fo  touched  with  his  Friendfhip  to 
us,  his  Liberality  and  his  Virtue,  that 
we  had  fcarce  the  Power  to  bid  him 
Adieu. 

How  great  are  the  Tranfports  thev 
feel  who  do  good  to  the  Unfortunate  \ 
The  Satisfadlion  that  they  enioy,  even  in 
this  Life,  is  preferable  to  all  the  Plea- 
fures  the  World  can  offer.  The  Lot  of 
this  holy  Man  appeared  to  me  then, 
more  worthy  of  Envy  than  all  die  Gran- 
deur of  the  Earth  j  doubtlcfs  we  found 
ourfelves  lefs  happy  by  receiving  fo 
many  Services  from  him  in  fuch  preiTjng 
Neceffity,  than  he  did  in  being  able  to 
do  them  fur  us. 

We  had  not  been  above  two  Hours 
embarked  and  departed  from  ^ebei\, 
when  Mademoiftlie  du  CIgs  perce:Vin<;i; 
my  Adrejfe  upon  two  Valifes  that  v/ere 
in  the  Canoe,  faid  to  me  :  I  fuppofe  it 
was  the  Keys  of  thole  Valifes  that  you 
had  forgot,  and  that  the  Reverend  Fa- 
ther gave  me  as  he  was  departing.  I 
know  nothing,  replied  I,  either  of  the 
Valifes  or  the  Keys.  Mademoifelle  du 
Clos  immediately  took  the  Keys  and 
C  3  opened 
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opened  the  Vaiifes.  They  were  full  of 
all  Manner  of  Linnen  that  could  be 
neceifary  for  us.  We  were  flruck  fpeecb- 
lefs  at  the  Sight,  and  when  we  had  reco- 
ver'd  ourfelves  we  returned  innumerable 
Thanks  to  that  Providence  which  had 
thrown  into  our  Way  fo  charitable  a  Man. 

We  had  for  our  Guides  two  Sailors 
of  tlie  Lower  Town,  who  were  mar- 
ried. They  generally  ehufe  to  make 
life  of  thofe^  becaufe  the  Delire  of  re- 
turning to  their  Wives  and  their  Chil- 
dreti,  makes  them  acquit  themfelves 
morepundually  of  thefe  dangerous  Com- 
miilions.  Afiiiled  by  the  Soldiers,  who 
,had  Orders  to  help  them  rn  going  up 
the  River,  they  eafily  carried  us  in  Ca- 
noes as  far  as  Montreal  -,  but  after  that> 
upon  account  of  the  rapid  Falls  and  Ca- 
taradls,  we  were  often  obliged  to  go  oa 
Foot,  and  ibmetimes  by  Ways  almoft 
unpaffable,  where  Mademcifelle  du  Clos 
gave  us  great  Fatigue.  I  confefs  to  you> 
that  I  then  repented  more  than  once  that 
I  had  faid  fhe  was  my  Witfe, 

I  imagine  fhe  perceived  it ;  for  not- 
withftanding  the  Complailance  I  always 
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expreffed  to  her,  I  faw  that  her  Melan- 
cholly  funk  her  flill  more  than  the  Fa- 
tigues of  her  Journey  ^  and  that  in  her 
Behaviour  to  me,  Refpecl  and  Timidity 
began  to  fucceed  the  eafy  Air  fne  had 
with  me  before.  I  exhorted  her  twenty 
times  a  Day  to  take  Courage,  and  be 
in  Hopes  of  foon  arriving  at  the  End 
of  our  Journey  -,  but  as  one  Evening, 
when  fhe  appeared  more  dejecled  than 
ordinary,  I  began  to  make  fome  Re- 
proaches upon  the  Change  of  her  Beha- 
viour to  me  ^  Ah  !  Monfieur,  faid  Ihc, 
meking  into  Tears,  why  will  you  op- 
pofe  my  Grief?  When  I  have  lunk  it, 
will  it  not  be  more  happy  for  you?  Your 
greatefl  Embarrafs,  your  greateft  Ex- 
pence  is  now  for  me  ;  for  an  unhappy 
Wretch  who  has  done  nothing  for  you, 
whom  you  don't  yet  know,  and  who 
only  deferves  your  Companion  by  being 
miferable.  'Tis  too  much,  Monfieur, 
added  ^t ;  thirik  of  yourfelf,  and  a- 
bandon  me  to  my  Misfortunes :  Leave 
me  at  the  firft  Habitation  that  we  Hiall 
meet  with;  I  will  pafs  my  Life  there 
in  a  State  of  Servitude,  if  Heaven  is  fo 
irritated  againft  me  as  to  fuffer  me  ftifl 
to  live  in  fo  much  Mifery. 

C  4  Our 
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Our  Misfortunes,  replied  I,  began  at 
the  fame  Time,  and  we  ought  to  think 
ourfelves  engaged  to  undergo  the  fame 
Fortune.  Though  we  are  not  united 
by  the  Ties  of  Marriage,  I  regard  you 
as  a  Wife,  I  have  attached  my  Fate  to 
your's,  your  Sorrows  are  become  my 
ov/n.  It  v/as  the  Confidence  you  had 
in  m.e  that  expofed  you  to  Fatigues  fb 
unfui table  to  your  Sex.  I  feel  myfelf 
fo  moved  with  your  Tears,  that  I  now 
even  wifh  to  bear  them  for  you  ;  and 
only  would  fhare  the  agreeable  Part  of 
my  Fortune  with  you.  Look  upon  me 
therefore  as  a  Brother,  to  v/hom  your 
Affiitance  will  foon  become  necelTary. 

I  comforted  her  by  thefe  Difcourfes, 
and  others  of  x!i\(',  fame  Nature.  Toge- 
ther with  Hope  Hie  recovered  Strength, 
and  follow 'd  me  with  much  more  Eafe. 
Our  Soldiers  Idli'd  upon  the  Route  fome 
OrignacSj  or  Elks,  the  Flelh  of  which 
our  Guides  liked  extremely,  but  we 
thought  it  deteftable.  Thefe  are  wild 
Deer,  the  Skins  of  which  are  Part  of 
the  Commerce  the  French  hold  with  the 
Savages  -,  and  as  it  is  fometimes  colder 
in  Canada^  than  one  would  imagine  from 

the 
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the  Climate,  in  fome  Cantons  they  make 
Cloaths  of  them  that  are  very  ufeful  to 
the  People  ;  tho'  the  Commerce  for 
them  is  not  fo  extenfive,  nor  fo  fought 
after  as  that  of  die  Caftors  Skins. 

We  lived  upon  what  we  got  by  Hunt- 
ing, the  Habitations  that  we  met  upon 
our  Route  being  only  miferablc  Huts,  the 
Inhabitants  of  which  had  nothing  to 
give  us  but  Roots,  and  wretched  Suga- 
mite^  or  boil'd  Indian  Corn,  for  the 
greatefl  Part  of  thofe  Lands  are  not  {o 
proper  for  the  Produce  of  Wheat  as  of 
other  Grain.  However,  alter  having 
palled  numberlefs  Lakes,  Rivers,  and 
Forefls,  we  at  length  difcovered  the  fo 
Ipng-wifh'd-for  Fort.  Tho'  it  was  in 
no  very  good  Condition,  and  had  more 
the  Air  of  a  Redoubt  than  of  a  Fort, 
yet  we  thought  it  a  noble  large  Citadel  in 
Com.parifon  of  thofe  Rat-Holes  in  which 
we  had  lodged  upon  our  Route. 

The  Letters  of  the  Governor  which 
I  was  charged  with,  made  me  be  receiv- 
ed  there  like  a  General  OHicer.  The 
Widow  of  myPredeceflbr  yielded  up  her 
Uttic  /i4:artraent  to  me  ready- furnifhed, 

and 
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and  taking  us  as  Boarders  for  a  very 
Trifle,  the  poor  Creature  was  more  our 
Servant  than  our  Hoftefs.  However, 
her  Company  became  very  ufeful  to 
Mademoifelle  dn  Clos,  who  Jay  with  the 
good  Woman,  from  whom  Ihe  learned 
in  a  Httle  Time  the  Language  of  the 
Hurons,  who  were  the  neareft  Savages. 
The  firft  Thing  that  I  did  was  to  vifit 
the  Place,  which  I  had  examined  tha- 
roughly  in  lefs  than  a  Quarter  of  an 
Hour.  It  was  a  miferable  Hole,  and 
all  the  Advantages  of  its  Situation  would 
not  have  iliopped  a  Company  of  Dra- 
goons in  Europe  longer  than  a  Wind- 
mil),  yet  was  it  enough  to  command  the 
Savages,  and  repulfe  their  Arrows. 

The  Captain,  or  Commandant  of  this 
Fort,  was  an  old  Native  of  SL  Makes ^ 
or  as  they  term  them  a  Mulouin^  who 
for  fome  Fault  againfl  Military  Difci- 
plinc,  which  he  had  committed  on  board 
the  Ship  where  he  was  an  Officer,  had 
been  fct  aflicre,  with  only  his  Sword,, 
upon  the  Coails  of  New-E?igland.  He 
had  wandered  in  thofe  Provinces  for  fome 
Time,  and  iifterwards  having  join'd  the 
Ircauefe.  whom  he  had  taught  to  make 

them- 
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themfelves  Bucklers  with  the  Skins  of 
the  Orignacs^  that  were  Proof  againft 
Fire- Arms,  he  had  feveral  Times  allift- ' 
ed  them  to  beat  the  French  -,  but  after 
this,  repenting  of  his  making  War  upon 
his  own  Nation,  he  re-entered  into  the 
Service  of  France^  and  accepted  of  an 
advantageous  Propofal  that  was  made  to 
him,  to  take  him  from  the  Savages. 

This  Officer  and  I  foon  became 
Friends.  He  alTociated  me  into  the 
Commerce  he  carried  on  at  ^ehec, 
where  he  fent  Furs  of  the  Caftors  and 
the  OrignacSy  which  the  Savages  furniih- 
ed  him  with,  in  Return  for  Cutlers 
Wares,  Brandy,  and  Wines.  He  very 
often  carried  us  to  a  Habitation  he  had 
formed  about  half  a  League  from  the 
Fort,  and  from  whence  he  began  to  re- 
ceive a  confiderable  Profit.  He  had 
ca«fed  above  three  hundred  Acres  of 
Land  to  be  cleared  and  cultivated,  which 
in  that  Place  was  a  better  Soil  than  the 
refl  of  the  Country.  The  Wheat  which 
it  produced  was  excellent  \  he  fold  a 
Part  of  it,  we  confumed  the  refl  at  the 
Fort,  and  filled  our  fmall  Magazine 
with  it. 

Made- 
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Mademoifelie  du  Clos,  who  had  a  live- 
ly Genius,  fertile  in  Expedients,  advifed 
him  to  make  a  little  Gonneffe  *  of  his  Ha« 
bitation,  by  making  Bread  in  it  for  the 
French  in  the  Nighbourhood,  who,  for 
want  of  under  (landing  how  to  bake  it, 
eat  lefs  Bread  than  they  did  Roots  and 
Flefh.     This  Advice  appeared  very  rea- 
fonable  to  the  old  Malouin^  who  defired 
her  and  our  Hoflefs  to  take  upon  them- 
ielves   the   Execution  of  this   Projed. 
They  immediately  {tx.  to  work  upon  the 
Flour,  and  the  firfl  Baking  anfwer'd  our 
Expe(5lations  fo  well,  that  we  were  oblig- 
ed to  augment  our  Quantity  of  Loaves 
every  Day.     A  great  Number  of  idle 
Fellows,  who  were  half-flarved,  finding 
that  they  might  have  Bread  ready-bak'd 
in  Return  for  Caflicrs  and  Elks  Skins, 
took  to  hunting  them,  that  they  might 
come  to  our  Habitation  as  to  a  Market, 
where  they  could  procure  themfelves  io 
neceffary  a  Provifion.     In  fix  Months 
Time  we  had  fo  much  Cuilom,   that 
we  received  a  hundred  Skins  in  a  Week; 
and  if,  together  with  this,  we  could  have 

pro- 
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procured  as  much  Wine  and  Brandy  from 
^lehec  as  we  could  have  difpofed  of, 
Wfe  fliould  have  Faifed  a  confiderable 
Fortune. 

But  the  lively  and  enterprifing  Genius 
of  Mademoifelle  du  Clos  did  not  permit 
us  to  continue  our  Commerce  ;  fhe  was 
meditating  an  important  Defign,  which 
fhe  made  a  Myftery  of  to  me.  Our 
Hoftefs  fometimes  carried  her  to  the 
Land  of  the  Hurons^  whofe  firil  Huts 
were  not  a  Day's  Journey  from  our  Ha- 
bitation, and  they  went  there  to  exchange 
Houlhold  Utenfils  for  Furs.  Mademoi- 
felle du  Clos  took*  a  Pleafure  in  paffing 
three  or  four  Days  with  thefe  Savages  ; 
what  the  Widow  had  taught  her  of  the 
Language  being  fufficient  to  m.ake  her 
underllood  by  them.  She  taught  them 
the  Ufes  they  were  to  make  of  the 
Things  fhe  brought  to  them  ;  and  as  fhe 
always  told  them  what  contributed  to 
make  their  Lives  more  pleafant,  they 
liftened  to  her  with  the  greateft  Atten- 
tion. At  length,  fhe  had  the  Addrefs 
to  gain  their  Confidence  to  fuch  a  Degree, 
that  once,  after  having  remained  a  Fort- 
night with  them  in  their  Huts,  fhe  re- 
turned 
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turned  to  us  with  two  Daughters  of  one 
of  the  moil  principal  Hurons^  who  had 
trufted  them  to  her  Care,  to  initruft 
them  in  the  European  Manner  of  provid- 
ing every  thing  neceflary  in  the  Family, 
in  which  they  fucceeded  amazingly. 

It  was  in  this  manner  that,  to  prevent 
her  being  any  longer  a  Burden  to  me, 
Mademofelle  du  Clos  was  preparing  her- 
felf  a  Retreat,  which  was  the  more  ho- 
nourable, as  it  was  the  Work  of  her  own 
Ingenuity  and  natural  Eloquence.  The 
Reputation  of  her  Merit,  and  of  her 
Love^o  the  Hurons^  was  fpread  abroad 
amongft  that  People,  and  made  fo  live- 
ly an  ImprefTion  upon  their  innocent 
Minds,  that  the  Chiefs  of  the  Village, 
when  flie  went  there  to  condud  her  two 
Difciples  home,  after  an  Education  of 
fix  Months,  afTembled  together,  and 
conftrained  her  to  become  their  Sakgamey 
or  Sovereign. 

She  employed  the  firft  Months  of  her 
little  Sovereignty  in  penetrating  into  the 
Difpofitions  of  her  Subjeds  •,  and  when 
fhe  had  Reafon  to  think  that  Hie  might 
depend  upon  their  Attachment  and  Fi- 
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delijy,  Ihe  writ  a  long  Letter  to  me,  the 
Subftance  of  which  was;  thatfhe  thought 
it  was  not  in  her  Power  to  find  a  better 
Method  of  proving  her  Gratitude  to  me, 
than  by  putting  herfelf  in  a  Condition 
to  be  no  longer  a  Burden  to  me ;  and 
that  this  Scheme  had  now  fucceeded  fo 
well^  that  fhe  hoped  fhe  ihould  very 
foon  be  able  to  convince  me  that  Ingra- 
titude never  had  a  Place  in  her  Heart. 
After  many  more  Compliments  than  I 
deferved,  Ihe  defired  me  for  the  future 
to  give  her  People,  m  Exchange  for 
their  Furs,  as  many  Kettles  and  Kitchen 
Utenfils  as  I  could,  and  a  large  Quantity 
of  Fire- Arms .  She  afterwards  demand- 
ed of  me,  for  herfelf,  fome  Bufhels  of 
Wheat,  with  fome  Seeds  of  Hemp, 
Flax,  and  feveral  Kinds  of  Roots,  fend- 
ing me  at  the  fame  Time  a  Prefent  of  a 
very  confiderable  Quantity  of  Skins,  a- 
mongfi:  which  there  were  feveral  of  the 
white  Caflor,  which  are  the  moll  valu- 
able, and  the  fcarceft.  I  perfomed  her 
Com  million  very  exadlly,  and  joined  to 
the  Things  which  fhe  expected  from  me 
fome  Barrels  of  Brandy,  the  Dillributiort 
of  which,  I  doubt  not,  gained  her  ma- 
ny Hearts  5  for  any  thing  may  be  done 

with 
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with  thefe  People  by  the  Help  of  ftrong 
Liquors. 

My  Aflbciate,  the  Captain  of  the 
Fort,  loft  confiderably  by  the  Departure 
of  Mademoifelle  du  Clos^  who  in  the  lit- 
tle Time  that  fhe  had  had  the  Manage- 
ment of  his  Habitation,  had  entirely 
changed  the  Face  of  it ,  therefore,  he 
would  have  engaged  me  to  go  and  re- 
claim my  Wife,  and  rather  demand  her 
by  the  Sound  of  Mufkets,  than  abandon 
her  thus  to  the  Hurons\  but  if  ilie  had 
been  in  reality  my  Wife,  1  fhould  not 
have  been  fo  fooliih  as  to  ad  the  Mene- 
iaus^  a  Part  which  now  would  find  but 
few  Imitators. 

Having  no  longer  Mademoifelle  du 
Clos^  I  becam.e  lefs  ufeful  to  my  AfTo- 
ciate,  who  foon  made  me  fenfible  that 
he  defired  to  break  the  Partnerfhip.  I 
confented  to  it  haughtily,  tho'  embar- 
raficd  enough  what  Method  I  fhould 
make  ufe  of  to  trade  upon  my  own  Ac- 
count. I  had  Recourfe  to  the  Reverend 
Father  Recokt^  my  Protedor,  who  alfo 
did  me  the  Service  of  buying  at  ^e- 
hec  my  European  Merchandize,  which 

he 
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he  fent  to  me  at  the  Fort,  in  Exchange 
for  my  Furs.  I  had  foon  Reafon  to  be 
glad  that  he  had  broke  our  AlTociation, 
for  the  Sakgame  took  care  to  addrefs  her 
Savages  to  me,  who  foon  made  me  a- 
bound  with  all  manner  of  Skins. 

The  Jealoufy  that  the  Captain  of  the 
Fort  conceived  at  this  had  almoft  prov- 
ed my  Ruin  :  He  was  fenfible  of  the 
Miftake  he  had  committed,  and  far  from 
endeavouring  to  repair  it  by  Advances 
of  Civility,  which  would  infallibly  have 
reconciled  us,  he  began  by  endeavour- 
ing to  difappoint  me,  by  preventing  me 
from  fending  any  more  Fire-Arms,  un- 
der the  Pretext  that  the  Hurons  might 
perhaps  in  time  make  ufe  of  them  a- 
gainft  us.  I  reproached  him  with  this 
Behaviour,  and  he  made  a  Jefl  of  what 
I  faid.  I  gave  Advice  of  it  to  Made- 
moifelie  du  Clos^  who  knew  better  how 
to  punifli  him  than  I  did.  By  the  firft 
Caravan  which  brought  us  Skins,  fhe  did 
not  fail  to  fend  a  Demand  for  Fire-Arms. 
I  anfwered,  for  my  Part,  that  I  had  none 
came  to  me,  tho'  I  demanded  them  pre- 
ferably to  any  thing  elfe.  ThtMalouin 
did  not  anfwer  the  Savages  fo  complaifant- 
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ly,  he  told  them  roughly,  that  they  had 
been  furnifhed  with  enough  of  them, 
and  they  mufl  expedl  no  more.  The 
Hurons^  at  this  Anfwer,  immediately 
reloaded  their  Merchandize  upon  their 
Canoes,  and  carried  them  back  again, 
where  they  kept  them  till  it  was  a  pro- 
per Time  to  join  the  Body  of  their  Na- 
tion, who  once  every  Year  carry  their 
Furs  to  Montreal^  in  two  or  three  hun- 
dred Canoes,  together  with  the  Atahou- 
€ts^  and  other  Nations. 

The  Malouin  fufpe(5led  me  to  be  an 
Accomplice  in  this  Bufinefs,  and  har- 
bouring no  Scruples  as  to  the  manner  of 
revenging  himfelf,  it  was  in  vain  for 
me  to  be  upon  my  Guard,  for  it  had  al- 
moft  cofc  me  my  Life.  He  invited  me 
one  Day  to  eat  of  a  Root,  that  1  took 
for  a  Trfflue ;  he  feemed  to  eat  of  it 
firll,  and  praifed  the  Goodnefs  of  it  ex- 
tremely :  J  was  the  Dupe  of  his  Praifes, 
and  I  mull  have  died  at  the  Table,  if 
a  Soldier,  who  was  prefent,  and  who 
knew  the  Remedy  I  flood  in  need  of, 
had  not  immediately  given  it  both  to 
me  and  to  that  Traitor,  who  copied 
perfectly  well  all  the  Contortions  which 

that 
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that  venomous  Fruit  made  me  fall  into; 
all  the  Difference  there  was  between  the 
Captain  and  me  was,  that  the  Poifon 
fwell'd  me  in  a  manner  that  it  furpafled 
Jiis  Talent  of  Imitation. 

The  dreadful  War  that  Zfw/V  XIV. 
had  then  upon  his  Hands  had  an  Influ- 
ence over  us,  for  it  interrupted  our  Com- 
merce, and  we  remained  entirely  out 
of  Bufinefs.  Thofe  who  poffeffed  Habi- 
tations occupied  themfelves  in  rendering 
them  more  convenient,  and  more  agree- 
able ;  this  infpired  me  with  a  Defire  of 
having  one,  tho'  I  had  no  Intention  toftay 
in  this  Country  any  longer  than  to  amais 
v/herewithal  to  live  handfomely  in  Eu- 
rope, The  Ground  that  I  chofe,  and 
which  was  granted  to  me,  upon  the 
Condition  of  a  fmall  Acknowledgment, 
which  I  paid  according  to  the  Cuflom, 
was  of  no  large  Extent.  It  was  fituated 
between  a  Hill,  that  bounded  a  Foreft 
of  exceeding  high  Trees,  and  a  little 
Brook,  that  run  into  the  River  St,  Lau- 
rence, between  the  Lake  Ontorio  and 
Montreal,  Befides  the  Beauty  of  the 
Place,  I  faw  a  Mile  from  thence  there 
were  fix  or  feven  French  Families  eflab- 
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lifhed,  whofe  Neighbourhood  I  judged 
would  be  very  ufeful  to  me,  which 
made  me  prefer  this  Spot  to  any  other. 

I  difcovered  afterwards  that  my  Neigh- 
bours were  good  Proteflants,  who  did 
not  defire  to  appear  fo  •,  about  thirty 
Years  before,  their  Parents  having  been 
forced  to  feek  a  diilant  Retreat,  had  refu- 
geed  themfelves  there  with  great  Riches. 
They  were  alfo  very  commcdiouily  lodg- 
ed, and  each  of  their  Houfes,  in  the 
Incurfions  of  the  Savages,  was  much 
fafer  than  even  our  Fort,  What  made 
this  Refidepxe  entirely  agreeable,  and 
delivered  it  from  all  Fears  of  an  Infult, 
was,  that  fix  or  feven  hundred  French^ 
who  were  difperfed  in  thofe  Parts,  made 
it  their  common  Afylum.  I  found  there 
feveral  young  People,  with  whom  I  paf- 
fed  my  Time  in  Hunting  and  Fifhing, 
when  I  was  not  bufied  in  Planting,  or 
Sowing,  or  looking  after  my  Buildings ; 
thefe  were  my  Occupations  for  two  or 
three  Years  •,  and  I  never  went  to  the 
Fort,  but  when  I  was  obliged  to  it,  in 
order  to  acquit  my felf  of  the  Duties  of 
my  Employment, 

Our 
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Our  River  furniilied  us  with  excellent 
Filh,  and  in  great  Abundance.  We 
had  feveral  Kinds  of  Birds,  and  in  par- 
ticular a  great  Quantity  of  Buftards .  Our 
Chace  fupplied  our  Kitchens  with  Provi- 
fions,  and  our  Magazines  with  Furs.  The 
neighbouring  Woods  were  full  of  Wild- 
Deer,  not  fo  large,  but  much  finer  than 
thofe  of  Europe.  I  may  fay,  that  I  was 
planted  there  in  the  Land  of  Promife. 

Whilft  I  lived  in  this  maftner  at  my 
Country-Seat,  I  received  only  two  or 
three  Letters  from  Mademoifelle  du  Clos^ 
becaufe  the  Hurons^  dreading  left  fhe 
fhould  leave  them,  had  conjured  her  to 
quit  our  Frontiers,  and  eftablifh  her  Refi- 
dence  in  the  Center  of  their  Habitations. 
She  fent  me  Word,  in  her  laft  Letter,  that 
fhe  ihould  be  charm'd  to  fee  me,  and  that 
if  I  would  do  her  the  Pleafure  to  come 
and  pafs  fome  Days  with  her,  her  Mef- 
fengers  could  condufl  me  by  Ways  much 
more  pradicable  and  eafy  than  thofe  we 
had  travelled   too;ether.      One   of  the 
young  Neighboui-s  of  my  Habitadon,  to 
whom  I  com.mvmicat^d  this  Letter,  fee- 
ing   me    refolute    upon   the  Journey, 
prefled  me  fo  itrongly  to  make  it,  and  to 

carry 
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carry  him  along  \fith  me,  that  he  deter- 
mined me  to  take  it.  I  promifed  him 
to  depart  after  I  had  been  at  the  Fort, 
where  I  was  willing  to  fhew  myfelf  be- 
fore I  went. 

One  of  the  MeiTengers  of  Mademoi- 
(dlt  duClos^  difpatching  himfelf  from  the 
reft  to  carry  her  the  News  of  my  fpeedy 
Departure  for  her  Court,  made  fuch  ex- 
traordinary Hafte,  that  in  the  fecond 
Day  of  our  March,  tho'  we  had  above 
fixty  Leagues  to  go,  we  met  an  Efcort 
which  he  brought  to  meet  us,  and  who 
conduced  us  more  like  AmbalTadors 
than  private  Men.  I  no  longer  doubted 
then  but  Ihe  had  acquired  a  great  Autho- 
rity over  this  People.  I  was  amazed  at 
it,  but  my  Aftonifhment  augmented  ftill 
more,  when  I  approached  the  Place  of 
her  Refidence. 

I  perceived  cultivated  Plains,  Huts 
folidly  built.  Villages  peopled  with  Men 
of  different  ProfelTions.  This  prudent 
and  politic  Sovereign  had  re-affembled 
all  the  French  Prifoners  that  fhe  could 
find  amongft  the  Savages,  whom  thofe 
People  fometimes  kept  to  learn  from 

them 
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them  die  Art  of  making  War  ;  and  all 
the  Soldiers  who  Iiad  deferted  to  them, 
chufing  rather  their  free  Life  than  the 
Military  Difcipline  of  their  own  Nation. 

The  Sakgame^  by  the  Help  of  thefe 
Strangers,  had  eflablifhed .  a  Kind  of 
Schools,  in  which  moil  of  the  Hurons 
exercifed  themfelves,  and  fucceeded  per- 
fed:ly  in  the  Arts  moil  ufeful  to  Society. 
About  twenty  Cabbins  planted  round 
that  of  their  Sovereign,  feemed  in  thefe 
Defarts  rather  a  good  Town  than  a  Ha- 
bitation of  Savages.  Thefe  Cabbins  are 
very  large,  and  contain  each  of  them 
five  or  fix  Families,  and  each  of  thofe  Fa- 
milies often  coniift  of  above  two  hundred 
People.  As  this  Place  might  properly 
be  called  the  Capital  of  the  Country,  no- 
thing was  wanting;  and  their  Policy 
was  fuch,  that  the  Chiefs  of  all  thofe 
Cabbins  afTembled  every  Day  at  the 
Sakgame's  Court,  to  hold  a  Council  with 
her  upon  what  was  neceffary  to  be  done 
for  the  public  Good. 

As  the  Friend  of  their  Sovereign,  I 
was  received  with  aftonifhing  Acclama- 
tions ',    they  were  in   reality  furprizing, 

and 
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and  appeared  more  proper  to  terrify 
than  to  do  Honour.  The  young  Man 
who  accompanied  me,  owned  to  me  af- 
terwards, that  he  was  frighten'd,  and 
that  he  imagined  that  thefe  Savages  were 
rejoicing  together,  by  thefe  Cries,  for 
having  got  us  into  their  Hands,  and  that 
they  defigned  by  our  Deaths  to  declare 
War  againft  the  Freneb, 

The  Sakgame  had  too  much  Pru- 
dence not  to  follow  the  Cuftoms  of  her 
Subjeds  in  Things  that  were  indifferent. 
When  we  prefented  ourfelves  before 
her,  we  found  her  adorned  with  Rows 
of  Beads,  Bracelets,  Feathers,  and  Furs. 
Nothing  could  have  prevented  us  from 
laughing  at  this  Oddnefs  of  Magnifi- 
cence, but  the  ferious  and  majeflick  Air 
thaT  Ihe  put  on.  The  Ancients  of  the 
Nation  were  on  each  Side  of  her,  and 
preferved  alfo  a  furprizing  Gravity. 
They  wear  long  Robes  of  Beaver  Skins, 
which  feemed  to  add  a  new  Ridicule  to 
their  ftrange  and  grotefque  Figures.  We 
could  not  fay  of  them  what  Cineas  faid 
to  Pyrrhus  of  the  Roman  Senators.  We 
ihould  fooner  have  imagined  them  tQ 
be  old  Baboons,  than  Kings. 

After 
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After  the  firil  Compliments  and  the 
Huronick  Ceremonial,  which  the  Sove- 
reign obferved  very  pundlually,  ihe  ad- 
drefled  her  Speech  to  me,  and  told  me 
that  flie  valued  the  Pains  I  had  taken  to 
come  to  fee  her  there  above  all  the  Ser- 
vices that  I  had  done  her  ^  that  fhe  de- 
fired  me  not  to  take  it  ill  that  for  that 
Day,  (on  account  of  the  particular  Ce- 
remonies which  the  Principals  of  the 
Nation  would  expeft  from  her)  flie  con- 
formed to  their  Cuftoms,  and  was  un- 
der a  Neceflity  of  defiring  us  to  oblige 
her  therein  ;  which  we  promifed  to  exe- 
cute very  pundlually.  We  then  began 
^he  Feaft  by  Smoaking,  after  having 
addrefled  thefe  Words  to  the  Sun  ; 
Here^  Sun^  fmoak :  For  they  dare  not 
touch  the  Calumet^  without  having  Jie- 
forehand  invited  the  Sun  to  fmoak. 
But  that  Planet,  as  polite  as  the  Sa- 
vages, never  .accepts  their  Offer..  It 
is  not  that  they  adore  the  Sun^  or  that 
they  think  it  animated.  It  can  fcarce 
be  faid  that  .tliey  have  the  leafl  Tin(fiure 
of  Religion  -,  \mt  they  are  very  exad: 
in  following  the  CuRoms  they  have  re- 
ceived from  their  Arceftors,  and  this  is 
pne  of  the  moft  facred. 

¥.0L,  II.  D  Wc 
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We  were  very  handfomely  entertain- 
ed in  the  French  Manner  ;  we  eat  alfo, 
out  of  Complaifance,  of  feveral  Meats 
prepared  after  the  Mode  of  the  Hurons, 
Their  Sakgamiie  was  much  to  my  Tafle, 
it  is  a  Mixture  very  different  from  what 
we  make  of  Wheat.  The  Ancients  had 
no  fooner  their  Portion  in  their  Oura- 
gansy  or  Porringers,  than  they  began  to 
eat,  but  with  profound  Silence.  We  were 
obliged  to  imitate  them,  that  we  might 
lend  our  Attention  to  a  young  Man  who 
fung  during  the  whole  Repall,  in  order 
to  oblige  Mademoifelle  du  Clos -,  for 
when  they  regale  any  Perfon,  the  Hoil 
fings  in  Praife  of  him,  whatever  he  thinks 
proper  j  and  as  Ihe  did  not  under- 
lland  the  Language  fo  well  as  to  be  able 
to  perform  this  Ceremony,  it  was 
concluded  that  one  of  her  Domeflick 
Officers  fhould  fing  for  her.  I  don't 
very  well  know  what  this  Singer  could 
fay  to  our  Honour  and  Glory.  He 
praifed  us,  I  fuppofe,  upon  our  Addrefs 
in  taking  the  Cailors  upon  the  Ice,  or 
upon  the  Number  of  Enemies  that  we 
had  killed  and  deftroy'd. 
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I  fhould  be  in  the  wrong  to  forget, 
that  among  the  Meats  which  were  ferv'd 
up  to  us,  there  was  one  which  my  Com- 
panion and  myfelf  was  not  in  the  leall 
incHned  to  tafte;  it  was,  neverthelefs, 
the  Difh  of  State  ;  it  was  like  the  fatted 
Calf,  by  which  they  celebrated  our  Ar- 
rival ',  in  fine,  it  was  the  dehcious  Mor- 
fel,  the  moft  valuable,  and  the  mofl 
efteemed  by  them.  This  Difh  never 
adorns  their  Table  but  upon  great  Fe- 
ftivals,  and  pafles  for  the  moft  fhining 
Mark  of  Diftindion  that  they  can  give 
to  Guefts  worthy  of  their  utmoft  Re- 
gard. In  a  word,  this  Difh,  fo  curious 
and  fo  diftinguifhed  from  the  reft,  was 
an  Animal  named  by  them  Qhacora^  and 
with  us  called  a  Dog,  which  they  had 
caufed  to  be  roafted,  that  nothing  might 
be  wanting  in  the  Splendor  and  Magni- 
ficence of  the  Banquet. 

We  lay  in  the  Cabbin  which  v/as  ap- 
pointed for  the  French  who  refided 
there.  I  faw  a  Forge,  a  Carpenter's 
Workhoufe,  feveral  Ovens  for  baking 
of  Bread,  and  one  for  the  making  of 
Earthen  Ware.  They  fpread  before  us 
Sheets  made  in  the  European  Manner, 
D  2  upon^ 
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upon  Matts  made  of  the  Straw  o{  Indian 
Corn,  and  covered  with  the  curled 
Fleeces  of  the  V/ild-Bulls,  which  are  as 
convenient  at  leall:  as  our  MattrelTes. 
The  foiiowing  Days  we  were  not  at 
our  Liberty,  being  obliged  to  employ 
them  in  honouring  by  our  Prefence  the 
Entertainments  that  the  Ancients  regal'd 
us  with,  by  making  the  Youth  of  both 
Scxes  dance  before  us,  and  fome  young 
Men  perform  the  Military  Exercife  with 
their  Fire- Arms,  which  they  began  to 
execute  tolerably  well. 

They  condufled  us  likewife  in  Ce- 
remony to  two  Forts,  which  the  pru- 
dent Sakgame  had  caufed  to  be  built 
near  the  Lake  Ontorio^  in  two  Defiles, 
thro'  which  the  Iroquefe  were  obliged  to 
pafs  to  attack  them.  Thefe  Forts,  tho' 
defigned  and  carried  on  by  Soldiers  who 
had  no  Knowlege  of  the  Rules  of  Forti- 
fication, yet  were  regular  enough  accord- 
ing to  the  Ground,  and  fo  well  fituated, 
that  they  could  only  be  approached  in 
one  Place,  defended  by  two  fmall  Baf- 
tions,  and  pallifadoed  with  Poles  of 
Twelve  Feet  high  •,  the  whole  furround- 
ed  by  a  good  Parapet,  from  v/hence  a 
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hundred  Men,  under  Cover,  might  re- 
pel a  thouiand,  in  a  Country  where 
they  have  not  the  Ufe  of  Cannon. 

We  perceived  at  the  fame  Time 
Lands  waving  with  V/heat,  others  with 
Maiz,  Peafe,  Hemp,  and  all  manner  of 
ufeful  Vegetables,  and  Hills  entirely  cul- 
tivated and  loaded  with  Tobacco  Plants. 
Here  wild  Vines  loofed  from  the  Trees 
round  which  they  grew,  and  pruned  af- 
ter the  manner  of  the  Europeans^  pre- 
fented  themfelves  to  our  View  \  there 
Nurferies,  or  rather  Forefts  of  young 
Chefnuts,  Apples,  and  Walnut- Trees, 
flruck  our  Eyes,  and  employed  them 
agreeably. 

I  exprefled  my  Surprize  at  this  to 
Mademoifclle  du  Clos^  who  faid  to  me. 
You  fee  nothing  yet,  all  this  is  only  a 
Sketch  of  what  I  defign  to  fhew  you  ;  if 
you  remain  in  this  Country,  and  i^ France 
is  as  indifferent  to  you  as  it  is  to  me,  in 
ten  Years  you  would  fee  this  Canton  of 
my  good  Friends  as  beautiful  as  the  mod 
fertile  of  our  Provinces.  At  thele  Words, 
turning  towards  the  Chiefs  of  the  Sa- 
vages, fhe  repeated  to  them,  in  their 
D  3  Jargon,

Jargon,  what  Ihe  had  faid  to  me  in 
French  ;  to  which  they  ail  anfwered  by 
an  Exclamation,  which  fignified.  Ah  ! 
How  well  that  is  faid ! 

At  length  the  good  People  left  us  at 
Liberty,  after  the  Sakgame  had  defi red 
them  not  to  conflrain  them/elves  any 
longer,  by  accompanying  us  without  be- 
ing able  to  underfland  our  Converfation . 
It  the  French  Language  was  Hebrew  to 
them,  it  v/as,  however,  very  famjiliar  to 
twelve  young  Maids,  who  furrounded 
their  Sovereign,  and  compofed  a  very 
amiablv  Ccurt  3  particularly  the  two 
whom  llie  had  brought  to  our  Habitation, 
who  underilood  it  perfectly,  and  taught 
it  the  Children  of  their  Cabbin.  On- 
ly one  Thing  fcandallzed  us  in  the  Be^ 
haviour  of  thefe  Maids  of  Honour  ;  there 
was  fomething  fo  very  unreferved  in  their 
Manners  to  us,  that  they  feemed  to  be 
making  Love  to  us  ;  what  redoubled 
our  Aftonilhment  was,  that  Mademoi- 
felle  du  Clos^  who  was  a  \Vitnefs  of  their 
Advances,  far  from  being  offended,  ap- 
peared to  authorize  them.  She  laughed 
inwardly  at  our  Surprize,  and  eafily 
judging  that  we  were  curious  to  know 

the

the  Caufe  of  it,  fhe  told  us,  one  Day  as 
we  were  walking  with  her  in  an  lile^ 
equally  fertile  and  agreeable,  which  her 
Engineer  Soldier  was  fortifying  in  the 
only  Place  where  it  was  not  inaceffi- 
ble. 

Confefs  the  Truth  to  me,  Gentlemen, 
faid  fhe  to  us,  is  not  it  true  that  you 
knev/  not  what  to  think  of  the  free  Airs 
I  let  my  Maids  put  on  ?  Tho'  I  love 
them  as  much  as  a  tender  Mother  loves 
her  Children,  yet  I  cannot  think  them 
worthy  to  be  blamed  for  what  they  do  •, 
and  I  am  latisfied  that  you  will  not  con- 
demn them  any  longer  yourfelves,  v/hen 
you  are  informed  of  the  unhappy  Situa- 
tion to  which  my  poor  Savages  are  re- 
duced :  Would  you  believe  that,  of  five 
or  fix  thoufand  Perfons,  contained  in  the 
three  Habitations  which,  as  this,  ac- 
knowledge me  as  Sakgame^  and  which  is 
near  a  Third  of  the  whole  Nation  of  the 
Hiirons^  there  are  not  adlually  four  hun- 
dred Men  capable  of  bearing  Arms  ? 
Their  Neighbours,  the  Iroquefe^  have 
deftroyed  three  Quarters  of  the  Nation, 
and  deprived  the  other  Quarter  in  the 
lad:  War  of  its  befl  Defence,  I  mean  of 
D  4  ail 
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all  the  Youth  proper  to  combat  vigo- 
roufly.  Have  not  you  remarked,  that 
all  the  Men  here  are  either  under  twenty, 
or  above  fifty,  and  that  there  is  at  leafl 
ten  Times  more  Women  than  Men  ? 
Judge  then,  whether,  in  this  Situation, 
my  People  are  not  interefted  in  finding 
Methods  to  preferve  their  Country. 

Befides,  purfued  the  Sakgame,  Mar- 
riage in  this  Country  is  not  looked  upon 
as  an  Engagement  that  fixes  you  for- 
ever. To-day  they  marry,  To-morroW 
perhaps  th  =-y  part.  If  a  Hufband  abfents, 
his  Wife  takes  another,  v/hom  (he  keeps 
till  his  Return.  Does  he  come  back?  fhe 
turns  him  of  the  two  off  whom  fhe  likes 
tiie  leafl.  It  is  not.  Gentlemen,  added 
ilie  fmiling,  that  I  exadl  from  your  Com- 
plaifance,  that  you  fhould  enter  into  the 
political  Views  of  my  Savages  at  the 
Expence  of  your  Religion.  I  only  re^ 
late  this  to  you  to  jufli fy  the  unreferved 
Procedure  of  my  Female  Attendants.  I 
cannot,  however,  conceal  from  you,  that 
the  Chiefs  of  my  Council  are  to  conjure 
you  not  to  difdain  to  take  for  Wives, 
during  your  Refidence  here,  thofe  who 
are  moil  agreeable  to  you  j  if  you  grant 
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them  that 'Favour,  you  will  fee  thofc 
whom  you  chufe  rclpeded,  beloved, 
and  called  the  Supporters  of  the  Na- 
tion. 

The  young  Man  who  accompanied 
me  in  this  Journey,  and  who  was  not 
very  fcrupulous  in  his  Nature,  appear'd 
fomething  in  Emotion  at  this  Defcrip- 
tion,  and  penetrated  with  the  Ravage 
that  had  been  made  in  the  Country  by  a 
Deluge  of  Iroqueje^  this  new  Deucalion 
would  willingly  have  contributed  to  re- 
pair that  Misfortune  \  but  however  w^ill- 
ing  he  was  to  do  good,  I  had  Power 
enough  over  him  to  prevent  him  from 
being  fo  charitable,  by  forcing  him  to 
refledl,  that  this  Liberty  of  contradling 
Marriages  of  two  Days  would  not  ex- 
cufe  the  Debauchery  of  it  to  the  French^ 

In  another  Converfation  which  I  had 
with  Mademoifelle  dii  Clos^  I  related  to 
her  the  Difference  I  had  with  the  Com- 
mandant of  the  Fort,  the  Danger  I  had 
run  in  eating  with  him,  and  gave  her 
a  Defcription  of  the  Retreat  that  I^ad 
choofe,  to  deliver  myfelt  from  the  De- 
figns  of  that  Officer.  She,  on  her  Side, 
D  5  in- 
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informed  me  of  all  that  fhe  had  done 
fince  our  Separation,  and  I  admired  her 
in  all  her  Proceedings.  If  your  People, 
faid  I  to  her,  were  a  hundred  Times 
more  numerous  than  they  are,  they 
would  not  be  lefs  fubmiffive  to  fuch  a 
Sakgame.  Effectively,  her  Policy  in  the 
leaft  Trifles,  her  Prudence  in  not  pro- 
pofing  any  Charges  but  what  were  vifibly 
ufeful  in  the  Cufloms  of  her  Country, 
her  Addrels  in  preferving  their  Love, 
.by  following  hcrfelf  thofe  Cuiloms  which 
file  did  not  approve,  provided  that  in 
themfelves  they  were  of  no  Confequence 
to  the  Happinefs  orMifery  of  thefe  good 
Creatures  ;  all  this  indicated  a  fuperior 
Genius,  capable  of  every  Thing. 

I  afked  her  once,  why  none  of  the 
French  lodged  at  her  Cabbin.  I  Ihall 
always,  replied  Ihe,  avoid  having  them 
about  me,  or  even  ever  fpeaking  to  them 
in  private  ;  in  the  lirft  Place,  becaufe  I 
would  no  longer  appear  a  French  Wo- 
man, nor  give  the  leaft  Occafion  for  fe- 
ditious  I-Iints,  to  fay  that  [  have  any 
Defign  of  ever  quitting  this  Country. 
The  fecond  Reafon,  which  I  am  willing 
to  own  to  you,  tho'  it  gives  me  Pain,  is, 
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that  I  have  much  more  Confidence  in  my 
own  Subjeds  than  in  thofe  of  Louis  the 
XlVth.  No,  Monfieur  le  Gendre,  I 
fhould  not  fleep  in  fuch  Tranquility  as 
I  do,  if  I  knew  myfelf  at  the  Mercy  of 
Perfons  who  are  continually  guilty  of 
Anions  of  Perfidy.  It  is  not  indeed 
very  furprizing,  fince,  if  you  except  a 
fmall  Number,  the  French  who  are  fent 
into  Canada  are  all  Liber  tines,  banifhed. 
from  their  native  Country  as  Diilurbers 
of  the  publick  Peace. 

I  muft  alfo  tell  you,  added  fhe,  that 
I  have  conceived  a  Tender nefs  for  my 
HuronSy  which  they  highly  deferve.  You 
cannot  imagine  how  many  Tears,  Sighs, 
and  Groans  a  flight  Indifpofition  coll 
them  that  I  had  fome  Time  ago,  whilft 
the  French^  who  are  in  this  Habitation, 
were  very  likely  reckoning  up  what 
would  be  their  Share  of  my  Spoils. 
I  am  alfo  very  fenfible  of  the  Differ- 
ence between  their  Behaviour.  I  ufe 
the  French  with  Refped,  becaufe  I  Hand 
in  need  of  them  j  but  as  foon  as  I  can 
do  without  them,  I  fhall  only  keep  three 
or  four  of  them,  whom  I  know  to  be 
Men  of  Honefly,  and  who  are  at  pre- 
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fent  ufeful  to  me  as  Counfellors,  fincc 
they  give  their  Opinions  in  my  Council 
equally  with  the  Ancients  of  the  Nation. 
One  of  the  principal  is  the  Soldier,  whom 
you  faw  occupied  in  fortifying  the  Ifland, 
which  I  intend  to  make  a  fecure  Afy- 
lum,  in  cafe  of  an  Irruption  from  the 
Iroquefe  \  the  other  is  a  very  underftand- 
ing  Native  of  Bretaigne^  by  whofe  Ad- 
vice we  regulate  ourfelves  as  to  improv- 
ing the  Country.  The  firft  is  my  Mi- 
niiler  in  the  Affairs  of  War,  and  the 
other  my  Chancellor. 

It  was  he  who  caufcd  to  be  tranf- 
planted  to  this  Place  a  great  Quantity  of 
wild  Vines,  which  are  found  near  the 
Lake  Ontorlo,  He  even  caufed  fuch 
Abundance  of  Grapes  to  be  gathered 
there,  that  he  has  procured  a  fufficient 
Provifion  of  Wine  ^  it  is  indeed  fo  harfh 
a  Wine,  that  it  is  not  drinkable  j  but  it 
is  not  the  lefs  ufeful  to  us,  for  we  make 
Brandy  of  it,  v/hich  fupplies  the  Place 
of  that  which  they  ufed  to  receive  from 
the  Fort,  before  our  Difference  with  the 
Commandant  My  Breton  afTures  me, 
thai  he  can  alfo  draw  off  a  Brandy  from 
the  Lees  of  Cyder,  which  he  defigns  to 
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make  of  the  Fruits  of  feveral  Thoufands 
of  Apple-Trees  which  we  have,  and  of 
which  he  has  chofcn  out  the  fineil  to 
graft  upon  good  Kinds  of  Fruit,  which 
he  has  lent  in  Search  of  as  far  as  Mont-^ 
real  and  Frontenac. 

This  is  not  all,  continued  fhe  5  before 
rsy  Arrival  thofe  Women,  who  knew 
how  to  ufe  a  DiftafF,  made  in  that  man- 
ner Cloaks,  Cowls,  Coverings  for  their 
Beds,  and  Lifts,  in  the  Form  of  very 
fliort  Petticoats,  all  with  that  beautiful 
Wool  of  the  Cihoulas^  or  Wild-Bulls, 
which  we  have  here ;  but  fince  I  have 
obliged  them  to  fow  Hemp,  which  fuc* 
ceeds  admirably  in  this  Country,  I  have 
introduced  the  Ufe  of  Linnen,  and  there 
is  no  longer  any  Perfon  in  the  Habita- 
tion but  wears  it,  except  the  young 
Men,  when  they  go  to  the  Chace,  efpe- 
cially  that  of  the  Cihoulas  \  as  they  wan- 
der very  diftant  then,  and  go  far  to- 
wards the  South- Weft,  they  will  not 
carry  any  Thing  but  their  Arms. 

If  any  Chagrin  interrupts  the  Courfe 
of  the  Pleafure  I  take  in  contemplating 
my  Work,   it  is  that  I  fee  no  Perfon 
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whom  I  can  infpire  with  the  fame  At- 
tachment that  I  have  for  my  Situation, 
and  who  might  be  capable  of  finifhing 
the  Completion  of  their  Happinefs,  or 
at  leaft  preferving  it  after  my  Death,  up- 
on the  fame  Footing  that  I  Ihall  leave  it. 
This  Refledion  afflids  me  the  more,  the 
more  grateful  my  Savages  ihew  them- 
felves  for  the  little  I  have  done  for 
them  ;  their  Probity,  their  Simplicity, 
the  Goodnefs  of  their  Hearts,  render 
them  fo  dear  to  me,  that  if  I  was  fepa- 
rated  from  them,  I  fhould  without  any 
Hefitation  quit  my  Family  and  Coun- 
try to  return  to  them  again. 

I  am  not  the  leaft  aftonifhed  at  your 
exceflive  Tendernefs  for  them,  inter- 
rupted I,  in  this  Part  of  her  Difcourfe  ; 
I  am  fo  thoroughly  perfwaded  that  it  is 
pleafing,  in  whatever  Part  of  the  World 
it  is,  to  be  honoured  and  almoft  adored 
by  a  numerous  People.  I  know  not 
whether  Self-love  has  not  a  Share  in 
your  Kindnefs  for  thefe  humane  People. 
You  need  not  doubt  it,  returned  Made- 
moifclle  dii  Clos^  it  finds  its  Account  per- 
fe6lly  here.  I  perceive  with  the  high- 
eft   Satisfadlion    the   Refped   and   the 
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Love  they  have  for  me.  Imagine  to 
yourfelf  thofe  defpotick  Authorities 
which  make  themfelves  be  obeyed  by  a 
Look  :  Such  is  this  of  mine,  and  I  may 
fay  ilill  more  agreeable,  fmce  it  is  found- 
ed not  upon  Fear,  but  wholly  upon  Af- 
fedlion. 

I  even  remark  continually,  that  they 
contrive  every  thing  that  may  give  me 
Pleafure  •,  and  to  conform  themfelves  to 
my  Manner  of  Behaviour,  throw  ofF 
their  own.  It  was,  for  Example,  a  Cuf- 
tom  eftablifhed  amongft  them,  to  go 
into  each  otlier's  Huts,  and  fit  down  in 
the  firft  Place  they  come  to,  without 
faying  a  Word,  or  ufing  the  teafl  Civi- 
lity \  now,  they  falute  one  another  by 
bowing  the  Head  a  litde,  and  fmiling, 
only  becaufe  they  obferved  that  it  was 
thus  I  behaved  to  them  when  they  ad- 
dreifed  themfelves  to  me. 

Thofe  who  approach  me  the  leafl, 
and  are  at  fifty  or  fixty  Leagues  diftance 
from  hence,  name  me  no  otherwife, 
than  The  good  Spirit^  and  the  Friend  of 
the  Onuntio  above.  They  gave  me  this 
Name,  becaufe  that  feeing  them  docile  in 
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learning  the  Knowledge  of  God,  I  have 
accuftomed  them  not  to  begin  any  con- 
fidcrable  Enterprize  without  lifting  up 
their  Eyes  to  Heaven,  to  demand  the 
Affiftance  of  the  Great  Onuntio^  who 
made  the  Heavens,  the  Earth,  the  Sun, 
the  Moon,  and  all  the  Stars  \  who  crea- 
ted us  to  love  and  to  adore  him,  and 
who  will  not  have  us  do  hurt  to  each 
other.  This  they  obferve  now  very  re- 
ligioufly,  both  in  my  Prefence  and  in 
my  Abfence  ;  which  ihews  how  eafy 
it  would  be  to  make  them  embrace 
Chriftianity,  if  the  Miflionaries,  who  un- 
dertake that  Enterprize,  had  as  much 
Prudence  as  they  have  Zeal  for  the  Glo- 
ry of  God  :  But  thefe  new  Apofllcs, 
looking  upon  themfelves  as  Martyrs 
from  the  Moment  they  fet  their  Foot 
in  thefe  Nations,  and  renouncing  their 
Lives,  in  efFe6t,  take  all  the  Meafures 
poflible  to  arrive  at  fuch  Conclufion. 
Inftead  of  appearing  at  firft:  to  defire 
only  the  temporal  Good  of  the  Sa- 
vagv!s,  that  tliey  might  lead  them  in- 
fenfibly  to  the  Oiritual,  they  begin  by 
declaiming  agdi^fl:  rhtir  Religion  in 
Terms  which  terrify  tht^it  Wretches, 
who  imagine  they  are  liftening  to  Blaf- 
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phemies ;  and  by  preaching  to  them  the 
abflraded  Truths  of  Religion,  as  jf  their 
rude  Underftandings  could  comprehend 
them.  How  fhould  thefe  material  Au- 
ditors believe  in  fuch  Myfteries !  They 
who  can  imagine  no  other  Happinefs  in 
the  Region  of  the  Dead,  according  to 
their  own  Account,  but  that  of  feeling 
no  Cold,  finding  the  befl  Maiz  there. 
Brandy  as  much  as  they  pleafe,  Chaces, 
where  the  Game  will  come  of  itfelf  to 
the  Hunters,  and  have  a  mofl  exquifite 
Flavour  •,  and  to  compleat  their  Happi- 
nefs, an  eternal  Peace  with  the  French 
and  the  Iroquefel 

Yet,  though  my  Hurons  flill  think  in 
this  Manner,  I  do  not  believe  that  it  is 
impofTible  to  make  real  Chriftians  of 
them.  If  you  could  procure  me  fome 
able  MifTionary,  who  would  not  preci- 
pitate Things,  do  nothing  of  his  own 
Head,  and  in  a  word  follow  my  Coun- 
fels,  I  would  preferve  him  from  Mar- 
tyrdom, and  aflift  him  to  convert  this 
Canton  of  Savages.  This  is  what  I  de- 
fire  you  to  inform  the  Father  Recolet^ 
our  Protedlor,  of ;  and  to  inftrud:  him 
at  the  fame  time,  that  I  labour  for  the 

Service 
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Service  of  God  and  that  of  the  King, 
by  my  endeav-ouring  at  the  Happinefs  of 
this  People.  Let  that  great  Monarch 
only  preferve  them  from  the  Fury  of 
the  Iroquefe,  and  I  will  ariAver  for  the 
reft.  Conjure  his  Reverence  likewife, 
to  fpare  no  Pains  in  order  to  efface  the 
ill  Impreffions  that  have  been  made  up- 
on the  Mind  of  the  Governor,  by  the 
Complaints  of  fome  MifTionaries,  in  re- 
lation to  the  Htirons^  v/hom  they  have 
endeavoured  to  reprefent  as  an  incon- 
ftant  Nation,  perfidious  and  barbarous, 
only  for  having  condu(5tcd  themfelves 
according  to  thofe  Cuftoms  of  their  Na- 
tion, received  from  their  Anceftors. 
The  Hurons^  fay  they,  have  killed,  have, 
eat  the  Prifoners,  which  they  made  when 
a  Defcent  has  been  attempted  upon  their 
Coafts :  They  are  therefore  the  moft 
barbarous  Savages,  they  are  Anthropo- 

phages^  they  are  Monfters. ^*  Good 

God !  could  they  do  otherwife  ?  let  us 
judge  of  it  without  Prejudice. 

They  fee  arrive  upon  their  Coafts 
EnemjeSp  who  to  their  Eyes  appear 
entirely  terrible,  monftrous,  fupernatq- 
ral,  who  have  Thunder  and  Lighning 

at 
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at  their  Difpofal,  and  are  almoft  invul- 
nerable. ,  How  many  Prodigies !  How 
is  it  pofTible  not  to  be  terrified  by  them  ! 
If  the  Hurons^  in  defending  their  Lives, 
have  the  Happinefs  to  feize  upon  one 
of  thefe  redoubtable  Enemies,  why  are 
they  not  to  kill  them  for  their  own 
Safety  ?  It  would  be  Imprudence  to  fpare 
them.  Yes,  fay  they,  but  why  then 
eat  them  ?  For  what  Reafon  would  you 
not  have  them  eat  them  ?  'Tis  their 
Cuflom  to  treat  in  this  Manner  all  the 
Enemies  they  can  take.  Would  you 
think  a  Shooter  reafonable,  who  having 
never  feen  any  but  red  Partridges,  fhould 
not  kill  a  grey  one  that  came,  into  his 
Canton  ?  or  that  having  killed  it,  and 
feeing  it  fat  and  good,  fliould  hide  it  in 
the  Earth  to  perifh,  rather  than  eat  it  ? 
We  fhould  never  judge  fo  rafhly,  if  leav- 
ing off  our  Prejudices,  we  would  put 
ourfelves  in  the  Place  of  thofe  whofe 
Judges  we  want  to  be. 

If  the  People  of  thii.  new  W^orld, 
preventing  us  in  the  Art  of  Navigation, 
had  firft  come  to  make  a  Difcovery 
upon  our  Coafts,  what  would  they  not 
have  had  to  relate  of  France  at  their  re- 
turn 
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turn  home  ?  Having  difcovered  an  un- 
known Land  to  the  North  Weft,  would 
they  fay,  we  refolved  to  land  there  in 
order  to  take  pofTeflion  of  it  in   the 
Name  of  the  Chief  of  our  Nation,  and 
to   make  our  Gods  be  adored   there. 
Some  Fifliers,  whom  we  endeavoured 
to  feize  upon  to  inform  ourfelves  of  the 
Country,  and  of  the  People  that  inha- 
bited it,  havii 'g  fled  to  a  large  neigh- 
bouring Habitation,  thefe  Barbarians,  in- 
ftead  of  offering  us  Tobacco  and  Maiz, 
or  at  leaft  fuifering  us  to  hunt  and  take  in 
Water,  rained  upon  us  a  Storm  of  large 
round  black  Stones,    which   ftruck  us 
down  without  our  feeing   the    Flands 
that  call  them  at  us.    There  was  nothing 
but  Smoak,    Lightning,    and  dreadful 
Claps  of  Thunder.  Thole  of  our  Com- 
pany whom  we  had  kl  afhore,  finding 
themfelves  ftruck,  and  not  knowing  a- 
gainft  whom  to  defend  themfelves,  re- 
gained our  Canoes  and  put  off  to  Sea. 
Then   feveral   of  thefe   Savages   came 
from  under  their  Habitations,    as  the 
wild  Beafts  come  out  from  their  Dens 
when  the  Night  approaches.    They  ap- 
peared to  us  to  be  entirely  covered  with 
Skins  of  different  Colours,  of  an  extra- 
ordinary 
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ordinary  Figure,  and  drefTed  in  fuch  a 
Manner  that  one  would  imagine  it  muft 
be  painful  for  them  to  move.  They  ex- 
amined with  Attention  our  Dead  extend- 
ed upon  the  Shore,  and  inflead  of  eat- 
ing the  new-killed  Flefh,  they  covered 
it  under  the  Earth  ignominioufly,  de- 
fpifing  it  more  than  the  Orignacs^  or 
the  raeaneft  Beaft  of  their  Forefts. 

The  Neceffity  of  procuring  Water 
and  Provifions  obliged  us  neverthelefs  to 
land  at  fome  Days  Voyage  from  thence 
in  a  Place  which  feemed  uninhabited, 
and  where  no twith (landing  this  we  were 
immediately  furrounded  by  Figures  re- 
fembling  the  firil,  but  lefs  fhy.     We 
could    only  fee   their  Faces  and  their 
Hands,   the  pale  and  livid  Colour  of 
which  they  have  not  Senfe  enough  to 
hide,  by  covering  it  with  the  different 
Paintings  which  we  know  fo  well  how 
to  make  ufe  of    We  prefented  to  them 
the  Calumet  of  Peace^  and  fome  of  our 
fineft  Skins ;  after  which  they  came  up 
to  us,  fpeaking  to  us  in  an  odd  Lan- 
guage, of  v/hich  we  could  not  compre- 
hend a  Word.     We  made  them,  how- 
ever,  comprehend  by  our  Signs,  that 

we 
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we  flood  in  need  of  Water  and  Provi- 
fions :  They  brought  us  a  kind  of  .S^^- 
gamite  hard  and  baked,  of  which  they 
eat  themfelves  firft,  and  which  we  thought 
tolerably  good.  They  drank  alfo  before 
us  of  a  prepared  Water,  whofe  Colour 
was  fufpicious  to  us.  They  brought  it 
in  little  round  Skins,  which  were  hard, 
tranfparent,  and  very  well  wrought ; 
but  we  durft  not  drink  of  it ;  and  they 
were  obhged  to  give  us  Water,  with 
which  we  filled  our  Goatfldns. 

We  remarked,  during  fome  Days  that 
we  ftaid  to  take  Provifions,  that  thefe 
Savages  had  no  Gods,  at  leaft  we  did 
not  fee  that  they  had  any  to  whom  they 
did  Homage.  They  have  neverthelefs 
a  fuperftitious  Veneration  for  Grafhop- 
pers,  Bats,  and  Lizards ;  for  they  feve- 
ral  times  prevented  us  from  eating  of 
them,  and  feemed  to  look  upon  us  with 
Horror  when  we  attempted  it.  It  is 
probable  alfo,  that  they  believe  that  af- 
ter this  Life  there  is  no  other  in  the 
Country  of  the  Dead  ;  for  when  any 
one  dies  in  their  Cantons,  though  it  is 
one  of  their  Chiefs,  they  neither  give 
him  Maiz,  nor  Utenfils,  nor  Arms,  nor 

even 
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even  Slaves  to  ferve  him  in  the  other 
World. 

We  had  Compaffion  upon  the  Blind- 
nefs  of  thefe  unhappy  Wretches.  We 
followed  them  one  Day  into  a  Place 
where  they  carried  one  of  their  Dead 
finging  before  him,  and  which  we  ima- 
gined to  be  a  Temple.  Our  *  Places 
advertifed  us  to  carry  with  us  our  great 
God  Vitzliputzli^  whom  they  fhewed 
to  them,  exhorting  them  to  acknow- 
ledge their  Error,  and  profit  by  the  Ad- 
vantage they  had  of  being  able  to  caft 
their  Eyes  upon  the  greateft  of  the 
Gods ;  but  far  from  proflrating  them- 
felves  before  him  as  our  Places^  and 
adoring  him  together  with  them,  thefe 
impious  Wretches  had  the  Infolence  to 
overthrow  with  a  profane  Hand  this 
dreadful  God,  to  break  his  Legs,  and 
t^ar  off  his  Wings  :  At  this  Spectacle, 
feized  with  a  juft  Horror,  the  Priefls  of 
Vitzliputzli  flew  upon  thefe  infemous 
Men  to  revenge  our  God  by  their  Death 
and  the  Pillage  of  the  Temple ;  but, 
lefs  ftrong  than  couragious,  our  Places 
were  feized  upon  and  clofely  bound  j  as 

to 
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to  us,  having  haftily  regained  our  Ca- 
noes,  we  efcaped  from  their  furious 
Hands  :  But  we  had  the  Chagrin  before 
our  Departure,  to  fee  our  terrible  God 
devoured  in  the  Flames,  in  the  View  of 
our  little  Fleet. 

I  afk  you  now,  added  Mademoifellc 
du  CloSy  if  an  American  that  made  this 
Relation  would  be  unrealbnable  ?  No, 
certainly,  replied  I,  you  plead  extremely 
well  the  Caufe  of  your  Savages.  I  am 
no  longer  furprized  that  you  are  pleafed 
with  being  here :  You  are  become  en- 
tirely an  American.  You  prefer  this  Ha- 
bitation to  Paris^  your  Cabbin  to  the 
Louvre^  and  the  Hurons  to  the  French, 
You  fay  too  much,  returned  ih^ ;  that 
would  be  preferring  the  rough  Diamond 
before  the  poliflied  ;  but  at  leafl  this 
proves,  that  the  Savages  might  think 
of  the  French^  what  the  French  now 
think  of  the  Savages. 

The  Sakgame  here  ceafed  to  fpeak ; 
to  give  her  Time  to  take  Breath  I  be- 
gan her  Elogium,  like  a  Man  enchanted 
with  her  Merit :  Ah !  Mademoifelle, 
faid  I,  in  my  Enthufiafm,  what  Family 

has 
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has  had  the  Misfortune  to  lofe  you,  af- 
ter having  been  fo  happy  as  to  produce 
a  Heroine,  whofe  Name  ought  to  be- 
come as  celebrated  as  that  of  the  great- 
eft  Conquerors  ?  'Tis  that  Name  ex- 
ai^ly,  cried  fhe,  'tis  that  Name  alone 
which  I  would  refpe6i:  by  mxy  Silence, 
not  to  reveal  the  Shame  which  my  Pa- 
rents have  covered  themfelves  with  by 
profcribing  me  with  fuch  Injuftice.  Ma- 
demoifelle,  replied  I,  you  quite  raife  my 
Curiofity  by  refufing  now  to  fatisfy  it, 
Confider  that  the  Sakgame  of  the  Hu- 
rons^  is  not  obliged  to  keep  the  Secrets 
of  Mademoifelle  du  Clos.  Befides,  what 
have  you  to  fear  ?  Have  I,  without 
knowing  it,  rendered  myfelf  by  any 
Indifcretion  unworthy  of  your  Confi- 
dence ?  No,  replied  Ihe,  I  do  not  in 
the  leaft  diftruft  you,  and  I  am  willing 
to  inform  you  of  my  Misfortunes  \  but 
content  yourfelf  with  that.  Do  not  en- 
deavour to  find  out  the  Perfons  who 
have  caufed  them  \  and  promife  me, 
that  if  ever  you  return  into  France^  you 
will  make  no  Steps  to  difcover  them. 

I  protefted  to  her  that  her  Defires 

fliould  be  a  Law  to  me,  and  that  flie 

Vol.  II.  E  might 
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might  depend  upon  my  Difcretion : 
Well  then,  faid  flie  to  me,  you  fhall 
immediately  hear  Things  that  you  wiJl 
find  difficult  to  believe.  My  Parents 
have  behaved  to  me  in  a  mod  furprizing 
Manner,  which  I  will  relate  to  you  as 
fuccindly  as  I  can. 

My  Father  was  near  Forty  when  he 
married  my  Mother,  who  was  a  young 
Perfon  of  Nobility  equal  to  his  own ; 
but  of  a  Humour  as  impatient  and 
haughty,  as  he  was  fiegmatick,  plain 
and  eafy.  You  may  judge  by  thefe  De- 
fcriptions,  that  he  had  not  a  very  defpo- 
tick  Power  in  his  Family.  They  palled 
fome  Years  without  having  any  Chil- 
dren, and  therefore  the  fir  ft  who  came 
into  the  World  became  their  Idol  ;  it 
was  a  Boy.  I  was  born  eighteen  Months 
after  him,  and  my  Birth  was  followed 
three  Years  after  by  that  of  my  fecond 
and  laft  Brother. 

The  Preference  that  was  given  in 
every  thing  to  the  eldefl  Son  over  his 
Sifler  had  its  ufual  EfFe<5l ;  that  is,  that 
it  made  us  diflike  each  other  from  our 
Infancy,  and  was  the  Occalion  of  my 

Parents 
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Parents  loving  me  much  the  lefs.  I  was 
but  too  fenfibJe  of  it,  though  I  was 
only  a  Child,  and  Jealoufy  feized  fo 
ilrongly  upon  me,  that  they  were  ob- 
liged to  put  me  in  a  Convent,  that  they 
might  have  Peace  at  home. 

I  found  myfelf  amongft  the  Religi- 
cufes  as  if  I  was  tranfported  into  another 
World.  I  fhould  eafily  have  forgot 
there  that  I  had  a  Brothej*  more  beloved 
than  myfelf;  and  fhould  foon  have  ex- 
iinguilhed  all  the  weak  Glimmerings  of 
my  newborn  Jealoufy,  if  they  had  not 
been  rekindled  every  Moment  by  the 
indifcreet  Kindnefs  of  a  Woman  who 
had  been  my  Governefs,  and  who  came 
to  fee  me  very  frequently.  Her  Impru- 
dence entertained  me  wholly  with  the 
Happinefs  of  my  Brother ;  flie  exag- 
gerated to  me,  all  in  Tears,  the  Refped: 
that  was  fliewn  him  -,  the  large  Quan- 
tity of  Money  he  had  at  his  Difpofal ; 
the  Beauty  of  his  Cloaths  -,  and  in  fine, 
the  Carefles  he  received  every  where ; 
whihl  I,  entirely  forgot  in  my  Retreat, 
had  nothing  to  dillinguifli  me  from  the 
meaneft  Citizen's  Child.  She  added  to 
this,  tfeat  they  had  refolved  to  make  me 
E  2  take 
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take  the  VeiJ,  to  leave  my  Brother  the 
larger  Fortune.  Thefe  Difcourfes  in- 
fpired  me  with  a  Horror  for  him,  and. 
for  the  Monaftery. 

Our  youngeft  Brother,  whom  they 
defigned  for  a  *  Chevalier  de  Malta^  and 
who  was  treated  as  ill  as  myfelf,  had  the 
fame  Refentment  as  foon  as  he  was  ca- 
pable of  feeling  it.  He  came  frequently 
to  make  me  a  Vilit  at  the  Grate  :  We 
united  our  Chagrins,  and  held  our  litde 
Counfels  together  ;  the  Refult  of  which 
always  was,  that  I  fhould  refufe  the 
Habit  of  a  Novice  when  they  pro- 
pofed  to  me  to  take  it.  My  Mother, 
at  length  perceiving  that  they  endea- 
voured in  vain  to  conquer  the  Repug- 
nance I  expreffed  for  that  Condition,  took 
me  from  the  Convent,  with  an  Intention 
of  obliging  me,  by  her  ill  Treatment, 
to  defire  myfelf  that  I  might  return  thi- 
ther again. 

As  prejudiced  as  I  was  agalnft  our 
elder  Brother,  upon  my  firil  coming 
home  I  endeavoured  to  gain  his  Friend- 
ihip  •,  but  the  Complaifance  diat  he  had 

been. 
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been  ufed  with,  and  the  little  Regard 
he  faw  exprefled    to  us,    had  entirely 
fpoiled  his  Mind.     The  haughty  and 
defpifmg  Air  with  which  he  received 
my  Advances,  and  my  Civilities,  fhock'd 
me  -,  I  complained  of  it  to  my  Gover- 
nefs,  and  to  my  younger  Brother,  who 
were  the  only  Perfons  to  whom  I  could 
addrefs  my  Complaints.     They  fhared 
my   Sorrows.     The  Chevalier  particu- 
larly was  penetrated  with  them.     He 
fighed  fomctimes  with  Impadence  to  be 
of  an  Age  to  meafure  his  Sword  againlt 
that  of  his  Domeriick  Enem.y,  and  he 
would  have  been  very  capabk  of  fuch 
an  A(5lion      One  Day  when   the   okl 
Governor  who  educated  them,  both,  and 
who  had  no  other  Merit  but   that  of 
having  gained  the  good  Graces  of  my 
Mother,    by  exprelling  a  Fond  nefs  for 
her    eldeft    Son,    gave    it   againft   the 
youngeft,  in  a  little  Difpute  which  hap- 
pened between  the  two  Brothers  *,  the 
Chevalier  took  Heaven  to  witnefs  of  the 
Injuftice  that  was  done  him,  and  throw- 
ing himfelf  upon  the  Governor  with  his 
Sword  drawn,  he  would  inevitably-  have 
ftabb'd  him,  if  his  Sword  had  not  been, 
E  3  as 
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as  thofe  of  Children  ufually  are,  blunt 
at  the  Point. 

i  was  on  my  Side  expofed  to  fliffer 
all  the  Mortifications  that  my  Mother 
could  invent  for  me.  If  my  Father  did 
not  hate  me  and  my  younger  Brother, 
at  leaft  he  had  a  perfect  Indifference  for 
us.  Befides,  of  what  ufe  would  have 
been  his  Kindnefs  ?  The  Hufband  was 
no  more  liften'd  to  than  the  Children. 
When  Madam  was  in  a  Pall: on,  he  was 
not  the  Perfon  who  trembled  leaft.  If 
he  took  the  Liberty  to  fpeak,  it  was  to 
fay,  Madam  is  in  the  right;  and  he 
frequently  received,  for  the  return  of  his 
Complaiiance,  a  concife  Order  to  be  fi- 
lent,  and  wait  till  his  Opinion  was  afk- 
ed.  There  was  neverthelefs  a  Time  in 
which  he  loft  his  Timidity  •,  when  he 
was  filled  with  Champaign^  Monfieur 
fpoke  as  high  as  Madam;  but. his  Cou- 
rage evaporated  with  the  Fumes  of  his 
Wine. 

The  Friendfhip  that  my  Brother  the 
Chevalier  and  1  bore  to  each  other  dif- 
pleafed  my  Mother,  who  to  take  from 
US  the  Confolatioa  we  found  in  being 
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affli(5led  together,  forbid  us  ever  to  fee 
or  to  converfe  with  one  another  in  pri- 
vate. She  was  confcioiis  that  our  Con- 
verfations  turned  upon  the  Chagrins  that 
fhe  gave  us  ;  and  ihe  imagined  by  this 
Injundion  fhe  fhould  prevent  the  Plots 
that  we  might  form  againft  her  Fa- 
vourite. This  Procedure  ferved  only 
to  harden  us  the  more  againft  him,  and 
taking  care  to  hide  our  Cards,  we  began 
to  do  all  the  Harm  we  could  to  our 
common  Enemy.  We  made  ufe  with 
Pleafure  of  every  OjDportunity  that  pre- 
fen  ted  itfelf  to  play  him  a  Trick.  This 
darling  fpoilt  Child  in  vain  endeavoured 
to  be  careful  of  the  rich  Cloths  v;lth 
which  he  was  adorned,  they  were  never 
eight  Days  without  being  fpotted  or 
torn.  The  Idol  was  reprimanded,  and 
we  triumphed. 

We  were  not  permitted  to  enter  into 
the  Clofet  of  my  Mother  ;  the  Fa- 
vourite alone  had  that  Privilege.  He 
went  in  when  he  pleafed,  and  played 
with  her  Birds.  We  watched  the  Mo- 
ment of  creeping  in  after  him  without 
being  perceived,  and  from  thence  it  al- 
ways happened  that  fome  Cage  was  left 
E  4  open, 
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open,  or  feme  Cats  fhut  np  in  the  Clo- 
fet.  Such  an  A6t  of  Carelefsncfs  drew 
upon  him  frequently  Reproofs  that  tran- 
fported  us.  We  muft  confefs,  that  the 
Pieafure  of  Revenge  was  fweet.  There 
are  few  Evils  of  which  it  will  not  fufpend 
the  Pain  ,  and  I  confefs  at  that  Age  had  I 
Virtue  enough  to  renounce  it. 

My  elded  Brother  had  two  Hunting- 
Dogs,  which  were  his  Delight.  The 
Death  of  thefe  two  Animals,  fo  beloved, 
would  have  been  an  Exploit  worthy  of 
the  Chevalier,  but  the  Execution  of  it 
was  difficult.  He  fpoke  to  me  of  it  as 
an  AiTair  of  State,  and  the  Weaknefs  I 
had  to  enter  into  the  Confpiracy  was  the 
Occafion  of  my  Exile ;  we  formed  this 
glorious  Projeft  then,  of  which,  how- 
ever, we  had  no  other  Profit,  than  hav- 
ing had  the  pleafing  Hope  of  reveng- 
ing ourfelves.  How  many  People  are 
there  in  the  fame  Condition,  and  whofe 
Refentments  terminate  in  thinking  what 
they  would  do,  if  their  Power  anfwered 
to  their  Inclination ! 

I  imagined  for  fome  Time,  that  the 
Chevalier  had  abandoned  his  Defign,  of 

which 
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which  he  Ipoke  to  me  no  more,  either 
that  he  was  put  olF  from  it,  by  the  Ob- 
ilacles  he  met  with,  or  that  he  had 
Compaflion  upon  the  two  profcribed 
Heads,  who  were  his  Favourites  too, 
but  they  were  ftill  more  dear  to  his  Bro- 
ther, and  that  was  fufHcient  to  prevent 
him  from  hflening  to  the  Voice  of  Mer- 
cy. One  Evening,  as  we  rofe  from 
Table,  he  flipped  a  Packet  into  my 
Hand,  and  faid  to  me  in  a  Whifper ; 
Here,  this  will  difpatch  them  prefently. 
Lock  it  up  fafe.  It  was,  I  believe, 
Arfenick  in  Powder  that  he  had  procur- 
ed, and  which  he  was  afraid  they  would 
find  in  his  Pockets  at  Night.  Unhap- 
pily for  us,  the  old  Governor,  who  was 
near  us,  heard  what  the  Chevalier  faid 
to  me,  and  went  immediately  to  my 
Parents  to  relate  it.  He  reprefented  to 
them,  doubtlefs,  that  I  had  monflrous 
Intentions;  and  the  Poifon  found  at 
Night  in  one  of  the  Boxes  of  my  Toi- 
lette, confirming  his  Report,  my  Bro- 
ther and  myfelf  remained  attainted  and 
convifled,  in  their  Opinions,  of  a  De- 
-Cgn  to  attempt  upon  their  Perfons. 

E  5  I  per- 
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I  perceived,  when  I  got  up,  that  the 
Packet  was  not  where  I  put  it  •,  I  ima- 
gined that  the  ChevaUer  had  taken  it 
again,  which  v/as  the  Reafon  that  I  was 
not  uneafy,  nor  took  any  Meafures  to 
prevent  the  Misfortune  that  threatened 
me,  and  of  which  I  was  ignorant.  1 
had  juft  dreiTed  me,  when  an  Order 
was  brought  me  from  my  Mother,  to 
be  ready  to  depart  for  a  Convent,  where 
flie  had  determined  to  condud  me.  I 
prepared  to  obey  her  with  great  Docih- 
ty,  looking  upon  the  Monaflery  as  a 
Prifon  where  I  fhould  be  lefs  unfortunate 
than  I  was  at  home.  Whilft  they  put 
up  my  Linnen  and  my  Cloaths,  I  went 
to  bid  my  Father  adieu,  who  was  in 
\fi%  Clofet,  but  it  was  in  vain  that  f 
knocked  at  the  Door,  he  neither  open- 
ed it,  nor  ventured  to  anfwer  me,  doubt- 
lefs  becaufe  it  had  been  forbidden  him, 
I  riMi  to  the  Chamber  of  the  ChevaHer, 
to  beg  him  to  come  and  fee  me  in  the 
Convent;  I  found  it  empty,  and,  to 
retrench  all  fuperfluous  Circumftances,  I 
went  into  a  Hackney-Coach,  with  my 
Mother  and  the  old  Governor,  whole 
Name  was  du  Clos.  They  conveyed 
me  to  an  Icn,  where  a  Chaife  ready  ta 
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depart  waited  for  me.  I  went  into  it 
with  the  Governor,  and  remarking  that 
my  Mother  was  preparing  to  return  5 
Madame,  faid  I  to  her  with  Emotion, 
what  can  be  your  Defign?  Where  is 
Monfieur  du  Clos  to  convey  me  by  your 
Orders  ?  Was  it  not  to  a  Convent  in 
Paris  that  you  propofed  to  carry  me  ? 
No,  Daughter,  repHed  my  Mother  cold- 
ly, I  am  fending  you  to  that  of  which 
your  Aunt  is  the  Abbefs.  You  will 
learn,  under  the  Infpet^ion  of  fo  virtu- 
ous a  Perfon,  to  confirm  yourfelf  in 
thofe  Duties,  which  a  longer  Stay  in 
your  Father's  Family  might  deprive 
you  of.  Adieu,  Mademoifelle,  you 
have  fo  often  faid,  that  you  were  much 
better  in  the  Convent  than  with  us,  that 
I  fuppofe  this  gives  you  more  Pleafure 
than  Pain.  I  knew  not  what  Anfwer  I 
ought  to  make  to  thefe  Words-,  and  if  I 
had  known  it,  my  Mother  would  not 
have  given  me  Time  to  reply  •,  for  flie 
mounted  again  into  her  Hackney-Coach, 
and  we  drove  from  each  other  with  equal 
Hafte. 

The  profound  Melancholly  in  which 
I  was  plunged  from  Faris  to  Rochelk^ 

where 
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where  we  went,  gave  great  Inquietude 
to  Monfieur  du  Clos  -,  who  imagining  that 
I  was  meditating  fome  fatal  Blow  for 
him,  he  kept  himfelf  Day  and  Night 
upon  his  Guard,  and  fuppofing,  per- 
haps, that  I  had  flill  Arfenick  about 
me,  he  took  particular  Care  to  have  me 
eat  alone  •,  I  am  fatisfied,  he  more  than 
once  repented  the  having  charged  him- 
felf with  my  Conveyance.  I  have  al- 
ways been  perfwaded,  that  his  Commif- 
fion  was  only  to  deliver  me  into  the 
Hands  of  my  Aunt,  but  that,  to  punifh 
me  for  having  given  him  fuch  Terrors 
upon  the  Road,  and  to  difembarrafs  my 
Family  from  fo  wicked  an  Ally,  being 
fatisfied  that  he  iliould  be  juftified  in 
whatever  he  did,  he  had  determined  to 
make  ufe  of  the  Opportunity  of  the  Em- 
barkation that  was  then  making  at  Ra* 
chelle  for  Canada, 

Inilead,  therefore,  of  taking  the  Road 
to  the  Abbey  of  my  Aunt,  whither  we 
had  only  one  Day's  Journey  further, 
Monfieur  du  Clos  very  handfomely  made 
his  Agreement  with  the  Captain  of  the 
Veifel,  on  board  which  you  was.  The 
reft  you  are  not  ignorant  of,  Monfieur, 
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and  you  may  remember  the  Condition  I 
-  was  in  for  feveral  Days.  My  Life  was 
defpaired  of,  and  I  fhould  infallibly 
have  loft  it,  if  the  Captain  had  not  takea 
a  more  particular  Care  of  me  than  of 
feveral  others,  whom  the  Voyage  threw 
into  a  Sickenefs.  *Tis  true,  he  had 
particular  Reafons  to  diftinguiOi  me 
from  the  other  Women  who  were  on 
board.  He  had  taken  me  as  a  Paf- 
fenger,  and  was  not  to  receive  the  Re- 
mainder of  the  Sum,  for  which  he  had 
agreed  upon  with  the  old  Governor,  till 
he  brought  back  into  France  a  Certifi- 
cate of  my  Arrival  at  ^ehec^  where,  I 
prefume,  he  had  Orders  to  abandon  me 
to  Providence  :  To  inftrud  you  in  this 
Agreement,  I  muft  tell  you  that  the 
Captain  informed  me,  that  Monfieur 
du  Clos  had  delivered  me  up  to  him  un- 
der the  Name  of  Margaret  du  Clos^  his 
Daughter,  aflliring  him  that  the  fole 
Reafon  of  my  being  thus  banifhed,  was 
for  having  feveral  Times  attempted  to 
poifon  my  Father,  my  Mother,  and  my 
eldeft  Brother ;  and  that  very  frequently  I 
had  been  found  provided  with  Arfenick, 
which  I  defigned  to  make  ufe  of  to  com- 
mit thofe  three  enormous  Crimes. 

The 
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The  Aftonifliment  that  the  Captain 
gave  me  by  this  Difcourfe,  the  Defpair 
of  finding  myfelf  loaded  with  fo  horri- 
ble an  Accufation,  and  which,  notwith- 
ftanding  all  my  Innocence,  I  could  not 
prove  the  Fallity  of,  all  this  had  fuch 
an  Effe6i:  upon  me,  that  I  had  almoft 
died  with  Sorrow  \  however,  as  foon  as 
1  could  fpeak,  I  gave  the  Captain  a  true 
Recital  of  the  Adventure  of  the  Arfe- 
nick  found  upon  my  Toilette.  He  per- 
ceived, by  what  I  had  laid  to  him,  the 
Injuftice  that  had  been  done  me  in  fuf- 
peding  me  guilty  of  fo  black  an  At- 
tempt. As  inhuman  as  he  was,  he  yet 
appeared  to  pity  me.  He  did  more ;  he 
had  the  Generofity  to  give  me  Part  of 
the  Money  which  he  had  receiv'd  from 
Monfieur  du  Clos^  whom  he  ftill  fup- 
pofed  my  Father,  for  I  did  not  difabufe 
him  upon  that  Article.  It  was  thus  that 
I  was  infbruded  in  the  Caufe  of  my  in- 
voluntary Voyage. 

I  am  ignorant  what  Refiedtions  the 
Captain  made  after  this  -,  but,  as  if  he 
had  repented  of  his  Weaknefs  in  believ- 
ing me,  and  fufFering  himfelf  to  be  mov- 
ed by  a  faife  Recital  of  my  Misfortunes, 
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in  two  Days  after  he  refumed  his  ufual 
Ferofity ;  he  never  call  one  favourable 
Look  upon  me  again.  I  refolved  not 
to  difcover  myfelf  to  any  Perfon,  and  to 
wait,  under  the  unworthy  Name  of  the 
Author  of  my  Afflictions,  till  my  Bro- 
ther, the  Chevalier,  made  known  my 
Innocence,  together  with  his  own.  I 
fhould,  neverthelefs,  have  been  forced, 
perhaps,  to  declare  myfelf,  if  your  in- 
genuous Companion  had  not  found  a 
Method  of  preferving  me  from  the 
wretched  Fate  I  had  to  fear, 

Mademoifelle,  faid  I  then  to  the  Sak- 
game^  if  Virtue  does  not  preferve  us 
from  the  Turns  of  Fortune,  at  leaft 
fooner  or  later,  it  always  makes  us 
triumph  over  them.  The  Malice  and 
Injuftice  of  Mankind  fet  you  as  a  Slave 
into  a  foreign  Country  ;  and  Providence, 
more  juft,  has  made  you  live  there  as  a 
Sovereign.  I  fhould  live  here  with  great 
Satisfaction,  returned  fhe,  if  I  knew 
that  the  Chevalier  was  no  more  unhap- 
py than  myfelf.  The  Tranquility  of 
my  Life  is  only  difturbed  by  the  Re- 
membrance of  that  dear  Brother  -,  and 
he  is  the  only  Mortal  beyond  the  Ocean 

for 
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for  whom  I  intereft  myfelf.  If  I  ever 
fee  France  again,  replied  I,  I  will  con- 
trive fome  Expedient  to  procure  you 
News  of  him,  without  your  difcovering 
yourfelf  any  farther  than  you  think  pro- 
per. But,  added  I,  if  this  Brother,  who 
is  fo  dear  to  you,  fhould  conjure  you  to 
return  into  the  old  World,  would  you 
rejed  his  Prayers  ?  Sovereigns,  replied 
Ihe  fmiling,  never  quit  their  Dominions, 
and  only  converfe  with  each  other  by 
Ambaffadors.  In  that  Cafe,  faid  I  to 
her  in  the  fame  Tone,  you  mull  do  me 
the  Honour  of  confering  that  facred  Ti- 
tle upon  me,  and  I  (hail  prefent  to  him, 
in  your  Name,  my  Letters  of  Credence, 
and  the  Calumet  of  Peace. 

I  had  but  one  Converfation  m.ore  with 
Mademoifelle  du  Clos^  after  which  I  de- 
manded my  Audience  of  Leave.  She  did 
not  grant  it  to  me  without  Pain  ;  and  I 
was  obliged  to  promife  her  that  I  would 
frequently  make  her  fuch  Vifits.  If  we 
had  accepted  of  all  the  Skins  that  her 
Hurons  offered  to  us,  we  fliould  have 
enriched  ourfelves  for  ever,  but  we  re- 
fufed  them  the  mod  politely  that  we 
could  poffibly  j  we  contented  ourfelves 
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with  fufFering  them  to  load  with  their 
Prefents  feveral  Canoes,  which  they 
caufed  to  depart  for  our  Habitation  at 
the  fame  Time  that  we  did,  and  which, 
nevertheJefs,  did  not  arrive  there  till  a 
Month  after  us,  upon  account  of  their 
having  been  obliged  to  take  a  long  and 
difficult  Way.  A  numerous  Efcort  re- 
condudled  us,  with  the  fame  Pomp  as 
before  ;  and,  out  of  Gratitude,  we  fent 
them  back  loaded  with  Wine,  Brandy, 
and  other  Prefents. 

At  our  Arrival  I  was  obliged  to  quit 
my  Habitation  and  repair  to  the  Fort. 
The  dreadful  War  which  France  had 
then  to  fupport  extended  its  Fury  even 
to  us ;  all  the  Country  was  in  Alarm. 
They  were  continually  making  Incur- 
fions  into  New-England^  and  the  Eng- 
lijh  on  their  Side  did  the  fame  to  us  ; 
they  even  engaged  the  Savages  to  do 
fb.  We  v/ere  obliged  to  eflabliih  a 
Correfpondence  between  our  Canton  and 
the  Fort  of  Bourbon^  which  Monfieur 
de  Iberville  had  juil  taken  from  the 
Englijh  in  Hudfon's  Bay  *.  They  did 
not  efcape  with  that  Lofs  only  -,    they 
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ravaged  alfo  feveral  of  their  Iflands,  and 
made  a  Defcent  upon  Jamaica  \  fo  that, 
not  doubting  in  the  lead  but  they  defign- 
ed  to  make  us  a  Return,  we  were  under 
a  NecelTity  of  being  continually  upon  our 
'Guard. 

The  Fort  de  Frontenac  indeed  pre- 
vented us  from  any  Surprize  from  the 
Engltjh  themfelves  \  but  they  had  gain- 
ed feveral  Cantons  of  the  Iroqiiefe  by  the 
Force  of  Prefents,  and  thofe  might  be 
upon  us  before  we  were  fo  much  as  ad- 
vertifed  of  their  March.  Thefe  terrible 
Savages  carried  Defolation  every  where 
along  with  them  \  they  deftroyed  the 
Plantations,  burnt  the  Cabbins,  and 
fpared  no  Creature.  When  a  Fort  flop- 
ped their  Progrefs,  they  ruined  all  about 
it  with  Impunity,  the  Garrifon  not  dar- 
ing to  attack  them,  becaufe  the  Iroquefe 
were  too  numerous,  and  moll  of  them 
provided  widi  CutlafiTcs  and  Fire- Arms, 
which  the  Englifi  and  Butch  furnifhed 
them  with,  and  with  which  they  fought 
defperately. 

The  continual  Alarms  we  were  under 
from  the  Proximity  of  their  Frontiers, 
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feveral  Hoftilities  already  committed, 
the  League  made  amongft  their  Cantons, 
and  their  Alliance  with  the  Englijh  and 
the  DuUby  all  thefe  Things  at  length 
engaged  Monfieur  de  Frontenac^  the  Go- 
vernor, to  refolve  to  make  them  feel  the 
Weight  of  the  Arms  of  France^  as  fo 
many  Allies  leagued  againil  her  at  that 
Time  felt  them  in  Europe,  All  the  Com- 
panies in  the  King's  Pay  had  Orders  to 
affemble  at  Montreal.  The  Defire  of 
revenging  themfelves  upon  the  Iroquefe^ 
and  driving  farther  from  them  fuch 
dangerous  Neighbours,  having  made  all 
the  French^  eflablifhed  upon  their  Fron- 
tiers, join  themfelves  to  thefe  Troops, 
together  with  thofe  Savages  who  were 
attached  to  France ;  Monfieur  de  Fronte- 
7iac  found  himfelf  in  a  Condition  to  en- 
ter their  Country  at  the  Head  of  ari 
Army,  numerous  and  formidable  for 
thofe  Parts,  fince  it  confifted  of  near  three 
thoufand  Men. 

It  was  with  great  Difficulty  that  they 
conveyed  the  Artillery  as  far  as  the  Fort, 
which  the  Englijh  had  caufed  thefe  Sa- 
vages to  ereCl.  It  was-  flanked  with 
good  Baftions,  and  fo  regular,  that  it 
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would  have  flopped  us  for  a  confidera- 
ble  Time,  if  they  had  had  the  Courage 
to  keep  themfelves  confined  in  it  ^  but 
the  Iroquefe^  as  valiant  as  they  are,  will 
always  in  their  Combats  have  their  Way 
free  behind  them,  and  accuftom  them- 
felves much  more  to  Actions  of  Addrefs 
and  Surprize,  than  to  Hand  their  Ground 
courageouQy.  They  abandoned  their 
Fort,  therefore,  againft  the  Opinion  of 
the  Engliflj^  with  whom  they  retired, 
leaving  us  at  full  Liberty  to  ravage  their 
Canton.  We  began  by  razing  the  Fort, 
after  which  all  was  pillaged  or  deftroy'd 
in  a  large  Extent  of  Ground,  to  give 
thefe  People  at  lead  a  Defart  to  pafs 
through  before  they  could  enter  'New- 
France, 

The  Body  of  Troops  in  which  I  was, 
with  feveral  Volunteers,  who  had  fol- 
lowed me  in  this  Expedition,  having 
difcovered  in  a  Wood  a  large  Habitation 
of  Iroquefe^  invefled  it,  and  foon  made 
themfelves  Mailers  of  it.  We  furpriz'd 
there  a  great  Number  of  old  Men  and 
Children,  and  we  divided  the  Booty. 
As  to  me,  I  yielded  up  my  Share,  and 
thofe  which  my  AlTociates  were  to  have, 
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in  the  Furs  and  the  Utenfils  which  had 
been  brought  there,  as  in  a  Place  of 
Safety.  I  contented  myfelf  with  taking 
upon  my  Account  all  the  Prifoners  whom 
nobody  would  trouble  themfelves  with* 
I  furprized  my  Fellow-Soldiers  extreme- 
ly by  this,  and  ftill  more  when  I  ofFer'd 
them  all  their  Liberty,  provided  each 
of  them  would  give  me  for  their  Ran- 
fom  a  Male  Child  of  four  or  ?iYt  Years 
old  ',  this  procured  me  near  two  hun- 
dred, which  were  concealed  near  the 
Place.  After  which  I  fent  away,  with- 
out any  Ranfom,  the  Remainder  of  my 
Captives,  referving  only  half  a  Dozen 
of  the  Women,  whom  I  kept  to  take 
Care  of  my  little  Flock. 

You  know,  Monfieur  de  Beauchene^ 
continued  Monneville^  addreffing  himfelf 
to  me,  that  two  Days  after  I  was  very  near 
having  them  all  carried  off  from  me,  and 
lofing  the  Lives  of  all  my  Volunteers,  to- 
gether with  my  own.  You  mufl  remem- 
ber it,  fince  you  were  with  the  Savages 
who  dole  by  Night  upon  my  Quarters, 
which  I  had  been  fo  imprudent  to  chufe 
at  too  great  a  Diftance  from  the  Body  of 
the  Army.     If  they  had  known  that  I 

had 
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had  not  above  fixty  Men  with  me,  they 
would  not  have  retired  as  they  did,  after 
having  killed  fome  of  them.  You  can 
flill  lefs  forget  that  young  and  ralh  as 
you  were  then,  you  engaged  yourfeJf  fo 
far  that  it  was  impofiible  for  you  to  re- 
gain the  others,  and  that  you  remained 
my  Prifoner. 

This  Accident  made  me  haflen  my 
Departure.     I  was  glad  alfo  to  leave  the 
main  Body  of  the  Army,  where  my  two 
hundred  Children  would  have  embarraf- 
fed  me  much  more.    When  I  had  a  fuf- 
ficient  Number  of  Canoes,  I  demanded 
Permifljon  from  Monfieur  ^^  i^m'//^';/^^ 
to  depart,  and  he  granted  it  to  me  very 
graciouOy,  commanding  me  to  be  fur- 
nifhed  with  what  was  necelTary  for  my 
little  Prifoners,  whom  he  piouOy  believ- 
ed, as  Vv^ell  as  the  reft,  I  had  carried  off 
in  order  to  their  being  educated  in  the 
Chriftian    Religion,    as  the  Miffionary 
Chaplains  in  the  Army  reported.    Thefe 
good  Fathers  judged  thus  of  my  Inten- 
tions without  confidering  that,  to  exe- 
cute the  Projed:  which  they  gave  me  the 
Honour  of,  inftead  of  a  common  Habi- 
tation 
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tation  I  iliould  have  flood  in  need  of 
Houfes  and  Revenues  like  theirs. 

Tho'  they  exaggerated  extremely  the 
good  Adiion  which  they  imagined  I  had 
done,  they  did  not  exprefs  the  leaft  Defire 
to  fliare  in  the  Merit  of  it  with  me,  by 
taking  upon  themfelves  the  Care  of  Part 
of  thefe  Children ;  but  they  caufed  a 
fumptuous  Te  Beum  to  be  fung  at  ^e- 
hec^  as  foon  as  they  heard  that  1  had 
ordered  them  all  to  be  baptized,  which 
in  eftedl  I  did  not  fail  to  do,  before  I  fent 
them  to  Mademoifelle  du  Clos^  for  whom 
I  had  deflined  them. 

You  will  eafily  fuppofe,  that  this  po- 
litical Sakgame  thought  herfelf  obliged 
to  me  for  fuch  a  Prefent.  She  fent  me 
Word,  that  I  could  not  have  made  her 
one  more  valuable,  and  that  her  good 
Friends  were  penetrated  with  Gratitude 
for  the  Service  that  I  had  done  them,  by 
fending  them  what  might  one  Day  pro- 
duce Warriors  that  would  be  of  great 
Afliftance  to  them  ;  that  all  thefe  Chil- 
dren had  htta  adopted,  and  would  foon 
believe  they  had  found  their  real  Parents 
in  their  adoptive  Fathers.     She  added, 

that 
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that  ilie  would  caufe  them  to  be  inilrufb- 
ed  in  the  Chriftian  Religion,  and  fhe 
hoped  that,  after  having  been  brought  up 
as  Hurons^  they  would  not  have  Hearts 
lefs  French  than  if  they  had  been  born  in 
the  Center  of  France. 

The  Favours  that  Lewis  XIV.  diflri- 
buted  at  all  Times  in  thofe  Parts,  pene- 
trated even  into  our  Defarts,  to  fearch 
out  thofe  of  his  Subjeifls  who  had  diftin-  • 
guifhed  themfelves  there.  Amongft  the 
Perfons  who  received  thefe  Gratifica- 
tions was  comprehended  a  Lady  of  my 
Acquaintance,  named  de  Vercheres.  This 
Heroine  had  an  Habitation  and  a  Fort, 
which  bore  her  Name,  fome  Leagues 
diftant  from  Montreal  ♦,  fhe  was  the 
Daughter  of  a  Mother  who  had  taught 
her  to  ufe  the  Mufket,  and  to  place  her- 
felf,  like  an  Amazon^  at  the  Head  of 
her  People,  upon  any  Incurfion  of  the 
Savages.  One  Day  having  been  fur- 
prized  by  a  Troop  of  Iroquefe^  fhe  efcap- 
ed  from  their  Hands,  and  fhut  herfelf 
up  in  her  little  Fort,  where,  aflifted  by 
one  fingle  Soldier  only,  fhe  flopped  them 
with  Mufket-fhot  at  firfl,  after  which 
firing  off  her  Cannon  herfelf  upon  them, 
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ihe  obliged  thefe  Savages  to  retire, 
which  they  did  with  the  more  Precipita- 
tion, as  they  imagined  {he  would  foon 
receive  Afiiftance,  This  young  Female 
Warrior,  after  the  A^flion,  having  had 
the  good  Fortune  to  have  an  Opportu- 
nity of  writing  to  Madame  du  Pontchar- 
irain^  fent  her  a  Detail  of  the  httle 
Siege  Ihe  had  fupported,  and  obtained 
by  her  Mediation  a  Penfion  of  four  hun- 
di'ed  Livres. 

About  that  Time  the  young  Man, 
who  had  accompanied  me  to  the  Habi- 
tadon  of  Mademoifelle  du  Clos^  returned 
thither  again  to  offer  her  his  Service, 
with  five  or  fix  of  his  mofl  indmate 
Friends,  who  were  not  at  all  terrified 
at  the  Relation  he  had  given  them  of 
his  former  Journey.  He,  as  well  as  his 
Companions,  took  care  to  conceal  this 
pious  Defign  from  the  World,  eafily 
judging  that  it  would  meet  with  no  Ap- 
probation. I  was  the  only  Perfon  to 
whom  they  did  not  make  a  My  fiery  of 
it,  left  Mademoifelle  du  Clos  fhould  be 
difpleafed  with  them,  for  not  bringing 
her  a  MeiTage  from  me.  They,  there- 
fore,   made  me  a  Confidante  of  their 
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Dellgn,  and  I  charged  them  with  a  Letter 
to  the  Sakgame, 

During  their  Voyage  the  Malouin^ 
Commandant  of  our  Fort,  died  of  Poi- 
fon.  I  have  always  been  perfwaded  that 
the  Blow  which  funk  him  into  the  Grave 
was  deftined  for  me,  in  which  Cafe  I  was 
a  very  innocent  Caufe  of  his  Death: 
However  that  may  be,  I  repaired  im- 
mediately to  Quebec^  to  give  Information 
of  this,  and  foliicit  a  Poll,  for  which  I 
did  not  imagine  I  fhould  find  any  Rivals ; 
neverthelcfs  the  Governor  told  me  polite- 
ly, that  if  I  infilled  abfolutely  upon  this 
Place  he  could  not  refufe  it  me  •,  but  that 
he  defired  me  to  wait  till  another  Op- 
portunity, and  yield  it  up  to  a  young 
Man  who  was  llrongly  recommended  to 
him,  and  who,  if  I  did  not,  mull  lay 
upon  his  Hands.  This  obliging  man- 
ner of  Refufal  charmed  me ;  and  I  pro- 
telled  to  the  Governor,  that  being  fully 
fatisfied  with  his  Favour,  I  defilled  from 
my  Demand,  with  as  much  Pleafure  as 
I  ihould  have  received  the  Benefit. 

This  young  Man,  of  whom  he  fpoke, 
t^as  jufc  then  arrived  on  board  the  Vefi^el 
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yrhich  had  brought  us  the  happy  News 
.of  the  Peace  of  Ryfwick^  of  which  we 
-flattered  ourfelves  to  tafte  the  Fruits  in 
,the  New  World,  by  that  Liberty  of 
Commerce  which  muft  augment  our 
■Fortunes,  This  Change  made  me  think 
of  profiting  at  lead  by  the  SuccefTion 
of  the  Malouin^  fince  1  had  not  inherit- 
ed his  Place.  He  had  neither  Children 
nor  Heirs ;  his  Habitation  would  have 
been  abandoned,  and  in  a  few  Years 
could  not  have  failed  of  becoming  again 
a  Delart  as  it  was  before.  I  demanded 
it,  and  it  was  granted  me. 

In  a  fecond  Vifit  that  I  made  the  Go- 
-vernor,  I  reprefented  to  him  the  Plan 
of  the  Condu(5l  of  Mademoifelle  du  Clos^ 
amongft  the  Hurons ;  he  was  never  tired 
with  hearing  me  fpeak  upon  that  Article, 
and  he  admired  the  Prudence  and  the 
Policy  of  that   incomparable  Woman. 
;He  was  enchanted  with  it;  and  iraagin- 
-ed  he  perceived  in  her  Syftem,  an  Af- 
fair of  fo  much  Utility  to  the  Nation, 
that  he  had  the  Generofity  to  fend  her 
Prefents  to  above  the  Value  of  a  hun- 
dred Piiloles,  caufmg  her  to  be  alTured, 
at  the  fame  Time,  of  a  particular  Pro- 
F  2  teclion 
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te6lion  both  for  herfelf  and  her  Canton. 
The  Rc^^yerend  Fathers  of  the  Convent, 
jealous  ^f  their  Honour,  would  not  ap- 
pear iiifs  generous  than  the  Governor ; 
they  alfo  made  their  Prefents  to  the  Sak- 
game,  but  to  vary  Things  a  htde,  they 
made  their  Gifts  confift  in  feveral  Re- 
liques,  and  fome  confecrated  Beads,  with 
a  Billet  of  AfTociation  unto  the  Merits 
of  a  Confraternity,  in  the  Catalogue  of 
which  her  Name  was  inferted  gratis. 
The  Badge  of  this  Confraternity  was 
carried  by  a  young  Man,  whom  they 
fent  to  her  as  a  MifTionary  at  my  Requeft. 
They  charged  this  new  Apoftle  with 
magnificent  facerdotal  Ornaments,  and  a 
very  rich  Service  for  a  Chappel ;  but 
when  I  gave  him  his  LelTon  in  private, 
I  advifed  him  not  to  make  ufe  of  all 
this,  till  Mademoifelle  du  Clos  judged  it 
proper. 

The  Governor,  when  he  charged  me 
with  the  Care  of  conducing  and  inftall- 
ing  in  our  little  Fort  Monfieur  de  la 
■Haye,  which  was  the  Name  of  the  new 
Commandant,  told  me,  that  he  lliould 
think  himfeif  obliged  to  me  for  all  that 
I  Ihould  do  for  this  young  Man,  v/ho 
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was  born,  added  he,  to  a  better  Fortune. 
I  began,  therefore,  upon  this  Recom- 
mendation, to  interefl  myfelf  for  Mon- 
fieur  de  la  H^ye  -,  and  Madame  his  Wife, 
who  embarked  with  us,  completed  the 
attachinG;  me  to  the  Service  of  the  Fa- 
mily .  That  Lady  was  a  young  Perfon, 
who,  joined  to  the  moil  regular  Beauty, 
fo  affable  an  Air,  fo  much  Modetty,  fo 
much  Sv/eetnefs  in  the  Tone  of  her 
Voice,  in  her  Eyes,  in  her  Manner, 
that,  borne  away  by  that  powerful  Je  m 
fcay  quoy^  which  cannot  be  defined,  I 
loll  my  Liberty  in  a  Moment,  with- 
out fo  much  as  wilhing  to  preferve  it. 

If  I  held  fatisfied  myfelf  with  the 
Friendfnio  of  this  amiable  Pair,  the 
AfTiduity  and  Complaifance  I  exprefied 
to  them  acquired  it  me  to  fuch  a  Degree, 
that  v/hen  we  arrived  at  the  Fort,  you 
would  have  imagined  that  it  was  a  Bro- 
ther and  a  Sifter  coming  to  refide  with 
a  beloved  Brother.  As  I  had  been  gra- 
tified with  all  the  Spoils  of  the  Alalouin^ 
the  Moveables  belonged  to  me  equally 
with  the  reft  j  and  I  might  have  left  a 
naked  Apartment  to  his  SuccefTor,  but 
I  did  not  remove  the  leafl  Trifie,  which 
F  3  is 
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is  not  to  be  reckoned  as  any  thing  in  luch 
a  Place.  I  was  conftantly  doing  them 
feme  little  Services,  which  they  teftified 
the  more  Gratitude  to  me  for,  as  they  did 
not  in  the  leaft  fufpedl  the  Motive  of 
my  Ac^tions  \  they  imagining  that  I  be- 
haved thus  to  them  out  of  real  Gene- 
rofity. 

I  carried  them  fo  frequently  to  the 
Habitation  that  I  had  inherited,  that  it 
was  not  more  mine  than  it  was  theirs* 
They  found  it  fo  handfomely  built,  and 
fo  well  iituated,  that  they  were  infinitely 
pleafcd  with  being  there.  As  to  me,  I 
tailed  lefs  the  Sweets  of  that  Solitude, 
than  the  Plcafure  of  feeing  continually  in 
it  the  Objedl  of  my  Pafiion.  As  long 
as  I  conftrained  myfelf  to  Looks  and 
Sighs  only,  Madame  de  la  Haye  did  not 
penetrate  into  m,y  Sentiments.  She  was 
fo  far  from  imagining  me  in  love  with 
her,  that  fhe  gave  me  continually,  with- 
out Conflraint,  many  innocent  Marks 
of  the  tender  Friendfhip  fhe  had  for  me : 
On  the  other  Side,  however  jealous  I 
was  of  her  Hufband,  I  lived  in  fo  flridt 
an  Intimacy  with  him,  that  the  Conii- 
deration  of  that  alone  had  often  clofed 
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my  Lips,  when  the  Secret  was  ready  to 
efcape  me. 

Monfieur  de  la  Haye^  for  he  had  re- 
lated his  Adventures  to  me,  was  the  Son 
of  a  rich  CounfeJlor  of  the  Parhament 
of  Faris^  who  defigning  him  for  the 
Bar,  had  educated  him  with  that  Inten- 
tion; but  the  young  Man  appUed  him- 
felf  fo  htde  to  his.  Studies,  and  particu- 
larly to  that  of  the  Law,  that  when  he 
was  to  undergo  his  Examination,  his 
Examiners  were  obliged  to  make  him 
fuftain  his  'Tbejis's  in  great  Privacy.  His 
Father  feeing  he  had  fo  htde  Difpofition 
to  fhine  in  the  long  Robe,  changed  his 
Delign,  and  bought  him  a  Poll  in  the 
Houfhold,  which  afterwards  occalioned 
his  Misfortunes. 

I  was  ignorant  what  thefe  Misfortunes 
were,  he  having  concealed  them  from  me 
in  all  the  Converfations  that  we  had  had 
together,  and  had  never  yet  fpoke  to 
me  of  his  Wife,  when  one  Morning 
walking  out  after  Breakfaft,  the  Fumes 
of  two  Bottles  of  White- Wine,  which 
we  had  drank,  had  the  fame  Effed:  up- 
on him  as  the  Rays  of  the  Sun  had  upon 
F  4  ihe 
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the  Statue  of  Memnon :  Monfieur  de  la 
Haye,  who  was  generally  filent  and 
melancholly,  put  on  a  gay  Air,  free  and 
open,  and  had  a  great  deal  to  fay.  As 
foon  as  I  perceived  he  was  in  a  Vein  of 
talking,  I  put  him  upon  the  Chapter  of 
his  former  Frofperity,  and  told  him  that 
I  could  not  think  him  wholly  unfortu- 
nate, fince  Fortune  had  beflowed  upon 
him  fo  accompUfhed  a  "Wife  as  Madame 
de  la  Haye. 

You  wcu'd  think  my  Wife  ftill  more 
amiable,  replied  he,  if  you  knew  all  the 
Reafons  I  have  to  love  and  to  efrecm 
her.  As  next  to  her,  I  have  nothing  in 
the  ¥/or]d  fo  dear  to  me  as  you,  I  will 
make  you  my  Confidante.  It  will  hurt 
my  Self-love  to  difcover  to  you  thofe 
Defe6ls  which  the  Situation  I  am  now  in 
conceals  from  you  -,  but  'tis  no  matter,  I 
will  tell  you  all  -,  'tis  a  Confufion  that  I 
well  deferve. 

By  the  Reputation  of  being  the  only 
Son  of  an  opulent  Father,  continued 
he,  I  had  found  the  means  of  being  in 
Debt  above  ten  thoufand  Crowns  before 
I  was  twenty,  when  an  Uncle,  whom  I 
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had  in  the  Houlhold,  engaged  my  Fa- 
ther to  let  me  quit  the  Gown,  and  be 
pJaced  with  him.  The  Poft  that  they 
were  in  Treaty  for  coft  them  near  fifty 
tlioufand  Livres  for  me.  What  a  Lure 
to  my  Creditors!  the  Strings  of  their 
ufurous  Purfes  were  broke  by  it  *,  they 
were  always  open  to  me ;  I  took  out, 
and  left  them  to  count  it.  Of  fifty  young 
People,  who  like  me  could  find  Money 
with  more  Eafe  than  the  King,  I  was  the 
mofh  refpedled,  and  the  foonefl  ferved, 
'Tis  true,  they  made  me  fign  and  renew 
my  Bonds  when  they  pleafed  •,  but  tho* 
they  took  thefe  Precautions,  I  faw  plain- 
ly that  they  had  a  particular  Affed:ion 
for  me,  and  that  they  would  not  hazarc? 
fo  much  with  the  reiV,  from  whom  fre- 
quendy  they  exacted  Pledges  very  un- 
politely. 

A  SuccefTion  of  near  two  hurd/ed 
thoufand  Livres,  which  my  Fatlii  r  by 
his  Death  left  us  foon  after,  that  is,  to 
them  and  me,  for  I  did  not  owe  them 
at  the  mod  above  the  Half  of  it,  aug- 
mented their  Hopes,  a'  d  the  Diforders 
of  my  Condud.  My  Uncle  fieq  ^ntly 
repioached  me  with  it  in  vain  3  tho'  I 
F  5  was 
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was  fenfible  that  I  deferved  his  Re- 
proaches I  had  not  Refolution  enough 
to  change.  My  Felicity,  or  rather  my 
Stupidity,  ruined  me  ;  1  loved  Wine 
and  die  Pleafures  of  the  Table ;  twenty 
Parafites  devoured  me  ;  with  all  this  I 
played  high,  and  thinking  to  pafs  for  a 
fair  Gamefter,  I  played  like  a  Dupe. 
My  Uncle,  advertifed  of  my  Exceffes,. 
gave  me  new  Reprimands,  which  were 
ftill  in  vain.  He  grew  tired  of  repeating 
them,  and  to  fruftrate  me  of  his  Succef- 
fion,  he  refolved  to  marry,  with  an  In- 
tention of  having  an  Heir  more  worthy 
of  him. 

It  was,  however,,  upon  this  Succef- 
Jfion  that  my  Creditors  depended  the 
moft ;  they  looked  upon  it  as  a  Supple- 
ment to  my  Fortune,  which  might  fome 
time  be  neceflary  to  them.  They  knew 
better  what  my  Eflate  was  than  I  did  ; 
for  I  left  to  them  the  Care  of  calculating 
my  Revenues  and  my  Debts.  To  com- 
pleat  the  Pidlure  of  my  Diforders,  I 
thought  thoie  too  fober  and  regular  who 
kept  a  Miftrefs  to  themfelves ;  this  Con- 
dii(ft  appf^ared  too  fedate  to  me,  and  too 
conformable  to  the  tirefome  Uniformity 
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of  Marriage.  In  fine,  I  was  as  great  a 
Debauchee  as  it  was  pofllble  to  be,  when 
there  happened  to  me  an  Event  of  which 
my  Marriage  was  the  Confequence,  and 
which  I  am  going  to  relate  to  you. 

I  had  had  for  fome  few  Days  a  Valet 
de  Chambre,  who  having  never  ferved 
before,  piqued  himfelf  upon  a  Fidelity 
which  moft  of  thofe  Gentlemen  fhake 
off  by  degrees  when  they  are  in  Service. 
He  advertifed  me  one  Day,  that  one  of 
my  Footmen  in  whom  I  had  a  Confi- 
dence robbed  me,  and  was  in  Confede- 
racy with  the  Cook.  Jafmin^  added 
he,  goes  out  every  Night  after  Supper, 
and  carries  fomething  to  a  Place  that  I 
have  remarked.  To  be  fatisfied  myfelf 
of  the  Truth  of  this  Fa6l,  I  hid  myfelf 
'  one  Evening  in  the  Staircafe  of  a  Houfe 
into  which  my  Valet  de  Chambre  afTured 
me  that  the  Thefts  were  carried.  The 
accufed  Footman  in  effeift  came  thither 
loaded  with  a  Parcel,  pafied  clofe  by 
me  without  feeing  me,  and  entered  into 
a  Garret,  whither  I  followed  him  haftily. 
Rafcal,  faid  I  to  him,  drawing  my 
Sword,  doft  thou  rob  me  then  in  this 
Manner  f    The  unhappy  Wretch  threw 
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-himfelf  immediately  at  my  Feet ; 
Strike,  Monfieur,  faid  he  to  me,  you 
will  pierce  us  all  three  with  the  fame 
Blow.  At  the  fame  time  he  pointed 
with  his  Finger  to  a  young  Woman 
whom  Fear  had  rendered  immoveable, 
and  an  old  Man  funk  with  Infirmites. 

It  is  only,  purfued  the  Footman,  open- 
ing the  Napkin  which  he  brought,  the 
Refufe  of  the  Provifions  of  your  Do- 
mefcicks  :  With  thefe  I  prolong  the 
Days  of  my  Father,  who  has  this  only 
Succour  \t^t  to  fubfift  upon  •,  and  yet 
though  thefe  Remainders  are  wretched, 
I  buy  them  dearly  of  your  Cook,  to 
whom  on  this  Account  I  have  yielded 
up  my  Wages  above  a  Year.  The  Fa- 
ther on  his  Side,  whofe  Tongue  was 
the  only  Part  at  liberty,  begged  for 
Mercy  ;  but  there  was  no  longer  any 
occafion  to  have  recourfe  to  their  Pray- 
ers to  move  me  ;  what  I  faw  there  dif- 
armed  me  and  infpired  me  with  Com- 
paffion.  I  approached  the  old  Man, 
and  afked  him  why  he  did  not  demand 
a  Place  in  tlie  Flofpital,  rather  than  re- 
main in  the  miferable  Condition  he  was 
in.     I  have  frequently  defigned  to  take 
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that  Refolution,  replied  he,  but  my 
Children  have  always  oppofed  it ;  they 
are  terrified  at  the  very  Name  of  the 
Place. 

Whilft  I  fpoke  to  the  poor  old  Man, 
his  Son  made  his  Efcape,  and  his  Daugh- 
ter concealed  herfelf.  Be  comforted, 
faid  I,  to  the  Father,  I  approve  of 
what  your  Son  has  done,  and  far  from 
turning  him  out  of  my  Family,  I  will 
double  his  Wages.  To  render  theie 
Words  more  efficacious,  I  accompanied 
them  with  two  or  three  Piftoles,  and  all 
the  Silver  I  had  about  me.  I  intended 
at  my  Return  home  to  reaflure  Jafmin^ 
who  not  knowing  what  I  had  faid  to 
his  Father,  nor  what  Refolution  I  had 
taken,  was  in  great  Inquietude.  Un- 
happily for  him  the  Valet  de  Chamibre 
feeing  him  come  in,  and  imagining  he 
gave  him  good  Advice,  told  him  to 
make  his  Efcape  immediately  to  avoid 
falling  into  the  Hands  of  Juflice,  to 
which  perhaps  I  might  deliver  him  up ; 
this  diflraded  the  Mind  of  the  Footman 
to  fjch  a  Degree  that  he  difappeared, 
and  has  never  fmce  been  heard  of. 

His 
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His  Flight  difturbed  his  Father,  who 
fent  his  Daughter  feveral  times  to  en- 
quire in  my  Family  if  they  had  not  heard 
of  Jafmin.  One  Day  having  addreffed 
herfelf  to  me  in  particular  to  afk  that 
Queflion,  though  Ihe  was  covered  with 
Rags  almoft,  Ihe  dazzled  me  with  her 
Beauty.  I  was  fo  exceflively  ftruck  with 
it,  that  forgetting  the  generous  Motives 
which  till  then  had  determined  me  to 
do  them  Service,  I  propofed  Conditions 
to  this  unhappy  Innocent,  that  might 
deliver  her  and  the  Author  of  her  Birth 
from  Mifery  :  It  was  thus  that  I  made 
even  Ailions  of  Humanity  fubfervient 
to  my  Vices. 

This  virtuous  Maid  appeared  to  mc 
very  far  from  ever  coming  into  my  De- 
Cgns.  As  to  the  Father,  I  found  him 
more  eafy  •,  either  that  he  was  touched 
by  my  engaging  Behaviour  to  them,  or 
that  the  Fear  of  falling  into  a  dreadful 
Indigence  did  not  permit  him  to  be  un- 
tradable,  he  yielded  to  my  Entreaties  ; 
but  we  both  of  us  found  it  no  fmall  Dif- 
ficulty to  feduce  the  Daughter.  I  fay 
both  of  us,  for  he  was  obliged  to  make 
ufe  of  Statagems  to  perfwade  her.     He 

afTured 
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afTured  her,  t.;  ^  ^^^  g^^^"  ^'^^  ^Y 
Word  of  Ho*'^^^  ^^^^  ^  ^^^^^  ^^^y 
her  publick}'^^  ^^^"  ^^  ^^^  Thing  was

(jf^^^en,  for  fear  of  difplealing  an  Uncle, 
whofe  Heir  I  was  to  be.     Whilft  he 
fpared  no  Pains  to  induce  her  to  confent 
to  her  Difhonour,  I  feconded  him  by 
the  Expences  beftowed  upon  them.     I 
hired  and  furnilhed  an  Apartment  for 
them,  and  gave  them  a  Servant.     At 
length,    by  the  continual  Sollicitations 
€f  the  Father  and  myfelf,  the  Daugh- 
ter yielded  to  our  Entreaties. 

What  had  determined  her  more  than 
all  the  reft  to  yield  to  my  Perfwafion, 
was,  that  judging  by  my  Procedure  to 
her  that  I  was  too  honeft  a  Man  to  de- 
ceive her,  Ihe  imagined  that  my  At- 
tachment for  her  would  never  finifh  but 
with  my  Life.  In  lels  than  a  Fortnight 
ihe  was  eafy  in  her  Situation,  and  the 
JFather  fatisfied  with  his  Fate,  no  longer 
remembered  he  had  been  miferable.  He 
did  not  long  enjoy  his  baie  Profperity, 
he  fell  ill  and  died,  recommending  his 
Daughter  to  my  Care. 

His 
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His  Death  delivered  ^e  from  a  heavy 
Burthen.  His  Daughier  gave  herfelf 
entirely  up  to  the  Love^ihe  had  con- 
ceived for  me,  fully  fatisfieci  with  the 
Efleem  and  Friendfhip  that  I  cou'ri  not 
refufe  to  the  real  Merit  I  remarked  in 
her.  She  feemed  pleafed  with  her  Con- 
dition, though  after  the  Promifes  I  had 
made  her,  fhe  had  a  Right  to  hope  for 
a  higher  Situation.  Never  Life  was 
more  retired  than  her's  -,  never  Woman 
appeared  lefs  to  love  the  World.  I 
could  not  perfwade  her  to  appear  at  die 
Plays,  or  in  any  publick  Places  ^  flie 
even  begg'd  m.e  not  to  vifit  her  but  in 
private.  Very  far  from  refembling  thole 
who  never  have  Lovers  in  a  Situation 
of  being  expenfive  for  them,  without 
making  a  kind  of  Triumph  of  their  In- 
famy. 

Out  of  entire  Complaifance  to  me 
file  condefcended  to  learn  Mufick  and 
Dancing  -,  but  fhe  employed  the  greatell 
Part  of  her  Time  in  reading.  PlerCon- 
du6l,  her  valuable  Qualities,  ought  to 
have  roiis'd  me  out  of  my  Debauchery, 
and  fixed  me  entirely.  She  had  alio 
anodier  Virtue  that  charmicd  me,  which 
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was  her  Difintereftednefs.  She  never 
defired  any  Thing  of  me.  But,  indeed, 
I  prevented  her  NecefTities  and  her  De- 
fires,  for  I  feldom  faw  her  without  making 
her  a  Prefent ;  fometimes  I  brought  her 
a  Gold  Watch,  or  a  Snuff-box  ;  fome- 
times a  Ring,  or  a' Necklace  ;  and  when 
I  happened  to  win  fifty  or  fixty  Pifloles 
at  Play,  I  obliged  her  to  ihare  them 
with  me.  'Tis  my  Play-Money,  faid 
I  to  her,  if  you  don't  take  them,  I 
fliall  lofe  them  To-morrow  ^  and  I  had 
rather  you  had  them  than  another.  But 
generally  Ihe  would  not  accept  of  any 
Thing  from  me,  unlefs  I  would  pro- 
mife  her  to  not  to  play  for  fuch  a 
Number  of  Days,  and  not  to  frequent 
the  wretched  Company  that  ruined  me. 

I  fhould  not  have  been  in  Canada  if 
I  would  have  believed  her,  and  a  fincere 
Friend  whom  I  fometimes  carried  to 
fup  vv^ith  her,  and  who,  on  his  Part, 
often  exhorted  me  to  change  my  Con- 
du(5t.  When  I  engaged  myfelf  in  loofe 
Parties  of  Pleafure,  and  was  two  or 
three  Days  without  feeing  her,  I  threw 
her  into  dreadful  Inquietudes  -,  and  if  I 
had  the  leaft  Indifpofition,  Ihe  melted 

intQ 
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into  Tears,  as  if  het  Life  had  been  at- 
tached to  mine. 

I  foon  gave  her  very  different  Alarms, 
when  one  Day  heated  by  Wine,  and 
almoft  under  the  Eyes  of  the  King, 
there  happened  to  me  a  Misfortune 
which  Shame  prevents  me  from  relating 
to  you.  Louis  the  XlVth  never  forgave 
a  Crime  occadoned  by  Drunkennefs.  I 
was  obhged  to  difappear,  that  I  might 
not  finifh  my  Days  upon  a  Scaffold ; 
and  notwithllanding  the  Credit  of  my 
Uncle,  and  that  of  all  my  Friends,  I 
did  not  obtain  my  Pardon  but  with  the 
Lofs  of  my  Poft.  Befides  that,  I  was 
condemned  to  give  ten  thoufand  Livres 
to  the  Hotel  Dieu.  This  Affair  rous'd 
my  Creditors,  they  all  knew  each  other; 
they  had  foon  made  a  Computation  of 
my  Effeds,  and  the  firft  Refolution  that 
was  taken  in  the  Affembly,  was  not  to 
lend  me  any  more,  that  they  might  not 
augment  my  Debts.  Being  informed 
in  a  Fortnight  or  three  Weeks  after  this 
that  my  Uncle  was  to  be  married,  they 
judged,  by  this  precipitate  Refolution, 
that  he  abandoned  me.  They  declared 
themfelves  openly,  and  joined  with  the 
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Adtniniftrators  of  the  Hotel  Dieu,  This 
was  what  my  Friend  writ  me  Word  of 
to  the  Place  of  my  Retreat.  He  added 
in  his  Letter,  that  he  had  been  to  wait 
upon  my  Uncle,  who  faid  to  him,  fhew- 
ing  him  his  Marriage  Articles,  You  fee 
this,  Monfieur,  this  is  a  Proof  that  I 
fhall  no  longer  acknowledge,  as  my  Ne- 
phew, a  Wretch,  whom  I  would  have 
arretted  upon  the  Spot,  if  I  had  known 
where  he  was  ;  and  whom  I  would  wil- 
lingly fufFer  to  perilh  in  a  Dungeon,  that 
he  might  expiate  the  Ignominy  with 
which  he  has  covered  the  Family. 

My  Friend  not  being  in  a  Situation 
to  procure  the  ten  thoufand  Francks  that 
were  neceflary  for  me,  could  not  pre- 
vent my  Eilate  from  being  feized  upon 
and  fold  ;  and  exclufive  of  this,  I  flood 
in  need  of  four  and  twenty  thoufand 
Livres  to  fatisfy  my  Creditors.  At  leaft 
now  I  had  nothing  left  -,  if  I  had  had 
nothing  to  fear,  I  fhould  perhaps  have 
fubdued  my  Pride  fo  far  as  to  leek  for 
a  RefouFce  in  Paris,  where  I  knew  fo 
many  People  who  called  themfelves  my 
Friends  j  but  I  fhould  have  made  that 
humbling  Step  in  vain^  fince  my  Friend 

fent 
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lent  me  Word  that  he  had  feen  them 
all,  and  that  far  from  being  difpofcd  to 
raife  me  out  of  the  Abyfs  into  which 
moil  of  them  had  helped  to  plunge  me, 
they  fcarce  feemed  to  remember  me. 
The  only  Perfon  who  interefls  herfelf  in 
your  Fate,  added  he,  is  her  with  whom 
we  have  fometimes  fupp'd  together. 
She  comes  every  Day  to  enquire  after 
you.  Sho^  preffes  me  flrongly  to  give 
her  your  Adrejfe  ;  which  I  have  not 
thought  proper  to  do,  left  fhe  fhould 
be  employed  by  your  Enem.ies.  All 
that  her  Tears,  true  or  falfe,  have  been 
able  to  obtain  of  m.e,  is  a  Promife  to 
convey  a  Billet  from  her  to  you. 

In  effc6i:,  he  fent  me  one,  and  told  me 
that  he  believed  her  Love  was  fincere  •, 
but  that  it  was  not  now  a  Time  for  ten- 
der Sighs,  and  that  I  fiiould  be  embar- 
ralTed  enough  with  my felf,  without  bur- 
thening  my  felf  with  the  Care  of  a  f  lith- 
ful  Miftrefs.  I  was  of  his  Opinion,  and 
I  began  to  forget  her,  as  I  imagined  flie 
c^ould  no  longer  think  of  me  \  and  yet 
the  more  I  read  her  Letter,  the  more 
fhe  appeared  worthy  of  my  Attention. 
I  remember  Hill  perfectly  well  the  Con- 
tents 
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tents  of  it : "  I  can  no  longer  live

«  fhall  go  immediately  in  fearch  of  you 
*'  to  all  the  Frontier  Towns.  It  is  not 
"  fo  much  for  my  own  Satisfadlion  that

"  your  own  Intereft.  The  Misfortunes 
*'  which  feparate  us  from  each  other 
*'  may  be  terminated.  If  I  can  but  fee 
*'  you,  perhaps  I  may  be  of  Confola- 
"  tion  to  you.  We  fometimes  receive 
•'  AiTiilance  from  thofe  where  we  leaft 
*'  expedl  it.  Reprefent  to  yourfelf  my 
"  Father  when  he  was  expiring,  and 
*'  do  not  forget  that  you  protefted  to 
"  him,  that  you  would  never  abandon 
"me.  I  have  lofb  every  Thing  fince  I 
*'  was  your's.  I  have  nothing  dear  to 
"  me  in  the  World  but  you.  What  is 
"  it  to  me  in  what  Condition  I  find  you 
*'  again !  It  was"you  and  not  your  For- 
"  tune  that  I  loved.  Confider  that  I 
"  am  your's,  as  fleadily,  as  if  all  Laws, 
"  divine  and  human,  had  laid  upon  me 
«'  the  NecelTity  of  fliaring  your  Fortune 
"  and  your  Name.  Adieu,  1  fhall  de- 
*'  part,  when  you  pleafe,  to  rejoin  you 

"  where- 
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**  wherever  you  command  me  to  re- 
"  pair." 

Before  I  had  received  this  Letter,  the 
Uneafinefs  I  felt  in  my  Exile,  and  the 
Want  of  Money  which  began  to  come, 
upon  me,  had  already  inlpired  me  with  a 
Defire  of  making  aXour  fecretly  to  Paris, 
I  could  no  longer  refill  it  after  1  had  read 
this  Billet,  tho'  it  gave  me  no  pofitive 
Aflurances.  I  departed  privately  from 
the  Place  where  I  was,  and  by  Night 
came  to  the  Houfe  of  my  Friend,  who 
was  furprized  to  fee  me.

What  a  Scene  !  then  cried  my  Friend. 
Happy  are  they  that  feel  a  Change  of 
Fortune  thus  rewarded  !  Thou  halt  loft 
nothing,  added  he,  turning  to  me,  fince 
thou  poffelTeft  the  Heart  of  fo  uncom- 
mon a  Woman. 

After  a  long  Debate  of  Tendernefs 
and  Generofity  between  us.  What  do 
you  refolve  upon  doing  ?  faid  my  Friend 
to  us  at  length.  You  mull,  rephed  llie, 
with  this  Sum  endeavour  to  appeafe  his 
Creditors,  or  elfe  let  him  take  it,  and 
retire  into  a  Place  of  Safety.

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.^jig  herfelf  inconfiderately  between  ns, 
got  a  Plight  Wound,  and  was  the  Occa- 
fion  of  my  receiving  a  dangerous  one. 
Then  the  Hufband  becoming  lefs  fori- 
0US5  was  willing  to  liften  to  her.  She 
informed  him,  that  being  as  faithful  a 
Friend  as  fhe  was  a  faithful  Wife,  I  was 
banifhing  myfelf  from  their  Retreat,  and 
that  it  was  in  taking  Leave  of  her  that 
I  had  thrown  myfelf  at  her  Knees. 
Upon  this  Relation  the "  Hufband,  paf- 
fing  from  Anger  to  Compaffion,  felt  a 
mortal  Regret  at  having  wounded  me.

Ladies,  there  is  a  mutual  Difcovery 
made,  the  Baronnefs  informs  him  that 
he  is  her  Son,     He  marries  Lucilia. 
I^he  Chevalier  comes  to  his  Nuptials, 
which  are  no  fooner  celebrated,   than

The 
good  Man,  Heaven  reft  his  Soul,  would 
never  have  called  me  otherwife,  if  my 
Brother  had  not  been  fo  good  as  to  go 
to  the  Devil. 

Thou  art  thoroughly  comforted  for 
this  double  Lofs,  I  fuppofe,  faid  ano- 
ther. Canft  thou  make  a  Doubt  of  it,  re- 
plied the  Chevalier .?  I  fhould  be  a  great 
Fool  to  alflid  myfelf  for  the  Death  of 
my  two  greateft  Enemies.  No,  no.

as  of  my  own  -y  and,  in  a  word,  to  tf^ 
fqre  him  that  we  Ihould  never  part.  In 
the;  Impetuofity  of  his  Tendernefs  for 
his  Sifter,  he  would  have  had  us  fct  out 
immediately  to  go  to  her,  as  if  it  had 
been  only  to  take  Poft  for  a  little  Jour- 
ney in  France.  But  I  told  him,  timt 
it  would  be  fufficient  at  fjrft  to  give  th^ 
Sakgame  Advice  of  the  Situation  in 
which  her  Brother's  Affairs  werre,  and 
to  invite  her  to  come  to  Baris^  andSiw^ 
with  him  in  his  Prolperity.

of  Canada^  to  whom  the  young  Man 
had  it  recommended  by  Monfieur  de 
Burjieux^  who  had  an  Affedlion  for  him. 
Whilft  we  waited  for  an  Anfwer,  he  al- 
ways called  me  his  Brother,  afTuring  me, 
that  it  Ihould  be  my  own  Fault  if 
I  did  not  become  fo,  and  faying,  that 
he  could  not  live  a  Moment  without 
me.

tions, and  fuch  dreadful  Shrieks,  that  ail 
the  Street  refounded  with  them. 

Whatever  Perfwafions  the  Mafler  of 
the  Houfe  could  ufe,  two  or  three  Bri- 
gades of  the  Watch,  drawn  by  this  de- 
plorable Noife,  would  abfolutely  enter 
the  Houfe  to  fee  particularly  what  was 
paiTmg  there.  They  had  not  to  do  with 
People  difpofed  to  approve  of  their  Cu- 
jriofity  \  we  difputed  the  Entrance  with 
them ;  they  made  Head  againft  us  at 
firft,  but  they  foon  gave  way.  We  pur- 
llred  them  into  the  Street,  where  one  of 
our  Party,  following  his  Vi6tory  too 
tar,  dropped  down,  pierced  with  two 
or  three  Balls,  which  he  received  in  his 
Body. 

The  Hoft,  who  had  fuffered  us  to  a6l 
all  thefe  Follies  in  his  Houfe,  was  thrown 
into  Prifon  and  ruined.  As  to  our  three 
artificial  Weepers,  they  were  fent  to 
weep  in  carnefr  at  the  Hofpital.  From 
that  Time  our  Coteries  were  entirely  de- 

molifa- 
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molillied  ;  we  could  never  renew  any  of 
our  fprightly  Parties,  nor  even  be  half 
a  Dozen  of  us  together,  without  being 
examined,  followed,  and  pointed  at  by 
the  Populace  ;  for  they  reported  marvel- 
lous Things  of  us :  Some  faid,  that  our 
lail  AfTembly  was  wholly  compofed  of 
wretched  Jews  in  Difguife,  and  that  if 
the  Watch  had  not  forced  in  at  the 
Shrieks  of  theWomen  who  were  iliut  up 
with  us,  thofe  unfortunate  Creatures 
would  have  been  unbaptized.  Others 
pretended  that  they  were  Sorcerers  who 
kept  their  Sabbath  there,  and  that  we 
had  refolved,  by  dreadful  Storms,  to 
ruin  the  reft  of  France^  as  we  had  lately 
done  feveral  of  its  Provinces,  particular- 
ly the  Orkanois  and  Burgundy. 


They  even  named  an  Archer  of  great 
Credit,  who  through  the  Key-Hole  had 
perceived  feveral  Devils,  who  having 
made  us  fign  with  our  Blood  thefe  ter- 
rible ComraiiTions,  had  flown  away  up 
the  Chimney  in  the  Shape  of  Owls, 
leaving  the  Room  and  the  whole  Houfe 
full  of  a  poifonous  Smell  of  Sulphur  and 
Burnings.  They  afTerted  alfo,  tliat  the 
Women  who  had  been  forced  into  our 
li  2  Com- 
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Company,  had  betrayed  us  by  their 
Cries,  to  revenge  theinfelves  for  our 
having  caufed  them  to  be  abufed  by  /«- 
cubus^s,  to  the  end  that  all  the  Women 
who  were  with  Child  at  the  fame  Time 
might  perifh  ;  and  this  Particularity  was 
fo  Utde  doubted  of  amongft  the  Popu- 
lace, that  it  was  faid  to  have  occafion- 
ed  the  celebrating  a  great  Number  of 
Maffes  at  Paris^  in  order  to  avert  the 
Calamity.

but  he  is  nof  the  only  one  who  is  fo.  You 
are  acquainted  with  People  whofe  Com- 
pany is  not  lefs  agreeable,  and  whofe 
Frlendlliip  you  need  not  be  aiham'd  of. 

It  is  not  taken  amifs,  added  I,  that 
a  young  Man  of  Fortune,  in  order  to 
know  t.\\Q  World,  tafiies  a  little  of  the 
Pleafjrcs  that  it  aiTords.  'Tis  onJy  ex- 
pected from  him  that  he  fiiould  not  a- 
bandon  himfelf  to  them  entirely,  and 
that  tlicre  fhoukl  be  ibme  Diftin6lion  in 
the  Choice  he  makes  of  them.  The 
Pleafures  of  \i  common  Soldier  are  not 
thofe  of  a  Gentleman  -,  and  yours  ought 
to  be  ditferent  from  thofe  which  are  tol- 
lowcd  by  them  who  have  neither  Birth 
nor  Diilindlion  in  the  World. 

The  Chevalier  interrupted  me  in  this 
Place.

the  poor  Creature  v/ould  not  have  had 
fo  melancholly  an  End,  if  fhe  had  made 
life  herfelf  of  the  Advices  Ihe  gave  to 
me  •,  but  fhe  thought  flie  could  never 
want  any  Thing,  and  negiecfled,  as  we 
fay,  to  lay  by  any  Thing  for  a  rainy 
Day,  and  with  tliis  {"r^^  had  too  good  a 
Hearty  fhe  had  no  Regard  for  herfelf 
when  it  was  to  ferve  a  Friend.  If  fhe 
had  forgot  you  as  eafily  as  you  Men  can 
cafl  off  us,  fhe  would  not  have  undone 
herfelf  upon  your  Account. 

I  befeech  you,  faid  I  to  her,  explain 
to  me  hov/  I  could  be  fo  unhappy  as  to 
occadon  the  Misfortune  of  this  obliging 
Woman.

You 
refemble  fo  perfed:ly  the  lafl  of  the  Fa- 
mily, to  v/hom  it  belonged,  before  this 
collateral  Line  took  Foffeffion  of  it,  that 
I  fhould  imagine  I  had  not  loft  that' 
Gentleman  if  1  faw  you  in  his  Place. 
Yes,  Monfieur,  added  he  with  Tranfport, 
only  by  feeing  you,  I  find  myfelf  in- 
clined to  love  you  as  I  did  him,  and  to 
think  myfelf  indebted  to  you  for  the 
Obligations  I  had  to  him.

I  knew  the  Baronefs,  faid  he  to  me, 
before  fhe  v/ent  to  Paris^  when  fhe  was 
only  Mademoifelle  de  Ganderon  :  Good 
God  !  how  much  the  Convent  altered 
her,  as  well  as  the  Marriage  with  the 
Baron  du  Mefnil !  She  was  then  excef- 
fively  gay,  always  laughing,  always 
dancing,  and  now  her  Days  feem  only 
compofed  of  Melancholly  and  Uneafi- 

nefs. 
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nefs,  though  flie  is  not  yet  of  an  Age 
to  be  obliged  to  renounce  the  innocent 
Pleafures  of  the  World.

I  faw  her  Tears  run  down 
whilft  fhe  pronounced  thefe  Words, 
which  made  me  open  my  Eyes,  and 
recoiled:  feveral  Actions  that  had  efcaped 
her. 

You  weep,  Madam,  faid  I  to  her, 
you  w^eep  in  fpeaking  to  me  of  the 
Death  of  my  Father  :  Suffer  me  to  ex- 
plain myfelf,  and  to  fay  what  I  think  : 
The  Dread  you  have  left  I  fhiould  fuf- 
pe6l  thofe  with  whom  my  Father  was 
intimate  before  my  Birth  •,  the  Share  you 
take  in  what  regards  me  ;  the  Situation 
you  were  in  when  I  firft  made  myfelf 
known  ;  even  your  very  Looks  at  this 
Moment,  difcover  the  Truth.  Can  I 
be  deceived  by  fo  many  Proofs  ?  No, 
Madam,  no,  my  Heart  tells  it  me  with 
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Hill  greater  Certitude,  you  are,  you  are 
my  Mother. 

I  threw  myfelf  at  her  Feet  as  I  Ipoke 
this.  She  was  more  dead  than  alive, 
and  made  me  no  Reply  but  by  embracing 
me.  After  a  long  Silence,  more  ex- 
preflive  than  any  Words,  fhe  made  me 
rife,  and  related  to  me  in  what  Manner, 
after  having  promifed  the  Count  de  Mon- 
neville  fhe  would  be  only  his,  Ihe  had 
been  obhged  to  determine  upon  marry- 
ing the  Baron  du  Mefnil^  believing  with 
the  reft  of  the  World  that  the  Count  had 
been  killed  in  Germany, 

The  Baronefs  afterwards  faid  to  me, 
I  (hould  have  known  you  in  your  In- 
fancy, if  your  Nurfe  had  not  difguifed 
your  Sex  to  me,  becaufe  your  Features 
even  then  recalled  to  my  Memory  thofe 
of  the  Count  ^  and  that  I  knew  per- 
fectly the  Woman  to  be  the  fame  to 
whom  I  confided  you  at  your  Birth  ; 
but  I  durft  never  attempt  to  afk  her  whe- 
ther you  were  alive  -,  it  was  not  till  her 
Death  that  I  was  informed  of  all.  'Tis 
now  four  or  five  Years  fince,  that  hav- 
ing fallen  dangerouHy  ill,  Ihe  fent  to 

tell 
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tell  me,  that  ihe  wifhed  to  fpeak  to 
me  in  private.  The  Baron  du  Mefnily 
who  was  then  alive,  conduded  me  to 
her  ;  and  waited  above  an  Hour  in  the 
Coach,  nhilft  this  good  Woman  related 
to  me  the  Hiftory  of  your  Birth,  which 
I  knew  at  leaft  as  well  as  herfelf.  But 
when  ihe  informed  me  that  her  Daugh- 
ter being  dead,  Ihe  had  taken  you  in 
her  Place,  and  brought  you  up  under 
my  Eyes  as  fuch,  judge  of  my  Afto- 
niihment.  It  equalled  the  Agony  I  felt, 
when  fhe  told  me  afterwards  in  what 
Manner  your  Father  had  been  killed  al- 
moit  at  the  Gate  of  the  Caflle  du  Mef- 
nil,  by  the  Baron  himfelf.  I  was  im- 
moveable, and  almofl  without  Senti- 
ments, whiift  ihe  gave  this  cruel  Detail  ; 
and  I  had  fcarce  Strength  to  hold  out 
my  Hand  to  her,  to  receive  the  Porte- 
feuille  of  the  Count,  in  which,  befides 
his  own  Writings,  I  faw  fome  Letters 
which  I  had  fent  to  him. 

The  Baron,  who  waited  with  Impa- 
tience for  me  at  the  Door,  was  fome- 
thing  furprized  to  fee  me  return  in  the 
Situation  I  was  in.  Happily  the  me- 
lancholly  Duty  I  had  been  paying  to 

this 
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this  good  Woman,  appeared  to  him  the 
©nly  Caufe  of  my  Emotion.  I  did  not 
retum  one  Word  to  the  Complaints  he 
made  of  the  Length  of  my  Vifit ;  and 
I  could  not  call  my  Eyes  upon  him 
without  fhivering  with  Horror,  He 
was  my  Hufband,  but  he  was  alfo  the 
Affaffin  of  the  Man  to  whom  I  had 
given  my  Faith.  Whatever  Efforts  I 
made  to  conceal  from  him  my  Unea- 
fmefs,  and  the  invincible  Averfion  I  had 
for  him,  he  perceived  it  5  and  if  he 
had  not  died  almofl  as  foon  as  the  Nurfe, 
we  muft  inevitably  have  lived  very  ill 
together  ;  but  happily  for  me  he  was 
llruck  with  a  mortal  Diforder,  and  had 
only  Time  to  regulate  the  Affairs  of  his 
Confciencc. 

This  fudden  Stroke  of  Heaven  touch- 
ed me;  but  inftead  of  being  moved 
with  my  Tears,  the  laft  Words  that  he 
addrefTed  to  me  were,  to  feHcitate  me 
iipon  my  approaching  Liberty,  and  to 
complain  of  my  Behaviour  to  him.  The 
Baronefs  here  ceafed  to  fpeak,  and  I  ad- 
drefTed myfelf  to  her  thus  :  Madam, 
faid  I,  I  look  upon  the  Happinefs  of 
knowing  you  to  be  my  Mother,  as  the 

greateft 
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greateft  that  could  have  happened  to 
me.  You  may  difpofe  of  me  more  ab- 
folutely  than  if  all  human  Laws  fub- 
mitted  me  to  your  Power ;  and  the  firft 
Favour  that  I  prefume  to  beg  of  you,  in 
the  Quality  of  a  Son,  is  to  permit  me 
to  remain  always  with  you.  She  was 
tranfported  to  fee  me  have  that  Defign, 
and  told  me  that  her's  was  to  attach  me 
fo  llrongly  to  her,  that  the  knowing  her 
fhould  not  prove  fruitlefs  to  me.  She 
declared  to  me,  that  llie  wilhed  to  unite 
me  to  Lucilia,  to  whom  fhe  defired  me 
never  to  communicate  what  flie  had  in- 
formed  me  of,  not  even  after  our  Mar- 
riage, if  file  Ihould  make  it  fucceed. 

She  founded  the  young  Dowager  up- 
on that  Head,  and  fhe  confeffed  to  her 
that  fhe  had  the  fame  Inclinations,  and 
that  fhe  fhould  be  pleafed  with  having 
her  little  Sifter  for  her  Hufband  :  But 
that  the  Thing  appeared  impoffible  to 
her,  as  her  Family,  who  had  fo  great 
an  Intereft  in  her  not  marrying  again, 
would  certainly  difpute  upon  my  Inca- 
pacity of  fliewing  Proofs  of  my  Name, 
my  Family,  my  Qiiality,  and  my  Coun- 
try.    The  Baronefs  told  her,  that  ef- 

fedively 
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fecflively  fhe  forefaw  Difficulties  on  that 
Head  ;  but  that  Ihe  believed  I  fhould 
eafily  find  Methods  to  obviate  them, 
when  it  was  come  to  that  Crifis. 

I  was  admitted  into  their  Htde  Coun- 
fels,  and  gave  a  thoufand  tender  Thanks 
to  Lucilia  for  the  Goodnefs  fhe  expref- 
fed  to  me.  To  anfwer  the  Difficulties 
that  they  propofed  to  me,  I  told  them 
that  I  only  required  their  Permiffion  to 
make  a  Journey  to  Paris^  that  I  would 
engage  fome  of  the  Friends  that  I  had 
there  to  let  me  pafs  for  their  Relation, 
and  revive  in  me  fome  extin6l  Branch 
of  their  Family  ;  that,  together  with 
this,  I  might  buy  a  Pod  in  the  Houf- 
hold,  which  would  put  me  upon  a  Foot- 
ing that  might  prevent  the  Relations  of 
Lucilia  from  oppofing  my  Happinefs. 
They  applauded  my  Defign,  and  I  pre- 
pared immediately  for  my  Departure,  in 
order  to  execute  it. 

I  had  no  great  Treafure  left,  and  I 
could  depend  only  upon  the  Friendfhip 
of  the  Chevaher,  who  had  made  me  a 
thoufand  Offers  of  Service.  I  expecled 
that  he  v/ould  be  my  Security,  for  what 

I  might 
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I  might  take  up.  I  did  not  however 
put  him  to  this  Trial,  as  the  Baronefs, 
when  flie  wifhed  me  a  good  Journey, 
put  into  my  Chaife  a  ftrong  Box,  in 
which  I  found  forty  thoufand  Livres  in 
Gold,  and  in  Bills  of  Exchange. 

My  Abfence  had  appeared  very  long 
to  the  Chevaher.  I  found  him  in  De- 
fpair  at  not  having  heard  from  his  Sider. 
He  would  abfolutely  go  in  Search  of  her 
himfelf  amongfl  the  Savages.  It  was. 
not  without  great  Difficulty  that  I  pro- 
mifed  him  that  I  would  accompany  him, 
if  there  was  an  abfolute  Neceflity  of 
it.  As  foon  as  he  knew  my  approach- 
ing Marriage,  and  what  brought  me 
to  Paris^  he  Went  with  me  to  Ver- 
failes,  where  he  foon  procured  me  an 
Employment  capable  of  dazzling  the 
Eyes  of  the  whole  Province  ♦,  but  then 
the  Purchafe  of  it,  I  muft  own,  coft 
me  almoft  all  my  Finances.  I  caufed 
Liveries  to  be  made  for  me  the  fame  as 
the  Chevalier,  and  a  magnificent  Equi- 
page to  appear  in  at  Monneville  ;  an 
Equipage  fo  rich,  and  fo  fplendid,  that 
like  that  of  Phaeton^,  it  was   fufficient 

alone 
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alone  to  make  Envy  Ulent,  or  more  pro- 
perly to  excite  it. 

A  certain  Air  of  Grandeur  and  Opu- 
lence impofes  infinitely  upon  the  Pro- 
vincials. All  my  Vaffals  were  for  feve- 
ral  Days  under  Arms,  and  I  recom- 
penfed  their  Zeal  with  Generofity.  No- 
thing was  fpoke  of  but  the  Count  de 
Monneville  •,  they  did  not  fo  much  as 
refledl,  that  I  was  to  have  any  other 
Name.  I  made  my  Vifits  immediately 
in  great  State,  and  they  were  received 
by  me  in  as  elegant  a  Manner  as  they 
would  have  been  by  the  Governor  of 
the  Province.  My  whole  Converfation 
was  of  the  Lords  of  the  Court,  and  I 
ftrove  to  infinuate  that  no  bodyhad  more 
Credit  there  than  I  had.  To  another,  I 
faid,  that  this  Country  pleafed  me,  that 
I  fhould  buy  and  build  there.  I  afled 
this  Part  with  regret,  but  it  was  neceffary 
to  me.  The  Relations  of  Lucilia,  daz- 
zled like  the  reft  with  my  fplendid  Ap- 
pearance, thought  themfelves  too  happy 
that  I  condefcended  to  enter  into  their 
Family,  upon  which  they  flattered  them- 
felves that  I  fhould  attrad  the  gracious 
Influences  of  Verfailes, 

Wc 
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We  did  not,  however,  think  it  pro- 
per to  let  the  Thing  cool ;  whilft  the 
Cure  of  Monneville  propofed  my  Hand 
to  Lucilia^  who  feigning  a  Surprize  defir- 
ed  Time  to  confider  upon  it :  I  vifited 
her  Relations,  and  follicited  their  Suf- 
frages with  an  Air  of  Politenefs,  and  yet 
with  that  Confidence  which  thofe  have 
who  do  not  fear  a  Refufal.  My  Pre- 
tenfions  did  not  difpleafe  them.  I  feign- 
ed that,  on  my  Side,  I  muil  have  the 
Approbation  of  feme  Relations  that  I 
had  at  Paris  *,  and  I  writ  to  the  Cheva- 
lier, that  I  defired  him  to  perform  the 
Promife  he  had  made  me,  to  come  to 
my  Marriage  as  a  Relation,  with  two 
of  our  mutual  Friends,  whom  I  had  en- 
gaged to  be  of  the  Party. 

They  came  all  three  fo  magnificently 
drefled,  and  with  fo  great  a  Train,  that 
by  endeavouring  to  do  me  Honour,  they 
would  have  difcovered  our  innocent  De- 
ceit, if  there  had  been  any  Genealogift 
in  the  Country,  fincQ  making  a  Figure 
as  Men  of  the  firft  Quality,  the  Cheva- 
lier always  called  me  Brother,  and  the 
others  their  Coufin.  I  explained  to  the 
Ladies  this  pretended  Fraternity,  by  in- 
forming 
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forming  them  that  the  Chevalier  had 
never  called  me  otherwife  fince  we  had 
known  each  other,  having  had  a  Defign 
to  marry  me  to  a  Sifter  he  had  in  NeW' 
France, 

The  Nuptials  were  celebrated  at  Can- 
deroHy  with  a  Pomp  and  Magnificence 
that  they  had  not  been  accuftomed  to 
fee  in  that  Part  of  the  World.  We  de- 
parted fome  few  Days  after,  all  together 
to  Paris  to  pafs  the  Winter  there  ;  the 
Baronefs,  my  Mother,  fell  ill ;  and  as 
there  are  not  Phyficians  in  great  Plenty 
there,  fhe  had  very  near  loft  her  Life. 
This  rendered  that  City  fo  odious  to  the 
two  Ladies,  that  they  conjured  me  to 
carry  them  back  into  the  Country, 

I  had  alfo  fo  true  a  Tafte  of  that  Life 
of  Tranquility  which  I  paifed  with  them 
in  the  Province,  that  I  was  foon  tired 
of  my  Employment.  I  defired  the  Che- 
valier to  difpofe  ,of  it  for  me,  and  to 
obtain  the  PermifTion  of  the  Court.  He 
did  me  that  Service  very  willingly,  up- 
on Condidon  that  I  fhould  make  a  Voy- 
age to  Canada^  as  I  had  promifed  him. 
It  was  in  vain  that  I  had  endeavoured 

to 
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to  excufe  myfelf,  and  reprefented  to  him 
the  Repugnance  that  Madame  de  Mon- 
neviile  would  have  to  confent  to  it,  it 
was  impolTible  to  refift  his  Perfecutions, 
he  even  carried  them  fo  far  as  to  procure 
an  Order  for  my  going  there  from  the 
King  himfelf,  by  the  Hand  of  Monfieur 
Pont  char  train 'y  who,  to  obhge  me  to 
it  ftill  more  inevitably,  ordered  the 
Price  of  my  Charge  to  be  put  in  Trufl, 
not  to  be  delivered  to  me  till  my  Re- 
turn. I  faw  plainly  that  I  muft  abfolute- 
ly  buy  my  Repofe  by  this  laft  Step  -,  I 
refolved  i^pon  it  therefore,  againil  the 
Sentiments  of  Lucilia^  who,  to  difap- 
point  the  Voyage,  would  willingly  have 
abandoned  our  Money  to  the  Depofi- 
tory. 

Before  our  Departure,  the  Chevalier 
made  a  large  Provifion  of  all  that  I  told 
him  would  be  fuitable  for  the  Prefents 
he  defigned  to  make  to  the  Subje<5ls  of 
the  Sakgame  his  Sifter ;  he  unfurnilhed 
feveral  Shops  of  Gunfmiths,  Glafs-fellers, 
Ironmongers,  and  other  Trades,  not  to 
mention  the  Toys  of  the  Palais.  I  am 
certain  he  carried  off  above  the  Value  of 
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ten  thgufand  Crowns  in  thofe  trifling 
Wares. 

As  we  came  through  Amboife^  our 
Poft-Chaife  overturned  ♦,  I  came  off  with 
fome  flight  Contufions  on  the  Head,  but 
the  Chevalier  broke  his  Arm.  An  Apo- 
thecary, who  was  in  the  Place,  not  be- 
ing willing  to  undertake  the  fetting  of 
it,  we  were  obUged  to  fend  for  a  Sur- 
geon from  Tours ;  we  had  no  Time  to 
lofe  •,  our  Merchandizes  were  embarked 
at  Nantes^  and  they  waited  only  for  a 
favourable  Wind  to  fet  fail.  It  was  im- 
poffible  to  think  of  cxpofing  the  Che- 
valier to  the  Fatigues  of  the  Sea,  in  the 
Condidon  he  was  in  •,  I  advifed  him  to  < 
flay  at  Amboife  till  he  was  perfe(5lly  re- 
covered, and  let  me  continue  the  Route, 
afluring  him,  that  if  I  mad-e  the  Voyage 
alone,  I  could  perform  it  in  much  lefs 
Time  than  if  he  was  with  me.  He  de- 
livered me,  therefore,  my  Letters  of 
Credence,  and  I  parted  from  him. 

When  I  arrived  at  §luebec^  I  was  in- 
formed.,   by  the  Intendant,    and  at  the 
Recolet^s,  that  upon  our  Letters   from 
Paris  they  had  taken  ail  poflible  Me- 
thods 
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thods  to  difcover  what  was  beccfme  of 
Mademoifelle  du  Clos^  without  any  Per- 
fon's  having  been  able  to  find  her  out, 
tho'  they  had  her  fought  after  by  the 
Mifllonaries,  and  by  the  Soldiers  whom 
they  had  fent^  to  the  Places  which  we 
defcribed.  I  was  obhged,  therefore,  to 
refolve  upon  continuing  my  Voyage, 
without  knowing  myfelf  that  I  fhould 
find  her  where  I  had  left  her.  I  loaded 
upon  feveral  Canoes  the  Bales  and  the 
Cafes  deftined  for  her  little  Court,  and 
I  embarked  for  Montreal^  where  I  pro- 
pofed  to  leave  them,  rather  than  run 
the  Hazard  of  carrying  them  at  an 
Uncertainty  fo  long  and  fo  difficult  a 
Way. 

Before  I  went  farther  myfelf  I  deter- 
mined to  wait  fome  Days  there,  inftead 
of  rifking,  perhaps  in  vain,  the  moft  fa- 
tiguing Part  of  the  Journey.  Whilft  I 
refted  there,  I  fent  two  very  intelligent 
Men,  who  were  acquainted  with  the 
Route,  to  the  Fort  where  I  had  refided, 
with  Letters  for  the  Perfons  to  whom  I 
had  fold  my  Habitation  -,  not  doubting 
but  the  young  Man  that  I  had  known 
there  ftill  kept  up  fome  Commerce  with 

the 
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the  Sakgame  whom  I  had  made  known 
to  them,  and  could  inform  me  concern- 
ing her, 

Whilft  I  waited  for  their  Return  I 
had  long  and  frequent  Conferences  with 
the  Abbefs  of  Notre-Dame  at  Montreal. 
I  was  defired  to  fee  her  by  one  of  her 
Relations,  who  was  a  Friend  of  the  Che- 
valier's. She  was  a  Religieufe  worn  by 
Infirmities,  who,  with  a  Zeal  beyond 
all  Example,  had  fupported  the  mofl 
dreadful  Fatigues,  to  carry  the  Light  of 
Faith  amongft  the  moil  favage  Nations, 
where  fhe  had  feen  two  of  her  Nieces, 
who  followed  her  every  where,  feized 
and  torn  to  Pieces  by  thefe  furious  Cate^ 
chumens.  She  was  called,  as  I  remem- 
ber. Bourgeois ;  fhe  was  of  a  noble  Fa- 
mily in  Champagne^  and  had  been  the 
iirfl  Abbefs  of  her  Convent. 

I  remember  that  this  pious  Lady  fhed 
a  Torrent  of  Tears,  when  I  read  to  her 
the  Anfwer  that  I  received  as  to  Made- 
moifelle  du  Clos,  It  was  writ  by  the 
Hand  of  that  young  Man  who  had  ac- 
companied me  to  the  Hurons^  and  it 
was  conceived  in  thefc  Terms : 

Vol.  IL  K  «  You 
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*'  You  hav€  made  a  long  Voyage  in 
*'.  vain,  if  you  come  only  in  fearch  of 
•''  Mademoifelle  du  Chs.  The  Autho- 
*'  rity  of  the  King,  by  vvhofe  Com- 
*'■  mand  it  is  faid  you  are  come,  is  of  no 
*'  Force  with  her;  laid  in  the  Grave,  fhe 
*'  no  longer  acknowledges  any  mortal 
*'  Power.  This  incomparable  Woman 
*'  did  not  long  furvive  your  Departure 
*'  from  this  Country.  Her  Death  has 
"  been  fatal  to  many  Perfons,  and  would 
*''  have  proved  fo  to  me,  if  it  had  been 
**  recent  when  I  was  laft  in  that  Canton 
*'  of  tht  Hurons  where  fhe  reigned.  The 
<«  French  whom  you  faw  with  her,  to 
*'  the  Number  of  Twenty-five,  were 
**  the  greateft  Part  of  them  facrihced 
**  upon  her  Tomb.  'Tis  thought  that 
*'  fhe  forefaw  thefe  melancholly  Effects 
*'  of  the  Love  they  bore  her  j  as  during 
•'  her  Sicknefs,  fhe  fent  feveral  of  them 
*'  into  thefe  Parts  upon  different  Pre- 
*'  texts.  They  fay,  that  amongft  the 
*'  refl  fhe  would  have  done  that  Service 
««  to  her  MilTionary,  and  that  Ihe  had 
*'  charged  him  with  feveral  Letters  for 
*'  you  and  for  her  Family ;  but  that,  as 
*'  he  refufed  to  abandon  her  whilft  there 
*'  was  any  Hope  of  her  Recovery,  he 

''  de- 
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"  departed  too  late.  It  is  fuppofed  that 
"  he  was  fetched  back  again  and  killed, 
"  for  he  has  never  appeared.  This  is  not 
"  all,  Monfieur  i  eight  of  the  mofl-  amia- 
"  ble  young  Women  who  were  about 
*'  her,  refolved  alfo  to  follow  her  into  the 
*'  other  World,  to  ferve  her  and  keep 
"  her  Company  :  The  Sakgame  in  vain 
*'  conjured  them  to  renounce  fuch  de- 
*'  tellable  Maxims,  but  Ihe  could  not 
^^  prevail  •,  for  as  Ihe  was  expiring,  fhe 
*'  heard  thofe  who  would  not  furvive 
*'  her,  regulating  their  Affairs  to  go  to 
*'  the  other  World,  as  we  would  do  in 
"  this  to  take  a  Journey  of  fifty  Leagues. 
"  What  fhe  thought  the  befl  fhe  could 
*'  do,  in  her  lafl  Moments,  for  thefe 
"  unhappy  faithful  Women,  was,  that 
"  fhe  afTured  them  that  in  the  Country 
*'  of  the  Dead,  fhe  would  receive  none 
"  into  her  Company  but  thofe  who  were 
**  Chriflians  as  fhe  was.  This  engaged 
*'  many  who  had  not  already  embraced 
"  the  Faith,  to  have  themfelves  folemn- 
"  ly  baptized  before  they  died.  Since 
*'  that  Time,  Monfieur,  there  does  not 
"  pafs  a  Day  without  feveral  of  the  Sa- 
"  vages  going  to  fmoak  upon  her  Grave, 
"  and  afking  her  with  a  loud  Voice,  if 
K  2  «  ^n^ 
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'^  (he  flands  in  need  of  any  thing.  It 
*'  was  perhaps  the  Zeal  and  Anediion 
*'  with  which  I  performed  tiiis  Cere- 
*'  mony,  that  faved  me  from  being  a 
*'  Sacrifice.  They  were  pleafed  with 
*'  me  for  it,  and  particularly  appeared 
*'  enchanted  with  my  Tendernefs,  when 
''  they  faw  me  lay  upon  her  Grave  my 
*'  Money,  my  Sword,  my  Knife,  and 
*'  all  the  little  Toys  I  had  about  me, 
"  promifing  them  to  come  frequently 
*'  to  offer  fuch  Prefents  to  her.  If  you 
"  have  the  leaft  Doubt,  Monfieur,  of 
*'  what  I  relate  to  you,  take  a  fufficient 
"  Efcort,  and  I  will  accompany  you  to 
"  the  very  Place." 

I  do  not  believe  'tis  pofTible  to  be 
more  touched  than  I  was,  when  I  heard 
this  News  and  the  Accounts  that  were 
given  me  by  the  two  Men  who  brought 
it.  They  told  me,  that  this  valuable 
Woman  was  not  lefs  beloved  by  the 
French  than  by  the  Savages  •,  and  that 
in  all  the  Families  to  which  I  had  fent, 
there  was  not  a  Perfon  who  could  men- 
tion her  without  Tears  in  their  Eyes. 
All  that  Mademoifelle  du  CIos  had  faid 
to  me  of  tlie  Attachment  that  the  //«- 

rons 
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rons  had  for  her,  did  not  fufFer  me  to 
doubt  a  Moment  of  the  Truth  of  what 
I  heard.  I  was  tempted  a  thoufand 
times  to  fend  to  fo  grateful  a  People  all 
•the  Prefents  that  1  had  brought  for  them  -, 
and  I  fhould  certainly  have  done  fo,  if 
the  Effe<fts  had  belonged  to  me.  But  I 
knew  not  whether  the  Chevalier  would 
approve  of  it;  and  I  exchanged  them 
all  for  Skins,  which  were  of  no  Service 
to  him  notwithllanding,  fince  the  Vef- 
fel,  on  which  I  embarked  to  return  into 
France^  was  attacked  near  the  great 
Bank  of  Newfoundland^  and  taken  by 
the  Englijh. 

We  were  conveyed  to  B  oft  on  in  New 
England.  Two  PafTengers,  who  were 
taken  Prifoners  with  me,  hinted  to  the 
Captain  that  I  mud  be  a  Man  of  Di- 
flindion,  fince  I  was  known  to  Loim 
the  XlVth,  and  came  by  his  Orders  in- 
to Canada.  This  obliged  the  Englijb 
to  treat  me  feverely,  putdng  me  upon 
the  mod  laborious  Talks ;  and  when  I 
could  fupport  them  no  longer,  letting 
me  repofe  myfelf  in  a  noifome  Dungeon. 
They  ufed  me  in  this  Manner  to  con- 
ftrain  me  to  redeem  myfelf  by  a  Ran- 
K  3  fom 
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fom  of  a  hundred  thoufand  LIvres, 
which  they  had  the  Infolence  to  demand 
of  me,  and  of  the  Gentleman  who  was 
with  me. 

The  Captain  of  the  VefTel  that  you 
have  taken,  bought  us  there  as  Slaves 
are  bought,  in  Hopes  doubtlefs  of  gain- 
ing more  than  the  Price  that  we  cofl 
him.  He  has  forced  us  along  with  him, 
above  a  Year,  to  Jamaica  and  upon  the 
Coafts  of  Africa.  We  wiflied  that  he 
might  have  carried  us  into  England^ 
becaufe  he  would  have  found  there  Peo- 
ple who  are  acquainted  with  all  the  great 
Families  in  France^  and  who  would  have 
undeceived  him  upon  our  Account.  But, 
Thanks  to  Heaven  !  ourRanfom  is  now 
paid  J  for  I  have  not  the  leaft  Imagina- 
tion, that  you  will  fet  a  Price  upon  the 
liberty  that  you  have  procured  for  us. 
We  have  all  the  Gratitude  for  it  that  is 
poffible,  and  that  is  all  that  a  generous 
Heart  demands.

The  Continuation    of  the   Hiftory 
of  the  Chevalier  DE  Beauchene. 


BOOK     VI. 

He  meets  two  Ejiglilh  Veffels  appointed 
to  guard  the  Coafts^  who  take  him  Pri- 
foner.  'To  recover  his  Liberty  he  forms 
a  Proje^f^  which  faik  of  Succefs,  He 
is  put  afhore  with  his  Companions  at 
the  Foot  of  a  Rock  in  the  Defarts  of 
Guinea,  where  they  are  left  without 
K  4  Pro- 
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Provijlons^  and  without  Arms.  After 
running  through  a  thoufand  Dangers^ 
Beauchene,  with  two  of  his  Compa- 
nions^ arrives  at  Cape  Coaft,  where 
he  falls  again  into  the  Hands  of  the 
Captain  who  took  him  before.  He  is 
flnit  up  in  a  Dungeon^  and  afterwards 
fet  at  Liberty.  He  is  conveyed  to 
Judda,  where  he  is  kindly  received  by 
Monfieur  de  Chamois,  Governor  of 
the  French  Fort^  who  engages  him  in 
an  Attempt  to  ravage  the  Princes- 
Iiland.  A  Detail  of  that  Expedition. 
Several  Def cents  made  by  Beauchene 
upon  the  Coafls  of  Brafil.  The  Sei- 
zure of  a  Captain  of  one  of  the  Guar  da 
Coaftas.  A  Price  fet  upon  the  Head 
of  the  Chevalier  de  Beauchene  by  the 
Governor  of  Rio  Janeiro.  He  takes  a 
cmfiderable  Prize.  The  Valour  of  the 
Portuguefe.  He.,  accompanied  by  fe- 
ver al  other  Privateers^  join  the  Troops 
commanded  by  Mo7ifieur  CafTart.  They 
go  to  ravage  Montferrat,  T^he  Confe- 
quences  of  that  Expedition. 


ALL 
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LL  my  Privateers  were  fo 
charmed  with  the  Hiilory 
of  Monneville^    that  they 
alTured   him    they    would 
willingly   confent  that  we 
Ihoiild  return  diredly  to   Senegal^  and 
even  to  the  Canaries^  from  whence  it 
would  be  eafy  for  him  to  return  into 
France  through  Spain.      Neverthelefs, 
after  this  firfl  Emotion  of  Kindnefs,  a 
Council  was  held  upon  this  Subjed,  and 
it  was  judged  to  be  more  proper  to  con- 
tinue to  cruize  upon  the  Coafts  of  Jfri- 
ca  for  fome  Time,  that  we  might  meet 
with  fome  other  Prize,  and  then  gp  to 
fell  them  together  at  St.  'Domingo.,  where 
he  would  not  fail  of  Opportunities  of 
returning  to   France^    or  to  Cadiz^  m 
cafe  we  made  any  connderable  Capture. 

We  v/ere  near  a  Month  without  meet- 
ing any  thing ;  after  which,  about  the 
Height  of  Boufauf,  we  difcovered  two 
EngliJJj  Ships.  I  took  them  at  firft 
to  be  Merchant  Ships,  and  did  nui 
know  them  to  be  Men  of  War,  ftatlon- 
ed  upon  the  Coaft,  till  they  came  up  to 
us.  I  tacked  about  immediately  to  have 
avoided  them,  but  one  of  the  two,  a 

fine 
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fine  light  Frigate,  of  forty  Guns  and 
three  hundred  Men,  came  up  with  us, 
after  a  Chace  of  twelve  Hours.  We 
defended  ourfelves  from  Midnight,  when 
we  were  attacked,  till  Ten  in  the  Mom- 
ing,  always  upon  the  Retreat.  I  was 
obliged  then  to  ftrike  in  fpite  of  myfelf, 
our  VefTel  being  fo  difabled  that  it  was 
impoilible  to  work  her.  The  fecond 
Englijh  Ship,  named  the  Carbuncle^  of 
fifty  Guns,  came  up  to  us  after  the 
Combat,  and  we  were  put  on  board  of 
her. 

There  were  already  a  great  deal  of 
good  Company  in  her  Hold,  and  a- 
mongll  the  reft  near  three  hundred 
French^  who  had  been  taken  in  the  C^far 
Corfair  of  Nant^s^  commanded  by  the 
valiant  Captain  Cazali^  a  Creolianoi  St. 
Chriftopher^s.  I  had  feen  him  in  Ame- 
rica^ and  when  he  knew  that  it  was  I 
that  they  were  putting  in  Irons,  he  came 
to  make  me  his  Compliment  of  Con- 
dolance.  As  to  himfelf,  he  was  at  fuJl  " 
Liberty  in  the  Englijlj  Ship  ;  he  eat  with 
the  Officers,  and  was  a  Party  in  all  their 
Anuifemens. 

For 


For  fear  of  a  Sicknefs,  and  for  ourNe- 
ceflities,  we  were  permitted  to  come  up- 
on the  Deck  two  at  a  Time,  and  take 
the  Air  there.  I  was  always  there  mth 
Monneville^  and  as  neither  we  nor  Mon- 
fieur  C^z^// had  yielded  to  t\it  Englijh 
without  having  made  a  great  Havock 
amongft  them,  we  remarked  that  there 
were  fewer  Men  in  the  Carbuncle  than 
there  were  Prifoners.  We  imparted  this 
Obfervation  to  the  fev/  Privateers  that 
were  remaining,  and  in  Concert  witli 
them  we  began  to  excite  the  French  to 
revok.  I  reprefented  to  them,  that  no- 
thing was  more  eafy  than  to  make  our- 
felves  Mailers  of  the  VeiTel,  if  we  at- 
tacked the  Company  by  Night,  and  in 
a  proper  manner;  that  after  this  We 
might  eafily  retake  our  own  VeiTels,  and 
perhaps  the  Englijh  Frigate. 

The  Love  of  Liberty  animated  them 
all  as  much  as  it  did  me  ;  but  they  found 
the  Difficulty  of  recovering  it  much 
greater  than  I  reprefented  it.  By  run- 
ning through  Continual  Dangers  a  Priva- 
teer accuftoms  himfelf  to  think  them  lefs 
than  they  really  are,  and  to  defpife  them^ 
It  is  not  the  fame  with  all  other  Soldiers. 

Our 
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Our  greateft  Embarrafs  was,  that  we 
had  no  Arms.  I  told  them  upon  that 
Head,  that  if  Monfieur  de  Cazali  would 
not  afTift  us  to  get  them  by  Surprize,  I 
would  take  upon  myfelf  to  furnifli  them 
with  them,  being  fatisfied  I  could  break 
open  the  Cheft  of  Arms  when  we  were 
upon  the  Deck. 

When  they  had  all  given  me  their 
Word  of  Honour,  I  communicated  our 
Defign  to  Monfieur  Cazali^  who  ap- 
proved it;  but  when  I  told  him,  that 
the  Succefs  depended  more  upon  him 
than  us,  and  that  we  could  do  nothing 
"'unlefs  he  procured  us  the  Keys  of  die 
Chefl  of  Arms,  which  it  would  be  eafy 
for  him  to  get  in  the  Night,  by  ftabbing 
the  Man  who  kept  them:  My  dear 
Chevalier,  faid  he  to  me,  prelTing  mc 
by  the  Hand,  I  will  keep  your  Secret, 
becaufe  I  don't  think  myfelf  obliged  to 
reveal  it,  but  I  cannot  be  of  your  Par- 
ty.. What  is  Addrefs  and  Courage  in 
you,  in  me  will  be  Perfidy  and  Bafe- 
nefs.  As  2l  French  Man  I  wifh  you  may 
fucceed,  and  as  a  Man  of  Honour  I  can- 
not betray  an  Enemy,  who  fpares  my 
Life;^  and  trufls  his  with  me. 

I  can* 
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I  cannot  blame  you,  returned  I  to 
Monfieur  Cazali,  however  prejudicial 
your  Delicacy  is  to  us.  Keep  our  Se- 
cret then  •,  I  will  not  abandon  my  En- 
terprize,  tho'  the  Event,  which  you 
might  render  infallible,  becomes  doubt- 
ful without  .your  Affiftance. 

Every  one  knows,  that  during  the 
Night  one  half  of  the  Ship's  Crew 
watch,  and  that  they  relieve  each  other 
every  four  Hours  •,  we  choofe  the  midil 
of  one  of  thefe  Watches  to  ftrike  our 
Blow.  There  were  about  half  a  Dozen 
Privateers  v/ho  had  found  Means,  as  I 
had  done,  to  get  off  their  Irons  ;  I  had 
niore  Dependance  upon  them  than  all 
the  reft.  When  the  appointed  Hour 
was  come,  I  took  one  of  the  ftrongeft, 
with  whom  going  upon  Deck,  at  Two 
in  the  Morning,  as  if  to  breathe  a  little 
Air,  we  threw  down  the  Scuttles,  into 
the  Hold,  the  two  Sentinels  who  guard- 
ed us,  and  they  were  immediately 
llifled.  After  this  I  feized  upon  a  large 
Iron  Crow,  with  which  I  broke  open 
the  Cheft  of  Arms  at  the  fecond  Blow, 

The 
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The  great  Noife  that  I  made  by  this 
undid  us.  The  fudden  Alarm  that  this 
gave  in  the  Veflel  had  two  bad  EfFeds 
for  us  -y  it  awaken' d  the  Englijh^  who 
put  themfelves  in  a  Poflure  of  Defence, 
and  terrified  the  French  who  remained 
in  the  Hold,  and  who,  not  daring  to 
come  out,  let  forty  or  fifty  of  us,  who 
had  mounted  the  iirft,  be  overpowered 
by  Numbers.  What  compleated  our 
Defeat  was,  that  after  we  had  killed  a- 
bout  twenty  of  the  Englijh^  amongft 
whom  was  their  Captain-Lieutenant,  I 
received  feveral  Blows  upon  the  Head, 
which  ftiinned  me,  and  threw  me  back- 
wards amongft  the  Crowd.  All  my 
Privateers  were  treated  in  the  fame  man- 
ner, fo  that  there  being  no  Perfon  to 
command,  nor  to  lead  on  the  French 
who  were  remaining,  we  yielded  up  the 
Vi6tory  to  the  Englijh,  Thus  when 
Monneville  came  up  from  the  Hold, 
where  I  had  fent  him,  to  conjure  the 
French  not  to  abandon  us,  he  found 
only  a  Handful  defending  themfelves, 
whom  he  advifed  to  retire  with  the  reft, 
rather  than  throw  away  their  Lives  thus 
fruitlefly. 

As 
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As  loon  as  it  was  Day,  the  Officers  of 
both  the  Vedels  allembled  on  board  the 
Carbuncle^  and  the  Refult  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  War  that  was  held  upon  our  Ac- 
count was,  that  all  the  Prifoners  ihould 
be  feparated,  divided  into  the  four  Vef- 
fels,  and  laid  in  Irons,  and  that  the  Au- 
thors of  the  Revolt  fhould  be  hanged  at 
the  Yards.  They  were  foon  difcovered, 
and  I  was  named  to  acfl  that  foolifh 
Part,  with  Monneville  and  three  of  the 
Privateers. 

We  muft  inevitably  have  fufFered  that 
infamous  Death  but  for  Monfieur  Ca- 
zali^  who  reprefented  flrongly  to  our 
Judges  the  Confequences  of  fuch  a  Sen- 
tence, which,  in  fadl,  was  contrary  to 
the  Laws  of  Nadons,  and  thofe  of  War, 
as  he  convinced  them  by  their  own 
Articles  -,  fince  it  is  always  permitted  to 
Prifoners  to  efcape  if  it  was  in  their 
Power,  as  it  is  to  a  Bird  to  fly  from  its 
Cage  if  it  is  not  kept  fhut.  In. fine,  he 
harangued  them  fo  pathetically,  that  he 
faved  us  from  the  Rope  by  the  Force  of 
his  Eloquence, 

But 
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But  the  Englifl)^  who  were  unwilling 
we  fhould  lole  by  it,  refolved  within 
thenilelves  to  make  us  ample  Retribu- 
tion. They  prepared  themfelves  for  it 
at  Leifure,  and  fixed  at  length  upon  a 
Method  of  deftroying  us  as  certain,  but 
mote  excufable.  They  fet  us  afliore  not 
long  after  in  the  Defarts  of  Guinea^  at 
the  Foot  of  a  fteep  Rock  the  Evening 
before  ShrGve-Tiiefday^  in  the  Year  1 7 1 1, 
where  they  left  us  without  Provifions, 
without  Arms,  and  each  of  us  covered 
only  with  an  old  Shirt  of  blue  Linnen. 
I  remember  when  we  were  going  down 
into  the  Long-Boat,  where  thirty  Sol- 
diers well  armed  waited  to  efcort  us, 
Monfieur  Cazali  faid,  holding  out  his 
Hand  to  me.  Adieu,  my  poor  Cheva- 
lier, thy  Bufinefs  is  done  -,  if  thou 
efcapeil  the  Paws  of  the  Lions,  it  will 
be  to  die  with  Hunger,  or  elfe  to  ap- 
peafe  that  of  the  Negroes  -,  recommend 
thy  Soul  to  God,  my  Friend. 

Don't  give  yourfelf  any  Concern,  Mon- 
fieur, replied  I,  if  thefe  Negroes  are 
fierce  and  vulgar,  we  fhall  tame  them 
and  ennoide  them.  In  my  own  Parti- 
cular, I  will  People  this  Savage  Land 

with 
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with  Chevaliers.  This  was  on  my  Part 
entirely  Rhodomontade.  I  was  like 
thofe  obflinate  infolent  Children,  who 
when  they  are  deprived  of  any  Toy 
that  they  like,  fay  they  are  tired  of  it. 
I  was  very  fenfibie  that  being  at  a  great 
Diftance  from  Cape  Coaft^  and  ftill  far- 
ther from  Judda^  we  could  never  arrive 
thither  through  fo  many  Dangers,  and 
that  we  fhould  be  infallibly  devoured 
either  by  the  Negroes  or  the  Wild 
Beafls. 

At  the  Time  when  they  had  made  us 
that  uncivil  Compliment  that  we  w^ere 
five  of  us  to  be  hanged,  I  had  artfully 
conveyed  a  Lancet  from  the  Surgeon 
that  attended  us,  and  had  concealed  it 
in  the  Sleeve  of  my  Shirt,  with  a  De- 
fign  of  making  ufe  of  it  to  difpatch  the 
firft  Englijhman  that  fliould  pretend  to 
put  the  Rope  about  my  Neck,  and  im- 
mediately to  procure  myfelf  the  guilty 
Honour  of  perifhing  bravely  by  a  Wea- 
pon, in  fpite  of  all  the  Power  of  my 
Enemies.  Thefe  were  the  horrid  Max- 
ims that  I  had  learned  from  the  Savages, 
the  Privateers,  and  from  the  Englijh 
themfelves.     This  Inftrument  remained 

with 
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with  me  when  we  were  fet  afhore ; 
thus  I  carried  in  my  Sleeve  our  whole 
Arfenal. 

It  was  no  eafy  labour  for  us  to  gain 
the  Top  of  the  Rock  before  it  was 
Night.  When  we  were  there,  v/e  look- 
ed towards  the  L,and  to  fee  if  we  could 
fpy  fome  Trees,  from  whence  we  might 
make  ourfelves  Staffs  to  defend  us, 
at  leaft  for  fome  Time,  from  the  Wild 
Beads  \  but  we  perceived  not  the  leaft 
Bufli.  We  refolved,  however,  not  to 
advance  any  further,  and  to  pafs  the 
Night  there,  each  of  us  watching  in  our 
Turn  to  avoid  any  Surprize. 

My  Companions  refleifling  upon  our 
deplorable  Situation,  melted  into  Tears, 
and  almoft  ftrove  who  fhould  defpair 
the  moft  :  If  we  are  not  devoured  this 
Night,  faid  they.  To-morrow  we  muft 
perilli  in  the  Sands  with  Thirft  and 
Heat,  or  elfe  ferve  as  Food  to  the  Ne- 
groes through  whofe  Cantons  we  ai*e 
obliged  to  pafs  to  reach  Judda^  and 
who  fpare  none  of  the  Whites  who  fall 
into  their  Hands.  How  can  we  efcape 
fo  many  Dangers  ?  Death  was  not  the 
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greateft  Evil  that  the  Englijh  could  have 
inflided  upon  us.  We  fhould  now  have 
been  at  Liberty,  but  for  the  indifcrect 
Kindnefs  of  Monfieur  de  Cazali, 

As  to  me,  faid  Monneville^  by  reco- 
vering my  Liberty  I  am  ruined.  I  am 
in  a  Condition  now  that  makes  me  wifh 
to  be  in  Chains.  'Tis  done,  my  dear 
Friend,  faid  he  to  me,  we  fhall  never 
more  fee  Canada  nor  France.  How  de- 
plorable will  be  the  Fate  of  my  Wife ! 
added  he  :  She  muft,  like  my  Mother, 
now  pafs  her  Life  in  Tears,  and  in  Ex- 
pedlation  of  the  Return  of  a  Hufband 
v/hom  fhe  muft  never  fee  again. 

Though  I  faw  as  plainly  as  they  did 
that  our  Ruin  was  unavoidable,  yet  I 
refolved  to  perfonate  the  Hero,  and  to 
confole  them.  Do  not  let  us  throw  off 
our  Courage,  faid  I  to  them  ;  Deje6lion 
and  Defpair  are  the  greateft  Evils  to 
thole  who  are  in  fuch  an  Extremity  as 
we  are  now.  Patience  and  Refolution, 
my  Friends  !  with  thofe  Qualities  all 
Difiiculdes  are  to  be  overcome.  We 
have  only  this  Night  to  dread  theBeafts. 
To-morrow  we  ftiall  make  us  Clubs  that 

may 
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may  be  fufficient  for  our  Defence.  As 
to  the  Negroes,  we  ought  rather  to  feek 
them  out  than  to  avoid  them  ;  they  will 
either  receive  us  and  grant  us  Provi- 
fions,  or  di^^  more  cruel  than  their  Ty-  . 
gers,  they  will  attack  us.  Do  you  ima- 
gine we  are  to  be  pitied  in  either  of 
thefe  Cafes  ?  In  the  nrfl,  we  fhall  be 
preferved  ;  in  the  fecond,  we  will  fell 
them  our  Lives  mofl  dearly,  and  lofe 
them  like  Men  of  Courage.  Is  it  not 
our  Deftiny  ?  Believe  me,  the  Arrows  of 
a  Savage  will  give  you  no  more  Pain, 
than  the  Mufket  Bullet  of  an  Englijh 
Lord,  or  a  Fortuguefe  Cavalier. 

After  this  I  conjured  them  to  repofe 
themfelves  without  any  Fear,  whilft  I 
would  be  the  firft  that  watched-,  this 
they  refufed  to  do.  I  lay  down  there- 
fore to  give  them  an  Example,  and  I 
told  them  to  wake  me  when  it  was  their 
Turn  to  fleep.  I  did  not  find  myfelf 
any  more  difpofed  to  Reft  than  they 
were  ;  but  I  was  unwilling  they  fhould 
perceive,  that  whilft  I  ftrove  to  reafture 
them,  I  was  notiefs  terrified  than  them- 
felves. Their  Complaints  moved  me, 
and  my  Face  was  covered  with  Tears, 
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which  I  hid  by  crofling  my  Hands  upon 
my  Forehead.  It  was  the  fecond  time 
in  my  Life,  that  it  had  ever  happened 
to  me  to  weep. 

Neverthelefs,  as  our  Fear  made  us 
all  keep  a  profound  Silence,  I  believe  I 
ftiould  have  fallen  afleep,  if  my  Com- 
rades had  not  advertifed  me  that  they 
faw  a  monftrous  Animal  coming  towards 
us.  This  was  a  Lion,  whofe  enormous 
Size  we  could  eafily  diftinguilli.  He 
was  not  above  fifty  Paces  from  us,  and 
he  looked  upon  us  with  Eyes  full  of 
Fire.  I  placed  myfelf  at  the  Head  of 
the  Troop,  exhorting  them  above  all 
things  not  to  ftraggle  from  each  other. 
You  arc  in  no  prefent  Danger,  faid  I  to 
them ;  this  Monfter  cannot  come  to  you 
before  he  has  taken  away  my  Life  ;  and 
he  cannot  dilpatch  me  fo  fail,  but  I  fhall 
have  Time  to  pierce  him  in  the  Throat 
with  my  Lancet. 

The  Lion  not  feeing  us  move,  ad- 
vanced very  gently  within  Piflol  Shot 
of  us,  as  curious  to  fee  us  nearer,  as  we 
were  diffatisfied  with  his  Curiofity.  I 
bdieve  he  would  have  carried  it  fo  far 
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as  to  have  flown  upon  us,  if  two  or 
three  of  our  Comrades  had  not  given  a 
loud  Shriek  at  the  Sight  of  a  Tyger, 
which  pafled  by  on  the  other  Side. 
Thefe  two  Animals,  terrified  at  a  Noife 
fo  new  to  them,  took  their  Flight,  and 
left  us  to  recover  ourfelves  a  little  from, 
the  Fear  that  they  had  given  us. 

We  faw  nothing  during  the  remain- 
der of  the  Night,  and  as  foon  as  the 
Day  appeared  we  began  our  Journey 
acrofs  the  Land.     After  a  March  of 
four  Hours,  we  found  fome  Trees,  un- 
der which  we  thought  proper  to  make 
a  Halt  to  flrip  two  of  them  of  their 
Bark,  of  which  we  made  each  of  us  a 
kind  of  Cap  in  the  Form  of  a  Gondola 
almofl,  and  without  which  it  would  have 
been  impoflible  to  fupport  the  burning 
Heat  of  the  Sun,  which  began  to  rife 
upon  the  Horizon.     After  this  we  con- 
tinued our  March  ;  but  unfortunately 
for  us,  we  continually  met  with  Sands 
in  which  we  funk  up  to  the  Knees,  and 
which  were  fo  burning  that  we  were  ob* 
liged  to  run  as  we  palled  through  them. 

We 
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We  made  a  long  Journey  the  firft 
Day,  becaufe  we  had  our  full  Strength, 
and  we  did  not  begin  to  feel  the  Effeds 
of  Hunger  till  the  Evening.  We  laid 
amongft  the  Reeds  upon  the  Bank  of 
a  fordable  River,  where  we  had  a  Night 
as  damp  as  the  Day  had  been  hot. 
The  Dew  was  fo, abundant,  that  in  the 
Morning  our  Shirts  were  entirely  wet. 
The  Experience  I  had  made  in  Ireland 
of  the  Truth  of  that  Aphorifm,  which 
fays,  that  fomething  muft  be  always 
given  to  the  Stomach,  made,  me  tafte 
of  feveral  different  Sorts  of  Leaves  of 
Trees  and  Reeds,  v^^hich  I  made  a  Pro- 
vifion  of  before  I  departed,  left  we 
might  fall  into  fome  Defart  where  we 
fhould  not  have  even  that  Refource, 
We  only  fucked  the  Juice  of  them  that 
Day  ;  but  we  eat  of  them  the  next, 
becaufe  none  of  us  had  been  able  to 
fleep  in  the  Night. 

Having  taken  a  little  to  the  Right, 
that  we  might  not  go  too  far  from  the 
Sea,  we  perceived  at  fome  Diftance  a 
Hill  entirely  covered  with  Trees.  We 
immediately  turned  our  Steps  towards,, 
it,  with  a  Defign  of  paflTing  the  Night 
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there  ;  and  when  we  arrived  at  it,  after 
two  or  three  Hours  walking,  we  heard 
before  us  a  Noife  Uke  the  Strokes  of  a 
Woodman.  We  advanced  gendy  to- 
wards the  Place  from  whence  it  came, 
and  we  faw  that  it  was  a  Negroe,  who 
was  making  Incifions  into  the  Palm 
Trees,  as  I  had  feen  them  do  to  the 
Maples  in  Canada, 

Thefe  Incifions  are  made  in  the  Ma- 
ples when  the  Sap  rifes  •,  they  let  the 
Juice  flow  from  Ten  a-Clock  in  the 
Morning  nil  Four  in  the  Afternoon  ; 
and  there  are  fome  of  thefe  Trees,  which 
during  that  Time,  will  yield  leveral  Gal- 
lons of  Water,  from  which  they  ex- 
tradt  a  Sugar,  which  they  pretend  to  be 
much  better  for  the  Stomach  than  that 
of  the  Iflands. 

We  difcovered  in  the  midfl  of  a 
beautiful  Valley  a  large  Village  of  Ne- 
groes, compofed  of  above  three  hun- 
dred Cafes^  or  Huts  -,  and  between  us 
and  the  Village  fix  or  feven  hundred 
Men,  who  advanced  to  meet  us  armed 
with  Bows  and  Arrows.  The  main 
Body  of  the  Troop  marched  gravely, 
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as  to  an  important  Battle ;  and  about  a 
hundred  young  Fellows,  tall  and  well 
limb'd,  running  before  the  reft  as  the 
Forlorn  Hope  of  the  Army,  approach'd 
us  leaping  and  capering,  and  difappear- 
ing  like  Shadows  at  the  leaft  Motion  we 
made  ;  or  rather  hke  a  Flock  of  Star- 
lings who  fee  fome  Boys  appear.  At 
length  thefe  Negroes  encouraging  them- 
felves  by  degrees,  drew  nearer  and 
nearer  to  us  ;  but  ftill  keeping  upon  their 
Guard,  they  held  their  Bows  bent,  ex- 
amined us  for  a  Moment,  and  then  took 
their  Flight. 

I  faid  to  my  Comrades,  that  if  they 
attack'd  us,  we  muft  throw  ourfelves 
into  the  Midft  of  them,  kill  as  many 
of  them  as  we  could,  and  die  like  Men 
of  Honour.  In  a  Word,  my  Friends, 
faid  I  to  them,  imitate  me,  and  do  only 
what  you  fee  me  do.  We  advanced 
however  very  flowly,  with  an  humble 
and  timid  Look,  half  ftooping,  and  lean- 
ing upon  our  Clubs,  as  if  we  had  been 
quite  exhaufted.  I  fay  our  Clubs,  for 
we  had  provided  ourfelves  with  them 
from  the  Trees  whofe  Bark  ferved  us 
as  Hats.     Our  Countenances  exprefied 
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fo  much  Weaknefs  and  Timidity,  that 
thefe  People  muft  have  been  Cowards 
beyond  all  Expreflion  to  have  the  lealt 
Fear  of  us* 

When  they  were  about  twelve  Paces 
from  our  litde  Troop,  one  of  the  moll 
confiderable  amongft  them  made  a  cer- 
tain Cry,  which  obliged  all  his  People 
to  halt,  and  at  the  fame  Time  to  keep 
Silence.  Then  by  a  generous  Effort  he 
left  the  Rank  and  advanced  towards  us. 
I  remarked,  however,  that  Nature  over- 
powered him  ;  for  this  Black  Hero 
trembled,  though  above  two  hundred 
Negroes  held  their  Bows  bent,  and  were 
ready  to  flioot  upon  the  firft  Signal. 
He  held  out  his  Hand  to  me,  and  I 
prefented  mine  to  him.  He  preffed  the 
End  of  my  Finger  with  his,  faying  to 
me,  Kio  Kio  paw.  I  repeated  the  fame 
Words  at  all  Events,  and  putting  my 
Hand  to  my  Mouth,  to  make  him  un- 
derftand  that  we  wanted  Provifions,  I 
perceived  that  he  comprehended  what  I 
wifhed  to  fay  to  him.  He  turned  to- 
w^ards  his  People,  and  having  told  them, 
I  fuppofe,  that  we  were  unhappy 
Wretches  from  whom  they  had  nothing 
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to  fear,  thofe  amongft  them  who  had 
the  moft  Courage,  had  the  Boldnefs  to 
come  in  their  Turns  and  prefs  the  End 
of  our  Fingers,  faluting  us  with  their 
Kio  Kio  paw.  At  length  the  Mul- 
titude grew  valiant,  and  we  were  ob- 
liged to  Ipend  above  a  Quarter  of  an 
Hour  in  receiving  and  returning  the 
Compliment  compofed  by  thefe  Words. 

To  let  us  fee  that  they  comprehend- 
ed we  were  dying  with  Hunger,  fome 
amongft  them  detached  themfelves  from 
the  reft,  and  ran  to  the  Village  to  pre- 
pare us  fomething  to  eat.  To  follow 
them  thither  we  were  obliged  to  prefs 
through  a  new  Crowd  of  Men  and  Wo- 
men, who  were  eager  to  gaze  upon  us. 
We  would  willingly  have  ftood  the  Teft 
of  their  Looks,  if  our  Stomachs  had 
been  full;  but  their  Curiofity  feemed 
very  importunate  to  us  in  the  Condition 
we  were  in.  We  arrived,  however,  at 
length,  at  a  large  Cafe^  before  which 
they  had  placed  a  prodigious  Quantity 
of  dried  Fifh,  which  feemed  to  be  de- 
fined for  us. 

L  ,2  We 
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We  all  feated  ourfelves  near  the  Cafe^ 
where  redoubling  the  moft  expreflive 
Geftures  to  Iliew  onr  Hunger,  we  had 
the  Confolation  at  laft  to  fee  them  ferve 
us  with  thofe  fmall  Fifhes,  which,  how- 
ever, they  did  not  fuffer  us  to  touch 
till  they  had  performed  the  Ceremo- 
ny of  the  Calumet,  What  was  moft 
happy  for  us  was,  that  we  fatisfied  our- 
felves without  any  ill  Confequences  at- 
tending it  J  in  the  firft  Place,  becaufe 
the  Bones,  which  we  certainly  fhould 
not  have  had  Patience  to  pick  out,  hap- 
pened to  be  fmall  and  eatable  ;  and  Se- 
condly, becaufe  our  Fifhes  were  fryed 
in  Palm  Oil,  and  that  we  drank  at  the 
fame  Time  of  the  Wine  made  of  the 
Juice  of  the  Tree  :  This  elegant  Enter- 
tainment foon  began  to  difguft  us,  and 
prevented  us  from  taking  too  much. 

During  our  Repaft,  befides  the  Crowd 
that  was  about  us,  the  neighbouring 
Trees  were  entirely  black  as  well  as  the 
Tops  of  the  Cafes,  there  being  fuch  a 
Number  of  Negroes  perched  every 
where  to  examine  us  attentively.  A  lit- 
tle Incident  that  I  fhall  relate,  will  Ihew 
the  Warlike  Nature  of  this  People.   My 
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Club  by  Acccident  dropp'd  out  of  my 
Hand,  I  Hooped  haftily  to  take  it  up, 
and  this  Movement  of  mine  give  fuch 
an  Alarm,  that  they  almofl  in  general 
took  their  Flight ;  thofe  who  were  upon 
the  Trees  leaped  down  immediately  to 
efcape,  with  as  much  Eagernefs  as  if 
an  Enemy's  Army  was  come  upon  them. 
They  reafTured  themfelves,  however,  by 
degrees,  and  again  drew  near  us. 

V/hen  I  faw  that  far  from  defigning 
to  do  us  Harm,  they  regarded  us  as 
People  of  whom  they  flood  in  Fear, 
I  laid  down  my  Club,  and  mixing  my- 
felf  amongft  them,  I  began  by  Signs 
to  enter  into  Converlation  with  ibnie  of 
the  moil  intelligent  of  them.  I  made 
them  apprehend  that  we  had  been  rob- 
bed at  Sea,  ftripp'd,  and  expofed  upon 
their  Coafts.  For  to  fliew  us  that  they 
had  underflood  us,  they  immediately 
gave  us  their  Alms  in  abundance,  every 
one  according  to  his  Power,  in  Fea- 
thers, Ivory,  Shells,  and  other  Things 
of  the  fame  Nature.  As  I  named  to 
them  feveral  times  Cape  Co  aft  2pA  Jud- 
da^  to  enquire  of  them  the  Way  and 
the  Diilance,  they  anfwered  me  by 
L  3  their 
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their  Anions  and  Geftures,  that  the 
Rout  to  Judda  was  not  pradicable  by 
Land,  and  that  we  fhould  want  only 
iive  Rifings  of  the  Sun  to  reach  to  Cape 
Cccft ;  but  that  towards  the  End  of  the 
iirft  Day  we  fhould  meet  with  a  Village 
of  Negroes  with  whom  they  were  at 
AVar,  who  were  the  molt  cruel  in  the 
whole  Country,  and  who  would  infal- 
libly devour  us. 

They  offered  us  fome  of  their  Bows 
and  Arrows  to  defend  ourfelves  againft 
their  redoubtable  Neighbours  •,  but  I 
made  them  a  Sign  that  my  Comrades 
could  not  make  ufe  of  thofe  Arms.  As 
to  myfcrlf,  I  took  one  of  their  Bows, 
which  feemed  to  me  to  be  the  ftrong- 
e(l,  and  making  them  all  (land  at  a 
Diftance,  I  fhot  an  Arrow  into  the  Air 
which  amazed  them  extremely,  by  rifing 
confiderably  higher  than  theirs,  and  fall- 
ing ftreight  down  at  my  Feet.  They 
made  me  fhoot  feveral  others  againft 
the  Figure  of  a  Man,  made  of  Barks  of 
Trees  and  covered  with  Skins,  upon 
which  I  fuppofe  their  Youth  exercifed 
themfelves  ;  and  feeing  that  at  thirty 
Paces  farther  diilant  than  them,  I  never 
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miffed  it,  they  all  began  to  carefs  me, 
by  rubbing  my  Arms  and  my  Shoulders, 
and  making  a  thoufand  Geftures  of  Ad~ 
miration  and  Refpefl  before  me. 

Doubtlefs  they  took  me  for  a  moft 
extraordinary  Man.  After  this  they  did 
not  prefume  to  give  us  Alms,  but  Pre- 
fents.  And  perceiving  that  nothing 
pleafed  us  fo  much  as  Goki  Dud,  they 
gave  it  us  in  fmall  Quantities  indeed, 
none  of  them  having  a  large  Provifion 
of  it :  They  only  gathered  it  to  fupply 
their  daily  Wants,  and  to  exchange  for 
what  was  neceffary  to  them.  All  of  it 
put  together  made  near  a  Pound,  which 
they  had  given  us  by  Pinch.^s,  and 
which  we  carried  off. 

We  paffed  the  Night  in  this  Village, 
They  made  us  lye  alone  in  a  feparate 
Cafe  upon  Mats  of  Reeds,  and  very 
obligingly  prefented  to  each  of  us  a  Fe- 
male, that  they  might  puncflually/ulfil 
the  Duties  of  Hofpitahty  ;  we  refufed 
them  the  moll  politely  we  could  pof- 
fibly,  not  being  able  in  Confcience  to 
do  Honour  to  their  Prefents.  We  dif- 
poied  ourfelves  in  order  for  our  Depar- 
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ture  the  next  Morning  ;  but  we  were 
obliged  to  defer  it,  two  of  our  Com- 
pany being  difordered  in  the  Night  by 
the  Palm  Wine  that  they  had  drank, 
though  they  had  made  no  Debauch  in 
it  more  than  the  reft.  Exhaufted  as  we 
were  by  fafting,  a  Liq.ior  much  lefs 
llrong  would  have  ftiz?d  upon  our 
Heads. 

Our  tv.^o  flck  Brethren  propofcd  to  us 
to  ftay  amongil  the  Negroes  ^  I  know 
not  whether  the  Temptation  of  amalT- 
ing  Gold  Duft  would  not  have  mjade  us 
take  this  Refolution,  if  Monneville^  who 
did  not  value  his  Life  if  he  could  not 
return  to  pafs  it  in  France^  had  not  re- 
prefented  to  us,  that  we  fliouid  find  a 
certain  Death  in  the  neighbouring  Vil- 
lages, which  we  already  talked  of  pillag- 
ing at  the  Head  of  our  Negroes.  Since 
having  neither  Sabre  nor  Fire  Arms,  our 
Courage  would  only  ferve  to  make  us 
be  pierced  with  a  thoufand  Arrows,  the 
Moment  that  our  Negroes  gave  V/ay, 
which  would  inevitably  happen  at  the 
firft  Onfet.  He  was  in  the  right ;  and 
befides  this,  our  Gold  Duft  would  not 
have  help'd  us  to  reach  Judda^  without 
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which  it  would  have  been  wholly  ufelefs 
to  us.  We  paffed  therefore  the  whole 
Day  following  in  repofing  ourfelves,  and 
we  did  not  depart  till  the  Morning 
after. 

We  could  have  wiflied  that  fome  of 
the  Negroes  would  have  efcorted  us  on- 
ly half  a  Day's  Journey  \  but  the  Devil 
a  one  was  there  that  durfl  advance  with 
us  to  the  firft  Village  through  which  we 
were  to  pafs,  as  it  was  there  that  their 
mofl:  dreadful  Enemies  dwelt.  Our  good 
Negroes  preiTed  us  to  take  each  of  us  a 
Bow  and  a  Quiver  of  Arrows,  which 
we  refufed  to  accept,  and  in  which,  ac- 
cording to  my  Opinion,  we  fhewed 
fome  Prudence.  As  it  was  our  Bufinefs 
to  excite  the  CompafTion  of  the  Negroes 
through  whofe  Villages  we  were  to  pafs, 
we  fhould  have  done  very  ill  to  appear 
there  with  Arms. 

They  gave  us  to  underfland  by  the 
Sun,  that  before  it  would  fet  we  fhould 
arrive  at  the  terrible  Village,  and  that 
we  fhould  frequently  meet  with  Watex 
in  our  Way.  We  carried  with  us  there- 
fore only  fome  dried  Fillies,  which  we 
L  5  <e^ 
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eat  about  Two  in  the  Afternoon  under 
fome  Palm  Trees  which  we  had  difco- 
vered  at  a  great  Diftance,  and  which 
our  two  fick  Men  did  not  reach  without 
great  Fatigue.  One  of  them  efpecially 
was  fo  ill,  that  we  were  obliged  to  fup- 
port  him  to  afllft  his  walking  the  re- 
mainder of  the  Day,  which  Oackened 
our  Pace,  and  prevented  us  from  ar- 
riving at  the  Village  by  Day-light. 

We  aflifted  our  Patient  to  march  to- 
lerably enough  till  about  Ten  o' Clock ; 
when  the  Damp  of  the  Night  flruck 
him,  and  threw  him  into  fo  high  a  Fe- 
ver, that  we  were  obliged  to  carry  him 
upon  our  Clubs  laid  aaofs  the  reft  of 
the  Night,  flopping  continually  to  reil 
ourfelves.  As  long  as  he  was  in  the 
leaft  fenfible,  he  was  incelTantly  im- 
ploring us  not  to  abandon  him.  When 
it  was  Day,  we  found  ourfelves  unhap- 
pily in  an  open  Plain.  This  Obferva- 
tion  made  us  redouble  our  Efforts  to 
carry  this  poor  Wretch  ftill  a  quarter 
of  a  League  farther,  that  we  might 
gain  a  little  Valley,  where  we  judged 
tliat  we  fhould  at  leaft  be  under  Covert 
from  ,the  Sight  of  ^^k  formidable  Ne- 
groes, 
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groes,  in  whofe  Diftrid  we  ftill  ima- 
gined  we  were. 

We  remained  there  till  Nine  o' Clock 
in  the  Morning,  when  the  Heat  of  the 
Sun  drove  us  from  thence.  We  did 
not  know  which  Way  to  turn  to  find  a 
Shade.  Befides  our  two  fick  Men,  Mon-' 
neville^  who  had  never  walked  Barefoot, 
had  his  Peet  all  torn  miferably,  and  be- 
ing fcarce  able  to  fupport  himfelf,  he 
faid  to  us  with  a  falfe  Tranquility  that 
proceeded  from  Defpa'ir  i  Gentlemen, 
adieu,  I  wifh  you  a  good  Journey  5  as 
to  me,  I  (hall  remain  here.  I  am  re- 
folved  to  die  in  the  Sun,  I  fhall  be 
fooner  difpatched,  and  languifh  leis  than 
in  the  Shade.  There  was  amongft  us 
a  vigorous  ftrong  Farifian^  named  Ro- 
land. I  propofed  to  him  to  follow  me, 
and  to  aflift  our  fick  Men  in  fpite  of 
themfelves.  He  confented  to  it.  We 
left  the  reft  there  for  two  Hours,  after 
which  we  returned  to  them  each  of  us 
with  a  Bundle  of  Reeds  and  Herbs 
that  we  had  fetched  from  the  Banks 
of  a  River,  which  was  at  fome  Miles 
diftance  upon  the  right. 

Our 
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Our  Defign  was  to  make  a  Kind  of 
Umbrella  to  cover  our  Companions, 
and  preferve  them  from  the  Rays  of 
the  Sun,  and  particularly  him  whom  he 
had  carried  fo  long.  Our  good  Inten- 
tion was  ufelefs  to  him,  we  found  him 
expiring,  and  his  two  Companions  upon 
their  Knees,  weeping  and  praying  to 
God  for  him  and  for  themfelves;  fo 
thoroughly  were  they  perfwaded  that  we 
fhould  never  return,  and  that  they  muft 
immediately  follow  him. 

Our  Return  did  not  appear  to  give 
them  any  great  Pleafure.  Their  Refo- 
lution  was  taken  \  they  were  tired  of 
fliruggling  againft:  that  Fate,  from  whofe 
Rigour  they  faw  no  Appearance  of  be- 
ing able  to  efcape.  The  Deftiny  of  the 
dying  Man  alone  feemed  worthy  of  En- 
vy to  them.  He  is  happy,  cried -M?«- 
nevilkj  pointing  to  him :  Now  he  de- 
fies the  Beails,  the  Negroes,  the  Rage 
of  Famine,  and  we  are  ilill  expofed  to 
all  thofe  Evils.  As  he  was  ceafmg 
to  live,  added  he,  he  was  confcious  of 
iiis  Happinefs.  He  recovered  his 
Senffs  for  a  fev/  Moments,  which  he 
employed     in    returning    Thanks    to 

Hea- 
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Heaven  for  his  own  Deliverance,  and 
in  pitying  us ;  he  faw  that  our  being 
more  robuft  ferved  only  to  make  us 
longer  miferable. 

Do  you  know,  continued  he,  what  this 
unhappy  Companion  of  ours  exaded 
from  us  as  he  was  dying.  I  have  no 
longer  any  Inquietude  but  for  you,  faid 
he  •,  I  hope  that  Heaven  will  accept  of 
the  Pains  I  have  fufFered  as  an  Atone- 
ment for  my  Crimes,  and  I  fhall  die 
fatisfied  if  you  will  promife  me  to  exe- 
cute what  I  am  going  to  fay  :  In  the 
Name  of  God,  fuffer  my  Death  to  be  of 
Service  to  you;  do  not  wilfully  perifh 
with  Hunger  in  thefe  Defarts,  where 
you  have  only  three  or  four  Days  Jour- 
ney to  proceed.  Spare  not  my  Body ; 
you  may  feed  upon  it  in  a  Moment,  and 
carry  with  you  the  rell. 

You  arrived.  Gentlemen,  purfued 
Monnevilk^  as  he  pronounced  thefe  laft 
Words,  and  you  have  feen  him  expire  ; 
if  this  kind  of  Support  is  agreeable  to 
you,  we  can  make  you  the  fame  Offer, 
for  we  fhall  not  furvive  him  long.  So 
abandoned  a  Delpair  roufed  me  into  a 

real 
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real  Paflion  againfl  Monneville  \  I  re- 
proached him  with  his  want  of  Courage, 
and  told  him  that  I  fhould  find  a  Way 
to  force  him  to  follow  us. 

We  made  a  Grave  not  very  deep,  as 
we  had  only  our  Hands  and  fome  Sticks 
to  make  it  with :  It  was  fufficient,  how- 
ever^ to  contain  the  Body.  We  placed  a 
Crofs  over  him,  which  I  made  of  his 
Staff.  This  was  his  Maufoleum.  The 
Bark  of  the  Tree  that  had  ferved  him 
for  a  Hat,  and  the  Sleeves  of  his  Shirt, 
were  employed  to  make  a  Sort  of  Stock- 
ings and  Shoes  for  Monneville^  who  fol- 
lowed us  after  this  with  more  Facility, 
and  we  made  up  to  the  River  which  I 
had  difcovered  with  Roland. 

We  refolved  to  follow  its  Courfe,  that 
we  might  not  wander  too  far  from  the 
Sea,  and  in  hopes  of  fooner  finding  fome 
Village  of  Negroes  there  than  farther  up 
the  Coaft ;  as  in  effed:  two  Hours  after 
we  perceived  one  upon  the  Left ;  we 
took  the  Path  that  led  to  it,  being 
perfwaded  that  we  Hiould  fooner  excite 
their  CompalTion  than  tlieir  Appetite  in 
the  Condition  to  which  we  were  reduced, 

but 
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but  (^ht  or  ten  Negroes,  who  met  us, 
Ipared  us  the  Trouble  of  going  thither. 
Thefe  unpolite  Africans^  inftead  of  re- 
ceiving us  graciouQy,  fet  up  the  mod 
dreadful  Cries,  and  purfued  us,  fhoot* 
ing  their  Arrows  for  above  an  Hour. 

Their  Obftinacy  in  purfuing  us  with 
their  Arrows,  fome  of  which  might 
have  reached  us,  made  me  lofe  all  Pa- 
tience :  I  would  have  run  up  to  thefe 
cowardly.  Enemies,  but  they  were  much 
too,nimblefor  me;  they  had,  however, 
done  us  no  other  Harm  but  terrifying  us. 
After  this  difagreeable  Rencounter,  we 
regained  our  River  without  any  Obftacle, 
and  having  gone  about  two  or  three 
Leagues  from  this  Canton,  we  pafled 
the  Night  by  the  Side  of  the  Water 
opon  the  Sands,  where  we  made  our 
Supper,  each  of  us  of  about  a  Pint  of 
Water.  However  litde  Solidity  there  is 
in  that  Element,  we  found  that  it  had 
the  Virtue  of  appealing  in  fome  Degree 
the  Rage  of  Hunger. 

It  does  not  indeed  produce  a  very 
found  Sleep.  Not  being  able  to  reft,  I 
left  my  three  Companions,  and  pafled  a 

Part 
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Part  of  the  Night  in  fearch  of  fome 
Trees  that  I  might  have  eat  the  Leaves. 
For  the  Punifhment  of  my  Sins  I  found 
none,  and  I  was  ready  in  my  Turn  to 
give  up  all  Hopes,  when  I  relieved  that 
we  could  not  be  very  far  diftant  from 
Cape  Coaft^  where  at  lead  we  fliould  be 
in  the  Hands  of  Enemies  who  would 
treat  us  according  to  xki^  Law  of  Arms, 
and  exchange  us  upon  the  firll  Occa- 
fion. 

Roland^  as  full  of  Courage  as  myfelf, 
inflead  of  fmking  under  his  Misfortunes, 
endeavoured  to  preferve  his  Life.  It 
llruck  alfo  into  his  Mind  that  we  were 
near  Ca'pe  Co  aft  ;  he  communicated  his 
Thoughts  to  me,  and  told  me  that  he 
believed  we  might  arrive  there  the  next 
Day,  if  we  departed  by  Moonlight  with- 
out waiting  for  the  Dawn.  I  was  entire- 
ly of  his  Opinion,  but  could  not  wake 
one  of  our  Companions,  which  was  the 
fick  Man,  whom  with  fuch  Fatigue  we 
had  brought  fo  far.  He  was  old,  and 
by  Confequence  flood  in  need  of  more 
Repofe  than  we  did.  It  was  not  worth 
our  while  to  have  been  fo  unwilling  to 
difturb  him,    fince  he  was  dead  and  not 

aHeep, 
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aileep,  which  we  did  xiDt  perceive  till 
the  Day  broke. 

He  was  the  Son  of  a  rich  Trader  of 
Rouen  ;  he  firft  went  to  Sea  in  Quality 
of  a  Surgeon,  after  which  he  quitted  the 
Lancet  to  turn  Privateer,  and  lay  his 
Bones  thus  in  Guinea,  As  to  him,  more 
patient  than  any  of  us,  he  only  feared 
Death  as  it  abridged  his  Sufferings, 
which  he  thought  could  not  be  too  long 
nor  too  cruel :  It  is  I,  doubtlefs,  who 
have  drawn  all  thefe  Evils  upon  you, 
faid  he  to  me  in  private,  from  the  firft 
Day  of  our  Mifery,  when  he  faw  us  in 
Danger  of  perifhing  in  the  Woods  j  it  is 
the  Misfortune  of  having  afTociated  your- 
felves  with  me,  that  now  fwallows  you 
all  up  in  the  Punifhment  of  my  Crimes. 

I  endeavoured  to  give  him  Confola- 
tion,  by  telling  him,  that  few  amongft 
us  had  held  a  very  regular  Conduct:  in 
their  Youth,  and  that  our  ProfefTion  was 
feldom  embraced  but  by  thofe  who  were 
incapable  of  exercifmg  any  other.  No, 
no,  refumed  he,  I  am  the  only  Crimi- 
nal, a  Wrecth  that  Divine  Juilice  ought 
to  punifh.    Judge  me  yourfelf,  my  dear 
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Chevalier,    whon  you  have  heard  my 
Offences, 

I  began  from  the  Age  of  Sixteen  to 
deferve  v/hat  I  now  fuffer  :  I  made  Love 
to  a  young  Heirefs,  whom  I  purfued 
lefs  out  of  Inclination  for  her  Perfbn, 
than  for  the  Fortune  llie  was  one  Day  to 
poifefs  :  I  had  a  Rival  who  was  prefer- 
red before  me  \  I  refolved  to  revenge 
myfelf,  and  fo  eafily  found  Means  to  do 
it,  that  I  had  not  Leifure  to  refied  up- 
on the  Confequences  of  the  Action  I 
meditated.  My  Rival  was  not  upon  his 
Guard  againfl  my  Refentment ;  he 
thought  I  had  acquiefced  with  Patience, 
as  I  had  ceafed  to  fee  my  Miilrefs  with- 
out coming  to  Reproaches  with  him  5 
therefore,  when  I  made  them  my  Vifit, 
eight  Bays  after  their  Marriage,  they 
received  me  with  Folitenefs,  and  even 
with  Friend fhip.  Far  from  fufpeding 
my  bafe  Defign,  the  young  Bridegroom 
took  me  into  his  Clofet,  where,  finding 
myfelf  alone  with  him,  I  dabbed  him 
with  a  Poniard. 

I  immediately  went  from  the  Houfe, 
and  going  haftily  out  of  the  City,  I 

gained

gained  the  Foreft,  where  I  remained 
concealed  till  it  was  Night,  which  I  em- 
ployed wholly  in  endeavouring  to  make 
off;  but  in  the  Diforder  that  agitated 
me,  I  loft  my  Way  fo  entirely,  that 
when  the  Dawn  appeared  I  was  ftill  in 
the  Wood.  As  I  was  looking  out  for 
fome  Cottage,  where  I  might  go  to 
provide  myfelf  with  Viduals,  I  difco- 
vercd  three  Horfemen,  who  came  di- 
redlly  to  me  ;  to  avoid  them,  I  fled  in- 
to the  thickeft  Part  of  the  Wood,  but 
one  of  them  alighting  followed  me  with 
a  Piftol  in  his  Hand,  and  foon  feized 
upon  me.  I  imagined  myfelf  already 
upon  the  Scaffold.  I  elcaped  however 
with  only  the  Fear  of  it,  for  they  called 
out  to  me,  Tour  Purfe^  or  your  Life, 

Thefe  Words  reaffured  me,  and  I 
ceafed  to  fly,  Whilft  this  honeft  Gen- 
tleman was  making  me  empty  my 
Pockets,  his  two  Companions  called  to 
him,  and  he  conduced  me  before  them  : 
I  related  my  Misfortune  to  them,  and 
throwing  myfelf  at  their  Feet,  I  con- 
jured them  to  fave  me.  They  looked 
upon  each  other  laughing,  and  one  of 
them  allied  me,  if  I  had  an  Inclination 

for 
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for  their  ProfefTion.  I  proteiled  to 
them,  that  I  fhould  look  upon  myfelf 
as  the  moil  fortunate  of  Mankind  if  they 
thought  me  worthy  of  exercifing  it 
with  them.  They  told  me,  that  they 
could  not  grant  my  Requell,  till  I  had 
firil  given  them  Proofs  of  my  Abihty, 
and  had  put  myfelf  in  a  Condition  to 
follow  them,  by  defiring  the  next  Faf- 
fenger  to  lend  me  his  Horfe. 


I  underftand  you,  Gentlemen,  re- 
plied I  to  them,  give  miC  what  may 
make  me  refpeded  at  a  greater  Diftance 
than  my  Sword,  and  you  fhall  fee  that 
k  was  not  an  unreafonable  Pride  that 
made  me  preilime  to  alpire  to  the  Ho- 
nour of  [being  your  AfTociate :  They 
gave  me  immediately  the  only  Fufil 
they  had,  and  pofbed  me  in  a  conveni- 
ent Place  to  make  my  Requeft.  They 
\dt  me  there,  and  retired  to  the  Di- 
ftance of  five  or  fix  hundred  Paces,  not 
without  having  advertifed  me,  that  I 
muft  not  enterprize  any  thing,  when 
there  appeared  above  two  Men  toge- 
ther. 

I  was 
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'■  I  was  a  Gonfiderable  Time  ia  my 
'  Ambiifcade,  without  feeing  any  Thing 
but  poor  Wretches,  whofe  Defeat  would 
have  afforded  me  neither  Honour  nor 
Profit.  After  this  there  paffed  before 
ipe  two  Gentlemen  w^ll-drefs'd,  and 
whofe  Horfes  would  have  been  v-ery 
fuitable  to  me  :  Unfortunately  for  me, 
they  had  the  Look  of  Men  that  would 
defend  themfelves  well,  and  they  were 
followed  by  four  or  five  Mai  a-foot. 
It  was  not  till  towards  Noon  that  there 
prefented  himfelf  a  Horfeman  alone, 
who  came  from  the  Side  where  my 
new  Comrades  were  concealed..  They 
let  him  pafs  by  them  v/ith  Impunity,  to 
leave  to  me  the  Glory  of  difmounting 
him.  This  was  a  Tradefman  of  a  little 
lieighbouring  Town,  who,  I  fuppofe, 
wanting  to  reach  Rouen  before  Dinner,^ 
rid  pretty  fail. 

I  prepared  to  take  Aim  at  him,  when 
I  knew  him  to  be  one  of  my  particular 
Friends.  The  Intimacy  I  had  w^ith  him 
was  fo  great,  that  if  I  had  run  no  rifque 
by  returning  to  the  City,  I  Ihould  have 
joined  with  him  againll  the  three  Rob- 
bers.    But  as  that  would-  have  been  my 

in- 
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inevitable  Ruin,  I  ftopp'd  him  with  the 
moft  dreadful  Tone  of  Voice.  I  com- 
manded him  to  alight,  and  lay  flat  up- 
on the  Ground ;  then,  after  having 
robb*d  him,  I  mounted  upon  his  Horfe, 
and  rejoined  the  three  Judges  of  my 
Aftion  as  in  Triumph. 

I  flattered  myfelf  with  having  de- 
ferved  their  Applaufe,  and  I  was  not  a 
litde  furprized  with  the  cold  Reception 
they  gave  me.  One  of  thefe  three  il- 
luflrious  Robbers,  faid  to  me  with  a 
jfiercc  Look ;  What  do  you  defign  to 
do  with  this  Man  ?  Did  you  fpare  him 
to  itt  the  City  in  alarm,  by  the  Recital 
that  he  will  not  fail  to  make  of  the 
Accident  that  has  happened  to  him? 
Your  Penetration  doubtleis  did  not 
reach  fo  far  as  to  forefee,  that  in  half 
an  Hour  there  is  not  a  Perfon  in 
Rouen  but  will  know  that  we  are  here, 
and  what  we  are  doing. 

Struck  with  thefe  Reproaches,  I  re- 
turned upon  the  Gallop  to  my  poor 
Friend,  and  fliot  him  through  the  Head 
with  a  Piilol.  This  Time,  however,  I 
imagined  I  had  done  my  Duty,  and  ex- 
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pefted  to  fee  my  Judges  highly  fatif- 
fied  with  me :  Another  Blunder,  faid 
they  to  me  !  Had  you  any  thing  to  fe^ 
from  this  Man  whom  you  had  difarm- 
ed?  Neither  did  I  fear  him,  Gende-j 
men,  replied  I,  fince  I  have  killed  him. 
You  ought,  returned  they,  to  have 
dragg'd  him  into  the  Wood,  and  there 
dilpatch'd  him  with  your  Sword.  In 
the  firft  place,  becaufe  a  Shot  is  heard 
at  a  Diftance,  and  may  put  thefe  Tra- 
vellers upon  their  Guard,  who  may  be 
following  him  who  was  killed ;  and  fe- 
condly,  becaufe  when  you  difpatch  a 
Man  in  the  Foreft,  you  fpare  yourfelf 
the  Trouble  of  dragging  him  thither  to 
conceal  him  from  the  Sight  of  the  Paf- 
lengers. 

I  begg'd  thefe  Gendemen  to  confider 
that  I  was  but  a  Novice,  and  confe- 
quendy  they  ought  not  to  be  furprized 
if  I  was  guilty  of  Miftakes.  At  that 
Inflant  feveral  Merchants  pafTed  by,  and 
law  the  whole  Exploit  that  I  had  per- 
formed. They  fpread  abroad  the  Re- 
port in  the  City,  which  join'd,  to  ^the 
Aflallination  that  I  had  committed  the 
Evening  before,  caufed  fo  many  Archers 

to 
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to  be  difperfed  in  fearch  of  us,  that  we 
were  obliged  to  leave  thofe  Parts. 

We  retired  towards  Caen^  into  the 
Caftle  of  a  Gentleman,  where  it  ap- 
peared to  me  that  they  thought  them- 
felves  in  Safety  j  though  feveral  of  the 
Neighbourhood  frequently  vifited  there. 
They  all  behaved  fo  frankly  to  each 
other,  that  I  foon  perceived  they  were 
well  acquainted.  After  fome  few  Days, 
there  arrived  eighteen  other  Cavaliers  at 
the  Caftle,  who  aflembled  there  upon 
an  Advice  that  they  had  received  from 
Rouen^  that  a  Gentleman,  named  La 
Mothe  le  Bailly^  a  rich  Merchant  of 
Caen^  was  to  fet  forward  upon  fuch  a 
Day,  with  a  large  Sum  of  Money  that 
he  had  drawn  out  of  the  Hands  of  his 
Correfpondents  •,  one  of  his  Footmen, 
who  had  fome  Intercourfe  with  us,  hav- 
ing had  the  Goodnefs  to  inform  us  of  it, 
adding  to  his  ufeful  Information,  that  he 
believed  his  Mafter  defigned  to  go  over 
for  Refuge  into  England  upon  the  Ac- 
count of  Religion,  and  that  it  would  be 
eafy  for  us  to  ftrip  the  Houfe  in  the 
mean  Time. 
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I  imagined  within  myfelf,  that  we 
ihould  go  and  wait  for  the  Merchant 
on  the  Road,  at  his  Return  from  Rouen ; 
but  this  they  did  not  think  proper  to  do^ 
our  Troop  being  too  ffirong,  and  con- 
fequently  too  infolent,  to  content  them- 
felves  with  a  fiJent  Robbery.  They 
formed  another  Refolution :  As  foon  as 
they  knew  that  the  Family  of  this  Citi- 
zen expedted  him  in  the  Country,  and 
that  his  faithful  Valet  had  caufed  us  to 
be  advertifed  of  his  Arrival,  together 
with  his  Son,  who  ufually  accompanied 
him,  we  all  mounted  our  Horfes  to  re- 
pair thither. 

It  was  not  entirely  dark  when  we 
cnter'd  the  Court,  They  had  placed 
me  at  their  Head  by  Way  of  Trial  of 
me.  The  Mailer  of  the  Houfe  advanr 
ced  to  meet  us,  and  afked  us  very  po- 
litely, if  he  could  be  of  any  Service  to 
us ;  I  made  him  no  Anfwer,  but  with 
a  Piftol  that  laid  him  dead  upon  the 
Ground  ;  and  his  Son  and  Wife  were 
treated  in  the  fame  manner.  They 
fpared  the  Domeftick  who  had  ferved 
us  {q  well,  with  fome  of  the  others,  whom 
we  preferved  to  prepare  our  Supper ; 
M  we 
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we  alfo  Ipared  the  Life  of  one  of  the  Chil- 
dren of  Monfieur  de  la  Mothe^  and  that 
becaufe  we  were  informed  he  was  deaf 
and  dumb  \  neverthelefs  that  Child  af- 
terwards remembered  fome  of  the  Troop 
who  were  confronted  with  him,  and  was 
the  principal  Occafion  of  their  receiving 
the  Puniihment  they  deferved. 

I  remember  that  the  Compliments 
made  me  during  the  Supper  by  this  il- 
luftrious  Brotherhood  having  infpired 
me  with  Gaiety,  I  feized  upon  a  Parrot 
which  fluttered  about  in  its  Cage,  and 
cried  Murder !  Murder  !  Words  which 
fhe  had  often  heard  repeated  ;  I  cut  off 
her  Head,  and  thrufl  it  into  the  Mouth 
of  the  dead  Citizen,  repeating  fome 
brutal  Jefts,  which  acquired  me  frefh 
Applaufes.  A  young  Man  of  my  own 
Age,  named  Grachi^  upon  this  faid  to 
me,  with  an  ironical  Tone,  that  it  was 
very  fortunate  to  have  received  from 
Nature  fuch  a  happy  Difpofition  as  I 
exprefled.  ,  , 'v- 

By  this  Stroke  of  Raillery  he  difpleaf- 
ed  the  whole  Company,  who  concluded 
from  thence  that  the  young  Grachi^ 

with 
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with  his  Sentiments  of  CompafTion  and 
Humanity,  would  never  make  his  For- 
tune in  this  Profeflion,  and  they  con- 
demned him  unanimoufly  not  to  proceed 
in  it.  His  Father,  as  if  this  Reproach 
had  difhonour'd  his  Son,  begged  them 
to  forgive  him :  He  promifed  to  harden 
his  Heart,  if  poflible  to  infpire  him  with 
more  Refolution,  and  for  an  Expiation 
of  his  Weaknefs,  he  forced  him,  upon 
the  Spot,  to  drink  a  large  Glafs  of  the 
Blood  of  the  Murder'd. 

It  was  thus  that  this  wretched  Com- 
panion of  my  Miferies  made  me  his 
ConfefTion  in  the  Bitternefs  of  his  Heart. 
|-- 1  had  refolved  not  to  mention  any  thing 
of  his  Life  to  Monneville  and  Roland^ 
left  they  fhould  be  more  carelefs  of  him, 
but  his  Death  prevented  him  from  want- 
ing their  AlTiftance  any  longer.  Monne- 
ville^ when  he  faw  us  cover  him  with 
the  Sand,  fighed  deeply,  and  looking 
dejefledly  upon  us.  It  is  not  worth  the 
Trouble  of  doing  this  twice,  faid  he  to 
us,  leave  a  Place  for  me  by  this  unhap- 
py Wretch  •,  I  ought  now  to  go  the  firft, 
by  endeavouring  to  go  farther  I  fhali 
only  embarrafs  you,  and  even  perhaps 
M  2  pre- 
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prevent  you  from  reaching  to  Cape  Coafi, 
Strivfe  therefore.  Gentlemen,  to  arrive 
thither  alone,  and  do  not  ruin  your- 
felves  obftinately  by  endeavouring  to  pre- 
ferve  me. 

Thefe  Words  of  Monneville  affefled 
us  all,  and  we  told  him,  that  if  he  gave 
himfelf  thus  up  to  Defpair,  and  would 
not  make  a  laft  Effort,  we  would  all  re- 
main with  him,  and  let  ourfelves  perifli 
like  Cowards.  I  flrove,  however,  to 
give  him  Confolation,  by  protefling  to 
him,  that  if  he  would  recoiled  all  the 
Strength  that  he  had  left  to  follow  us, 
we  would  abandon  ourfelves  to  the  firft 
Negroes  that  we  met,  and  pcrifli  toge- 
ther by  their  Hands,  or  obtain  Affiflance 
from  them.  Monneville  at  length  fub- 
mitted,  and  we  departed,  after  having 
drank  copioufly  of  the  Water  of  our 
River. 

Exhaufted  as  we  were,  we  began  our 
Journey  again,  with  a  full  Refolution  of 
proceeding,  and  we  walked  tolerably 
well,  till  Eight  or  Nine  in  the  Morn- 
ing, when  we  found  fome  Negroes  em- 
ployed,   as  we  fuppofed,    in  making 
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a  kind  of  Dam  upon  a  large  River. 
Whatever  their  Cruelty  might  be,  we 
were  in  a  Condition  to  difarm  it,  and, 
as  if  our  Neceflity  alone  had  given  us 
Strength,  we  ceafed  to  feel  it  as  foon  as 
we  faw  thefe  Men,  from  whom  we  might 
receive  AlTiflance. 

It  was  not  in  our  Power  to  chufe  in 
what  manner  we  would  falute  them,  we 
fell  down  fainting  at  their  Feet.  They 
gave  us  in  the  firft  place  a  little  boiled 
Rice  to  eat,  which  doubtlefs  faved  our 
Lives.  After  having  examined  us  with 
Attention  for  above  a  Qaarter  of  an 
Hour,  without  fpeaking  to  us,  they  all 
applied  themfelves  again  to  their  Work, 
except  two  of  the  mod  antient,  who 
remained  with  us  as  if  to  guard  us.  I'he 
firft  Effed  that  the  Nouridiment  pro- 
duced which  we  had  taken,  was  to  re- 
move a  Giddinefs  that  had  feized  upon 
us  all  j  and  afterwards  it  gave  us  fo  great 
a  Drowfinefs,  that  in  lefs  than  Half  an 
Hour  we  all  three  fell  into  the  moft 
profound  Sleep. 

Some  Hours  after  we  awaked  on  a 

fudden,  at  die  Noife  made  by  the  Arri- 

M  3  val 
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val  of  a  new  Troop  of  Negroes,  at  the 
Head  of  whom  was  the  Chief  of  the 
Canton,  to  whom  they  had  gone  to 
give  Notice  of  our  Arrival.  Conceive, 
if  it  is  pofilble,  our  Aflonilhment  and 
.our  Joy  when  he  faluted  us,  and  faid  to 
us  in  French^  From  whence  are  you  ? 
we  thought  we  heard  the  Voice  of  an 
Angeh  I  informed  him  in  few  Words 
of  what  Nation  we  were,  and  the  Mis- 
fortunes that  had  happened  to  us  •,  upon 
v/hich  he  exhorted  us  to  take  Courage, 
aiTiiring  us,  that  we  might  think  our- 
fclves  in  as  great  Safety  with  them  as  if 
we  were  in  France, 

To  recover  us  out  of  the  Surprize  he 
perceived  we  were  in,  he  told  us,  that 
he  had  been  carried  off  and  fent  to  Fa- 
ris  when  he  was  but  ten  Years  old  •,  that 
he  had  been  baptized  there,  at  the  Pariili 
of  St.  Sulpice^  and  held  at  the  Font  of 
Baptifm  by  Madame  the  Dutchefs  de 
Berry\  then  veiy  young ;  and  that  he 
had  afterwards  been  fent  back  to  Judda^ 
to  the  French  Factory,  in  hopes  that  he 
would  be  of  great  Affiftance  to  their 
Trade  •,  but  that  he  had  foon  quitted  all 
to  rejoin  his  Countrymen  again,  with 

whom 
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whom,    tho'  very  ignorant,  he  was  bet- 
ter pleafed  than  with  the  French  ;    be- 
caufe,  faid  he,  I  find  it  better  to  Hve  as 
a  Mafter  among  the  Stupid,  than  as  a- 
Slave  with  Men  of  Senfe. 

He  was  perfeflly  well  acquainted 
with  Paris^  he  named  all  the  Quarters 
of  that  City  to  Monneville  and  Roland^ 
as  well  as  feveral  Families  particularly 
known  to  the  laft.  This  generous  Ne- 
groe,  glad  of  having  an  Opportunity  to 
fhew  us  that  in  France  he  had  learnt  how 
to  behave  himfelf,  did  all  that  we  could 
have  expedled  from  the  moil  humane 
of  the  French.  He  caufed  a  kind  of 
Biers  to  be  made,  upon  which  we  were 
carried  by  his  Order  to  his  Village, 
which  was  at  a  confiderable  Diflance 
from  thence. 

That  Evening  he  regaled  us  with 
Cabris.,  or  Wild  Goats,  and  the  next 
Day  h€  ordered  the  beil  of  fix  or  ^tYtn 
young  Hogs,  which  he  had  bought  to 
ftock  his  Canton,  to  be  killed  on  pur- 
pofe  for  us.  It  v/as  our  own  Fault  that 
we  did  not  ftay  with  him  till  we  were 
entirely  recovered,  but  that  we  could 
M  4  not 
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not  perfwade  ourfelves  to  iubmit  to. 
The  Impatience  of  being  again  at  Sea 
feized  upon  us  the  Moment  he  had  told 
us  that  we  had  but  two  fmall  Days 
Journey  from  thence  to  Cafe  Coaft^ 
and  that  the  Negroes,  through  whofe 
Villages  we  were  to  pafs,  were  not  of  a 
cruel  Nature. 

After  ?iw^  or  fix  Days  of  Repofe  and 
good  Food,  we  demanded  our  Audi- 
ence of  Leave  of  him,  and  this  noble 
Godfon  of  Madame  the  Dutchefs  of 
Berry ^  feeing  us  abfolutely  determined 
to  depart,  gave  us  a  young  Negroe  to 
condud  us,  and  to  carry  our  Provifions 
for  the  whole  Road.  This  was  not  yet 
all,  he  made  us  a  Prefent  of  half  a  Pound 
of  Gold  Dull,  and  what  charmed  me 
the  moll,  as  to  my  own  Particular,  was, 
that  he  lent  me  a  good  Sabre,  which 
he  had  brought  from  Judda^  defiring 
me  to  fend  it  back  by  his  Negroe  as 
foon  as  1  arrived  there.  He  advifcd  us 
to  travel  more  in  the  Night  than  in  the- 
Day  by  reafon  of  the  Heat  -,  and  as  a 
Return  for  all  this  good  Ufage,  he  only 
exa(5led  from  me  a  Promife  to  make  his 
Compliments  to  ^iyq:  or  fix  Valets  and 

Cham- 
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Chambermaids  of  Paris^  widi  whom 
he  had  been  intimately  acquainted,  he 
faid,  and  whofe  Names  and  Sirnames  he 
repeated  to  us  a  thoufand  Times. 

We  met,  in  our  firft  Day's  March, 
with  one  of  thofe  three  great  Rivers 
which  he  had  told  us  were  between  his 
Village  and  Cape  Coafi  -,  arid  as  Mome- 
ville  could  not  fwim,  I  was  obliged  to 
take  him  upon  my  Back,  for  we  were 
both  very  near  being  drown'd  \  which  was 
the  Reafon  that,  to  get  him  over  the 
other  Rivers,  we  faftened  fome  Pieces 
of  Wood  together,  and  in  that  manner 
made  a  little  Float,  which  Roland  and 
I  pufhed  before  us  as  we  fwam. 

We  pafTed  near  feveral  little  Eurc- 
fean  Forts,  in  each  of  which  there  was 
only  a  Garrifon  of  four  or  ^wq  Soldiers, 
their  fmall  Number  keeping  them  al- 
ways upon  their  Guard  againft  a  Sur- 
prize ;  they  all  refufed  to  receive  us,  and 
even  threatened  to  flioot  us  if  we  ap- 
proached them.  Our  Guide  alfo,  in 
our  Route,  fhewed  us  a  Mine  of  Gold  *. 
M  5  All 

♦  St,  Gierke  de  la  Mine,  about  three  LeagucB 

from  C^/f  Coafi, 
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All  the  Negroes  that  were  there  had 
Rings  of  Gold  upon  their  Toes  and 
their  Fingers  ;  they  were  even  platted 
into  their  Hair.  The  little  Furnaces  iri 
v;hich  they  made  thefe  Rings,  Golden 
Hearts,  Half-Moons,  and  other  fuch 
little  Toys,  were  under  Ground,  and  in 
very  bad  Order,  and  their  Workman- 
fhip  appeared  but  indifferent.  They 
fcarce  had  any  Refemblance  of  theThings 
whofe  Names  they  bore.  They  gave  us 
of  them  in  Exchange  for  Gold  Dull, 
very  faithfully,  and  almoil  Weight  for 
Weight. 

We  arrived  at  length  at  Cape  Coajiy 
where  we  had  fo  much  wifhed  to  find  our- 
felves,  without  forefeeing  the  new  Dif- 
after  that  attended  us  there  •,  for  we  fell 
once  more  into  the  Hands  of  the  fame 
EngUjh  Captain  that  had  taken  us  Pri- 
ioners.  When  he  faw  us  again  he 
thought  he  beheld  a  Vifion,  not  being 
able  to  imagine  that  we  could  have 
efcaped  the  Dangers  he  had  expofed 
us  to  by  fetting  us  alliore.  Certainly, 
faid  he,  flievving  me  to  Monfieur  Ca- 
zali^  if  we  don^t  put  this  Devil  into  the 
Mouth  of  a  Cannon  v/e  Hiall  never  get 

rid 
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rid  of  him.  You  would  not  gain  by- 
doing  fo,  replied  I  to  him  in  EngUJb  j 
at  leaft  if  you  had  done  it  before,  you 
would  have  loft  my  Ranfom,  and  that 
of  my  Companions,  which  we  have 
brought  you :  We  then  prefented  to  him 
our  whole  Quantity  of  Gold  Duft,  which 
he  took  without  any  Ceremony,  and  af- 
ter we  had  related  to  him  all  the  Pains 
and  Miferies  that  we  had  fuffered,  dur- 
ing the  dreadful  Journey  that  he  had  fo 
cruelly  made  us  take,  he  fent  us  to  the 
Dungeon,  without  difcovering  to  us  the 
further  Punifhment  he  intended  for  us, 

Monfieur  Cazali  follicited  ftrongly 
in  our  Favour.  He  reprefentcd  to  the 
Captain,  that  our  two  Companions  who 
had  perifhed  fo  miferably  had  paid  fuffi- 
•ciently  for  us,  and  that  he  was  perfwa- 
ded  that  he  would  have  the  Generofity 
to  let  us  enjoy  at  Liberty  a  Life  which 
had  been  Ipared  by  the  Negroes  and  the 
Wild  Beafts.  Our  Advocate  had  no 
Succefs,  for  we  remained  fifteen  Days 
in  the  Dungeon,  and  ^  length  were 
releafed  from  it  by  a  Folly,  which  alone 
would  have  been  fufficient  to  have 
chrown  me  there,  if  Mankind  was  not 
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fo  corrupted  as  they  are,  and  fo  fami* 
liar  with  Vice. 

Monfieur  Cazah\  whofe  firft  Care  had 
been  to  provide  us  with  Nourilhment 
capable  of  re-eflablifliing  us,  by  fend- 
ing us  in  private  the  moft  excellent 
Meats,  of  which  he  often  deprived  him- 
felf,  came  to  us  one  Day,  and  made  us 
a  very  long  Vifit  in  our  Prifon ;  and 
perceiving  that  I  had  only  the  wretched 
Remains  of  my  blue  Shirt,  which  fcarce 
half  covered  my  Body,  he  fent  me 
the  Moment  he  returned  home  one  of 
his  Shirts  by  a  Negrefs  who  attended 
upon  him.  This  Lady  acquitted  her- 
felf  of  but  one  half  of  her  CommiiTion  ; 
fhe  contented  herfelf  with  making  her 
Matter's  Compliments  to  me,  and  add- 
ing great  Civilities  of  her  own>  but  Ihe 
kept  the  Shirt. 

When  fhe  was  returned  home  from 
<he  Prifon,  Monfieur  Cazali  aflced  her 
feveral  Queftions  concerning  me,  and  he 
judged  by  the  Anfwers  that  fhe  made 
him.,  that  fhe  had  not  given  me  the 
Shirt.  He  afked  her  why  fhe  had  done 
thus :  Shje  told  him  infolently,  that  the 

Shirt 
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Shirt  belonged  lawfully  to  her,  and  that 
I  had  made  her  a  Prefent  of  it  for  he- 
Favours.  She  maintained  this  Invenr 
f ion  with  fo  much  Steadinels,  that  Mon- 
lieur  Cazali  very  pioufly  believed  her, 
tho'  fhe  was  at  leafl  fourfcore. 

He  thought  this  Adventure  fo  extra- 
ordinary, that  he  could  not  forbear  im- 
parting it  to  fome  Englijh  Officers,  who 
diverted  themfelves  with  it  highly.  They 
afterwards  related  this  marvellous  Hifto- 
jy  to  the  Captain,  who  laughed  at  it  ilill 
more  than  they  did :     To  procure  him- 
felf  a  new  comic  Scene  at  my  Expence, 
after  Supper  they  all  conduced  this  beau- 
tiful Beldame  to  me  in  Ceremony ;  fe- 
ral Flambeaux  preceded  her,  hke  an  In- 
dian Bride  whom  they  were  accompany- 
ing to  the  Nuptial  Bed.     I  faw  plainly 
that  all  thefe  gay  Gentlemen  came  thi- 
ther to  entertain  themfelves  at  my  Coll, 
and  without  knowing  then  why  they 
took  this  Diverfion,   I  entered  with  a 
good  Grace   into   their  Pleafantry.     I 
rallied  with  them  upon  the  Charms  of 
the  Belle  Brunette^  and  what  I  faid  to 
them  that  Evening  put  them  in  fo  good 
a  Humour,  that  Monfieur  Cazali  came 

the 
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the  next  Morning  to  tell  us  we  were  at 
Liberty,  and  that  we  fhould  be  con- 
dudled  to  Judda^  where  they  even  per- 
mitted me,  if  I  pleafed,  to  carry  my 
young  Miftrefs  with  me. 

Judda^  upon  the  Coail  of  Guinea^  is  a 
neutral  Port  in  Time  of  War.  No  large 
Veflel  can  enter  it,  they  are  obliged  to 
remain  in  the  Road,  becaufe  there  is  a 
Bar,  or  a  kind  of  Sand-Bank,  which 
prevents  their  Entrance.  This  Bar  occa- 
fions  fuch  Surges  that  they  mufl  be  ob- 
ferved  with  great  Care  not  to  perifh  even 
in  a  Shallop.  The  Veffel  which  carried 
us  to  Judda^  went  thither  to  buy  Negroes. 
When  we  were  in  her  Shallop,  I  perceiv*d 
that  the  Sailors,  as  they  paiTcd  the  Bar, 
worked  her  very  ill ;  I  would  have  fleer' d, 
but  they  prevented  me,  and  we  overfec 
in  a  Moment. 

There  were  always  feveral  Negroes 
there,  who  being  ufed  to  thefe  Sorts  of 
Accidents,  and  certain  of  gaining  fome 
Recompence,  throw  themfelves  into  the 
Water,  and  go  to  the  AfTiflance  of  thofe 
who  Hand  in  need  of  it.  Two  of  them 
immediately  helped  me  to  fave  Monne- 
ville^  then  giving  my  Attention  to  Ro- 
land^ 
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land^  my  other  Companion,  I  faw  him  at 
a  great  Diftance  from  me,  and  I  thought 
he  feemed  to  be  drowning.  I  imme- 
diately left  Monneville  in  the  Hands  of 
the  two  Negroes,  and  I  hailed  to  the 
Parifian^  whom  I  caught  by  the  Hair, 
and  it  was  with  great  Difficulty  that  I 
kept  him  above  Water  till  they  came  to 
my  Affiftance,  for  he  had  loft  his  Senfes, 
and  did  not  help  himfelf  in  the  leaft. 
We  thought  him  dead  when  he  was 
upon  the  Land-,  however,  by  Degrees 
he  recovered  his  Spirits,  and  in  four  and 
twenty  Hours  he  was  entirely  recovered. 

We  had  great  Reafon  to  be  fenfible 
that  we  were  at  laft  with  our  Country- 
men. Monfieur  de  Chamois^  the  Go- 
vernor of  the  French  Fort  2Xjudda^  be- 
haved to  us  with  a  Tenderneis,  that  was 
more  like  a  Father  than  like  one  of  the 
fame  Nation  only.  He  had  us  waflied, 
ihaved,  and  bathed,  furnifhed  with  Lin- 
nen,  Cloaths,  and  Money,  and  gave  us 
the  Ufe  of  his  own  Table  as  long  as  we 
remained  there.  What  did  he  not  do 
to  engage  us  not  to  leave  him  I  With 
"what  Ardour  did  he  offer  to  contribute 
towards  our  raifmg  a  confiderable  For- 
tune there!  It  is  certain  we  fhouldhave 

been 
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been  of  great  Service  to  him  in  that 
Country. 

He  took  the  Trouble  himfelf  of  teach- 
ing the  MiUtary  Exercife  to  feveral  Ne- 
groes, with  whom  he  wifhed  to  have 
affifled  his  Ally  the  King  of  Judda^ 
who  was  opprelTed  by  his  Neighbours ; 
but  he  wanted  OfEcers  at  the  Head  of 
his  Negroes,  without  which  they  would 
be  but  wretched  Troops.  He  made  no 
Efforts  to  detain  Monneville^  when  he 
knew  upon  what  Occafion,  and  with 
"what  Orders  he  had  quitted  France  \  but 
as  to  Roland  and  mylelf,  he  declared  to 
us  in  pofitive  Terms,  that  he  would  not 
\^t  us  efcape  fo  foon. 

Near  three  Months  pafled  before  any 
Occafion  prefented  itfelf  for  our  putting 
to  Sea  again,  and  I  almoft  defpaired  of 
quitting  this  Country,  when  a  Privateer 
of  Martinico  came  to  anchor  in  the 
Road  of  Judda.  It  was  a  Veffel  called 
the  Brave^  of  fix  Guns,  the  Captain  of 
which  was  named  Be  Gennes,  There 
were  aboard  her  feveral  Privateers  of  Sl 
Domingo,  who  knew  me  •,  and  when  they 
learned  I  was  there,    they  came  with 
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their  Captain  to  defire  me  to  join  with 
them  ;  which  I  promifed  them  to  do, 
even  in  fpite  of  Monfieur  de  Chamois^  if 
he  endeavoured  to  oppofe  it. 

I  expecfled,  in  efFe6l,  that  this  Go- 
vernor would  have  attempted  putting  an 
Obllacle  to  it ;  neverthelefs,  Roland  and 
myfelf  had  no  fooner  demanded  his  Per- 
mifllon  than  he  granted  it,  teftifying  to 
us,  with  Politenefs,  the  Regret  he  felt 
at  it.  He  exafted  from  us,  however, 
one  Thing,  which  we  could  not  refufe 
him ;  which  was,  to  lend  him  our  Af- 
fiflance  for  an  Expedition  that  he  medi- 
tated ;  after  which  he  confented  to  our 
Separation,  provided  that,  in  our  room, 
they  left  him  at  leaft  one  Man  of  the 
Equipage. 

Roland,  more  prudent  than  I,  offer'd 
himfelf  to  Hay,  which  gave  great  Plea- 
lure  to.  Monfieur  de  Chamois,  becaufe 
this  Pariftan  was  a  very  brave  Fellow, 
of  great  Experience,  and  who  could  be 
of  confiderable  AlTiftance  to  him .  What 
engaged  Roland  to  take  this  Refolution, 
was,  that  the  Hazards  he  had  run  at 
Sea,  and  efpecially  the  laft,  which  I  had 
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jufl  faved  him  from,  gave  him  a  Diflike 
to  that  Element.  The  Acquifition  of 
the  Gold  Dufl  of  the  Negroes,  tho' 
more  flow,  appeared  to  him  preferable 
to  the  Exped:ation  of  thofe  fortunate 
Chances  of  the  Privateer  Bufinefs,  which 
few  have  the  Happinefs  to  meet  with. 

In  efTed:,  he  fucceeded  fo  well  in  his 
Affairs  at  Judda^  that  in  17 19  I  faw 
him  pafs  through  Nantes^  with  a  Trea- 
fure  of  near  eighty  Pounds  of  Gold 
Dud,  which  he  was  carrying  to  Paris, 
where  hedeligned  to  fettle  himfelf  inan 
advantageous  Poll.  He  was  extremely 
pleafed  at  meeting  me  there  ♦, "  he  was 
never  fatisfied  with  repeating  to  me  that 
I  had  faved  his  Life  ;  and  I  could  not 
excufe  myfelf  from  receiving  from  his 
Liberality  a  Pound  of  Gold  Duft,  which 
was  then  worth  feveral  hundred  Livres. 
I  have  fince  heard  that  he  lives  at  Paris 
in  great  Affluence  and  Tranquility. 

To  return  to  Monfieur  de  Chamots\  he 
exacted  from  us,  that  we  lliould  go  to 
make  a  Defcent  upon  Princes  IJland,  I 
know  not  for  what  Reafon  \  for  not  Jong 
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before  it  had  been  facked  together  with 
the  Ifland  of  St.  Thomas  by  Monfieur 
Parent.  Princes  Ijland  is  almoft  diredl- 
Jy  under  the  Line,  and  belongs  to  the 
Portuguefe  \  we  arrived  thither  in  feven 
Days  ;  we  landed  two  Leagues  from  the 
Town,  conduced  by  a  Mulatto,  the  Son 
of  a  white  Man  and  a  Female  Savage  of 
that  Ifland.  He  knew  the  Country,  and 
Monfieur  de  Chamois  had  given  him  to 
us  as  a  Guide  \  he  managed  our  Route 
and  our  Time  fo  properly,  that  we  ad- 
vanced to  the  Entrance  of  the  Suburbs 
without  being  difcovered. 

We  were  fpied  there  by  fome  Ne- 
groes,who  alarmed  the  Place  :  We  found 
plainly,  that  without  this  Surprize  we 
fhould  never  have  carried  it,  upon  ac- 
count of  the  Smallnefs  of  our  Number, 
fince  fifty  Citizens  flopped  us  above 
half  an  Hour  upon  a  narrow  Bridge, 
where  we  were  obliged  to  pafs.  They 
made  this  Refiflance  only  to  give  the  reft 
of  the  Inhabitants  Time  to  retire  to  the 
Woods  with  the  beft  of  their  Effeds  ; 
for  the  Defenders  of  the  Bridge  had  no 
fooner  given  way,  and  taken  their  Flight 
promifcuoufly,   but  we  made  ourfelves 
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Mafters  of  the  Town  without  Oppofi- 
tion.  The  Inhabitants,  who  had  fhut 
thenyfelves  up  in  the  Citadel,  abandon- 
ed it  in  the  Night  -,  fo  that  the  next 
Morning  we  marched  into  it  without 
llriking  a  Blow.  We  found  there  eight 
Pieces  of  Cannon,  which  we  fpiked  and 
threw  over  into  the  Ditch. 

Monfieur  Parent  had  fo  thorougly 
ruined  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland,  that 
we  could  draw  nothing  from  them  by 
way  of  Contribution  ;  therefore,  having 
occupied  their  Houfes  for  fome  few 
Days,  while  they  lay  in  the  Woods,  we 
fetFire  to  them,  that  Monfieur /i^C^^- 
mois  might  know,  however,  that  we  had 
kept  our  Promife  to  him.  We  refolv- 
-ed  afterwards  to  go  upon  the  Coaft  of 
Brazil ;  but  before  our  Departure  from 
this  Ifland,  we  began  to  have  a  Tafte  of 
what  Fortune  deftined  for  us  in  this 
Voyage.  In  attempting  to  carry  off 
fome  Flocks  of  Sheep,  feveral  of  our 
Companions  were  taken  by  the  Inhabit 
tants,  and  murdered  fo  cruelly,  that  we 
refolved  to  revenge  their  Death.  Un- 
fortunately the  Enemies  that  we  had  to 
deal   with  were  fo  nimble,    that  they 
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efcaped  us  when  we  imagined  we  had 
them  fafe,  and  th.eir  Pardes  were  conti- 
nually furprizing  fome  of  our  People ; 
add  to  this,  the  Heats  of  the  Climate,  ftill 
more  difficult  to  fupport  than  the  Fa- 
tigues of  our  Incurfions.  Several  of  our 
Companions  fell  ill.  Part  of  them  died 
upon  the  Ifland,  Part  of  them  at  Sea  ; 
fo  that  we  loft  at  lead  twenty  Men,  by 
attempting  imprudently  to  revenge  three 
or  four. 

From  thence  to  the  Coaft  of  Brazil 
we  were  kept  fo  long  out  at  Sea  by  the 
flormy  Weather,  that  our  Water  began 
to  fail  when  we  arrived  there  j  therefore 
our  firft  Care  wa«  to  find  out  frefh  Wa- 
ter. For  this  End  we  landed  two  Nights 
together  without  finding  any,  which 
made  us  refolve  to  take  it  in  the  Day  in 
fome  uninhabited  Part.  This  did  not 
fucceed ;  we  were  perceived,  and  re- 
pulfed  every  where. 

The  greatefl  Harm  the  Portuguefe 
did  us  was,  that  having  feen  us  in  the 
Day  examine  the  Entrance  of  a  little 
River,  and  making  no  doubt  but  we 
defigned  to  land  there  in  the  Night, 
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they  laid  an  Ambufcade  for  us,  and  at 
the  third  Voyage  that  we  made  thither, 
they  carried  off  our  Shallop,  and  ten  of 
our  Comrades,  whom  they  furprized, 
were  maflfacreed,  without  a  Poflibility 
of  our  aflifting  them. 

After  this  Misfortune,  we  were  for 
three  whole  Months  the  Sport  of  Winds, 
fometimes  drove  beyond  Rio  Janeiro, 
fometimes  towards  Buenos  Ayres,  and 
when  we  expedled  to  have  refrefhed  our- 
felves  there  we  were  immediately  brought 
along  the  Coafls  to  Cayenne^  where  we 
at  length  got  into  Harbour,  all  of  us 
very  ill,  having  been  for  a  confiderable 
Time  reduced  to  drink  each  of  us  only 
half  a  Pint  of  Water  in  four  and  twenty 
Hours,  and  at  length  to  have  nothing 
but  our  Sails  to  fuck  in  the  Mornings, 
when  they  were  moiflened  with  the 
Dew. 

Being  unable  to  keep  the  Sea,  we  re- 
folved  to  retire  to  Martinico^  as  foon  as 
we  were  fomething  recovered.  Before 
we  arrived  there,  we  met  in  our  Way 
Monfieur  Dugue^  a  Captain  of  a  Priva- 
teer of  SL  DomingOy  who,  with  a  gay 
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frefh  embarked  Company,  was  taking 
his  Route  towards  Angola  *,  on  board 
the  Francois^  a  Veflel  of  eight  Guns, 
We  fpoke  to  them,  we  related  our  Dif- 
afters  to  them,  and,  as  I  knew  Be  Gen- 
nes  was  going  to  careen,  I  accepted  the 
Propofition  that  Bu;gue  had  made  to  take 
me  aboard. 

Monneville  was  far  from  wifhing  to 
Follow  me.  He  was  fo  fatigued  with 
the  Sea,  and  the  Mifery  he  fuffered, 
that  he  was  not  to  be  known  almoft. 
He  conjured  m.e  with  Tears  in  his  Eyes 
not  to  quit  him,  but  to  condud  him 
to  France^  afluring  me,  that  he  had 
what  was  more  than  fufficient  to  make 
me  live  happy  with  him,  and  offered  to 
Ihare  his  Fortune  with  me ;  but  I  was 
not  yet  tired  enough  of  the  Sea  to  accept 
of  his  Offers,  All  that  I  could  do  for 
him,  was  to  defire  Be  Gennes  to  feek 
an  Opportunity  for  his  returning  into 
France^  and  to  depend  upon  my  Pay- 
ment of  every  Thing  that  my  Friend 
might  agree  for.  He  arrived  fafely  in 
his  native  Country,    and  many  Years 
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after  I  had  the  Pleafure  of  feeing  him 
happy  in  the  Bofom  of  his  Family, 

Dugue  had  the  ftrongeft  Company  L 
had  ever  fcen  in  a  Privateer,  and  his 
Veflel  was  an  excellent  Sailor.  I  found 
myfelf,  therefore,  in  the  midft  of  Com- 
panions, who  having  at  leaft  as  good  an 
Opinion  of  themfelves  as  I  had,  and  as 
llrong  a  Difpofition  for  A6lion,  pro- 
mifed  foon  to  make  me  Amends  for  the 
unlucky  Expedition  I  had  been  upon. 
We  did  not  go  fo  far  as  the  Coafts  of 
Africa  before  their  good  Intentions  were 
put  to  a  Tnal.  We  met  off  St,  Helena^ 
where  we  defigned  to  put  in  for  Re- 
frelhment,  an  Englijh  Ship  of  thirty 
Guns. 

We  difpofed  ourfelves  to  board  her, 
and  fhe  to  avoid  it.  They  fired  upon 
us  for  above  two  Hours,  and  killed  a 
confiderable  Number  of  our  People  -, 
the  unfortunate  Biigue  was  amongft  the 
Dead,  and  I  was  declared  Captain  upon 
the  Spot.  I  immediately  gave  out  my 
Orders  for  grappling  •,  and  the  long  Re- 
fiftance  of  the  EngliJIo  having  animated 
us  againft  them,  together  with  the  Death 
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of  our  Chief,  we  fought  with  (o  muqh 
Eagernefs,  that  when  they  flruck  there 
was  fcarce  one  Man  left  who  was  in  ^ 
Condition  to  defend  himfelf. 

The  excelTiveDefire  I  had  to  revenge 
myfelf  on  the  Poriuguefe  for  what  they 
had  made  mc  fuffer,  was  the  Occafion 
of  my  propofing,  in  my  little  Council,  to 
return  into  America^  and  cruize  upon  the 
Coaft  of  Bra;z^L  My  Advice  was  una- 
nlmoufly  approved,  when  1  made  them 
obferve  the  Difficulty  there  was  to  dif- 
pole  of  our  Prize  any  where  but  at  Sf, 
Domingo  or  Marimico  ;  and  when  I  had 
reprefented  to  them  how  feldom  the  Pri- 
vateers made  their  Fortunes  upon  the 
Coaft  of /^r/Vi!?,  where  they  met  with 
almoft  as  many  Men  of  War  as  Mer-t 
chantmen,  and  where  there  was  no  com- 
modious Place  for  their  Retreat. 

When  we  drew  near  Brazily  we  ient 
fix  of  our  People,  with  fome  of  the  Eng^ 
Itjh  to  Petit  Goave^  to  fell  our  Prize, 
and  feeing  thefe  little  lilands  again, 
where  two  Months  before  they  had  re- 
fufed  us  Watering,    I  made  Defcents 
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upon  them,  which  the  FIfhermen  who 
inhabited  there  could  not  prevent.  We 
put  all  to  Fire  and  Sword,  and  threw 
into  the  S^a  a  prodigious  Quantity  of 
dried  Fiih  which  we  found  there,  and 
in  which  alt  their  Wealth  confifts.  Dur- 
ing the  Night  we  pafTed  endrely  a-crofs 
the  River  of  Janeiro^  to  take  in  Wood 
and  Water  at  the  Ifland  of  5/.  Am. 

-vfTho',  this  Ifland  is  very  fmall,  not 
being  much  above  a  League  in  Circum- 
ference, yet  there  is  near  the  Middle  of 
it  a  fine  Refervoir  of  frefti  Water.  We 
iaw  there  Birds  of  a  moft  extraordinary 
Colour  ;  their  Bodies  were  of  a  very 
bright  Red,  their  Wings  and  their  Tails 
of  the  fineft  Black  upon  Earth.  After 
this  we  approached  the  Continent,  and 
continually  making  Defcents,  we  ruin'd 
the  Plantations,  and  fet  excefllve  Price 
upon  the  Liberty  of  thofe  Prifoners  who 
were  able  to  redeem  themfelves. 

We  carried  off  amongft  the  reft,  a» 
bout  twelve  Leagues  from  Rio  Janeiro^ 
a  Captain  of  a  Guarda  Cofia^  his  Wife, 
two  Daughters  who  were  Women,  a 
Catyne^  and  feveral  Slaves.     The  C^rmt 
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was  Brother  to  the  Captain,  and  had 
conveyed  hin^ifelf  thither  from  his  Con- 
vent in  Sl  Sebaftian  *,  by  exprefs  Or- 
ders from  their  good  Mother,  who  was 
willing,  before  Ihe  left  the  World,  to 
have  the  Confolation  of  feeing  her  two 
Sons  together,  and  giving  them  her 
Benedidbion.  This  pious  Mother,  after 
having  divided  to  each  his  Portion  of 
her  Goods,  was  taking  her  Leave  of 
them,  when  we  aflaulted  her  Habitation. 
The  firft  Fuzils  that  we  fhot  interrupted 
the  mournful  Ceremonial  of  their  Adieus, 
and  a  filent  Fear  fucceeded  to  the  loud 
Cries  and  Complaints  with  which  the 
Houfe  had  refounded. 

No  Perfon  feemed  to  pretend  to  op- 
pofe  us,  but  a  young  Woman  of  more 
Spirit  than  the  reft,  who  endeavoured 
very  unpolitely  to  have  clapped  the  Door 
againft  us,  but  unluckily  for  her  a  Muf- 
ket  Shot  foon  fent  her  to  keep  the  good 
old  Woman  Company.  The  Carme  in 
^n  Agony  fled  into  the  Garden,  The 
Captain,  who  had  alfo  efcaped  there, 
N  2  im- 
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immediately  fired  at  us,  without  per- 
ceiving that  we  had  feized  upon  hisWife 
and  his  Daughters.  As  foon  as  his  Eyes 
were  flruck  with  that  Spedlacle,  and  that 
he  took  notice  we  were  preparing  to  fet 
fire  to  the  Houfe,  he  ceafed  to  defend 
himfelf,  and  fubmitted  with  a  good 
Grace.  The  Monk  made  more  Cere* 
monies ;  he  fummoned  us  firft  in  the 
Name  of  Heaven  to  fpare  his  Life,  then, 
as  if  he  had  diilrufted  obtaining  his  Par- 
don in  that  manner,  he  foften'd  in  a 
Moment,  prollrated  himfelf  humbly  at 
our  Feet,  and  conjured  us  by  the  hallow- 
ed Candle,  with  whofe  Light  his  Mo- 
ther's Soul  was  then  flown,  and  which 
he  ftill  held  in  his  Hands. 

Judge  not  of  me  by  my  Habit,  cry'd 
he  to  us ;  I  am  a  Priefl,  Gentlemen,  do 
not  imbrue  your  Hands  in  the  Blood  of 
an  Ecclefiaftick,  a  Religious,  a  Carme. 
I  demand  nothing  from  you 'but  my 
Life  j  grant  it  me  out  of  Companion, 
or  rather  for  your  own  Intereft.  I  am 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  this  Habita- 
tion, and  I  offer  myfelf  to  difcover  to 
yow  every  thing  tliat  is  of  Value,  and 
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t?orth  your  carrying  off.  At  fo  pathe- 
tick  a  Speech  we  re-affured  him,  upon 
Condition  that  he  kept  his  Word,  which 
he  did  not  fail  to  do.  He  opened  all 
the  Locks  to  us,  faying.  Take,  Gentle- 
men, all  is  yours.  He  pronounced 
thefe  Words  with  fo  much  Ardour  and 
Franknefs,  that  it  was  impofllblc  to 
doubt  but  he  fincerely  renounced  all 
earthly  Poffeffions. 

We  were  obliged  to  him  for  many 
Things,  which  without  him  would  have 
efcaped  our  Difcovery,  and  particularly 
twelve  Negroes,  whom  he  made  us  take 
in  a  Place  where  we  fhould  never  have 
thought  of  fearching  for  them.  They 
made  no  Refiflance,  being  fully  perfwad- 
ed,  like  the  Afs  in  the  Fable,  that  fmce 
they  muft  be  Slaves,  it  was  indifferent  to 
them  who  was  their  Mafter. 

As  it  is  difficult  to  fatisfy  all  Parties, 
the  generous  Procedure  of  the  Carme 
difgufted  his  whole  Family,  who  thought 
him  too  liberal  at  their  Expence-,  his 
Sifter-in-Law  particularly,  a  little  paf- 
fionate  and  hafty  by  Nature,  made  her 
N  3  Inrec- 
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Invedivcs  in  very  plain  Terms.  Would 
you  believe  it.  Gentlemen)  faid  flie  to 
us  when  they  were  aboard  5  that  that 
Creature  who  was  killed  was  the  Com- 
panion of  this  Reverend  Father,  who 
had  the  Infolence  to  bring  her  to  my 
Houfe,  tho'  he  came  there  only  to  re- 
ceive the  laft  Bleffing  of  his  Mother  1 

She  was  continuing  her  Elogy  of  the 
Monk,  when  her  Hufband  impofed  Si- 
lence upon  her,  to  make  us  his  Excufes 
for  her  Sally  of  Pafiion.  You  fee  plain- 
ly, Gentlemen,  laid  he,  that  'tis  her 
i\  n,Q;er  that  has  blacken'd  the  Chara6ler 
(he  gives  of  my  Brother.  He  is  a  Raf- 
cal,  I  acknowledge  it  ♦,  but  it  ought  not 
ro  have  been  told  for  our  own  Honour, 
and  that  of  Religion.  But  be  not  fcan- 
daiized  at  what  you  have  heard  •,  the 
Reh'gious  here  do  not  refemble  him  who 
has  been  defcribed  to  you  ;  they  are 
learned,  virtuous,  zealous  for  the  Faith, 
and  always  ready  to  feal  it  with  their 
Blood. 

The   good  Portuguefe  faid    nothing 
but  what  was  llridly  true,    but  he  did 
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not  add,  that  in  this  new  World  there 
was  alfo  a  great  Number  of  the  Monks 
ignorant,  idle,  and  debauched,  and  who 
had  only  chofe  the  Convent  to  live  with 
Impunity  in  Luxury,  Plenty,  and  Sloth. 
He  did  not  confefs  to  us  what  we  very 
well  knew,  that  in  that  Country  he  who 
names  a  Monk,  names  a  Man  powerful, 
abfolute,  haughty^  independant ;  a  Man 
dreaded  by  the  Great,  refpeded  and  al- 
mod  adored  by  the  Populace,  who  have 
neither  the  Senfe  nor  the  Courage  to 
fhew  themfelves  fcandalized  at  his  Con- 
dud. 

As  it  was  not  the  Morals  of  our  Pri- 
foners,  but  this  Ranfom  that  was  of  Conr 
fequence  to  us,  we  obliged  them  to  write 
to  the  Governor  of  Rio  Jmieiro^  whofe 
Relations  they  were,  that  we  demanded 
of  him  for  their  Liberty  a  certain  Quan- 
tity of  Flour,  Sheep,  and  Brandy  \  that 
if  we  did  not  receive  thefe  Provifions  in 
four  and  twenty  Hours,  or  if  there  came 
the  lead  Veflel  out  of  the  Port,  the  Cap- 
tain and  his  whole  Family  Ihould  anlwer 
■for  it.  I  prefume  the  Degree  of  their 
Kindred  with  the  Governor  was  not  fo 
N  4  near 
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near  as  to  give  him  an  hereditary  Rights 
for  he  perform'd  our  Command  moft 
pun^ually,  notwithftanding  the  Severity 
and  Harihnefs  of  the  Conditions  we  im- 
pofed  upon  him. 

On  our  Side,  we  had  no  fooner  re- 
ceived the  abundant  Supply  that  we  had 
demanded,  than  we  fet  our  Prifoners  a- 
fliofe,  very  much  fatisfied  with  our  Be- 
haviour. '  The  Captain  efpecially  tefti- 
jfied,  that  he  was  lefs  touched  with  the 
Liberty  he  recovered,  than  with  the  Re- 
gard and  Refped  we  had  all  fhewn  to 
his  Wife  and  Daughters,  As  to  them, 
when  they  fell  into  the  Hands  of  the 
Fr^ncb^  and  of  French  Privateers  too,  I 
am  fatisfied  they  did  not  expedl  fuch 
Moderation.  In  effed,  I  know  not 
whether  ii\^  fo  much  boafted  Continence 
of  Scipio  was  much  fuperior  to  what  we 
did  in  this  Conjundure. 

As  to  the  Carme^  he  had  no  great 
Reafon  to  praife  us.  About  an  Hour 
before  he  left  us  they  play'd  him  a 
Trick,  which  I  had  no  fhare  in,  and 
"which  I  dilapproved  extremely.     Some 
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of  the  Privateers,  for  their  Amufemenr, 
treated  him  as  Fulbert  did  the  Lover 
of  Heloife.  I  blamed  them  excefTiveljr, 
and  yet  I  could  not  help  laughing  with 
them  when  the  Surgeon,  whom  I  had 
reproached  the  moft  particularly,  told 
me,  with  the  greateft  Coolnefs  in  the 
World,  that  this  Cure  would  be  an  Ho- 
nour to  him,  that  the  Operation  had  not 
lafted  two  Minutes,  that  he  would  an- 
fwer  for  the  corporeal  Recovery  of  his 
Patient,  and  that  there  was  great  Rea- 
fon  to  hope  for  the  Spiritual,  which 
without  this  Remedy  muft  have  beea 
deiperate. 

The  Governor  of  Rio  Janeiro  was  ir- 
ritated to  the  laft  Degree  at  our  Info- 
knee;  and  looking  upon  the  Law 
that  I  had  impofed  on  him,  of  furnifh- 
ing  us  with  Provifions,  as  the  greateft 
Affront,  he  rcfolved  upon  my  Ruin, 
and  thought  of  nothing  but  Revenge. 
He  communicated  his  Defign  to  the  four 
Captains  of  Guarda  Coftas^  and  fetting 
a  Price  upon  my  Head,  he  defired  then\ 
to  proclaim,  that  he  would  give  four 
thoufand  Pieces  of  Gold  to  the  Perfon 
N  5  that 


274        ^^^  Adventures  of 
that  Ihould  bring  it  to  him.     What  Dif^ 
ference,  good  God !   I  could  not  now 
get  Sixpence  for  it. 

I  was  fo  exalted  with  this  fignal  Ho- 
nour, that  the  Fortuguefe  condefcended 
to  do  me,  that  I  very  frequently  gave 
them  Opportunities  of  attempting  to 
gain  the  Prize  propofcd.  We  continu- 
ally made  DefCents,  and  in  our  Pillages 
we  faved  none  but  the  Negroes ;  then, 
when  we  had  a  certain  Number  of  them^ 
we  hoiflcd  the  Englijh  Flag,  and  carried 
them  to  fome  Diltance  to  difpofe  of. 
The  Deceit  was  foon  found  out,  and 
without  relpedling  the  blue  Flag  they 
very  frequently  fired  upon  us.  They 
laid  fo  many  Snares  for  us,  that  my  va- 
luable Head  was  ac  length  very  near 
taking  a  Journey  to  Rio  Janeiro  with- 
out the  reft  of  my  Body. 

The  Governor  having  learnt  that  we 
were  between  his  Capitainie  and  that  of 
Spirito  San6io^  fent  feveral  Frigates  out 
after  us,  who  making  off  to  Sea,  flat- 
tered themfelves  with  furprizing  us  upon 
the  Coaft,   and  hemming  us  in.     The 

Cap- 
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Captain  of  the  firft  that  we  perceived  be- 
haved in  a  Manner  that  would  perhaps 
have  made  a  Dupe  of  any  other  Perfon 
as  he  did  of  me.  He  drove  before  him 
two  wretched  Veflels,  called  SemaqueSy 
each  with  a  Company  of  about  ten  or 
twelve  Men,  who  no  fooner  faw  us  than 
they  feemed  to  ufe  their  utmoll  Efforts 
to  avoid  us,  and  yet  they  fufFered  them- 
felves  to  be  taken. 

When  the  Frigate  appeared  in  its 
Turn,  its  Sails  all  in  Diforder,  like  a 
Ihattered  Veffel,  its  flow  Motion,  and 
feven  or  eight  Men  who  appeared  upoa 
it,  feemed  to  exert  themfelves  alfo  to 
gain  the  Shore  and  efcape  us  •,  I  thought, 
like  an  Afs,  that  it  was  a  third  Semaque, 
as  eafy  to  take  as  the  two  others,  and 
that  it  was  fufficient  to  go  with  our. 
Shallop,  and  fee  if  it  was  no  richer  a 
Prize  than  they  were.  The  Calm  which 
then  reigned,  and  which  made  it  trouble-" 
fome  to  bring  our  Veflel  up  with  them, 
was  the  Occafion  of  my  taking  this  Re-^ 
Ibludon. 

I  got  into  the  Sloop,  therefore,  with 

about 
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about  a  Dozen  of  the  Privateers,  and 
we  foon  overtook  them.  The  too  great 
Eagernefs  of  the  Portuguefe  faved  us. 
Inftead  of  Jetting  us  board  them  with- 
out difcovering  themfelves,  they  rofe 
up  with  Precipitation  as  foon  as  we  were 
within  Piftol-fhot,  and  made  a  Difcharge 
upon  us  of  two  or  three  hundred  Muf- 
ket-fhot,  which  put  us  into  great  Confu- 
fion.  Our  Shallop  too  was  very  near 
being  overfet,  by  the  fudden  Motion  we 
made  to  veer  about  upon  this  Surprize, 
We  were  ftill  farther  from  cxpeding 
this,  as  at  our  Approach  three  or  four 
of  thofe  who  had  appeared  upon  the 
Frigate,  had  hoifted  up  the  French  Flag, 
as  if  againft  the  Endeavours  of  their 
Companions,  and  had  called  out,  Vwe 
k  Roy  de  France^  telfing  us,  that  they 
were  Cannoniers  of  St,  Malo^  and  that 
they  had  only  entered  among  the  Fornix 
guefe  upon  account  of  Monfieur  du  Gh$ 
^rouin^%  having  left  them  fick  at  Rio 
Janeiro^  after  the  Expedition  in  which 
he  had  pillaged  that  Province,  to  re- 
venge the  Treatment  given  to  Monfieur 
le  Ckrc. 

They 
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They  were  indeed  French  Cannoniersj 
but  the  Traitors,  after  having  betrayed 
cheir  Country,  defired  nothing  more 
Chan  to  make  its  moft  cruel  Enemies 
triwHtiph  over  it.  It  is  eafy  to  fuppofe 
in  what  Terms  we  complimented  tliera 
as  we  made  off,  whilft  thefe  Betrayers 
making  ufe  of  their  Addrefs  gave  us  aa 
Anfwer  with  their  Cannon,  as  long  'as 
we  were  within  Shot,  and  fcarce  ever 
miffed  us.  We  did  not  doubt  but  this 
Frigate  was  fupported,  and  getting  off 
as  fafl  as  we  could  from  her,  and  from 
the  Coaft,  by  the  Help  of  our  Oars,  we 
endeavoured  to  avoid  the  Confequences 
of  fo  well  concerted  a  Stratagem.  In 
effeft,  in  lefs  than  an  Hour  we  difcover- 
ed  another  Frigate,  which  waited  only 
for  the  Wind  to  have  attacked  us. 

Such  a  Confpiracy  ^ainft  my  Head- 
did  not  remain  unpunifhed.  I  made 
new  Defcents  and  new  Ravages,  till 
having  been  informed  that  whilft  we 
amufed  ourfelves  thus,  a  rich  Veffel,  re- 
turning from  Angola^  was  peaceably  en- 
tering into  the  River  of  Janeiro,  We 
changed  our  Battery,  and  refolved  to 

cruize 
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cruize  before  its  Entrance  :  We  had  foon 
Reafon  to  applaud  ourfelves  for  this  De- 
termination ;  for  we  had  not  been  there 
above  a  Month,  when  we  perceived  a 
VefTel,  which  we  could  not  reach  till  it 
was  within  Sight  of  the  Coall.  It  was 
of  thirty-fix  Guns,  returning  from  the 
South  Seay  and  moil  certainly  was  not  in 
the  leail  expeded,  as  fince,  feven  Years 
that  it  had  been  gone  to  the  Eaftern 
Iflands,  it  had  never  been  heard  of,  and 
was  fuppofed  to  be  loll. 

The  Captain  was  a  young  Man  of 
undaunted  Courage,  who  defired  no- 
thing more  than  to  come  to  Adion, 
tho'  he  had  but  a  Company  of  a  hun- 
dred Men.  The  Sight  of  their  native 
Country,  to  which  they  had  brought 
back  great  Riches,  after  many  Labours 
and  Dangers,  infpired  them  all  with  an 
heroick  Courage.  During  more  than 
half  an  Hour,  that  at  two  different 
Times  we  were  upon  their  Deck,  it 
was  impoffible  for  us  to  gain  the  lead 
Advantage  over  them.  They  continu- 
ally made  us  give  Way,  and  retreat  in 
Confufion  to  our  Veilel.     There   was 

then 
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then  a  Sufpenfion  of  Arms  on  both 
Sides,  as  if  to  take  Breath  5  after  which, 
when  we  returned  to  the  Charge,  we 
found  an  equal  Refiilance. 

Filled  with  Anger  and  Confufion, 
we  redoubled  our  Efforts,  and  refolv- 
ed  the  third  Time  rather  to  perifh  than 
to  draw  back.  I  had  remarked,  that 
after  the  firft  Difcharge  of  their  Fire- 
Arms,  the  Portuguefe^  as  we  did, 
trufted  to  their  Courage,  and  almoft 
all  fought  with  their  Swords.  I  fpoke 
of  it  to  my  Companions,  and  ordered 
to  fix  themfelves  each  upon  a  particular 
Man  as  much  as  it  was  pollible.  This 
fucceeded  perfedly  for  us,  becaufe  our 
Enemies  had  more  Valour  than  Skill, 
and  combating  with  Fury,  and  confc- 
quently  without  being  upon  their  Guard, 
they  were  guilty  of  no  Faults  but  what 
were  immediately  made  ufe  of.  Their 
Number  then  began  to  diminifh  more 
than  ours,  and  tho'  they  ftill  fought 
with  the  fame  Obftinacy,  we  were 
fatisfied  that  the  Vidory  would  be 
ours. 

The 
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The  Captain,  at  length,  feeing  there 
was  no  farther  Refource,  threw  himfelf 
into  the  Sea,  in  hopes  to  fwim  to  Shore, 
and  fave  at  leaft  what  he  had  upon  him  : 
But  he  received  a  Mufket-fhot  in  die 
Water,  which  broke  his  Thigh,  and 
he  was  obliged  to  fubmit  and  name 
himfelf  to  fave  his  Life.  The  reft  of 
the  Company  demanded  Quarter  at  the 
fame  Time.  The  Bravery  of  thefe 
Portuguefe  converted  into  Efteem  the 
Hatred  we  had  felt  for  the  whole  Na- 
tion. We  had  the  Wounded  drelTed," 
and  took  the  fame  Care  of  them  as  of 
our  own  Companions. 

As  the  Captain  was  undrcffing  for  that 
Purpofe,  who  was  then  fpeechlefs,  we 
found  feveral  Pacqucts  of  fmall  Peb- 
bles, carefully  lapped  up,  and  fattened 
in  his  Shirt ;  and  as  I  had  no  great  Un- 
derftanding  in  fuch  fort  of  Merchan- 
dize, I  looked  upon  them  attentively, 
without  guelTing  what  they  were,  when 
I  heard  a  weak  Voice,  which,  from  a- 
rftongft  the  Heaps  of  the  Dead  and 
Dying,  called  out  to  me,  Biemamte^ 
DiemainUy  Signor  Fortouna,  Fortouna, 

This 
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This  was  an  expiring  Portuguefe^  who 
fearing  that  our  Ignorance  ihould  make 
lis  defpife  and  lofe  fa  precious  a  Booty^ 
had  the  Goodnefs  to  make  known  the 
Vakie  of  it.  It  was  a  confiderabk 
Quantity  of  rough  Diamonds.  There 
was  at  leaft  to  the  Value  of  three  hun- 
dred thoufand  Livres,  if  I  may  judge 
of  them  by  the  Share  I  had.  I  fold 
them  at  Nantes  in  1 7 1 3,  Part  of  them 
to  Monfieur  de  Bonnefond^  Commiffary 
at  Br  eft  -,  and  Part  to  Monfieur  de  Pro- 
diney  Brother  to  that  Monfieur  Cazali, 
whom  I  have  mentioned. 

I  kept  for  five  or  fix  Days  about 
twenty  of  thefe  Portuguefe^  who  did 
not  vouchfafe  to  die  of  their  Wounds. 
We  ufed  our  utmoft  Efforts  to  engage 
them  to  flay  with  us,  and  reimplace 
thofe  Companions  whom  we  had  loft. 
Thefe  sg,^*'  ,  fo  brave  and  fo  wor- 
thy of  bein^  teers,  were  not  tempt- 
ed to  accept  ti^  Quality  >  they  rather 
chofe  the  obfcure  Condidons  of  Citizens 
of  Rio  Janeiro  ;  we  fet  them  afhore  then 
?ivt  and  twenty  Leagues  from  that  City, 
giving  them  their  Cloaths,  Provifions, 

and 
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and  more  Money  than  would  be  fufH- 
dent  to  carry  them  thither.  We  did 
ftill  more;  feeing  how  rich  our  Prize 
was,  we  gave  them  fo  large  a  Quantity 
of  their  Merchandize  as  would  preferve 
them  from  Want  for  fome  Time, 

Their  Captain,  who  was  cured  of 
-his  Wound,  felt  himfelf  fo  touch'd  with 
our  Procedure,  that  addrelling  himfelf 
to  the  Portuguefe  y  No,  faid  he  to  diem, 
it  is  not  the  French  that  we  ought  to 
look  upon  as  our  Enemies,  it  is  the 
Miniiters  of  the  Court  of  Lisbon  who 
have  ventured  to  declare  War  againft  fo 
generous  a  Nation  :  Then  turning  him- 
felf to  us,  he  protefted  upon  his  Ho- 
4iour,  that  he  was  lefs  fenfible  of  the 
Lofs  of  his  Riches  than  he  was  of  our 
Gencrofity.  He  added,  that  in  Confi- 
^eration  of  him,  I  fhojid  now^^  -^smuch 
beloved  in  the  City  a>  1  ha'a-^.^n  hat- 
led.  I  rather  chofe  to  believe  him  upon 
his  Word,  than  to  try  if  he  had  that 
Power  over  the  Minds  of  his  Country- 
men. 

I  carried   my  Prize  to  St.  Domingo^ 
where   we  fold  it    for  eighteen  hun- 
dred 
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dred  thoufand  Livres.  Some  Time  af- 
ter, in  the  Beginning  of  17 12,  I  went 
over  to  Mar t ink 0^  where  I  learned 
that  Monfieur  de  Phelypeaux^  who  was 
the  Governor,  was  railing  Troops  for 
an  Enterprize  againfl  the  Englijh,  It 
was  refblved  to  feize  upon  Antigoa^  or 
at  leafl  to  ravage  it.  Monfieur  de  Caf- 
fart  was  the  Perfon  who  had  the  Con* 
du6t  of  this  Expedition.  He  took  for 
this  purpofe  five  of  the  King's  Ships, 
and  three  thoufand  Men  out  of  his 
Troops,  to  whom  Monfieur  de  Phely- 
peaux  engaged  us  to  join  ourfelves, 
to  the  Number  of  three  hundred 
Privateers,  as  we  were  then  in  Mar- 
tinico. 

The  Englijh  were  upon  their  Guard, 
and  we  attempted  fruitlefly  to  make  a 
Defcent  upon  Antigoa.  Monfieur  de 
Cajfart  was  piqued  to  the  lad  Degree, 
and  being  unwilling  it  fhould  be  faid, 
that  he  had  made  fuch  an  Armament 
in  vain,  he  fixed  upon  Montferrat^ 
where  the  Englijh  were  too  weak  to 
prevent  our  Landing.  They  had,  how- 
ever, formed  eight  or  ten  little  Re- 
trench-

trenchments,  which  we  were  obliged 
to  force  before  we  could  arrive  at  the 
Town*  .Mortfieur  de  Ccffart  drew  up 
his  Army  in  Order  of  Battle,  arid  order'a 
the  Privateers  to  be  und^r  regular  Com- 
mand, the  fame  as  the  otl^if  Troops. 

We  kept  our  Ranks  then  gravely 
at  the  firit  Retrenchment,  which  we 
carried  v/ith  fonie  Refiiiance.  We  were 
difguded  with  this  Manner  of  Fight- 
ing ;  and  making  a  Jeft  of  the  Phlegm 
with  which  the  Soldiers  of  a  Batta- 
lion difcreetly  count  their  Steps,  and 
think'  only  of  meafuring  their  March, 
whilft  their  Enemies  have  Time  to 
diforder  the  Symetry  of  it  by  their 
Mufkets,  we  let  ourfelves  be  carried 
away  by  our  Impetuoiity  at  the  fecond 
Retrenchment,  and  leaving  the  Colours, 
the  Drums,  and  our  General,  to  run 
irregularly  upon  the  Engltjh^  we  drove 
them  from  Retrenchment  to  Retrench- 
ment, and  entered  promifcuoufly  with  ^ 
them  into  the  Town. 

Monfieur  de  Cajfarfthen  found  him- 
fclf  obliged  to  haften  his  Pace.     When 

he 
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he  entered  the  Place,  he  gave  us  the 
fevereft  Reprimands.  He  reprefented 
to  us,  that,  befides  the  Guilt  of  Dif- 
obedience,  we  had  expofed  ourfelves 
to  the  Danger  of  being  cut  to  Pieces 
by  our  imprudent  Vivacity.  How^ 
ever,  as  he  faw  his  Eloquence  contra- 
di<5led  by  the  Event,  and  our  Rafhnefs 
juftified,  it  was  fpoke  of  no  more,  and 
the  Remainder  ot  the  Day  was  employ- 
ed in  pillaging  the  Town,  and  ruining 
the  Inhabitants. 

The  Booty  was  carried  in  common 
on  board  the  Ships,  to  be  divided  when 
we  cm^  to  Marhnko,  fo  that  the  Pil- 
lage of  the  Town  was  performed  at 
firft  with  more  Regularity  than  we  had 
obferved  in  the  taking  of  it.  But  the 
Death  of  one  of  our  Privateers  was  very 
near  making  this  War,  which  we  cai* ' 
ried  on  fo  quiedy  againft  the  Englifi)^ 
degenerate  into  a  Civil  War  an?iongft: 
Tourfelves.  This  Privateer  prefenting 
himfelf  to  enter  into  a  Houfe  that  made 
a  good  Appearance,  a  French  Officer, 
who  was  at  the  Door  with  fome  Sol- 
diersj  would  have  hindered  him.     The 

Priva- 
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Privateer  afked  him,  by  what  Right  he 
feized  upon  that  Houfe,  when  neither 
he  nor  his  Companions  had  contributed 
towards  taking  the  Town.  The  Offi- 
cer, inflead  of  anfwering  him,  bid  his  SoU 
diers  keep  him  off,  and  whilft  this  poor 
Wretch  turned  back  to  call  us  to  his 
Afllftance,  he  received  two  Stabs  with 
a  Sword,  of  which  he  fell  down  dead 
upon  the  Spot» 

Some  of  the  Privateers  faw  this,  and 
informed  us  of  it.  We  immediately 
began  to  aflemble  ourfelves,  and  to 
fend  for  thofe  who  were  at  a  Dif- 
tance.  Happily  Monfieur  Caffart^  in- 
formed of  the  Motions  we  made,  run 
to  us,  and  found  us  ready  to  attack 
the  French^  who  prepared  themfelves 
to  receive  us  valiantly,  being  at  leaft 
ten  to  one.  The  Prefence  of  the  Chief 
did  not  difarm  us-,  and  perhaps  he 
would  have  been  forced  to  put  him- 
felf  at  the  Head  of  his  little  Army 
againft  us,  if  he  had  not  offered  us  Sa- 
tisfa(5lion,  by  promifing  to  deliver  up  tp 
us  the  Officer  of  whom  we  complained. 
This  Promife  appeafed  us,  tho*  it  was 

never 
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never  accompliilied.  The  OiEcer  dlf- 
appeared,  and  the  Affair  was  forgot. 
Not  long  after  this,  having  acquired  fo 
confiderable  a  Fortune  by  the  Foriu- 
gttefe  Prize,  I  refolved  to  take  a  Voy- 
age into  France^  where  I  arrived  fafely 
in  Marchy  17 13.
